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CALENDARS. 


Instructions  to  Editors. 


The  Master  of  the  Rolls  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Editors  of 
Calendars  to  the  following  considerations,  with  a  view  to  secure  uniformity 
of  plan  in  the  important  works  on  which  they  are  engaged  : — 

He  is  anxious  to  extend,  as  far  as  is  consistent  with  proper  economy  and 
despatch,  the  utility  of  the  Calendars  of  State  Papers  now  publishing  under 
his  control :  1st.  As  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  national  archives 
accessible  to  all  who  are  interested  in  historical  inquiries  ;  2nd.  As  the  best 
justification  of  the  liberality  and  munificence  of  the  Government  in  throwing 
open  these  papers  to  the  public,  and  providing  proper  catalogues  of  their 
contents  at  the  national  expense. 

The  greater  number  of  the  readers  who  wiU  consult  and  value  these  works 
can  have  little  or  no  opportunity  of  visiting  the  Public  Record  Office,  in 
which  these  papers  are  deposited.  The  means  for  consulting  the  originals 
must  necessarily  be  limited  when  readers  live  at  a  distance  from  the  metro- 
polis ;  still  more  if  they  are  residents  of  Scotland,  Ireland,  distant  colonies, 
or  foreign  states.  Even  when  such  an  opportunity  does  exist,  the  difficulty 
of  mastering  the  original  hands  in  which  these  papers  are  written  will  deter 
many  readers  from  consulting  them.  Above  all,  their  great  variety  and 
number  must  present  formidable  obstacles  to  literary  inquirers,  however 
able,  sanguine,  and  energetic,  when  the  information  contained  in  them  is 
not  made  accessible  by  satisfactory  Calendars. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  considers  that,  without  superseding  the  necessity 
of  consulting  the  originals,  every  Editor  ought  to  frame  his  Calendar  in  such 
a  manner  that  it  shall  present,  in  as  condensed  a  form  as  possible,  a  correct 
index  of  the  contents  of  the  papers  described  in  it.  He  considers  that  the 
entries  should  be  so  minute  as  to  enable  the  reader  to  discover  not  only  the 
general  contents  of  the  originals,  but  also  what  they  do  not  contain.  If 
the  information  be  not  sufficiently  precise,  if  facts  or  names  be  omitted  or 
concealed  under  a  vague  and  general  description,  the  reader  wiU  be  often 
misled,  he  will  assume  that  where  the  abstracts  are  silent  as  to  information 
to  be  found  in  the  documents,  such  information  does  not  exist ;  or,  he  will 
have  to  examine  every  original  in  detail,  and  thus  one  great  purpose  will 
have  been  lost  for  which  these  Calendars  have  been  compiled. 
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As  the  documents  are  various,  the  Master  of  the  Kolls  considers  that  they 
will  demand  a  corresponding  mode  of  treatment.  The  following  rules  are 
to  be  observed : — 

lat.  All  formal  and  ofEcial  documents,  such  as  letters  of  credence, 
warrants,  grants,  and  the  like,  should  be  described  as  briefly  as  possible. 

2nd.  Letters  and  documents  referring  to  one  subject  only  should  be 
catalogued  as  briefly  as  is  consistent  with  correctness.  But  when  they 
contain  miscellaneous  news,  such  a  description  should  be  given  as  will 
enable  a  reader  to  form  an  adequate  notion  of  the  variety  of  their  contents. 

3rd.  Wherever  a  letter  or  paper  is  especially  difiicult  to  decipher,  or  the 
allusions  more  than  ordinarily  obscure,  it  will  be  advisable  for  the  Editor  to 
adhere,  as  closely  as  is  consistent  with  brevity,  to  the  text  of  the  document. 
He  is  to  do  the  same  when  it  contains  secret  or  very  rare  information. 

4th.  Where  the  Editor  has  deciphered  letters  in  cipher,  the  decipher  may 
be  printed  at  full  length.  But  when  a  contemporary  or  authorised  decipher 
exists  it  wiU  be  sufficient  to  treat  the  cipher  as  an  ordiaary  document. 

5th.  Striking  peculiarities  of  expression,  proverbs,  manners,  &c.  are  to  be 
noticed. 

6th.  Original  dates  are  to  be  given  at  the  close  of  each  entiy,  that  the 
reader  may  know  the  exact  evidence  by  which  the  marginal  dates  are 
determined. 

7th.  Where  letters  are  endorsed  by  the  receivers  and  the  date  of  their 
delivery  specified,  these  endorsements  are  to  be  recorded. 

8th.  The  number  of  written  pages  of  each  document  is  to  be  specified,  as 
a  security  for  its  integrity,  and  that  readers  may  know  what  proportion  the 
abstract  bears  to  the  original. 

9th.  The  language  of  every  document  is  to  be  specified.  If,  however,  the 
greater  part  of  the  collection  be  in  Enghsh,  it  wiU  be  sufficient  to  denote 
those  only  which  are  in  a  different  tongue. 

10th.  Where  documents  have  been  printed,  a  reference  should  be  given 
to  the  publication. 

11th.  Each  series  is  to  be  chronological. 

12th.  The  Prefaces  of  Editors,  in  explanation  of  documents  in  tlie  volume 
are  not  to  exceed  fifty  pages,  unless  the  written  permission  of  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls  to  the  contrary  be  obtained.

The  Domestic  State  Papers  calendared  in  the  present 
volume  extend  oyer  only  the  first  nine  months  of  1644 
They  are  taken  up   chiefly   with  the    history  of  three 
memorable  campaigns  ;  that  of  Sir  William  Waller  against 
the  King's  army  around  Oxford,  which  resulted  in  the  battle 
of  Cropredy  Bridge ;  that  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  in  the  West, 
where  he  lost  his  army ;  and  that  of  the  combined  Scottish 
and  English  armies  before  York,  which  culminated  in  the 
victory  of  Marston-Moor.     Of  the  doings   of  the  Par- 
liaments either  at  Westminster  or  Oxford  little  will  be 
found  in  this  volume,  the  greater  portion  of  the  papers 
relating  to  military  affairs.      This  fact  caUs  for  special 
notice,  as  it  is  owing  to  the  inclusion  of  the  military  corre- 
spondence of  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms  with  the 
Generals  in  the  field  in  the  regular  series  of  State  Papers, 
instead  of  their  treatment  as  belonging  to  a  separate  Com- 
mittee, that  the  vast  increase  of  entries  in  this  volume  is 
due.     In  former  Prefaces*  the  student  had  been  led  to 
expect  a  great  reduction  in  the  bulk  of  correspondence  as 
the  reign  of  Charles  I.  was  drawing  to  a  close.    This,  at  the 
time  these  Prefaces  were  written,  seemed  to  be  a  neces- 
sary consequence  of  the  Secretaries  of  State's  papers  not 
having  been  stored,  as  usual,  in  the  King's  repository  at 
Westminster,  and  of  the  Parliament's  papers  remaining  in 
the  private  libraries  of  the  families  whose  ancestors  took 
leading  parts  in  the  constitutional  struggle  of  the  16th 
century,  usually  designated  the  Great  E/ebeUion.     On  a 
fuller  investigation  of  the  entry-books  of  the  Committees

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by  whicli  the  Parliament's  government  was  carried  on,  it 
has  been  found  that  the  correspondence  of  the  Committee 
of  both  Kingdoms,  often  designated  the  Derby  House 
Committee,  from  its  having  held  its  ordinary  sittings  at 
Derby  House  in  Cannon  E-ow,  "Westminster,  really  formed 
an  integral  part  of  the  history  of  the  reign  of  Charles  I. 
This  collection  of  papers  not  being,  like  those  of  the  other 
Parliamentary  Committees,  confined  to  specific  objects, 
but  of  a  general  character,  seemed  to  deserve  a  separate 
and  different  mode  of  treatment.  The  consequence 
is  that  the  State  Papers  for  the  year  1644,  instead  of 
proving  very  meagre,  are  unusually  voluminous.  This 
is  the  more  gratifying  as  that  year  proved  to  be  the 
turning  point  in  the  great  civil  war.  An  additional  reason 
for  the  inclusion  of  this  correspondence  under  its  proper 
dates  in  the  general  series  of  State  Papers  is  the  fact  that 
these  letters  to  and  from  the  military  commanders  are  all 
comprised  within  the  reign  of  Charles  I.,  w^hereas  the 
papers  of  all  the  other  Cpmmittees  extend  into  the  period 
of  the  Commonwealth.  On  this  account  alone  the 
division  of  the  latter  into  separate  sections  of  Charles  I. 
and  Commonwealth  would  be  unadvisable.  These  Derby 
House  papers,  it  should  be  observed,  promise  to  be  of 
great  interest  to  the  historian  and  local  antiquary, 
having  previously  been  but  little  consulted.  They 
supply  an  authentic  account  of  the  miKtary  operations 
of  the  Parliament's  forces  based  upon  the  best  of  all 
possible  authorities,  the  letters  of  the  Generals  and  oflacers 
in  the  field.  Prom  these  a  clear  judgment  can  be  formed 
of  the  military  prospects  of  the  two  contending  parties  at 
the  several  crises  of  the  civil  war. 

During  the  first  two  years  of  the  civil  war,  the 
Parliament's  forces  mainly  consisted  of  local  levies  de- 
signed to  defend  the  several  counties  and  Associations  by 
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which  they  were  raised  and  paid,  and  being  commanded 
by  the  Lord  General  Essex  under  the  immediate  control 
of  Parliament,  or  rather  of  the  House  of  Lords  sitting  at 
Westminster  which  assumed  the  direction  of  all  military 
matters,  they  were  but  little  influenced  by  the  authority 
of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  which  acted  for  England 
only,  not  like  its  generic  successor,  the  Committee  of 
both  Kingdoms.  With  the  advent  of  the  Scottish  army  on 
English  soil  in  January  1643-4,  a  new  modification  of  the 
system  of  war  became  imperative,  trenching  on  the  autho- 
rity of  Essex  and  the  supervision  of  the  Lords,  which 
had  proved  itself  inefficient  even  for  carrying  on  military 
operations  on  a  small  scale.  Now  that  two  independent 
nations  were  combined  in  the  common  enterprise,  it 
became  imperative  that  there  should  be  a  more  efficient 
central  authority,  in  which  the  interests  of  both  might 
be  adequately  represented.  On  January  30th,  Mr.  Crew 
moved"  in  the  Commons  that  a  small  Committee  of 
two  or  three  members  should  be  chosen  to  carry  out 
arrangements  with  the  Commissioners  who  were  ex- 
pected to  arrive  with  the  Scottish  army,  so  as  •*  to 
"  maintain  unity  and  prevent  discontents  between  them 
"  and  us,"  and  to  communicate  to  Parliament  such 
resolutions  as  should  be  agreed  on  between  them.  It 
was  very  evident,  however,  that  to  render  such  a  Com- 
mittee efficient,  both  its  numbers  and  authority  must 
be  greatly  augmented;  otherwise  it  would  prove  little 
more  efficacious  than  the  existing  Committee  of  Safety 
which  it  was  designed  to  supplant.  Sir  H.  Vane  and 
the  Solicitor  General  St.  John,  two  of  the  most 
active  members  of  the  War  Party,  undertook  to  draft 
another  ordinance  for  the  nomination  of  a  permanent 
Committee,  to  consist  of  seven  Peers  and  fourteen 
Commoners,  who   should  be  invested  with  authority  to 
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make  arrangements  for  the  advancement  of  the  common 
cause,  as  might  be  agreeable  to  both  nations.  This  draft 
bill  was  entrusted  to  the  charge  of  Viscount  Saye  and 
Sele,  who  submitted  it  to  the  Lords,  by  whom  it  was  ap- 
proved and  sent  down  to  the  Commons  for  acceptance. 
There,  however,  the  Peace  Party  soon  detected  that 
its  effect  would  be  to  trench  on  the  supreme  authority 
of  Parliament  in  directing  the  war.  To  obviate  this 
objection,  a  clause  was  inserted  in  the  ordinancCj  re- 
serving the  initiative  of  all  matters  to  be  settled  with 
the  Scots  to  both  Houses,  who  ought  to  be  informed 
of  the  conclusions  arrived  at  before  they  were  finally 
determined.  The  direction  of  all  military  matters 
was  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  who 
were  to  advise  as  to  "  the  carrying  on  and  managing  of 
"  the  war,"  and  as  to  negotiations  with  foreign  States ; 
but  aU  intercourse  with  the  King  and  the  Assembly  at 
Oxford  without  the  express  order  of  Parliament  was 
precluded.*  The  Lords,  who  had  originally  approved 
the  design  of  a  joint  Committee,  now  earnestly 
opposed  it,  seeing  how  it  would  curtail  their  influence 
in  military  affairs.  On  all  points,  however,  the 
Lords  were  obliged  to  give  way,  except  on  a  clause 
imposing  an  oath  of  secrecy  on  the  members  of  the 
Committee,  which  they  successfully  resisted,  on  the 
ground  "  that  every  member  of  either  House  had 
"  a  right  to  know  all  that  concerned  the  affairs  of  the 
"  State."t  In  this  form  the  ordinance  passed  on  the  16th 
February,  and  it  was  at  once  put  into  operation.  Even 
before  the  final  settlement  of  the  Committee,  we  find 
(17th  January)  the  Committees  and  Commissioners  of 
both  Kingdoms  publishing  a  declaration,!  setting  forth

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that  "the  two  Houses,  considering  the  great  danger  to 
"  religion  and  liherty  from  the  great  forces  of  Papists 
"  and  others  employed  for  the  destruction  thereof,  have 
"  by  their  Commissioners  desired  the  kingdom  of  Scot- 
"  land  to  join  in  their  just  endeavours  to  preserve  and 
"  reform  religion,  procuring  the  honour  and  happiness 
"  of  the  King,  now  engaged  in  counsels  prejudicial  to 
"  himself  and  his  kingdoms,  and  to  settle  the  peace  and 
"  liherty  of  his  dominions."  They  further  go  on  to  state 
that  "the  kingdom  of  Scotland  has  readily  yielded  there- 
"  unto,  and  raised  an  army  for  the  ends  above  expressed, 
"  to  be  ordered  by  us  the  Committees  and  Commissioners 
"  of  both  kingdoms,  we  being  therefore  desirous  to  take 
"  the  most  orderly  way  for  the  provisioning  of  the  said 
"  army,  desire  to  acquaiat  you  with  what  is  expected 
"  from  you,  the  inhabitants  of  those  parts  through  which 
"  this  army  shall  pass,  that  so  you  may  not  be  oppressed 
"  with  arbitrary  taxes  and  unreasonable  spoils,  [like 
"  those]  which  you  have  suffered  from  those  [soldiers 
"  of  the  Royalist  armies]  who  have  lived  amongst  you 
"  and  upon  you."  This  may  be  taken  as  an  example  of 
the  first  fruits  of  the  new  Committee's  management,  and 
when  it  became  permanently  established  its  endeavours 
were  directed  by  the  like  moderation  and  foresight. 

It  should  be  noted  here  that  this  Derby  House  cor- 
respondence is  complete  in  all  its  branches,  so  far  as 
this  volume  is  concerned,  viz.,  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee  at  its  sittings  from  day  to  day,  the  letters 
despatched  by  it  to  the  several  oflELcers  in  command  of  the 
Parliament's  forces,  and  their  communications  to  it, 
giving  full  accounts  of  their  doings,  and  of  the  battles  and 
skirmishes  in  which  they  had  been  engaged.  These  last 
are  the  more  interesting  and  valuable  for  the  historian, 
and,  if  read  seriatim  as  they  appear  chronologically  in 
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this  Calendar,  give  a  very  faithful  and  full  exposition  of 
the  progress  of  the  civil  war. 

Suhsequently  to  1644,  whether  by  design  or  accident, 
the  entry-books  containing  the  correspondence  of  the 
Derby  House  Committee  have  been  preserved  for  certain 
periods  only,  so  that  the  series  is  imperfect  in  one  or  more 
of  its  sections.  Thus  the  day-books,  containing  the  daily 
proceedings  of  the  Committee  are  wanting  from  5th 
July  1645  till  January  1648,  with  the  exception  of 
the  remaining  months  of  1645  and  the  first  four  of  1646, 
which  are  supplied  from  a  draft  day-book  and  an  index 
to  a  missing  day-book ;  while  the  entry-books  of 
letters  sent  from  the  Committee  to  the  commanders  in 
the  field  are  complete  from  the  commencement  of  the 
Committee  in  February  1644  till  its  dissolution  in 
December  1648,  with  the  omission  of  one  volume,  con- 
taining the  correspondence  between  March  1647  and 
January  1648.  The  most  regrettable  lacunce,  however,  are 
the  entry-books  containing  the  letters  received  from  the 
Parliament's  officers  in  the  field,  of  which  two  volumes 
only  are  preserved,  extending  from  1st  June  1644  to 
16th  February  1645.  These  last  are  the  most  historically 
valuable  of  the  whole  series. 

These  Committee  books  are  all  connected  with  the 
doings  of  the  Parliament's  forces,  and  are  therefore  in  a 
political  sense  all  one-sided,  but  in  this  volume  of  Calendar 
they  are  largely  supplemented  by  Royalist  letters  preserved 
amongst  the  regular  series  of  State  Papers.  When  the 
Committee's  first  term  of  three  months  was  expired,  it 
was  renewed  on  May  the  22nd,  and  Mr.  Prideaux  was 
directed  to  prepare  a  declaratory  ordinance*  defining  the 
"  directions     the    Committee    of    both  Kingdoms    was

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"  appointed  to  follow,"  and  to  insert  in  it  the  oath  of 
secreoy  which  had  been  formerly  rejected.  The  members 
constituting  the  Committee  were  the  same  as  before  for 
England,  but  now  three  only  were  constituted  a  quorum, 
whereof  one  member  of  each  House  was  required  to  be 
present,  and  the  Scottish  members  were  John  Earl  of 
Loudoun,  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Scotland,  John  Lord 
Maitland,  Sir  Archibald  Johnstone  of  Warristone,  and 
Mr.  Robert  Barclay,  who  were  not  named  in  the  former 
commission.  These,  or  any  seven  of  them,  were  to  form 
a  Committee  "  to  order  and  direct  whatsoever  doth  or 
"  may  concern  the  managing  of  the  war,  keeping  good 
"  intelligence  between  the  forces  of  the  three  kingdoms, 
"  and  whatsoever  may  concern  the  peace  of  his  Majesty's 
"  dominions."* 

This  "omnipotent  ordinance,"  as  it  was  termed  when 
first  propounded  in  Eebruary,  now  received  the  sanction 
of  Parliament,  notwithstanding  vehement  opposition  in 
the  Upper  House,  and  the  Committee  resumed  its  sittings 
on  the  24th  May,f  ■  with  these  increased  powers. 

The  constitutional  effect  of  this  Committee  in  modifying 
the  subsequent  mode  of  action  of  the  English  Govern- 
ment has  been  so  admirably  defined  by  Mr.  Gardiner  J 
that  any  description  of  it  would  be  imperfect  without 
quoting  the  following  passage: — "To  the  constitutional 
"  historian  the  ordinance  by  which  it  was  appointed  is 
"  important  as  containing  not  only  the  first  germ  of  a 
"  political  union  between  England  and  Scotland,  but 
"  also  the  first  germ  of  the  modern  cabinet  system.  As 
"  far  as  the  English  members  of  the  Committee  were 
"  concerned,  it  was  a  body  composed  of  members  of  both 
"  Houses,   exercising    general    executive    powers    under

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"  responsibility  to  Parliament,  and  not  merely,  like  the 
"  old  Committee  of  Safety,  a  mere  channel  to  convey 
"  information  to  Parliament  and  to  take  its  orders." 

Having  described  the  constitution  of  the  Committee  of 
both  Kingdoms  and  the  character  of  the  papers  comprised 
in  this  volume  of  Calendar,  it  now  remains  to  notice 
briefly  some  of  the  salient  points  of  the  history  of  the 
period  it  embraces,  as  read  by  the  light  of  these  con- 
temporary documents. 

The  month  of  January  1643-4  was  memorable  for 
three  important  events :  the  passage  of  the  Scottish  army 
over  the  Tweed,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Parliament  at 
Westminster,  on  the  19th,  in  the  midst  of  snow  and  frost  ;* 
the  assembling  of  the  Anti-Parliament  at  Oxford  on  the 
22nd  of  the  same  month,  by  summons  of  the  King,  in 
opposition  to  the  Parliament  at  Westminster ;  and  thirdly, 
the  appointment  of  the  famous  Lord  Kimbolton,  who  had 
now  succeeded  his  father  as  Earl  of  Manchester,  to  the 
independent  command  of  the  army  of  the  Associated 
Eastern  Counties.  This  last  event  occurred  on  the  same 
day  as  the  King's  address  to  the  "  Antick-Parliament "  at 
Oxford,  as  it  was  derisively  designated  by  the  Round- 
heads. It  was  styled  the  "  Mongrel-Parliament "  by  the 
King  himself,f  after  a  short  experience  of  its  quality, 
as  he  found  it  almost  as  intractable  as  the  disowned  Par- 
liament at  Westminster.  This,  however,  was  not  so  much 
owing  to  the  personal  tergiversation  of  its  members  as  to 
the  unnatural  position  in  which  they  found  themselves,  as 
a  Parliament  representing  only  a  minority  of  the  nation. 

Those  historians   therefore  who  marvel  that  so  many

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conscientious  and  upright  men  should  have  obeyed  the 
summons  to  Oxford,  underrate  the  attachment  of  English- 
men to  the  constitution  and  to  the  hereditary  sovereignty. 
"  The  King,"  we  read,  "  has  warned  all  Parliament  men 
"  to  appear  this  month  [January]  at  Oxford,  and  has 
"  promised  them  all  their  pardon  if  they  come."*  When 
the  King  thus  held  out  the  hand  of  reconciliation,  it  was 
a  hard  struggle  of  conscience  to  reject  the  proffered 
boon.  Besides  in  a  perpetual,  irresponsible,  and  non- 
representative  House  of  Commons,  with  whose  aims  they 
did  not  sympathise,  the  seceding  members  felt  they 
had  no  place.  Their  dearest  wish  was  to  be  governed 
after  the  ancient  manner,  and  we  may  add  for  most  of 
them,  according  to  the  constitution  as  modified  by  the 
Parliamentary  changes  it  had  recently  undergone.  But 
in  repairing  to  Oxford  they  had  no  intention  of  wholly 
surrendering  their  liberties,  and  being  made  an  in- 
strument by  the  Court  for  enforcing  its  decrees  and 
voting  subsidies  and  impositions  for  the  prolongation 
of  a  fratricidal  war.  The  same  sort  of  dissensions  there- 
fore speedily  arose  between  the  majority  of  the  Oxford 
Parliament  and  the  King  as  had  proved  irrepressible 
between  him  and  that  at  Westminster.  The  only  point  in 
which  members  of  the  Oxford  Parliament  cordially  agreed 
with  the  courtiers  and  military  followers  of  the  King,  was 
dislike  of  the  "  canting  hypocrites "  at  Westminster, 
whom  they  stigmatised  as  traitors,  in  an  Act  ordering 
that  their  authority  should  be  no  longer  respected  as  that 
of  Parliament.  This  decisive  step  cut  off  all  hopes  of  a 
reconciliation,  for  the  Westminster  Parliament  would  not 
treat  with  the  King  unless  he  acknowledged  them  as 
the  Parliament,  "  which  it  seems  the  King  will  not,  so 
"  there  is  an  end  of  that  business."!

X  PREFACE. 

The  proffered  aid  of  the  Scots,  while  in  a  military  sense 
it  greatly  augmented  the  "Westminster  Parliament's  autho- 
rity, weakened  it  in  the  public  estimation  by  reintroducing 
the  burning  question  of  Presbyterian  supremacy,  which 
now  became  as  much  detested  by  the  Sectaries  as  it  had 
been  by  the  Episcopalians,  most  of  whom  were  gone  to 
Oxford.  This  religious  element,  entering  into  most  of  the 
social  contests  which  occupied  the  attention  of  the  House 
of  Commons,  revived  the  bitter  animosities  of  the  old 
political  parties,  and  caused  the  members  to  group  them- 
selves into  coteries,  only  slightly  different  in  their  con- 
stituents, but  based  on  an  entirely  divergent  idea.  Thus 
the  Peace  and  War  parties,  into  which  the  Houses  had 
recently  been  divided,  became  gradually  remodelled,  so  as 
to  form  the  Presbyterians  and  Independents  of  the  subse- 
quent period  commencing  with  1645,  whose  internecine 
struggles  finally  led  to  the  extinction  of  the  Parliament's 
authority  altogether,  and  the  substitution  of  the  Orom- 
wellian  regime.  The  section  of  the  Parliament  which  sat 
at  Oxford  likewise  became  difi'erentiated  into  two  divergent 
factors,  those  who  were  for  thorough  siding  with  Charles 
in  his  mischievous  substitution  of  prerogative  in  place  of 
law,  and  those  who  held  by  the  old  constitutional  theory 
of  an  evenly  balanced  constitution.  The  beginning  of  the 
year  1643-4  may  therefore  be  designated  as  the  com- 
mencement of  the  second  stage  of  the  revolutionary 
epoch. 

The  Parliament  at  Oxford,  although  not  as  com- 
pliant as  some  Eoyalists  cotdd  have  wished,  was  very 
effective  in  reconciling  the  wealthier  classes  to  the  pecuniary 
sacrifices  required  for  maintaining  the  King's  cause,  and 
their  example  induced  other  bodies  and  individuals  to 
come  forward  with  a  lavish  generosity,  occasioning  in 
some  instances  an  artistic  loss  much  to  be  regretted. 
Some  of  the  finest  gold  and  silver  plate  in  the  kingdom, 
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including  the  magnificent  services  from  the  Universities, 
was  ruthlessly  melted  down  to  keep  the  Eoyalist  troops 
from  perishing  during  their  long  winter  service,  for  no 
general  cessation  of  arms  in  the  field  had  this  last  year 
coincided  with  the  setting  in  of  the  autumnal  rains. 
Neither  side  during  the  winter  of  1643-4  went  into 
winter  quarters,  but  both  kept  continually  on  the  alert. 
It  was  a  time  of  great  "searching  of  hearts,"  for  old 
things  in  a  military  sense  were  passing  away,  and  a  new 
rSgime  had  to  be  inaugurated.  Until  this  winter,  the 
Earl  of  Essex  had  stood  forward  in  name,  as  well  as  in 
fact,  as  the  man  of  the  hour,  on  whose  skill  and  firmness 
the  Parliamentarians  had  almost  solely  relied. 

During  the  autumn  and  winter  which  followed  the 
campaign  ending  with  the  relief  of  Gloucester,  the 
Parliament  had  been  busily  engaged  in  organizing  fresh 
armies,  and  placing  new  Generals  at  the  head  of  com- 
mands virtually  independent  of  the  authority  of  the  Lord 
General.  Eoremost  amongst  these  new  commands  was 
that  of  the  Earl  of  Manchester ;  but  it  was  only  too 
obvious  that  his  army,  although  united  and  well  dis- 
ciplined, was  by  itself  insufficient  to  cope  ^vith  the 
equally  experienced  army  of  the  Earl  of  Newcastle.  The 
Parliament,  therefore,  gladly  accepted  the  aid  of  the 
Scots  to  supplement  the  forces  which  Lords  Eairfax  and 
Manchester  were  able  to  put  into  the  field.  On  receiving 
assurance  of  their  help,  the  Parliament,  or  rather 
the  Lords,  proceeded  to  marshal  their  forces  for  the 
next  year's  campaign,  which  had  already  commenced, 
but  the  necessity  for  a  more  centralized  authority  became 
daily  evident.  This,  as  before  stated,  was  effected  by  the 
embodiment  of  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms. 

The  grand  problem  with  which  the  Committee  of  both 
Kingdoms  had  to  contend  was,  how  to  combine  divided 
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responsibility  amongst  the  Generals  with  unity  of  action 
in  the  field,  else  the  result  of  this  next  summer's  cam- 
paign would  be  in  favour  of  the  B/oyalists  as  it  had  been 
in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  war.  As  an  example  of  the 
reconciliatory  influence  exercised  by  the  Committee  of 
both  Kingdoms,  reference  may  be  made  to  their  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  10th  September,  where  Minute  8,*  directs 
letters  "  to  be  written  to  Manchester,  Waller,  Behr, 
"  Skippon,  Middleton,  and  Ool.  Cromwell,  to  lay  aside 
'*  all  disputes  of  their  rights  and  privileges  and  to  join 
"  heartily  together  in  the  present  service,  to  propose  to 
•'  them  the  example  of  the  three  Generals  [Manchester, 
"  Leven,  and  Fairfax]  before  York,  and  to  desire  them  so 
"  to  order  the  matter  of  command  by  common  advice  and 
"  consent  as  the  public  service  may  be  noways  retarded  ; 
"  also  that  a  duplicate  of  these  letters  be  sent  to  the  Lord 
"  General  [Essex],  who  is  to  use  his  best  endeavours  in 
"  preventing  all  differences  between  the  commanders." 
The  whole  responsibility  of  the  management  of  the  war 
now  rested  with  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms,  whose 
directions  were  unhesitatingly  enforced  by  the  authority 
of  both  Houses  of  Parliament;  the  only  exception 
being  the  iU-starred  expedition  of  the  Earl  of  Essex 
into  the  West.  This  the  Committee  entirely  disapproved 
of,  having  given  instructions  for  his  army  to  join  with 
Sir  William  Waller's  in  the  siege  of  Oxford.  In  this  city 
the  King's  head-quarters  were  located,  and  from  thence 
the  Royalists  issued  on  every  available  occasion,  to  distress 
the  midland  counties  and  inspire  fear  in  the  Parliament 
at  Westminster.  While  Oxford  remained  untaken,  the 
Parliament  could  never  rely  on  having  a  sufficient  force 
ready  at  hand  to  check  these  sudden  enterprises.  A 
cursory  glance  at  the  map  will  show  that  the  taking  of 
"  •  p.  488. 
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Oxford  would  have  greatly  curtailed  the  quarters  of  the 
Royalists,  even  if  the  King  himself  were  not  made 
prisoner,  but  Essex  had  no  mind  for  the  task,  and  pre- 
ferred to  assign  it  to  Sir  William  WaUer.  IPearing  what  the 
result  might  he  if  Oxford  were  besieged,  the  Queen  retired 
to  Exeter  on  the  17th  April.  It  was  at  first  contemplated 
that  Rupert  should  conduct  her  to  Chester,  from  whence, 
if  need  were,  she  might  escape  to  Ireland.  Her  decision, 
however,  changed  when  she  found  how  Ul  the  scheme  for 
the  importation  of  the  Irish  auxiliaries  was  received  by 
the  Oxford  Parliament.  The  suggestion  for  bringing  over 
these  EngHsh-Irish  troops  at  once  aroused  much  of  the 
religious  animosity  which  had  proved  so  fatal  to  Strafford. 
As  her  time  approached,  it  was  but  natural  that  the  Queen 
should  desire  a  place  of  security  where  she  might  remain 
in  retirement  whilst  having  her  eighth  child.  The  West 
being  freest  from  the  turmoils  of  war  led  her  to  select 
Exeter  as  the  most  secure  refuge,  from  whence  she  might 
escape  to  Erance  if  the  Royalist  cause  should  become  less 
hopeful  ;*  this  proving  to  be  the  case,  as  we  gather  from 
Lord  Goring's  letter  of  the  21st  Junef  to  the  King's 
Secretary  Nicholas,,  in  which  occurs  this  touching 
passage : — 

"  God  bless  his  Majesty  and  send  sweet  England  peace,  and  then 
little  shall  I  trouble  myself  for  my  own  particular,  how  ruined 
soever.  I  had  all  from  his  Majesty,  and  he  hath  all  again.  It  is 
here  yet  believed  his  Majesty  is  in  a  very  ill  posture  and  his  arms 
ill-guided,  but  if  all  be  true  that  my  intelligence  gives  me,  I 
cannot  be  of  that  mind.  I  beseech  you  and  Lord  Digby  to  compare 
my  letters  and  then  you  will  know  even  what  I  think." 

The  Queen  lay  in  at  Bedford  House,  in  Exeter,  where 
her  eighth  and  last  child  was  born  on  the  16th  June. 
The    baby,    although    reported    by    the    Lord    Admiral

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Warwick*  as  a  boy,  proved  to  be  a  daughter.    She  re- 

ceived  at  baptism  the  name  of  Henrietta  after  her  mother, 

whom  in  after  years  she  greatly  resembled  both  in  person 

and  character.     The   King,  in    his    letter  of  June  30f 

written  in  cipher,  but  which   being    intercepted  never 

came  to  the  Queen's  hands,  thus  writes  : — . 

"  Now  I  must  again  rejoice  with  thee  for  thy  happy  delivery.  As 
for  the  christening  of  my  younger  and,  as  they  say,  prettiest 
daughter,  I  heartily  thank  thee  that  I  being  so  far  off  thou  would'st 
stay  for  my  directions.  For  the  one  part,  which  is  choosing  of  the 
godfathers,  I  leave  totally  to  thee  ;  but  for  the  place  and  form,  I 
desire  it  should  be  in  the  Cathedral  [of  Exeter]  if  the  health  of 
my  little  baby  will  permit." 

On  the  25th  June  the  House  of  Commons  were  pre- 
vailed on  to  grant  Essex's  "  dearest  wish,"  and  authorized 
him  to  pursue  his  advance  westward,  leaving  Waller  to 
attend  on  the  King's  movements,  and  to  take  Oxford  if 
he  could.  When  this  news  reached  Exeter,  the  Queen 
became  stiU  more  alarmed  for  her  safety,  fearing  to  be 
besieged  in  Exeter,J  and  she  began  to  be  affected  in  mind, 
as  would-  appear  from  Lord  Goring's  intercepted  letter 
of  the  4th  July,§  which  was  written  in  cipher  and 
addressed  to  the  Queen  by  the  King's  command  : — 1| 

"  For  God's  sake,  Madame,  do  not  be  so  cruel  to  us  as  to  destroy 
all  these  blessings  by  the  looseness  of  your  believing  yourself 
unsafe,  for  without  security  and  happiness  no  earthly  joy  can 
have  a  taste,  either  with  the  King  or  with  any  of  his  or  your 
true  servants." 

Notwithstanding  repeated  assurances  of  her  safety  and 
of  the  King's  intention  of  marching  westward  after  Essex, 
the  Queen  persisted  in  her  desire  to  place  the  English 
Channel  between  herself  and  danger.  The  King's  con- 
sent having  been  obtained,  arrangements  were  made  If

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for  her  departure  to  France.  "  In  the  meantime,"  writes 
Digby,  "  it  is  conceived  you  cannot  take  a  better  course 
"  than  what  Prince  Maurice  writes  to  the  King,  and  Lord 
"  Jermyn  to  me,  is  aheady  resolved  on."*  Erom  the  cir- 
cumstance that  these  intercepted  lettersf  are  in  the  cipher 
of  Lord  Jermyn  instead  of  that  ordinarily  employed  in 
communications  between  the  King  and  Queen,  they 
have  remained  hitherto  sealed  to  historians.  The 
manner  of  their  capture  is  narrated  in  a  letter  of  John 
Oartwright  to  Speaker  Lenthall,  of  the  6th  July,|  and 
they  are  thus  described  by  Colonel  Devereux,  Governor 
of  Malmesbury,  who  forwarded  them  to  Speaker  Lenthall 
on  the  same  day  : — 

"  His  Majesty's  letter  to  the  Queen  was  enclosed  in  a  blank  paper, 
on  the  outside  of  which  was  only  capitp,!  esses,  and  sealed  with  two 
seals,  neither  of  which  was  his  Majesty's  signet  manual.  It  was 
written  with  his  Majesty's  own  hand  on  a  small  piece  of  paper, 
only  the  breadth  of  three  fingers,  both  closely  written  and  closely 
made  up.  [In  it]  came  the  copy  you  see ;  for  whom  it  was  in- 
tended and  to  whom  it  should  have  been  secondarily  sent  may  be 
easily  understood.  Many  other  letters  came  with  it,  all  which 
were  sent  to  his  Excellency  [the  Lord  General  Essex],  none  of 
any  consequence  except  those  other  three  enclosed  from  Lord 
George  Digby  severally  to  the  Queen,  Lord  Jermyn,  and  the 
Duchess  of  Buckingham.  One  other  letter  I  sent  his  Excellency 
sealed  with  the  signet  manual  and  directed  thus,  '  To  the  Queen/ 
which  I  did  not  break  open.  Till  your  or  his  Excellency's  com- 
mands [come],  I  have  given  order  Mr.  Hay  should  be  used  with 
all  civility  befitting  his  quality." 

The  draft  of  a  letter  to  be  addressed  by  the  Queen 
mentioned  in  the  above  extract  was  probably  for  Essex, 
with  whom  it  was  thought  that  the  Queen  still  possessed 
some  influence,  he  having  been  the  Lord  Chamberlain  of 
the  Household  in  the  years  164)1  and  1642.  That  the 
Queen  had  hopes  of  some  sympathy  from  him  would 
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appear  from  her  application  addressed  to  him  at  this  time 
for  a  safe-conduct  to  enable  her  to  visit  the  healing 
springs  at  Bath.  The  Earl  refused  this  demand,  but  sent 
her  word  that,  "  if  she  would  go  to  London,  where  she 
"  might  consult  the  best  physicians,  he  would  himself 
"  conduct  her  thither."  This  insidious  ofEer  she  at  once 
declined,  bearing  in  mind  that  her  impeachment  had 
already  been  voted  by  Parliament.  London  under  such 
circumstances  was  the  last  place  she  desired  to  visit. 

On  the  30th  June,  Lord  Jermyn  writes,*  "  The  Queen 
"  is  this  day  gone  towards  Ealmouth,  intending  to  embark 
"  herself  for  Prance ;"  but  it  was  the  14th  of  July  before 
she  was  able  to  sail,  and  then  only  at  great  personal 
risk. 

On  the  11th  July,  the  Lord  Admiral  "Warwick  writes : — f 
"  I  have  despatched  my  Vice-Admiral  to  Falmouth,  where  I 
am  informed  the  Queen  [of  England]  has  diverse  ships  in  readiness 
to  transport  her  into  France,  if  not.  prevented ;  he  has  three  good 
ships  with  him,  and  if  there  be  occasion  [for  action]  you  may 
expect  a  very  faithful  account  of  that  service." 

On  the  14th,  when  the  Queen's  ships  sailed,  one  of  the 
Vice-Admiral's  ships  gave  chase  and  fired  some  shots 
at  the  vessel  in  which  the  Queen  was.  It  however 
escaped  and  landed  her  Majesty  at  Brest  on  the  16th 
July,  whence  she  repaired  to  the  Spa  at  Bourbon,  and 
from  thence  went  to  Tours  on  her  way  to  Paris.J  The 
Lord  Admiral,  feeling  that  some  blame  attached  to  him- 
for  not  preventing  her  escape,  writes  three  days  after 
to  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms  : — 

"  By  my  last  I  advertised  you  that  I  had  sent  my  Vice-Admiral 
to  Falmouth  to  attend  the  Queen's  coming  out  from  thence,  the 
issue  whereof  will  be  represented  to  you  in  my  Vice-Admiral's 
own  relation,  a  copy  whereof  I  enclose.     By  this  narration  it  will

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appear  tliat  on  Sunday  last  the  Queen  with  the  assistauc-e  of  ten 
ships  and  vessels  made  her  escape.  I  ain  sorry  i  cannot  give 
another  account  of  this  service.  But  if  the  numbers  of  ships  in 
these  parts  be  considered,  and  the  manner  of  dispersing  them,  I 
suppose  it  will  be  easily  admitted  that  I  have  done  my  duty, 
having  here  at  that  time  only  eight  ships,  whereof  the  '  Eefor- 
mation,'  '  Paramour,'  and  '  Warwick,'  being  three  of  our  best 
sailers,  were  sent  to  Falmouth." 

Th6  Queen's  determination,  to  seek  slielter  in  IFrance 
does   not   appear  to  have   changed  the  King's  intention 
of  following  Essex  into  the  West,  where  at  first  the  Lord 
General's  march  was  next  thing  to  a  military  promenade. 
But  before  this  could  be  attempted  it  was  necessary  to 
dispose  of  Waller.     So,  leaviag  Woodstock  on  the  21st, 
the  King  hastened  to  Buckingham,'"'  where,  arriving  on 
the  22nd,  he  held  a  Council  of  War,   the  question  ap- 
parently  being   whether  it  would  be  more  advisable  to 
attempt  a  diversion  on  the  side  of  the  Association  of  the 
Eastern   Counties,  f   in   order   to   draw   off  the   Earl    of 
Manchester  from  the  siege  of  York,  and  so  enable  that 
city  to  hold  out  until  Rupert  could  march  for  its  relief, 
or  to  advance  at  once  upon  London,  before  Waller  could 
collect  a  sufficient  army  to  oppose  his  progress,  and  thus 
strike  at  the  centre  of  the  rebellion.     Whilst  Essex  and 
Waller  acted  together  it  was  impossible  for  the  King  to 
attempt  anything  of  this  nature ;  but  now  that  they  were 
acting  on  different  lines,  it  was  thought  not  to  be  im- 
practicable, by  concentrating  his  forces,  to  vanquish  them 
separately.     Eor  so  bold  a  strategy  the  Parliament  was 
not  prepared,  and   great  alarm  prevailed  in  the  capital 
until  the  King's  destination  was  known.      On  the  23rd 
June,  the   Committee  of  both  Kingdoms   wrote  to   their 
sub-committeej  in  the  army  before  York, — 

"  We  received  yours  of  the  I7th  inst.,  and  to-day  intelligence 
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came  that  upon  Friday,  21st,  the  King  marched  from  Oxford 
to  Bicester,  where  he  lay  that  night,  and  was  yesterday  at 
Buckingham,  intending,  as  is  supposed,  for  the  Earl  of  Manchester's 
Association.  The  strength  of  his  forces  is  variously  reported  of, 
from  eight  to  twelve  thousand  foot  and  horse.  We  have  written 
to  Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  follow  him  with  all  expedition,  and  the  forces 
that  are  to  go  forth  under  command  of  Major-General  Browne  are 
in  preparation.  Some  of  his  forces  are  to  march  this  night  or 
to-morrow,  which,  with  the  assistance  of  the  forces  that  can  be 
presently  raised  in  the  Associated  Counties,  we  hope  will  be  able 
to  keep  off  the  impression  till  Sir  Wm.  Waller  come  up." 

The  danger  to  London,  howeverj  was  not  yet  considered 

entirely  past.     The  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms  ordered 

Major-General  Browne  to  throw  himself  with  such  few 

troops  as  he  had  between  the  Royalist  army  and  London,  in 

order  to  give  time  for  Sir  William  "Waller  to  come  up  with 

his  army,  this  being  the  only  one  then  available,  llssex 

having  marched  westward,  and  Manchester  being  in  the 

north  ;  so  that  the  eastern  counties  as  well  as  London 

were  left  unprotected.     Hazardous  as  this  service  seemed 

to  him,   Richard  Browne,  the  Woodmonger*  as  he  was 

derisively  called  by  his  critics,  courageously  effected  it, 

arriving  in  Barnet   on   the   25th   June  with    his     City 

regiments. 

"  I  am  now  at  Barnet,"  he  writes,  "  with  two  regiments,  the 
White  and  Ked  Auxiliaries,  and  six  pieces  of  ordnance.  The  Blue 
regiment  is  not  yet  come  to  us,  having  refused  to  march  without  a 
month's  advance.  The  whole  three  regiments,  if  together,  will  not 
amount  to  above  500.  The  enemy,  as  I  am  credibly  informed, 
number  10,000,  and  as  many  horse  as  foot,  quartering  about 
Dunstable  and  Leyton  [Leigh ton -Buzzard].  It  is  reported  that  of 
3,000  countrymen  who  were  gathered  together  at  Hitchin  300 
were  aot  armed,  and  upon  an  alarm  most  ran  away,  nor  can  I  hear 
of  any  considerable  force  to  join  with  us  hereabouts,  and  indeed  I 
cannot  imagine  what  we  shall  do  to  secure  ourselves,  having  no 
horse.  If  the  design  be  thought  considerable  I  desire  more  strength 
may  be  speedily  sent."t 
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The  object  of  the  Committee  being  to  delay  the  King's 
advance  until  Waller  could  come  up,  which  he  did  on 
the  28th,  was  thus  attained.  Although  Waller's  army 
was  not  sufi3.ciently  strong,  even  with  the  reinforcements 
which  had  been  sent,  to  offer  battle,  except  at  an  ad- 
vantage, it  was  competent  so  to  hamper  the  King  that 
any  attempt  on  London,  if  ever  seriously  contemplated, 
was  abandoned,  and  the  royal  army  turned  off  towards 
Daventry  followed  by  Waller.  Sir  William,  whose  courage 
seemed  to  grow  with  his  difficulties,  did  not  hesitate  to 
match  his  citizen  army  against  the  better  trained  forces 
of  the  King,  and  on  the  very  day  he  came  up  with  them 
prepared  for  an  engagement.  "  This  day,"  he  writes,* 
"  in  all  likelihood,  will  prove  a  deciding  day ;  the  Lord 
"  prosper  his  own  cause  for  His  great  name's  sake;  .  .  . 
"  I  praise  God  I  find  a  great  deal  of  cheerfulness  in  the 
"  army,  and  I  doubt  not  we  shall  render  you  a  good 
"  account  of  our  service.  .  .  .  We  are  drawing  into 
"  the  field,  and  therefore  I  can  only  give  you  this  short 
"  assurance."  The  expected  battle  did  not  come  off,  as 
the  King  had  no  inclination  to  diminish  his  strength  by 
a  premature  engagement,  being  well  aware  that  his  better 
trained  and  horsed  troops  would  weary  out  his  adversary 
in  a  long  march.  So  all  the  next  day  the  two  armies 
continued  to  march  one  on  either  side  of  the  river 
Cherwell  towards  Banbury,  "  his  Majesty  facing  us  beyond 
"  the  bridge."t 

"  This  morning,  29th  June,"  writes  Waller,J  "  we  are 
"  drawn  out  again  in  battalia.  The  King's  army  is 
"  drawing  up  hill ;  most  of  his  horse  are  fallen  down 
"  towards  Cropredy,  whether  it  be  to  secure  their  retreat 
"  or  to  make  their  passage  that  way  to  fight  upon  more 
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"  equal  ground,  is  yet  not  certain,  but  we  shall  quickly 
"  know.  If  they  haye  a  mind  to  it  they  will  as  gladly 
"  be  welcomed  as  ever  men  were."  This  offer  of  battle 
was  declined,  as  it  had  been  on  the  preceding  day. 

In  the  morning  early  (29th  June),  Waller,  lying  on  the 
hill  before  Banbury,  perceived*  "  the  enemy  going  with 
"  bag  and  baggage  towards  Northampton,  whereupon, 
"  with  all  possible  haste,  I  rose  and  marched  to  Burton, 
"  Avhich  brought  me  full  in  upon  the  flank  of  the  enemy, 
"  and  gave  me  a  great  advantage." 

Eor  a  description  of  what  followed,  and  how  the  fight 

at  Oropredy  was  lost  and  won  by  the  Royalists,  reference  is 

made  to  the  letter  of  Sir  William  Waller  (at  page  293),  who 

seems  to  have  been  quite  contented  with  his  performance 

on  that  day  ;  though  the  account  of  it  by  Lord  Digby, 

from  his  letter  in  cipher  calendared  at  page  316,  gives 

the  victory  to  the  Royalists.     The  King  himself,  writing! 

to  his  wife,  Henrietta  Maria,  on  the  30th  June,  the  day 

after  the  battle,  supports  Digby 's  view  of  it : — 

"  I  could  stay  no  longer  from  giving  tbee  an  account  of  yesterday's 
good  success,  whicL.  though  it  has  not  been  the  greatest,  yet  it  was 
the  dearest  that  I  have  seen,  but  it  was  the  ugliest  beginning  that 
ever  I  saw ;  as  for  the  particulars,  I  refer  you  to  this  bearer's 
relation,  who  was  an  eye-witness,  and  other  men's  pens." 

The  before-mentioned  letter  of  Lord  Digby,  which  is 
addressed  to  the  Queen,  is  probably  the  one  more 
especially  referred  to  here  by  the  King,  at  whose 
dictation  it  was  apparently  written,  "  What  further  use 
"  we  shall  make  of  this  victory,"  writes  Digby, J  "cannot 
"  as  yet  be  resolved  on,  but  certainly  the  reputation 
"  of  it  will  have  a  great  effect,  especially  if  it  be  true 
"  that  Waller  himself  is  much  hurt." 

Waller's  estimate  of  the  result  of  this  battle,  §  one  of 
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the  most  surprising  of  the  civil  war,  and  which  was 
fought  only  three  days  before  Marston-Moor,  was  some- 
what different : — 

"  There  was  hot  service  at  Cropredy  bridge,  which  we  made  good 
against  them,  and  we  continued  in  skirmish  with  them  all  day. 
The  enemy,  setting  aside  our  unlucky  pieces,  has  nothing  to  brag  of, 
having  lost  three  colonels,  including  Sir  W.  Butler,  a  lieut.-colonel, 
a  major,  and  diverse  other  officers.  The  Lieutenant-General 
[Middleton]  took  Lord  Wilmot  prisoner,  having  wounded  him 
sorely,  bat  he  was  afterwards  rescued  from  the  soldiers  to  whom 
the  .Lieutenant-General  had  committed  him  ;  and  is  said  to  be 
dangerously  ill.  A  little  before  sunset  there  came  a  trumpet  from 
the  King;  with  a  paper  signed  by  the  King-at-arras,  expressing 
that  if  I  would  grant  him  a  safe  conduct,  he  was  commanded 
to  deliver  a  message  of  grace  and  favour  to  the  army.  I  returned 
answer  that  I  had  no  commission  to  entertain  any  messages 
from  his  Majesty  without  the  permission  of  Parliament,  and 
therefore  the  address  must  be  made  there.  All  this  night  and 
hitherto  this  day  the  enemy  has  lain  still.  What  they  will  do 
next  I  know  not.  So  soon  as-  anything  more  is  done,  you  shall 
hear  from  me." 

After  this  indecisive  engagement  both  parties  separated, 
the  King  to  follow  Essex,  since  the  defeat  of  Rupert  in  the 
north  had  rendered  any  attempt  on  London  hopeless,  and 
Waller  "  to  wander  Londonwards  and  gradually  lose  his 
"  army  as  his  wont  was,"  says  Carlyle,*  though  he  might 
have  added,  through  no  fault  of  his  own.  So  soon  as  the 
City  brigade,  which  formed  the  nucleus  of  Waller's  army, 
understood  that  London  was  no  longer  threatened,  they 
"  at  once  returned  to  their  old  song  of  home,  home."t 
In  fact,  Waller,  notwithstanding  his  expressions  of  con- 
fidence, could  not  hide  from  himself  the  hazards  he  ran 
in  matching  his  ill-organized  train  bands  and  local  levies 
against  the  better  trained  and  horsed  army  of  the  King, 
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which,  being  designed  for  permanent  service,  was  not  so 
subject  to  these  homesick  revulsions  of  feeling.  The  chief 
want  of  the  latter  was  regular  pay,  a  want  which  made  the 
Koyalist  troops  a  terror  to  the  country. 

It  was  not  altogether  Eupert's  fault  that  his  troopers, 
when  within  the  enemy's  quarters,  came  to  be  regarded 
as  little  better  than  marauders,  for  when  a  choice  had  to 
be  made,  between  seeing  his  soldiers  starve,  or  allowing 
them  to  help  themselves,  his  German  experiences  had 
taught  him  to  prefer  the  latter  alternative,  and  this 
naturally  led  to  a  fiercer  manner  in  conducting  the  war.* 
In  criticising  the  conduct  of  Rupert,  it  is  too  frequently 
overlooked  that  he  was  only  23  years  old  when  he  joined 
his  uncle,  a  fact  which  in  a  great  measure  accounts  for 
the  rashness  and  inconsiderate  courage  he  showed  during 
the  civil  war,  whereas  historians  are  in  the  habit  of  com- 
paring his  conduct  with  the  staidness  of  veterans  like 
Fairfax  and  Cromwell ;  this  and  his  foreign  training  ought 
considerably  to  modify  our  estimate  of  his  character. 
Financially,  everything  was  against  the  King ;  he  could 
extort  no  more  ship-money,  no  more  benevolences,  no 
more  fees  for  monopolies,  from  his  recalcitrant  subjects  ; 
it  was  the  Parliament  who  very  grimly  levied  the  taxes 
in  the  King's  name  and  spent  them  in  compassing  the 
destruction  of  the  Throne. 

Badly  off  as  the  Parliament's  soldiers  often  were,  both 
for  pay  and  clothes,!  the  strait  to  which  they  were  driven 
was  not  to  be  compared  with  that  of  the  partisans  of  the 
King ;  indeed,  had  it  not  been  for  the  unstinted  devotion 
of  the  wealthy  Cavaliers,  it  is  doubtful  whether  Charles 
could  have  continued  the  war  for  six  months. 

The  greater  facilities   enjoyed  by  the  Parliament  in 
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replenishing  their  exchequer  were,  however,  not  unac- 
companied by  counterbalancing  disadvantages.  The 
extent  to  which  they  were  dependent  on  the  City  of 
London  and  on  the  local  Committees  of  the  counties, 
which,  as  they  supplied  the  sinews  of  war,  demanded  a 
voice  in  their  appropriation,  went  a  long  way  to  thwart 
the  objects  for  which  the  money  was  levied.  With  each 
county  and  large  town  claiming  for  itself  as  a  right  the 
services  of  the  troops  raised  by  it,  at  least  in  the  first 
instance  when  danger  threatened,  the  hands  of  the  com- 
manders were  so  tied  that  they  were  incapacitated  from 
following  up  any  concerted  plan  of  campaign,  the  citizen 
soldiers  often  altogether  refusing  to  serve  at  a  distance 
from  their  homes : — 

"  My  Lords,  I  write  these  particulorities  to  let  you  know  that  an 
army  compounded  of  these  men  will  never  go  through  with  their 
service,  and  till  you  have  an  army  merely  your  own  that  you  may 
command,  it  is  in  a  manner  impossible  to  do  anything  of  im- 
portance."* 

Such  was  the  experience  of  Sir  William  Waller,  one 
of  the  most  patient  and  devoted  of  the  Parliament's 
Generals. 

Prom  this  and  other  passages  in  Waller's  letters,  it 
would  appear  that  the  first  suggestion  of  a  new  model 
for  the  army  came  originally  from  himf  and  not  from 
Cromwell  as  generally  supposed,  though  undoubtedly  to 
the  latter  belongs  the  credit  of  having  devised  a  practicable 
method  and  of  putting  it  into  operation .  Indeed,  so  im- 
peratively was  some  such  reform  in  the  composition  and 
training  of  the  Parliament's  armies  demanded,  that  the  idea 
is  not  confined  even  to  these  two  Generals,  for  on  6th  July 
Col.  Massie,  writing  to  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms, 
enlarges  on  the  evil  effects  of  employing  citizens  as 
soldiers,  and  suggests  a  local  organization  : — f 
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"  That  to  all  the  chief  places  and  remote  garrisons  popular 
commanders  be  appointed,  and  supplied  with  money  and  arms  to 
recruit  in  those  parts,  by  which  means  they  shall  not  only  raise 
a  competent  strength  for  themselves,  but  work  the  enemy  out  of 
theirs,  thus  stopping  the  sources  of  his  supplies.  My  experience 
this  last  winter  has  sufficiently  grounded  me  in  this  opinion." 

After  having  more    fully   expounded  his  views,*   he 

concludes : — 

"  I  doubt  not  of  your  favourable  construction  of  this  my  bold- 
ness since  it  proceeds  from  the  opinion  of  a  soldier,  not  a  statesman, 
who  aims  at  nothing  more  than  the  furtherance  of-  the  public  good 
in  all  his  services." 

It  was  not,  however,  till  the  following  year  1645, 
after  the  second  battle  of  Newbury  had  put  an  end  to  the 
old-modelled  armies,  that  a  complete  change  was  effected 
in  the  organization  of  the  Parliament's  armies,  and  this 
shortly  led  to  the  appointment  of  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  as 
Lord  General  in  place  of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  and  the 
admitted  ascendency  of  Oliver  Cromwell  in  all  that  con- 
cerned military  organization. 

The  King,  having  by  the  fight  at  Cropredy  bridge  so 
far  weakened  Waller  that  he  was  able  to  escape  from  his 
troublesome  attendance,  returned  towards  Oxford,  and 
made  preparations  for  his  march  into  the  west  to  secure 
the  safety  of  the  Queen,  who  had  not  yet  quitted  Exeter, 
and,  in  conjunction  with  Prince  Maurice,  to  check 
Essex's  progress,  which  hitherto  had  been  unimpeded,  there 
being  no  royal  army  in  the  west  equal  to  encounter  his 
in  the  field. 

Having  obtained  the  approval  of  his  design  by  the 
Council  of  War,  which  met  at  Evesham  on  the  7th,  the 
King  made  such  good  progress  with  liis  preparations  that 
he  was  already  in  pursuit  of  Essex  by  the  12th  July.  The 
King's    secret   had   been   so   well   kept    that    the   Par- 
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liamentarians,  though  generally  well  informed,  were 
apparently  taken  by  surprise,  for  on  the  13th  July  Waller 
informs  the  Committee  of  hoth  Kingdoms  that,*  "  upon 
"  the  probability  of  his  Majesty's  marching  to  Woodstock, 
"  from  whence  he  might  take  his  way  according  to  the 
"  former  design,  into  the  Associated  counties,  I  marched 
"  to  Towcester,  from  whence  I  intended  to  moye  to 
"  Aylesbury,  to  prevent  any  mischief  that  might  befall 
"  those  parts,  and  to-night  I  purpose  to  be  at  Buck- 
"  ingham."  But  simultaneously  with  this  resolve  he 
receivedf  "intelligences  that  his  Majesty  is  marched 
"  towards  Bristol,  facing  suddenly  about  that  way  by 
"  Sudeley,  after  he  was  advanced  over  Broadway  Hill 
"  towards  Woodstock,  whither  it  was  given  out  he  in- 
"  tended  to  march.  The  order  I  received  from  your 
"  Lordships  commanded  me  to  attend  his  march,  and  I 
"  am  ready  with  all  humbleness  to  obey  it,  but  there  be 
"  some  things  which  stick  with  me  upon  the  motion  of 
"  the  King  westward,  which  I  have  desired  Sir  Arthur 
"  Hasebigg  to  communicate  to  you,  wherein  I  humbly 
'*  crave  further  directions." 

The  Earl  having  a  month's  start  of  the  King  had 
already,  by  the  14th  June, J  "arrived  at  Blandford  and 
*•  the  16th  at  Dorchester.  The  siege  of  Lyme  [Regis] 
"  was  raised  the  14th,  on  which  day  Prince  Maurice 
"  departed  for  Exeter  about  5  p.m.,  and  his  army  stole 
"  away  at  2  a.m.  The  Lord  Admiral  [Warwick]  went 
"  ashore  about  noon,  when  he  found  the  enemy's  works 
"  before  Lyme  strong  and  made  with  great  advantage, 
"  but  the  town  works  so  weak  that  it  was  a  miracle  they 
"  could  so  hold  out  against  a  resolute  enemy."  This  was 
in   great  part  owing   to  the  assistance  rendered  to  the 
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besieged  by  the  sailors  of  the  Lord  Admiral's  fleet,  who 
would  appear  to  have  been  then,  as  now,  "admirable  at 
'•  such  work." 

Weymouth  had  also  been  relieved  and  Taunton  taken, 
from  which  place  the  Earl  wrote,  on  the  26th  July,* 
informing  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  that  the  relief 
of  Plymouth  having  *'  now  been  accomplished,  and  being 
"  advised  to  march  yet  further  westward  into  Cornwall 
"  to  clear  that  country  and  to  settle  the  same  in  peace, 
"  I  have  thought  fit  to  send  up  Sir  Philip  Stapleton,  and 
"  with  him  Mr.  Herbert,  one  of  the  Commissioners 
"  appointed  for  my  army,  to  give  you  an  account  both 
"  of  the  condition  of  my  army  and  of  the  state  of  these 
'*  western  counties." 

At  this  time  Essex  little  apprehended  the  danger  of 
his  position,  so  leaving  the  shelter  of  Plymouth,  into 
which  he  might  have  thrown  himself  if  too  hardly  pressed, 
he  crossed  the  Tamar,  and  pursuing  his  march  to  Bodmin, 
there  began  to  comprehend  the  true  state  of  affairs.  He 
discovered,  when  it  was  too  late,  that  the  promises  of  aid 
in  Cornwall  were  a  delusion,  that  the  Parliament  had 
few  friends  in  that  county  except  Lord  Robartes,  whose 
estates  lay  there,  and  a  few  local  gentry .f 

As  he  increased  his  distance  from  his  base  his  diflSlculties 
thickened,  and  when,  on  the  4th  August,  he  arrived  at 
•*  Lestithiell,"  as  he  calls  it,  the  outlook  was  most  gloomy ; 
but  he  shall  tell  his  own  tale  :—  $ 

"  We  now  hear  that  three  armies  are  marching  against  us  from 
the  east  [under  the  commands]  of  the  King,  of  the  Palsgrave 
Maurice,  and  of  [Lord]  Hopton,  while  no  body  [of  troops],  so  far 
as  we  can  learn,  are  attending  on  them  [from  the  Parliament] ;  and 
the  coLintry  rising  unanimously  against  us,  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  gentlemen,  we  must  expect  another  army  upon  our  backs  from 
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the  west.  This  prospect,  with  the  great  necessity  of  the  soldiers 
who  want  bread,  has  forced  us  to  choose  this  place  to  make  good 
[our  hold]  till  we  can  be  provided  with  victuals  from  Plymouth  or 
hereabouts  to  enable  us  to  march.  Then  we  shall  sell  our  lives  at  as 
dear  a  rate  as  may  be,  [for  I  have]  never  seen  soldiers  more  willing 
to  undertake  anything  nor  to  undergo  wants  with  more  patience. 
Here  is  a  flying  report  in  the  country  that  Sir  W.  Waller  should 
be  advancing  into  these  parts,  but  as  I  understood  from  your 
Lordships'  letter  of  the  19th  ult.  that  you  had  appointed  him  to 
send  only  a  party,  and  that  to  advance  no  further  than  -Dorchester, 
this  makes  us  trust  at  present  in  nothing  but  God's  blessing,  the 
courage  of  our  officers  and  soldiers,  and  our  faithfulness  to  the 
cause." 

These  evil  forebodings  proved  only  too  true  ;  the  King, 
on  the  2nd  August,  had  arrived  at  Liskeard,  and  the 
suppKes  for  which  Essex  had  written  to  the  Parliament 
never  came,*  so  that  his  position  became  more  hopeless 
from  day  to  day.f 

In  these  straits,  the  King  fancied  that  there  might  be  a 
chance  of  Essex's  relenting,  and  sent  to  him  offering  an 
accommodation  J  in  the  terms  of  an  honourable  peace  to  be 
imposed  by  their  joint  action,  and  measures  to  be  taken 
for  expelling  the  Scots.  To  these  propositions  the  Earl 
proved  deaf,  as  he  had  done  on  previous  occasions,  re- 
plying that  he  could  not  enter  upon  any  negotiations 
without  the  authority  of  Parliament.  The  rejection  of 
all  overtures  under  such  circumstances  proves  the  honesty 
of  the  Earl's  intentions. 

On  the  7th  of  August,  Goring  arrived,  from  the  North 
to  assist  the  King,  and  was  entrusted  with  the  command 
of  the  cavalry  in  place  of  "Wilmot,  who  was  put  under 
arrest  and  sent  to  Exeter.  All  was  now  over  with  Essex 
and  his  army,  they  were  blocked  up  in  the  narrow  valley 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Eowey,  where  neither  provisions  nor 
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forage  could  be  procured.  Pour  royal  armies,*  viz.,  the - 
King's,  Prince  Maurice's,  Hopton's,  and  Sir  Richard 
Grenville's,  commanded  the  "hilly  country  on  the  land  side, 
while  the  sea  shut  the  Parliamentarians  in  on  the  other 
side,  whence  they  looked  in  vain  for  the  Lord  Admiral's 
fleet,  the  wind  being  contrary.f  It  is  not  necessary  to 
follow  the  fortunes  of  tbis  ill-starred  expedition  further ; 
Essex,  outnumbered  and  outgeneralled,  and  despairing 
of  extricating  his  army,  made  his  personal  escape  to 
Plymouth  by  sea.  His  last  letter  from  Lostwithiel  is  of 
the  27th  August,  and  describes  the  extremity  they  were 
then  in  : — { 

«  But  had  I  known  that  Waller,  who  was  to  attend  the  King's 
army,  had  wanted  either  power  or  will  to  have  a  care  of  it,  no 
persuasions  of  those  who  are  interested  in  these  counties  should 
have  engaged  me  so  far  in  a  country  so  ill-affected  to  the  Parlia- 
ment  If  we  were  in  a  country  where  we  could  force 

the  enemy  to  fight  it  would  be  some  comfort,  but  this  country 
consists  so  much  of  passes  that  he  who  can  subsist  longest  must 
have  the  better  of  it,  which  is  a  great  grief  to  me,  who  have  the 
command  of  so  many  gallant  men.  My  Lords,  I  am  sorry  I  have 
no  discourse  more  pleasing." 

To  this  last  appeal  for  aid  the  Committee  on  the  3rd  of 
September  replied,  informing  him  that  a  "  proportion  of 
"  victuals  is  sending,  besides  100  barrels  of  powder  and 
"  10  tuns  of  match."  These  never  came  to  hand,  for 
Essex's  army  was  broken  up  on  the  1st  of  September,  just 
two  months  after  Marston-Moor. 

With  his  army  Essex  lost  also  his  military  reputation, 
while  it  left  his  honour  unclouded  in  this  fratricidal  war 
—  "  that  can  no  triumph  bring  I"  § 

by  any  stain  of  treachery  or  personal  greed.    The  same 
campaign  which  quenched  the  popular  fervour  for  Essex 
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as  a  commander,  likewise  emphasized  the  failings  of  his 
once  Major- General  Sir  William  Waller,  whom  it  proved 
to  be  unequal  to  the  responsibilities  of  a  supreme  com- 
mand, so  that  the  Earl  was  saved  the  -mortification  of 
seeing  his  rival  supersede  him.*  In  this  sudden  collapse 
of  the  most  popular  of  their  generals  the  public  con- 
fidence was  transferred  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester  and 
his  energetic  Lieutenant-General  Oliver  Cromwell,  whose 
military  reputation  was  meanwhile  made  by  the  victory 
of  Marston-Moor. 

While  Essex  and  Waller  were  thus  busily  carrying  on 
the  campaign  in  the  south  and  west  against  the  Eoyalists, 
the  Scots  having  effected  a  junction  with  the  York- 
shire army  of  the  Fairfaxes,  both  armies  sat  down 
before  York,  so  that  that  city  was  now  partially  invested. 
But  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle,  being  aided  by  his  large 
cavalry  force  stationed  both  within  and  without  the 
city,  was  able  to  distress  the  besiegers  by  means  of  the 
bridge  over  the  Ouse,  of  which  he  retained  possession. 
Einding  their  strength  insufficient  for  this  arduous  un- 
dertaking, Leven  and  Fairfax  applied  for  assistance  to 
the  Earl  of  Manchester.  He  at  first,  disliking  to  engage 
in  enterprises  at  a  distance  from  his  Associated  Eastern 
Counties,  turned  a  deaf  ear  to  their  solicitation,  and 
continued  his  operations  against  the  city  of  Lincoln, 
which  he  took  on  the  6th  May.  The  Committee  of  both 
Kingdoms,  however,  being  convinced  of  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  capture  of  Yorkf  and  the  defeat  of  tbe 
Marquis's  army,  directed  Manchester  to  advance  to  the 
aid  of  the  combined  armies  before  York,  thus  cancelling 
their  former  orders  sent  to  him  to  march  southward 
and  join  the  Earl  of  Essex  at  Aylesbury.  So  leaving 
Lincoln,  the  Earl  of  Manchester  proceeded  with  his  foot 
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through  the  Isle  of  Axholm,  and  thence  by  Thome  and 
Selby,  the  scene  of  the  Fairfaxes'  late  victory,  to  Bowdenbar, 
where  he  arrived  on  the  3rd  June,  thus  completing  the  in- 
vestment of  York,  which  was  now  blocked  up,  except  on 
the  north  side.*  This  addition  to  the  besieging  forces  con- 
vinced the  Royalists  that  assistance  must  come  quickly  if 
the  northern  capital  were  not  to  be  lost  to  the  King. 

Impressed  with  the  necessity  for  immediate  action, 
Prince  Rupert  relinquished  his  conquering  career  in  the 
Midlands,  and  prepared  for  its  relief.  He  had  taken  and 
plundered  Stockport,  and  three  days  after  stormed  Bolton, 
raising  the  siege  of  Lathom  House  on  his  way ;  and  on 
the  5th  June  he  entered  Wigan  in  triumph,  its  gates  being 
thrown  open  at  his  approach,  and  its  streets  and  houses 
decorated  with  garlands  in  his  honour.  Indeed  no  such 
succession  of  triumphs  had  fallen  to  the  lot  of  any  Royalist 
general  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  fear 
began  to  be  felt  both  in  the  Eastern  Association  and  at 
Westminster  lest  he  should  turn  his  conquering  progress 
in  either  of  these  directions.  It  was  clear  that  neither 
WaUer  nor  Middleton  would  be  a  match  for  him,  more 
especially  if  he  should  join  his  forces  with  those  of 
the  King,  and  in  consequence  the  Committee  of  both 
Kingdoms  were  urgent  that  Manchester  and  Fairfax, 
leaving  the  Scottish  army  to  confront  the  Marquis  of 
Newcastle  with  his  army  of  6,000  men,  and  continue 
the  siege  of  York  if  possible,  should  return  southward 
in  order  to  try  conclusions  with  Rupert  in  Lancashire, 
before  he  should  be  strengthened  by  the  accession  of 
the  retainers  and  tenants  of  the  Earl  of  Derby,  who 
possessed  large  estates  in  those  parts.  The  danger  which 
threatened  York  prevented  Rupert  from  entertaining  either 
of  these  designs,  and  the  Parliamentary  commanders  were 
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shrewd  enough  to  predicate  this,  so  they  refused  to  re- 
linquish  their  great  undertaking.  Both  Manchester  and 
Fairfax  protested  against  interrupting  the  progress  of  the 
siege,  as  it  was  most  probable,  they  said,  that  Rupert's 
exertions  would  be  directed  northward  for  the  relief  of 
Newcastle's  army  in  York.*  •'  But  I  am  careful,"  adds 
Manchester,  "  to  have  good  intelligence  of  the  Prince's 
"  movements,  and  though  I  am  now  quartered  about  York, 
"  yet  I  shall  obey  your  commands  in  case  he  march 
"  southward." 

So  menacing  did  the  Committee  consider  the  aspect  of 
affairs  that  they  were  not  contented  with  writing  their 
opinions,  but  sent  Sir  Henry  Vane,  junior  (June  3),  on 
a  mission  of  personal  inspection,  that  he  might  argue 
the  matter  over  with  the  Generals  of  the  combined 
armies  before  York.f 

Although  a  civilian,  Vane's  advice  and  counsel  were 
gladly  received  by  the  three  Generals,  but  they  stoutly 
resisted  any  change  of  plan  as  inimical  to  the  best  interests 
of  the  Parliament's  cause,  and  in  this  Vane  coincided 
when  he  had  heard  their  arguments.^ 

Under  date  June  5§  will  be  found  a  joint  letter  from  the 
three  Generals,  Leven,  Fairfax,  and  Manchester,  to  the 
Committee  of  both  Kingdoms,  explaining  the  military 
outlook,  and  their  intention  of  raising  the  leaguer  and 
giving  the  Prince  battle  before  he  could  relieve  York,  and 
so,  "if  it  please  God  to  give  us  victory,  all  Lancashire  and 
"  Yorkshire  Avill  fall  to  us."  II  Even  the  report  that  the 
King  was  on  his  way  northward  failed  to  influence  their 
firm  resolve,  Manchester  rightly  judging  it^  "  very  im- 
"  possible  for  the  King  to  join  his  forces  with  Prince 
"  Eupert's,   which    are    now    in    the    furthest    part    of 
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"  Lancashire,  considering  his  Excellency  [the  Lord 
"  General  Essex]  is  so  near  him  with  so  considerable  a 
"  force."  It  has  been  suggested  that  Vane's  mission  had 
a  political  object,  no  less  than  the  deposition  of  Charles,* 
and  that  the  military  qiiestion  was  but  of  secondary  con- 
sideration, otherwise  it  woiild  have  been  better  to  have  sent 
an  experienced  soldier  to  confer  with  the  allied  Generals. 
It  is  sufficient  to  state  that  no  such  commission  appears 
to  have  been  entrusted  to  Vane,  so  far  as  the  papers  in 
this  Collection  show,  though  Vane's  letters  to  the  Com- 
mittee are  very  lengthy  and  fuU  of  information.! 

On  the  8th  June  Manchester  wrote  to  the  Committee  of 
both  Kingdoms  : — J 

"  Yours  of  the  3rd  inst.  I  communicated  to  the  Earl  of  Leven, 
General  of  the  Scotch  army,  and  to  Lord  Fairfax,  who  will  certify 
you  of  the  state  of  affairs,  here.  They  judge  this  place  [York]  as  of 
such  consequence  to  the  quiet  of  these  parts  that  they  consider 
themselves,  both  in  duty  to  the  public  and  regard  to  their  own 
honours,  engaged  to  bring  it  to  some  issue,  before  they  attempt  any 
other  design.  I  trust  the  Lord  will  give  us  a  speedy  end  of  our 
endeavours  here,  and  then  we  shaU  be  ready  for  any  service  you 
may  command.  We  are  on  all  sides  very  near  the  town  walls,  and 
I  hope  within  a  few  hours  Sir  James  Lumsden  and  myself  will  have 
our  mines  ready,  if  not  hindered  by  the  tempestuous  rainy  weather. 
I  assure  you  there  will  be  no  neglect  in  expediting  this  business." 

The  result  of  Vane's  deliberations  with  the  Generals  is 
tersely  stimmed  up  in  Leven's  letter  to  the  Committee  of 
the  11th  June  : — § 

« The  Earl  of  Manchester,  Lord  Fairfax,  and  myself,  with  the 
Committee  here,  have  had  a  meeting  v/ith  Sir  Henry  Vane  con- 
cerning the  desires  expressed  in  your  last  letters,  and  finding  that 
the  businesses  do  still  remain  in  the  same  posture  that  they  were 
when  your  former  letters  came,  we  have  thought  fit  that  nothing 
be  altered  in  our  first  resolutions,  but  to  do  our  best  for  the  hasty 
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gaining  of  this  city  [York],  and  thereafter  to  give  you  all  possible 
satisfaction  which  shall  be  our  earnest  endeavours." 

It  was  of  no  avail  that  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle  on  the 
13th  June  proposed  to  surrender  York  if  only  he  might 
be  allowed  to  march  out  with  his  army  and  baggage,  and 
promise  given  that  the  "  altar  services  in  the  cathedral  " 
should  not  be  interrupted.  The  news  of  Rupert's  approach 
was  known  to  the  Generals  as  well  as  to  Newcastle,  they 
having  intercepted  a  letter  intended  for  the  Prince,  which 
stated  that  the  city  could  not  hold  out  longer  than  a  week, 
and  if  it  were  to  be  saved  be  must  hasten  his  march. 
Vane,  writing  on  the  16th,  says  : — * 

"  If  we  have  a  speedy  success  against  York  I  doubt  not  but  the 
north  will  be  suddenly  settled,  otherwise  the  hastening  of  the  Earl 
of  Callender  [with  his  Highlanders]  I  conceive  would  do  no  harm. 
We  are  informed  that  Prince  Uupert  intends  to  go  southward  to 
join  with  the  King,  though  by  the  confidence  of  York,  we  should 
rather  imagine  he  intends  [to  come]  this  way." 

And  two  days  after  Manchester  writes  : — 
"  I  believe  that  the  besieged  cannot  but  be  in  straits,  though  they 
are  not  willing  to  express  it,  being  in  daily  expectation  of  Prince 
Rupert's  relieving  them ;  these  last  two  nights  they  have  made  fires 
upon  the  top  of  the  Minster,  and  have  been  answered  with  the  like 
signals  from  Pontefract." 

To  deal  with  Prince  Eupert's  and  Newcastle's  armies 
separately  was  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Committee  of 
both  Kingdoms,  but  the  Generals  preferred  to  maintain  the 
siege  until  the  enemy  should  be  within  striking  distance. 

On  the  I7th  June  the  mines  which  were  under  the 
especial  charge  of  Manchester's  army  were  unexpectedly 
fired,  before  intelligence  had  been  communicated  of  the 
time  either  to  the  Scots  or  Pairfax,  so  that  they  might 
have  then  assisted  by  counter-feints  to  call  off  the 
attention  of  the  besieged.f 

The  effect  of  this  oversight  was   to   prevent  the   city 
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being  captured  before  tbe  arrival  of  the  Prince's  army. 
Tor  though  Manchester's  assaulting  party  gallantly  rushed 
at  the  breach,  which  proved  practicable,  yet  being  unsup- 
ported they  were  driven  back,  "  but  with  no  great  loss, 
"  as  I  hear,"  says  Sir  Henry  Vane.  Manchester's  own 
account  of  the  affair  is  as  follows  : — * 

"  Yesterday  within  my  quarters  I  sprang  a  mine,  -which  did 
great  execution  upon  the  enemy,  blowing  up  a  tower  which  joined 
to  the  Manor-yard,  and  this  mine  taking  so  great  effect  my  Major- 
General  commanded  600  men  to  storm  the  Manor-house,  who  beat 
the  enemy  and  took  100  prisoners,  but,  being  over  confident,  2,000 
of  the  enemy's  best  men  fell  upon  them  and  beat  them  back.  I  lost 
near  300  men,  but  stiU  maintain  the  breaches,  and  the  enemy  dare 
not  make  any  sally  out  ;  we  are  now  so  near  them  that  we  are 
very  ill  neighbours  one  to  another.  You  will  do  a  thing  very 
advantageous  to  the  Scotch  army  if  you  send  them  down  a  good 
provision  of  gunpowder.  I  hope  you  will  have  a  good  account  of 
this  place." 

In  this  narrative  it  will  be  observed  Manchester  brings 
no  charge  of  carelessness  against  his  Major -General 
Laurence  Crawford,  in  whose  keeping  the  mines  were, 
and  who  directed  the  firing,f  but  rather  conveys  the  im- 
pression that  the  explosion  was  more  effective  than  had 
been  anticipated.  On  the  other  hand,  Baillie  and  Fairfax 
tell  us  the  operation  failed  through  the  self -sufficiency 
of  Crawford,  who  wished  to  claim  for  his  own  army  the 
whole  credit  of  the  capture.  J  This  is  a  point  of  some 
interest,  as  the  failure  of  the  assault  occasioned  the  delay 
in  the  capture  of  York,  and  necessitated  the  siege  being 
now  converted  into  a  blockade.  § 

The  chief  anxiety  of  the  allied  Generals  would  seem 
to  have  been  lest  Rupert,  when  he  learned  the  strength 
of  the  combined  armies,  would  not  risk  a  battle.  This 
point,  however,  had  been  settled  by  the  King's  letter  to 
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the  Prince,  dated  the  14ith  June,  in  whicli  Charles's 
indiscretion  led  him  to  express  too  strongly  his  wish 
regardless  of  circumstances.  "  If  York  he  lost,  I  shall 
"  esteem  my  crown  little  less,  unless  supported  hy  your 
'.'  sudden  march  to  me,  and  a  miraculous  conquest  in  the 
"  south,  before  the  effect  of  the  northern  power  can  be 
"  found  here."  Thus  fortified  in  his  resolution  to  fight, 
the  Prince  crossed  the  bounding  chain  of  hills  which 
separates  Lancashire  from  Yorkshire.  This  clearly 
showed  his  destination  to  be  York.  Preparations  were 
consequently  made  by  the  allied  G-enerals  for  putting  their 
armies  in  motion  on  the  approach  of  Rupert  with  his  army 
of  20,000  men,  leaying  a  sufficient  force  to  guard  the 
trenches.  This  plan  was  at  that  time  thought  feasible,  as 
additional  forces  were  expected  to  arrive  from  the  midland 
counties  and  Cheshire,  under  the  Earl  of  Denbigh  and 
Sir  John  Meldrum,  which  would  have  given  the  Parlia- 
mentarians so  large  an  accession  of  strength  that  they 
might  safely  have  divided  their  forces.  The  rapid 
advance  of  Rupert,  however,  disconcerted  this  arrange- 
ment, for  the  Earl  and  Sir  John  sent  word  that 
they  could  not  be  at  "Wakefield  until  Wednesday 
night,  and  then  they  would  have  20  miles'  march, 
while  the  Royalist  army  was  only  16  miles  distant.  On 
Monday,  the  1st  of  July,  the  Prince,  having  marshalled 
his  forces,  started  from  Knaresborough  on  his  march  direct 
for  the  beleaguered  city.  On  receipt  of  this  intelligence  the 
allied  Generals  met  in  conclave,  when,  "  conceiving  them- 
"  selves  unable  to  maintain  the  siege  and  fight  with  the 
"  Prince  also,  they  determined  that  it  would  be  safest  to 
"  fight  with  their  whole  strength  united."  They  con- 
sequently drew  off  their  forces  from  before  York  and 
marched  westward,  concentrating  them  on  Long-Mar.ston, 
and  there  forming  in  battalia,  awaited  the  coming  of 
Rupert.     Although  usually  spoken  of  as  Marston-Moor, 
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these  moors  extend  from  the  river  Ouse  southward  for 
upwards  of  six  miles,  and  are  known  as  the  Ouse,  Hessey, 
and  Long-Marston  moors.  On  this  eventful  morning 
every  one  reckoned  on  the  long  anticipated  hattle  taking 
place.  Prince  Rupert,  however,  had  not  so  determined, 
and,  displaying  an  amount  of  generalship  not  often  wit- 
nessed during  the  civil  war,  instead  of  continuing  his  march 
along  the  Knareshorough  road,  he  turned  off  suddenly 
to  the  left,  where  Thornton  Bridge  affords  a  passage  across 
the  Eiver  Swale,  and  then,  turning  to  the  right  again, 
surprised  the  guard  left  to  protect  the  bridge  of  boats 
over  the  Ouse,  and  so  placed  his  army  out  of  danger  from 
attack  by  the  Parliamentarians. 

In  this  position,  writes*  Manchester,  it  was  impossible 
to  attack  the  Prince,  as  "  the  bridge  we  bad  built  on  the 
"  west  side  of  the  tovm  was  so  weak  that  we  durst  not 
"  adventure  to  transport  our  armies  over  it."  Notwith- 
standing the  particulars  usually  given  of  Rupert's  re- 
ception in  York,  it  is  very  evident  from  Slingsby's 
narrative t  that  he  never  entered  the  city  at  all;  but 
quartering  his  army  in  Galtres  forest,  about  five  miles 
distant,  put  himself  in  communication  with  the  Marquis, 
and  some  of  the  latter's  ofiB.cers  visited  bim  in  his  camp. 

Having  thus  successfully  relieved  York  and  out- 
manoeuvred the  Parliamentary  Generals,  it  would  have 
been  well  for  the  Royalist  cause  J  had  the  Prince  listened 
to  the  advice  of  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle,  and  left  the 
allies  to  their  own  devices.  But,  believing  that  he  was 
commanded  by  the  King's  letter  to  fight,  Rupert  put  it 
to  Newcastle's  honour  to  aid  him.  "  I  will  not  shun  to 
"  fight,"  replied  the  Marquis,  "if  it  be  the  King's  ex- 
"  pressed  will,  for  I  have  no  other  ambition  but  to  live

"  and  die  a  loyal  subject  of  his  Majesty,"  Meanwhile 
the  Parliamentarians,  believing  that  this  opportunity  of 
trying  conclusions  with  Rupert  in  the  open  was  lost, 
commenced  to  withdraw  from  the  moors,  along  the  lane 
leading  towards  Tadcaster,  in  order  to  cover  the  Eastern 
Counties,  which  formed  Manchester's  Association,  and 
being  intact  might  be  considered  the  backbone  of  the 
Parliament's  strength. 

This  is  not  the  place  to  relate  the  particulars  of  the  move- 
ments of  both  armies,  nor  how  the  great  battle  of  Marston 
Moor  was  lost  and  won,  more  especially  as  it  has  been 
exhaustively  discussed  by  Mr.  Sandford  in  his  "  Studies 
"  and  Illustrations  of  the  Great  Rebellion,"  a  suggestive 
book,  which  probably  contains  the  best  modern  account  of 
this  important  victory  for  the  Parliament.  Por  our  present 
purpose  it  will  be  sufficient  to  notice  that  it  was  fought 
Tuesday,  the  2nd  of  July,  between  7  and  10  o'clock  on  the 
morrow  evening  of  the  relief  of  York  by  Prince  Rupert. 
The  result  of  the  victory  was  the  speedy  surrender  of  York 
and  the  outlying  Royalist  garrisons  to  the  forces  of  the 
Parliament,  followed  by  the  siege  of  Newcastle  by  the. 
Scottish  army,  which  eventually  stormed  it  in  October. 
Although  not  decisive  in  its  immediate  consequences, 
this  battle  proved  the  turning  point  of  the  civil  war, 
the  Royalists  never  again  having  the  preponderance. 

Amongst  the  historical  doubts  regarding  this  battle,  are 
the  conflicting  statements  of  contemporary  writers  as  to 
how  it  began.  The  writer  of  the  so-called  "  Rupert's 
Diary  "  will  have  it,  that  the  battle  was  begun  by  Lord 
Byron,  but  most  other  authorities  attribute  the  initiative 
to  the  cavalry  of  the  Eastern  Association  under  Cromwell. 

A  slight  error  is  committed  by  some  historians  in 
the  statement  that  Newcastle's  own  regiment  of  White- 
coats,  who  carried  themselves  so  bravely  on  this  occasion, 
was  composed  of  his  own  tenants  and  retainers,  whereas 

y  51768.  d 
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these  men  were  levied  by  him  in  the  Border  counties, 
where  they  had  inherited  traditions  of  valour  from  their 
ancestors. 

We  are  not  favoured  with  any  minor  particulars  of  the 
battle  in  the  terse  letter  of  the  commanders  announcing  their 
victory  to  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms,  which  will  be 
found  at  page  311,  and  is  unrivalled  in  its  Puritan  simplicity. 
This  sparseness  of  detail  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  as 
the  original  accounts  of  this  battle  which  have  come  down 
to  us  are  so  confused  and  uncertain  that  Eapin  despairs 
of  arriving  at  the  truth,  confessing  that  he  could  neither 
satisfy  himself  nor  his  readers  with  them.  Carlyle  seems 
to  have  found  them  equally  unsatisfactory,  for  he  writes,* 
"  I  must  leave  the  reader  to  gather  details  in  the  sources 
"  indicated  below.  Modern  accounts  are  numerous,  but 
"  of  no  value." 

Many  new  sources  of  information  have  been  unearthed 
since  Eapin's  time,  but  still  doubts  exist  on  many  points. 
Por  instance,  it  is  uncertain  how  much  reliance  is  to  be 
placed  on  the  assertion  that  the  final  triumph  was  due  to 
Cromwell.  Baillie  writes,!  "The  Independents  sent  up 
"  one  quicklie  to  assure  that  all  the  glory  of  that  night, 
"  for  the  battle  was  fought  between  7  and  10  o'clock,  was 
"  theirs  ;  that  they  and  their  Lieuten  ant-General  Cromwell 
"  had  done  it  all  there  alone  ;  but  Captain  Stuart  afterward 
"  shewed  the  vanitie  and  falsehood  of  their  disgraceful 
"  relation."  That  Cromwell  displayed  his  accustomed 
bravery  and  skill  may  be  taken  as  granted,  notwithstanding 
the  assertion  of  certain  Scotch  authorities  to  the  contrary. 
Thus  Col.  Wm.  Crawford  of  Skeldon,  not  Major-General 
Crawford,  with  whom  he  is  sometimes  confounded,  gave 
Baillie  t  to  understand  that  Cromwell  took  no  part  in  the 
battle,  for  having  at  "  the  beginning  of  the  fight  got  a

"  little  wound  on  the  craig  lie  was  not  so  much  as  present, 
"  but  his  troopers  were  led  on  by  David  Leslie,"  and 
Hepburn,  laird  of  Hombie,  gives  him  no  credit  for  valour, 
"  his  men  being  so  scared  by  Rupert's  charge,  that  if 
"  David  Leslie  had  not  supported  them  they  had  fled." 
As  the  Scots  and  Cromwell  never  got  on  happily  together, 
these  statements  may  be  discarded  as  exaggerations,  but 
it  is  remarkable  that  no  mention  is  made  of  his  services, 
if  they  were  so  distinguished  as  usually  stated,  in  the 
despatches  of  the  Grenerals.  There  is  fortunately  a  private 
letter  of  his  own,  written  only  three  days  after  the  battle, 
to  his  brother-in-law.  Colonel  Valentine  Walton,  printed 
in  Ellis's  Original  Letters,  Eirst  Series  iii.  299,  also  by 
Carlyle,  which  leaves  no  doubt  of  the  active  part  taken  by 
him  in  this  engagement. 

Nothing,  however,  can  be  more  delusive  than  many  of 
the  descriptions   of   general  battles   by  those  who  were 
present.     In  this  instance  Fairfax  himself  seems  to  have 
had    a    singularly    confused    recollection    of    his     own 
part   in  the   battle.      In  his  "Memorials"  he  expressly 
states  that  he   commanded  the  right  wing ;    in  Fuller's 
"  Worthies "  (p.  215  n.),  he  as  distinctly  asserts  that  he 
had  command  of  the  left.     Many  interesting  particulars 
may    be   gathered    ou.t   of    "  A  full    relation,"    generally 
referred  to  as  Captain  Stuart's,  but  which  Mr.  Gardiner 
ascribes    to    Lord    Bglinton,    the    narrative    known    as 
Eupert's  Diary,  Fairfax's   "  Short   Memorial,"  D'Ewes's 
Diary,  the  Kimbolton  MSS.,  Slingsby's  Diary,  Rushworth, 
v.,  632,  Carte's  "  Ormond  Papers,"  ed.  1739,  vol.  i.,  p.  56, 
and  Somers's  Tracts,  v.,  389,  besides  a  long  list  of  Pam- 
phlets,* Gazettes,  and  Intelligencers  which  chronicle  the

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various  reports  as  they  came  to  hand.  None  of  these, 
however,  can  compete  as  authorities  with  the  original 
letters  of  the  Generals  calendared  in  this  volume. 
Although  no  mention  is  made  of  the  very  active  part 
attributed  to  Cromwell  at  Marston-Moor  in  these  papers, 
this  should  only  he  taken  as  negative  evidence,  and 
may  have  been  partially  owing  to  his  incipient  quarrel 
with  Manchester.*  Of  this  quarrel  and  what  came  of  it 
we  shall  have  a  word  to  say  presently.  Cromwell  was  not 
the  only  person  who  was  dissatisfied  with  the  way  in  which 
the  war  was  being  conducted.  "  It  was  too  apparent," 
writes  Mrs.  Hutchinson,f  "  how  much  the  whole  Par- 
"  liament  cause  had  been  often  hazarded,  how  many  op- 
"  portunities  of  finishing  the  war  had  been  overslipped  by 
"  the  Earl  of  Essex's  army ;  and  it  was  believed  that  he 
"  himself,  with  his  commanders,  rather  endeavoured  to 
"  become  arbiters  of  war  and  peace,  than  conquerors  for 
"  the  Parliament ;  for  it  was  known  that  he  had  given 
"  out  such  expressions."  This  was  virtually  the  charge 
brought  by  Cromwell  against  Manchester,  whom  he  did 
not  accuse  of  want  of  courage  but  want  of  will  to  follow 
up  his  victories.  To  ardent  thinkers  like  Cromwell,  who 
only  regarded  the  civil  war  from  one  point  of  view,  it 
appeared  inexplicable  how  men  who  were  ready  to  sacrifice 
life  and  fortune  in  the  struggle  should  hesitate  to  avail 
themselves  of  every  advantage  to  bring  the  war  to  a  close. 
They  little  understood  the  danger  of  too  much  success ; 
but  to  men  like  Essex  and  Manchester  it  appeared  equally 
undesirable  that  either  the  King  or  Parliament  should  be 
completely  victorious — 

"  Surveying  all  the  ills  to  flow, 
Fi'om  that  too-victor  victory.''^

It  was  felt  by  them  that  the  sword  could  never  settle  the 
dispute,  and  consequently  Essex,  Manchester,  and  most  of 
the  Parliament's  Generals  in  the  early  stages  of  the  contest 
shrunk  from  pressing  home  their  military  advantages,  much 
less  had  they  any  intention  of  taking  his  Majesty  captive. 

It  was  this  reluctance  to  drive  the  King  to  extremities 
which  ruined  Essex  and  was  at  the  bottom  of  the  im- 
peachment of  Manchester's  military  conduct  by  Cromwell 
before  the  House  of  Commons.  This  quarrel  has  been 
exhaustively  treated  in  the  Historical  Preface  of  the 
late  Mr.  John  Bruce,  who  spent  much  time  in  bringing 
together  a  collection  of  documents,  which  were  posthu- 
mously edited  by  Mr.  David  Masson  for  the  Council  of  the 
Camden  Society  in  1875.  The  greater  part  of  the  papers 
printed  in  this  Camden  volume  (N.  S.  xii.)  are  extracted 
from  the  entry-books  of  the  Committee  of  both  Kingdoms, 
and  are  calendared  in  this  volume  under  their  respective 
dates.  This  Camden  volume,  however,  contains  in  addition 
three  documents,  of  great  value  as  supplying  hitherto  un- 
attainable knowledge  of  the  course  of  this  extraordinary 
quarrel  between  two  such  eminent  men,  the  pillars  of  the 
Parliament's  cause;  the  first  of  these  documents  is  the 
"Narrative  of  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  campaign,"* 
which  was  communicated  by  his  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Manchester  to  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Carlyle,  who,  in  his 
"  Cromwell's  Letters  and  Speeches,"  has  made  consider- 
able use  of  it.  Erom  internal  evidence,  this  would  appear 
to  be  the  composition,  in  all  or  in  part,  of  Laurence 
Crawford,  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  Major-General,  who 
served  concurrently  with  Cromwell  in  the  army  of 
the  Eastern  Association.  The  second  document  is  a 
statement  by  "  An  Opponent  of  Oromwell."t  And  the 
third,  for  which  we  are  indebted  to  the  research  of  Mr.  John

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Bruce,  is  headed  •'  Oromwell's  Narrative,"*  embodying 
the  substance  of  his  charge  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
with  some  additions,  probably  suggested  by  Waller, 
Haselrigg,  or  Vane.f  Manchester's  counter-narrative  em- 
bodying what  he  had  already  delivered  to  the  Lords  orally, 
has  fortunately  been  preserved  and  is  partly  printed  in 
Rushworth,  v.  733-736,  and  the  rest  by  Mr.  Gardiner  in  the 
Camden  Miscellany,  vol.  viii.  These  documents,  although 
not  comprised  amongst  the  State  Papers,  bear  so  intimately 
on  the  significance  of  many  of  the  papers  calendared  in 
this  volume  that  it  was  a  matter  of  duty  to  call  attention 
to  them.  It  appears  very  clearly  that  the  charges  pre- 
ferred by  Cromwell  concerned  only  the  military  reputation 
of  the  Earl ;  in  all  other  points  he  is  mx)st  highly  spoken 
of  by  his  cotemporaries,  both  friends  and  foes ;  and  by 
modem  historians  witness  is  universally  borne  to  his  high- 
minded  and  generous  disposition  ;  his  expenditure  both  of 
time  and  wealth  in  the  national  cause  was  unbounded, 
and  his  private  generosity  even  lavish.  No  one  needs  to 
be  reminded  that  he  was  the  same  Lord  Kimbolton  who, 
in  his  father's  lifetime,  acquired  such  notoriety  by  his 
devotion  to  the  Puritan  cause  that  he  was  associated  with 
the  five  Members  of  the  Commons  in  King  Charles's 
charge  of  high  treason.  What  his  attributed  faults  on 
that  occasion  may  have  been  it  is  not  needful  here  to 
inquire,  but  they  certainly  were  not  the  same  as  those 
attributed  to  him  by  Cromwell,  who,  instead  of  finding 
him  too  bitterly  opposed  to  sovereignty,  blamed  him  for 
his  dilatoriness  in  following  up  the  Parliament's  military 
advantages,  not  being  willing  "  to  see  the  King  brought 
"  too  low ; "  and  lest  he  should  be  compelled  by  "  the 
"  opinion  of  his  Councils  of  War,"  to  press  too  hardly  on 
the  King,  he  called  but  one  after  the  taking  of  York.     On

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these  groiinds  Cromwell  charged  him  with  "  not  acting 
"  duly  hy  the  advice  of  his  Councils  of  War,"  Cromwell 
readily  admits  that  until  the  spring  of  1644  no  serious 
causes  of  difference  existed  hetween  them.  Nor  was  there 
likely  to  have  heen ;  for  though  we  do  not  know  the  exact  date 
of  Cromwell's  appointment  by  Manchester  to  be  his  Lieu- 
tenant-General,  it  probably  tallied  with  that  of  Laurence 
Crawford  to  be  Sergeant-Major-General,  which  is  calen- 
dared at  page  11,  under  date  February  1.  But  whatever  may 
have  been  the  causes  underlying  this  antagonism  of  two 
such  distinguished  generals  in  the  Parliament's  service,  it 
did  high  credit  to  them  both,  that  they  did  not  suffer 
these  bickerings  to  interfere  with  their  devotion  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  nation,  as  they  respectively  regarded 
them;  the  aim  of  both  evidently  being  the  restoration 
of  liberty,  founded  on  constitutional  rights. 

In  his  letter  of  September  the  8th  Manchester 
writes, — * 

"  Concerning  those  differences  your  Lordships  take  notice  to  be 
amongst  some  of  the  army,  I  hope  you  will  find  that  I  shall  take 
such  care  as,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  nothing  of  the  public  service 
shall  be  retarded." 

This  dispute,  as  Mr.  Bruce  points  out,f  brought  to 
the  surface,  and  into  direct  antagonism,  principles  of  the 
very  deepest  significance  in  reference  to  the  management 
of  the  war,  "  and  the  triumph  of  the  movement  party  on 
"  that  occasion  led  directly  to  the  ruin  of  the  Eoyal 
"  cause.J  The  immediate  consequence  was  the  re- 
modelling of  the  Parliament's  armies,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  commanders  equal  to  the  occasion,  as  thorough 
-in  determination  as  those  in  the  King's  service. 

In  addition  to  the  letters  already  referred  to  as  printed 
in  the   Camden  Society's  volume,   there  are  among  the

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Domestic  State  Papers  a  series  of  depositions  taken  between 
25th  November  1644  and  6th  January  164)5,  which  were 
submitted  to  the  Committee  formerly  appointed  for  the 
Lord  General  Essex's  army,  "where  Mr.  [Zouoh]  Tate 
[M.P.  for  Northampton]  has  the  chair."  They  include 
depositions  and  examinations  of  Cromwell,  Ireton,  "Waller, 
Lilburn,  Haselrigg,  and  other  commanding  oflBcers,  all 
bearing  on  this  quarrel.  These,  Mr.  Gardiner  says,  are 
invaluable  for  a  true  appreciation  of  the  events  before 
and  after  the  second  battle  of  Newbury,  and  they  have 
been  hitherto  unused,  as  they  were  added  to  the  col- 
lection of  State  Papers  after  the  publication  of  the  Camden 
Society's  volume,  edited  by  Professor  Masson.  These  will 
not  appear  till  the  next  Calendar,  as  this  volume  ends 
with  September,  and  they  are  placed  under  their  earliest 
date,  25th  November  1645. 

I  gladly  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge 
the  assistance  rendered  by  my  young  colleague,  Mr.  E. 
Salisbury,  B.A.,  in  the  preparation  of  copy.  My  grateful 
acknowledgments  are  likewise  due  to  the  historian  of 
the  "  Great  Civil  War,"  Mr.  S.  Eawson  Gardiner,  and  to 
Sir  John  Maclean,  P.S.A.,  for  assistance  in  connection  with 
the  deciphering  and  dating  of  papers  in  this  collection.

through  a  formed  army  already  prepared  to  receive  us,  or  of  making 
at  the  same  time  a  diversion  some  other  way  to  facilitate  the 
attempt  to  be  made  by  this  party.  It  is  here  certainly  reported 
that  the  enemy  hath  set  up  his  rest  so  much  upon  this  business 
that  they  use  no  other  language  than  this,  that  if  they  cannot 
resist  this  convoy  they  give  themselves  for  lost,  and  despair  for  the 
future  of  any  good  success  in  their  affairs.

kingdom  of  Scotland,  for  the  satisfaction  of  the  people  concerning 
the  entrance  of  their  army,  to  take  more  particular  notice  of  you 
the  chief  gentlemen  and  commanders,  hoping  likewise  that  things 
of  so  great  consequence  will  find  with  you  such  entertainment  as 
may  answer  the  weight  and  importance  of  them.  We  will  not  so 
much  wrong  the  cause  we  haA^e  undertaken  as  to  go  about  after  so 
many  evident  demonstrations  of  the  necessity  of  our  present  posture 
to  dispute  it  with  you  ;  but  rather,  instead  of  argument,  we  think 
it  reasonable  to  acquaint  you  with  our  well  weighed  resolutions  ; 
which  are,  through  the  assistance  of  that  God  in  whose  cause  we 
are  engaged,  and  whose  strength  alone  we  trust  in,  with  our  utmost 
industry  and  hazard  to  endeavour  the  prevention  of  that  imminent 
danger,  not  only  of  corruption  but  of  ruin,  which  we  see  evidently 
intended  to  the  true  Protesta^nt  Religion,  by  the  popish  and 
prelatical  faction,  who  never  wanted  will,  but  now  think  they  want 
not  strength  and  opportunity  to  accomplish  it ;  as  also  the  rescue 
of  his  Majesty's  person  and  honour  so  unhappily  entangled  in  the 
counsels  of  those  whose  actions  speak  their  ends  to  be  a  little  better 
than  popery  and  tyranny  ;  and  the  redeeming  the  peace  and  liberty 
of  his  dominions,  in  which  the  Irish  rebellion,  and  the  sad  and 
unnatural  divisions  in  England  have  made  so  great  a  breach.  To 
the  accomplishment  of  these  so  just  and  honourable  designs,  we 
have  reason  to  expect  the  concurrence  of  all  men  who  either  owe 
or  pretend  a  due  love  to  their  religion,  King,  or  country,  and  shall 
be  very  sorry  for  the  want  of  yours,  but  if  misinformation  or  any 
other  unhappy  grounds  shall  so  far  prevail  with  you  as  to  reckon  us 
in  the  number  of  your  enemies,  which  certainly  we  are  not  if  you 
be  friends  to  those  ends  mentioned  in  your  Covenant,  and  if  instead 
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of  that  concurrence  with  us,  which  we  wish  and  hope  to  deserve,  we 
find  from  you  opposition  and  acts  of  hostility,  the  law  of  nature 
and  our  own  reason  will  tell  you  what  you  are  to  expect.  We  only 
add  that,  though  it  will  not  a  little  trouble  us  to  see  men_  not  only 
withstanding  us  but  their  own  good  and  happiness,  yet  it  doth  in 
good  measure  satisfy  us  that  we  have  not  neglected  this  or  any  other 
means,  to  the  best  of  our  power  or  understanding,  to  prevent  those 
inconveniences  and  mischiefs  that  may  arise  from  those  acts  of  force 
which  we  shall  be  necessitated  unto.

13.  [Despatch  communicating  the  doings  of  the  army  under  the 
Marquis  of  Newcastle  to  the  King.]  It  is  headed  "  A  true  relation 
of  all  the  observable  passages  that  have  happened  in  these  [northern] 
parts  since  my  last  to  your  Majesty ;  with  the  reason  of  the  im- 
possibility of  making  good  the  Tyne  against  the  Scots."  Sir  Thos. 
Riddell  sent  about  50  musketeers  from  Tyneniouth  Castle  to  destroy 
some  corn  in  the  enemies'  quarters,  from  whence  they  were  drawn 
out,  as  he  was  informed ;  but  it  seems  his  intelligence  betrayed 
them  to  the  enemy  and  about  45  of  them  were  taken  prisoners,  who 
being  carried  to  Leslie  [Earl  of  Leven]  he  sent  them  to  me  as  a 
token,  and  I  returned  him  thanks  for  his  civility,  with  this  answer, 
that  I  hoped  very  shortly  to  repay  that  debt  with  interest,  which  I 
did  in  a  few  days.  The  19th  of  February  1643[-44]  SirMarmaduke 
Langdale  fell  upon  their  quarters  at  Corbridge  in  Northum- 
berland, but  the  enemy  liaving  timely  notice  of  his  coming  were 
drawn  into  the  field.  He  thereupon  sent  troops  to  second  those 
that  first  entered  the  town,  who  charged  the  enemy,  but  the 
enemy  with  their  lancers  forced  them  to  retreat.  He  sent  more, 
but  the  enemy  charged  them  gallantly,  but  durst  not  pursue 
them  because  of  our  reserve.  At  last  he  rallied  his  forces,  and 
taking  about  200  foot  with  him  forced  the  enemy  to  retreat. 
He  routed  them  totally,  and  followed  the  chase  3  miles, 
killing  above  200  and  taking  about  150  prisoners,  besides  divers 
ofl&cers  slain,  whereof  one  [was]  named  Captain  Haddon.  The 
prisoners  [taken  were]  Major  Agnio  [Agnew]  dangerously  hurt, 
Archibald  Magee  [Mackie],  Quartermaster,  [Major  John]  Haddon's 
Cornet,  Cornet  Carr  [Ker],  grandchild  to  Lord  Roxburgh.  There 
were  15  of  their  troops  of  horse,  whereof  Leslie's  [Earl  of  Leven's] 
lifeguard  was  one,  and  3  troops  of  dragooners.  Leslie's  son  [Major 
General,  David  Leslie]  was  their  General,  who  is  shot  through  the 
shoulder.  There  are  two  horse  colours  and  a  dragoon  colour  taken. 
The  same  morning  Colonel  Dudley  from  his  quarters  about  Prudhoe 
marched  over  the  river  with  some  horse  and  dragoony  and  fell  into 
a  quarter  of  the  enemy's  in  Northumberland,  and  slew  and  took  all 
that  was  in  it,  55  prisoners,  and  gave  such  an  alarum  to  four  of 
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their  quarters  that  they  quitted  them  in  disorder  and  with  some 
loss  ;  in  which  [skirmish]  we  should  have  suffered  no  loss  at  all  had 
not  Colonel  Brandling  been  taken  prisoner  through  the  unfortunate 
fall  of  his  horse ;  and  Colonel  Dudley  perceiving  a  greater  force 
preparing  to  assault  him  retreated,  and  in  his  retreat  took  8  of  the 
Scots  prisoners  both  horses  and  men,  but  they  took  4  of  his  dragoons 
whose  horses  were  so  weak  they  could  not  pass  the  river.  After  I 
had  made  true  inquisition  of  the  passes  over  the  Tyne,  I  found  there 
were  so  many  fordable  places  between  Newburn  and  Hexham,  a 
distance  of  12  miles,  that  it  was  impossible  with  my  small  number 
of  foot  to  guard  every  place,  but  to  hazard  the  loss  of  them  at  any 
one  place  and  yet  not  do  the  work  ;  so  I  resolved  of  two  evils  to 
choose  the  lesser  and  left  them  [the  Scots]  to  their  own  wills  :  so  they 
passed  the  river  [Tyne]  and  after  some  days'  quartering  upon  the 
high  moors  be3'ond  the  river  Derwent  so  that  I  could  by  no  means 
march  to  them,  they  marched  thence  over  the  Newbridge  near 
Chester[-le-Street]  to  Sunderland,  w^hich  pass  our  horses  in  respect 
of  the  inclosures  could  not  hinder  them  from  nor  charge  them. 
Upon  Wednesday  the  6th  inst.  at  one  o'clock  afternoon  our  first 
troops  passed  Newbridge,  and  a  while  after  the  enemy  appeared 
with  some  horse  ;  when  they  advanced  toward  us  with  more  than 
they  first  discovered,  after  some  bullets  had  been  exchanged  and  they 
appeared  again  in  greater  force,  we  backed  our  party  with  Lord  Henry 
[Percy's]  regiment, — Lieutenant  Colonel  Schrimsher  [Scrimgeour] 
commanding  them — being  part  of  Colonel  Dudley's  brigade,  with 
which  he  drew  up  after  them,  with  whom  also  we  sent,  some 
musketeers  ;  which  caused  the  enemy  that  day  to  look  upon  us  at 
&,  farther  distance.  We  judged  they  were  about  500  horse  when 
they  appeared  most,  yet  they  continued  most  of  that  day  in  our 
sight.  Describes  an  unsuccessful  attempt  made  by  the  English  next 
day  to  cut  off  the  Scots  from  Sunderland.  Owing  to  the  continual 
snow  that  fell,  the  strong  positions  held  by  the  Scots,  and  their 
slowness  to  engage,  the  English  thought  best  to  retire  to  their 
quarters,  Avhich  they  did  after  a  skirmish  of  cavalrj'.  Describes 
their  retreat.

March  9.  14.  Articles  against  Archbishop  Laud  by  Richard  Day  of  Mitcham, 
Surrey,  gent.  1.  That  he  had  appropriated  4,000?.,  to  repairing 
Paul's  or  some  other  use,  left  by  Mr.  Smith  towards  the  redeeming  of 
impropriations  to  the  use  of  the  parochial  ministry.  2.  That  he  has 
surreptitiously  taken  all  his  chief  means  of  collecting  money  for 
repairing  Paul's  from  the  particular  ways  suggested  by  Day  to 
certain  committees  at  the  Council  Board  for  redeeming  impropria- 
tions to  the  church.  3.  That  he  did  most  enviously,  impiously, 
and  maliciously  hinder  the  King's  satisfactory  proceeding  in  re- 
deeming impropriations  to  the  church,  for  which  he  stands  excom- 
municate by  one  of  the  exhortations  before  the  Communion  in  the 
book  of  Common  Prayer,  which  prohibiteth  any  hinderer  of  the 
Word  of  God  to  participate  of  the  holy  mysteries  of  the  Blessed 
Saviour.  4.  That  he  perjured  himself,  swearing  falsely  the  only 
cause  why  he  did  not  further  the  King's  proceeding  in  Day's  pro- 
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position  for  redemption  of  impropriations  was  that  it  was  not 
feasible  ;  though  Sir  Robert  Heath,  then  Attorney  General,  declared 
and  proved  that  it  was  feasible.  The  very  reading  of  the  pro- 
position excludeth  all  possibility  of  swearing  against  it  as  the 
Archbishop  did.  But  complainant  is  assured  in  his  conscience  that 
the  Archbishop  is  of  that  dispensing  and  equivocating  religion  that 
giveth  him  leave  to  swear  or  do  anything  whatsoever  for  the 
advancement  of  the  Antichristian  kingdom.  5.  That  he  is  a 
favourer  and  defender  of  Papists,  Day  having  seen  a  Seminary 
Priest  in  layman's,  habit  in  the  Archbishop's  great  chamber  at 
Lambeth  without  any  keeper  or  any  to  watch  him.  6.  That  having 
procured  the  dissolution  of  the  last  Parliament,  which  would  not  grant 
subsidies  to  renew  the  war  with  Scotland,  he  tried  to  raise  money 
by  extracting  from  Day  information  as  to  a  money  matter  con- 
cerning which  Day  had  formerly  written  to  him  in  general  terms.

Being  a  bookseller  in  Cheapside, 
where  he  had  kept  shop  about  16  years,  Mr.  Bartlett  was,  in  1637, 
by  an  order  of  the  Council  subscribed  by  Archbishop  [Laud] 
directed  to  the  then  Lord  Mayor  [Sir  Edward]  Bromfield,  warned  to 
shut  up  his  shop  and  depart  his  house  ;  and  soon  after  he  had  his 
shop  violently  shut  up  and  was  imprisoned  in  the  Compter  in  Wood- 
street  for  3  months  till  he  had  entered  into  bond  of  IQOl.  not  to 
use  his  trade  in  Cheapside,  and  to  quit  his  house  within  6  months, 
and  let  it  to  none  but  a  goldsmith,  to  his  damage  of  600?.  Soon  after 
he  was  brought  before  the  Council  by  warrant  from  the  Archbishop 
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and  sent  to  the  Fleet,  where  he  remained  6  months  a  prisoner  without 
any  cause  shewed.

county  and  association,  Tamworth  being  the  line  of  communication 
betwixt  Warwick  and  Stafford  ;  and  my  march  into  Shropshire 
with  those  forces  allotted  to  me  out  of  this  county  being  impossible 
to  put  in  execution,  according  to  your  commands,  till  I  be  enabled 
by  a  sufficient  strength  to  make  my  passage  through  these  forces, 
which  will  probably  attempt  my  interception.  And  if  I  should  move 
with  the  whole  force  of  this  county  and  Commissary-General  Behre's 
horse,  which,  with  mine,  will  be  little  enough  to  prevent  the  enemy 
from  any  design  here,  we  shall  lie  open  to  the  Earl  of  Forth's  forces 
in  Gloucestershire  and  be  sure  to  have  them  in  our  rear  unless  you 
take  care  to  entertain  them  where  they  now  are.

for  the  space  of  ]  2  months  next  after  the  pubhcation  of  this 
Ordinance,  from  any  port  beyond  sea,  paying  6s.  per  cent,  for 
every  cwt.  over  and  above  the  customs  and  excise  due  for  the  same. 
The  Commissioners  of  the  Customs  are  hereby  required  to  take 
entries  for  the  same  and  to  receive  the  said  impost  of  6s.  per  cwt., 
which  they  are  to  pay  over  to  Nathaniel  Stephens,  Thos.  Hodges, 
and  Thos.  Pury,  M.  P.s,  for  the  use  of  the  garrison  of  Gloucester 
upon  account,  taking  their  receipt  for  the  money.

were  then  cold  and  backward  in  the  business.  Since  upon  in- 
telligence of  a  design  of  falling  upon  the  enemy  by  our  forces  about 
Newark  and  other  parts,  this  Committee  and  myself  agreed  that  it 
would  be  of  greater  advantage  to  the  kingdom  to  help  in  that 
attempt  than  to  suffer  these  forces  to  lie  idle  in  the  long  ex- 
pectation of  an  opportunity  of  passing  to  Gloucester,  whilst 
they  remained  useless  to  our  friends,  burdensooie  to  this  county, 
and  by  living  upon  free  quarter  and  committing  divers  ex- 
orbitancies,  the  contributions  assigned  to  the  forces  already  raised 
would  not  only  be  weakened,  but  the  levies  of  horse  and  foot  which 
I  am  raising,  together  with  other  impediments  purposely  cast 
in  to  hinder  those  levies,  in  a  manner  frustrated ;  but  the  Com- 
missary-General [Behre]  was  then  at  his  rendezvous  going  for 
Stratford  and  could  not  agree  to  our  propositions,  in  hope  of 
passing  the  ammunition  to  Gloucester  upon  an  appearance  of  the 

E  2 
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enemy's  retiring  from  thence  with  the  gi-eatest  part  of  their  forces 
towards  Oxford ;  which  proving-  otherwise,  ours  retired  without 
effecting  anything.  These  reasons,  now  made  stronger  by  our  lU 
success  at  Newark,  have  made  us  consent  unanimously  to  march 
to-morrow  with  all  our  horse  and  dragoons  towards  Leicester  to  join 
the  forces  of  that  county,  of  Northampton,  Derby,  Stafford  (whence 
I  am  informed  those  forces  assigned  me  for  Shropshire  are  already 
removed  for  that  purpose  to  Derby),  and  of  Nottingham^  to  hinder 
the  enemy's  progress  in  those  parts,  which  it  is  likely  he  will  put  on 
vigorously  after  the  gaining  so  late  an  advantage  both  in  arms, 
cannon,  and  ammunition.  And  because  Commissary-General  Behre 
conceives  himself  strictly  tied  to  the  design  of  Gloucester  before  any 
other  action,  he  hath  desired  this  Committee  and  myself  to  bear  the 
blame  if  any  error  be  laid  to  his  charge,  for  deferring  the  putting  in 
execution  orders  for  the  present  so  difficult  if  not  impossible,  and  pre- 
fering  a  present  action  of  so  near  concernment  to  the  whole  kingdom. 
This  was  assented  unto  by  both ;  but  whilst  I  excuse  another  I  may 
fall  into  the  same  censure  myself  in  regard  of  your  commands  upon 
me  for  Shropshire,  wherein  as  the  subordination  of  that  design  to 
that  of  Gloucester  hath  disabled  me  hitherto  for  that  service,  so  your 
lordships  will  be  pleased  to  make  a  favourable  interpretation  of  my 
faithful  endeavours  to  wade  through  the  difficulties  of  an  employ- 
ment of  this  nature,  if  the  necessity  of  sudden  resolutions  shall  at 
any  time  drive  me  upon  a  rock.  I  humbly  recommend  to  you  the 
diverting  those  great  forces  in  Gloucestershire  from  following  us  in 
the  rear,  and  [so]  preserving  this  country  from  the  ruin  it  is  likely 
to  suffer  by  our  removal.     [4  pp.]

I  am  sure  my  son  [the  Elector  Palatine]  has  given  you  an  answer 
of  his,  where  you  will  find  that  there  is  no  hope  of  compassing  what 
you  mention  ;  by  what  I  have  heard  since  out  of  England  I  fear 
the  States'  Ambassadors  will  return  with  as  little  effect  as  the 
Comte  de  Harcourt  did.

55.  Deposition  of  John  Thorne  of  Arundel,  Sussex,  butcher, 
before  the  Lords'  Committees  appointed  to  take  the  examruations  in 
the  cause  of  Archbishop  Laud.  In  1631,  being  constable  of  Arundel, 
he  with  John  Middleton  the  mayor  found  Wm.  Lewes,  a  debauched 
minister,  drunk  in  an  alehouse,  and  took  him  into  custody  as  he 
refused  to  leave  and  swore  and  reviled  them.  Next  day,  being 
penitent,  he  asked  their  forgiveness  and  importutied  them  not  to 
carry  him  before  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  which  they  did  not  at 
his  entreaty.  Soon  after  he  prosecuted  them  for  having  laid  violent 
hands  on  him  a  minister,  but  he  received  little  countenance  till 
Laud  was  made  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  when  the  cause  was 
suddenly  heard  and  Thorne  and  Middleton  fined  lOOZ.  apiece  to  the 
King  and  iOl.  apiece  costs  to  Lewes.'  Their  fines  were  afterwards 
reduced  through  the  mediation  of  Sir  John  Shelley,  a  Papist,  with 
the  Archbishop.

Vienna.  that  Beech  is  burnt  down  by  the  rebels,  which  will  kill  my  brother 
Meldon  if  he  did  live  there  ;  yet  I  hear  of  none  of  his  sons  going  to 
the  wars,  which  I  wonder  at,  for  as  things  stand  no  man  should 
think  of  anything  else  or  of  any  quietness  of  life  when  the  King  is 
forced  himself  to  be  a  soldier.  If  the  King  had  begun  to  show  his 
resolution  sooner,  they  [the  rebels]  had  all  been  by  this  time  over- 
thrown, but  his  dislike  to  proceed  really  and  [desire  to]  win  with 
clemency  has  wronged  all  the  country.  I  hear  that  [the  Earl  of] 
Essex  loses  credit  with  his  party,  and  Waller  gains  ground  of  him, 
and  I  wonder  not  at  it.  If  his  mother  had  lived  it  would  have 
broken  her  heart  to  hear  of  his  follies,  but  he  must  follow  his 
father's  fortune,  who  never  had  resolution  either  to  do  well  or  die 
well.  If  he  forsake  his  party  in  good  fashion  he  may  yet  hope  for 
gTace,  but  the  devil  that  is  author  of  all  rebellions  will  not  loose  his 
hold,  for  in  the  Low  Countries  we  have  many  mutinous  rebellions, 
and  there  old  soldiers  have  told  me  that  there  never  was  rebellion 
when  the  devil  did  not  converse  with  them  familiarly.  Well  may 
God  send  the  King  victory,  and  grant  you  health  and  all  con- 
tentment.

April  2,  59.  Basil  Earl  of  Denbigh  to  [the  Committee  for  Safety  of  both 

Coventry,  kingdoms].  At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  this  Committee  and  the 
Committees  of  Leicester  and  Northampton,  I  advanced  with  the 
forces  of  this  county  [Warwick]  and  Commissary-General  Behre's 
to  Leicester,  in  hope  of  joining  with  other  forces  to  recover  the  loss 
sustained  at  Newark.  I  remained  there  from  the  24th  of  last 
month  till  Thursday,  when,  upon  the  uncertainty  of  a  reinforce- 
ment and  intelligence  from  several  parts  of  the  advance  of  the 
enemy  towards  us,  it  was  resolved,  with  the  consent  of  the  Com- 
missary-Getieral  and  other  commanders  there,  that  all  the  horse 
should  be  drawn  into  a  body  at  the  rendezvous  appointed  near  the 
Commissary-General's  quarters,  and  then  according  to  the  more 
certain  advertisements  of  the  enemy's  march  and  the  hope  of  joining 
with  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  horse — which  the  Committee  of 
Leicester  upon  several  grounds  expected — we  might  either  keep 
the  field  or  make  a  safe  retreat  into  Warwickshire.  Scouts  were 
sent  out,  and  upon  my  giving  notice  thereof  to  the  Committee  of 
Leicester,  they  did  with  great  instance  press  me  to  stay  in  that 
county  till  the  next  morning,  lest  my  too  abrupt  leaving  them 
might  occasion  as  much  fear  as  they  had  received  encouragement 
from  the  appearance  of  these  forces  in  a  time  of  eminent  danger  ; 
giving  assured  hopes  that  night  of  some  satisfactory  answer  from 
my  Lord  of  Manchester  to  letters  they  had  sent  to  invite  him  to 
unite  his  forces  with  ours  for  the  present  service.  For  this  and 
other  reasons  I  willingly  [con]descended  to  their  desires,  and  after 
I  had  made  ready  three  case  of  drakes,  which  took  up  more  time 
than  I  expected,  we  marched  out  with  the  Governor  of  Leicester 
[Henry  Grey]  to  the  rendezvous  where  I  desired  Mr.  [Thos.] 
Haselrigg  would  meet  me  that  we  might  confer  together  and 
communicate  our  intelligence  the  better  to  ground  the  resolutions 
we  were  to  ta;ke.  When  I  came  upon  the  place  to  my  great 
astonishment  I  understood  Colonel  Purefoy's  regiment  was  com- 
manded back  by  the  Commissary-General  to  the  first  rendezvous 
at  High  Cross,  upon  the  edge  of  Warwickshire,  without  any  notice 
given  to  me  of  such  a  change.  I  sought  the  Commissary,  and  not 
finding  him  at  his  own  regiment,  I  was  directed  to  his  quarters 
and  thence  back  to  his  regiment,  which  I  found  upon  my  return 
had  newly  received  an  order  to  march  towards  High  Cross.    This 
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put  me  into  a  greater  wonder,  and  engaged  me  to  stop  their 
motion  by  gi^  ing  a  contrary  order,  and  sending  Capt.  Hins  [Innes] 
to  the  Commissary  and  others,  to  let  him  know  the  necessity  of 
hearing  such  advertisements  as  the  Governor  of  Leicester  and 
Mr.  Haselrigg  had  to  communicate  before  we  could  take  any 
resolution.  All  the  answer  was  that  the  troops  should  march ; 
whereupon  I  pat  myself  at  the  head  of  the  regiment  and  gave 
peremptory  commands  they  should  make  a  stand,  telling  them  if 
they  were  resolved  to  march  on  they  should  march  over  me ;  and 
sent  again  to  the  Commissary  to  let  him  know,  that  by  this  pro- 
ceeding, he  had  broken  his  promise  to  me  before  our  setting  forth, 
wherein  he  condescended  to  obey  my  orders  as  his  commander-in- 
chief  as  long  as  that  action  should  last,  the  Lord  General  [Earl  of 
Essex]  having  assigned  him  for  the  service  of  Wem  under  me,  the 
expedition  for  Gloucester  being  first  brought  to  a  conclusion.  This 
respect  appeared  in  him  very  voluntary,  for  telling  him,  before  our 
setting  forth,  that  if  he  stood  upon  points  of  honour,  rather  than 
the  service  should  miscarry  I  would  stay  at  homo,  or  if  he  pleased 
to  let  me  have  the  200  horse  assigned  me  by  your  Lordship  for 
Shropshire,  I  would  march  thither  according  to  your  directions, 
and  he  might  dispose  of  the  rest ;  he  refused  and  chose  rather  to 
submit  to  my  command  and  follow  my  orders,  which  till  that 
instant  he  had  received  with  all  civility  and  application  to  me. 
Notwithstanding  this  remonstrance  which  so  nearly  touched  him  in 
point  of  honour,  Captain  Hins  [Innes]  returned  the  second  time  with 
a  more  resolute  command  that  they  should  march,  which  though 
I  opposed  with  all  the  persuasions  and  threats  I  could  use,  they 
got  of  one  side  of  me  and  by  force  prevailed,  [I]  having  nothing 
left  with  me  but  some  few  oflScers  of  mine,  and  a  just  resentment 
for  so  high  an  injury,  till  the  troops  of  Northampton,  moved  with 
the  honour  of  our  nation  and  the  barbarity  of  my  usage  against  all 
discipline  of  war  and  common  civility,  offered  me  their  service  and 
gave  themselves  up  wholly  to  my  direction,  which  I  was  glad  to 
accept.  This  disorderly  and  sudden  retreat  might  well  have  drawn 
the  enemy  into  those  parts,  as  it  gave  great  discontent  to  the 
Governor  of  Leicester  and  Mr.  Haselrigg,  who  thought  themselves 
more  prejudiced  by  such  a  shameful  departure  than  before 
advantaged  by  my  coming.  But  since  it  liath  pleased  God  to 
divert  those  inconveniences  I  shall  only  desire  such  a  reparation 
as  may  stand  with  honour  and  justice.  I  shall  acquaint  you  with 
my  unhappy  condition  here,  that  as  formerly  some  persons  in 
the  Committee  of  Coventry  have  opposed  me  in  the  assistance  I 
would  have  given  to  Shropshire, — which  may  well  be  thought  the 
occasion  of  those  losses  we  are  put  to  there, — so  upon  my  agreeing 
to  take  the  advice  of  the  Committee  in  all  military  affairs  so  wrong 
a  use  is  made  of  my  compliance  that  I'can  neither  manage  the 
affairs  of  war  with  expedition  or  secrecy,  nor  can  I  use  the  authority 
given  me  by  Parliament  to  raise  forces  by  reason  of  their  opposition, 
as  appears  by  the  enclosed  order  of  the  Conrmittee  sent  to  me  at 
Warwick,  whither  I  wen,t  to  raise  forces  by  calling  in  the  country ; 
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which  but  the  day  before  the  Committee  then  sitting,  and  many 
of  those  whose  names  were  set  to  that  order,  consented  unto. 
Since  they  propounded  ways  of  raising  forces  which  I  knew  would 
not  prove  effectual,  and  yet  by  adding  a  clause  which  the  Com- 
mittee would  not  assent  to  I  am  in  a  probable  way  of  raising  400 
horse  by  way  of  free  contribution,  wherein  the  Committee  will  in 
no  kind  give  any  assistance,  as  if  they  feared  nothing  so  much  as 
my  raising  forces,  though  I  offered  to  maintain  them  without 
charge  to  this  county.  Had  nob  thesp  interruptions  interposed, 
and  Commissary-General  Behre's  forces  by  their  plundering  and 
intolerable  insolences  discontented  the  people,  I  may  with  con- 
fidence affirm  the  number  had  been  doubled.  To  prevent  future 
inconveniences  of  this  nature  and  be  the  better  enabled  to  defend 
this  Association  and  to  oppose  the  Irish,  which  fiow  so  much  into 
these  adjacent  parts,  I  offer  to  your  consideration  the  enclosed 
proposition  given  me  by  several  gentlemen  of  this  Association,  which 
I  hope  will  not  be  thought  unreasonable,  since  there  is  no  more 
desired  than  what  is  already  conferred  upon  me  by  the  Ordinance 
of  Parliament,  and  which  all  commanders-in-chief  exercise  in  their 
several  Associations,  and  without  which  it  will  be  impossible  to 
perform  any  remarkable  service  with  honour  or  success.  Our 
scouts  bring  news  that  Prince  Kupert,  with  all  his  forces,  is  about 
Lichfield.

This  with  other 
reasons  moved  the  Committee  and  myself  to  send  the  enclosed 
paper  to  the  Commissary,  to  which  others  were  added  concerning 
myself,  but  thought  fit  by  the  Committee  to  be  left  out  in  regard 
of  the  late  difference  betwixt  us,  though  I  declared  my  readiness 
to  join  with  him  in  all  public  occasions,  which  I  held  unfit  to  put 
in  balance  with  my  private  interests,  till  you  should  dispose  other- 
wise of  me;  wherein  I  am  confident  in  due  time  you  will  do  me 
that  right  that  I  shall  not  continue  long  under  these  sufferings  nor 
be  subject  to  interruptions  of  this  nature  in  the  exercise  of  a  power 
conferred  on  me  by  both  Houses  of  Parliament  and  the  [Earl  of 
Essex]  Lord  General.

having  defrayed  themselves  for  diet  and  provender  at  the  charge  of 
one  poor  family  ;  and  since  my  return  from  Leicester  in  the  absence 
of  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  forces,  upon  which  the  Commissary  was 
willing  to  lay  the  burthen  of  the  miscarriages  of  his  men,  some  of  his 
own  troop,  who  are .  all  Dutchmen,'  so  plundered  and  wounded  the 
people  near  some  towns  belonging  to  me,  where  my  officers  were 
then  raising  my  own  company  of  foot,  and  so  disaffected  them,  that 
I  could  not  raise  any  considerable  number,  though  amongst  my 
own  tenants.  Their  injuries  had  been  more  insufierable  had  not 
an  officer  of  mine  frighted  them  away  with  the  report  of  Prince 
Rupert's  drawing  near,  and  giving  the  same  alarum  to  the  Com- 
missary, then  at  my  cousin  Sir  William  Boughton's  bouse,  he  held 
y 61758.

To  tender  this  advice  to  the  House,  that  some  course  be 
taken  with  the  counties  for  supply  of  corn  to  make  biscuit,  for 
cheese  and  butter  for  victualing  the  army,  for  oats  for  the  horses, 
likewise  [to  supply]  horses  for  service  and  for  draught.  That  the 
Houses  will  stir  up  the  City  to  assist  in  this  service,  with  as  great 
a  proportion  of  horse  and  foot  as  possibly  they  can.  And  that  some 
way  be  thought  on  for  [providing]  1,000  barrels  of  gunpowder  and 
ammunition  proportionable  both  for  a  magazine  and  to  furnish  this 
service.  13.  To  write  to  Col.  Purefoy  that  if  he  see  the  way  open 
to  Gloucester,  that  he  can  go  thither  with  safety,  then  to  go  not- 
withstanding the  former  letter,  and  join  with  Col.  Massey  to  do 
service  there,  but  if  the  way  be  not  open  then  to  come  to  Aylesbury 
according  to  the  former  letters.

The  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  Sir  John  Gell  and  others. 
It  having  pleased  the  Divine  goodness  to  bless  with  a  very  happy 
and  seasonable  success  those  forces  that  are  with  Sir  Wm.  Waller 
and  Sir  Wm.  Balfour  against  the  forces  commanded  by  Sir  E. 
Hopton  (the  Earl  of  Forth  being  also  upon  the  place),  we  have 
thought  fit  to  give  you  this  short  account  of  it.  That  upon  Friday 
the  29  th  of  March  (the  forces  having  faced  each  other  for  two  days 
before)  they  began  the  fight  near  Cheriton,  a  village  in  Hampshire, 
not  far  from  Winchester,  about  8  in  the  morning,  which  held 
doubtful  for  some  time,  but  ended  at  night  with  the  total  rout  of 
the  whole  army  of  Sir  Ralph  Hopton,  their  foot  wholly  scattered, 
and  their  arms  lost  and  thrown  away.  They  drew  off  their  cannon 
and  carriages  undiscerned  of  our  men,  which  marched  away  with 
some  of  their  horse  and  could  not  be  followed  in  the  night,  yet  their 
horse  were  also  mainly  shaken,  and  especially  the  Queen's  regiment. 
Amongst  those  that  are  slain  it  is  reported  by  their  prisoners 
that  Lord  John  [Stuart],  brother  to  the  Duke  of  Richmond,  is  one 
besides  some  others  of  quality,  and  many  wounded,  among  whom  is 
the  Earl  of  Forth,  as  their  prisoners  report.  Of  prisoners  there  are 
2  Colonels,  1  Lieutenant-Colonel,  7  Captains,  20  other  officers,  and 
300  common  soldiers.  The  enemy's  forces  were  about  10,000,  ours 
not  so  many.  They  have  only  one  prisoner  of  ours,  Capt.  Milton, 
one  of  the  City  captains.  We  trust  such  use  shall  be  mads  of  this 
victory,  through  the  blessing  of  Him  that  gave  it,  that  the  whole 
West  may  in.  a  short  time  be  reduced  and  delivered  from  under  their 
power.

Having  been 
informed  that  divers  forces  have  gone  out  of  Westmoreland  to 
Newcastle's  army  to  the  increase  thereof  and  also  to  the  western 
borders  of  Scotland,  of  which  it  is  very  necessary  that  a  present 
diversion  be  made  for  the  better  facilitating  the  progress  of  the 
Scots'  army,  we  therefore  desire  you  forthwith  to  draw  out  1,000 
of  your  best  horse  and  foot  into  Lancaster  and  those  parts  ad- 
joining to  Westmoreland  and  join  them  with  the  forces  of  Col. 
Dodding,  and  to  make  such  use  of  them  for  a  diversion  as  occasion 
shall  offer  to  your  judgment  being  upon  the  place.  We  have  tdso 
ordered  diversions  to  be  made  in  Yorkshire  to  the  end  the  army  of

Our  preparations  being  in  this 
forwardness  we  are  confident  you  will  be  very  watchful  over  your- 
selves and  look  to  the  motions  of  the  enemy,  giving  us  daily 
intelligence  of  what  passes,  as  we  shall  to  you  upon  all  occasions. 
Sir  Hen.  Cholmoley  has  come  from  Hull,  and  reports  that  the  Scots 
have  given  the  Earl  of  Newcastle  a  good  blow,  which  is  also  con- 
firmed by  letters,  and  that  Lord  Fairfax  and  his  son  have  a  good 
body  together  of  4,000  foot  and  above  2,000  horse.  Leeds  is  taken 
by  Sir  Thos.  Fairfax,  and  they  are  marching  towards  the  Tees. 
We  have  written  to  the  City  forces  again  to  stay  with  you,  and  to 
the  Militia  of  London  to  send  one  to  them  to  persuade  them  to  it.

Upon  Lord  Viscount  Conway's  arrival   from   Oxford 
hither,  I  sent  expressly  to  give  you   notice   thereof  and  of   the 
manner  and  end  of  his  coming  to  the  Parliament.     It  is  about  two 
months  since  he  sent  to  Major  Bridges  by  a  secret  messenger,  a 
tenant  of  his  own,  to  know  if  he  might  have  a  party  of  horse  to 
secure  him  if  [Bridges]  should  pass  near  these  parts,  and  he  would  ad- 
vertise him  of  the  time,  which  his  Lordship  was  forced  to  defer  till- 
now,  when  the  King's  forces  were  called  away  from  before  Gloucester 
and  from  the  ways  of  his  passage  to  their  rendezvous  at  Marlborough.

We  well  foresee  the  inconvenience  of  Sir  William  Waller's  lying 
still  as  a  guard  for  the  Associated  Counties  to  be  but  a  more  in- 
sensible ruin  of  both  counties  and  kingdom.  On  the  other  side  we 
cannot  but  know  his  removal  into  the  west,  leaving  an  enemy 
behind  without  any  other  guard,  must  be  a  danger  if  not  a 
destruction  to  some  part  of  our  county,  intelligence  coming  from  all 
parts  that  they  are  resolved  to  enter  Kent,  though  to  their  utter 
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destruction.  We  confess  we  desire  not  to  purchase  their  ruin  at  so 
dear  a  rate.  To  be  insensible  of  our  own  danger  upon  our  frequent 
intelligence  would  argue  improvidence  and  stupidity  ;  while  to  seem 
too  sensible  of  any  threatening  ruin,  compared  with  the  more  linger- 
ing destruction  of  the  whole  kingdom,  by  keeping  such  armies  out  of 
action,  would  argue  too  much  timidity.

We  repent 
not  of  any  service  for  the  public,  yet  we  must  be  accountable  to 
our  county,  who  wholly  entrust  us  with  their  persons  and  purses, 
if  any  danger  happen  to  them  when  such  forces  as  we  have  now 
sent  out,  with  some  small  addition  of  the  neighbouring  trained 
bands,  with  the  situation  of  our  county  is  able  to  secure  us  from 
any  danger  of  plundering,  which  is  that  we  most  fear  ;  and  to  send 
out  such  forces  from  our  own  defence,  and  all  upon  our  own  charge, 
with  the  drawing  together  of  our  trained  bands  and  horse  troops  at 
a  double  charge,  will  argue  so  much  improvidence  as  we  shall  lose 
all  credit  with  our  county,  and  so  be  incapable  of  doing  that 
service  for  the  public  we  formerly  have  done ;  for — besides  the 
soldiers'  pay — arming,  ammunition,  fee,  have  cost  the  country 
20,000?,,  with  little  or  no  help  from  any  but  ourselves.  This  we

At  my  coming  home  I 
found  an  alarm  of  [the  Earl  of]  Essex's  advance  as  far 
as  Wichham.  On  Tuesday  night  500  horse  came  in 
there;  on  Wednesday  night  more  were  expected.  20 
pieces  of  cannon  came  into  Beaconsfield  on  Tuesday 
night.  I  dare  not  keep  your  hooks,  but  have  sent  them 
you  back  again.  When  we  see  where  the  storm  lights,  if 
not  about  us,  I  shall  fetch  them  from  you  again,  but  for 
the  present  I  thought  them  not  safe  in  my  hands.

Dvmkirk.      Scarborough.     I  have  written  divers  letters  to  you  to  which  if  I 
might  have  had  any  answer  I  should  ere  this  have  furnished  you 
with  arms  and  ammunition ;  but  not  understanding  how  to  promise 
merchants  in  point  of  price  and  payment  I  have  expected  your 
Tondertaking  to  me  therein,  and  your  order  what  sorts  of  ammunition 
[you  desire]  and  what  commodities  you  would  deliver  in  return  for 
the   same.     To   satisfy   the   merchants   the   only  time   hath  been- 
omitted,  yet  I  should  send  some  proportions  continually  in  case  the 
price  will  consider  the  hazards  they  run  against  the  Hollander, 
who  lies  before  the  haven  and  at  sea,  and  the  Parliament's  ships,  of 
which  you  will  understand  the  number,  and  the  difficulty  of  this 
summer  passage  in  respect  of  calms  and  light   nights.     For  the 
reasons  aforesaid  no  man  will  insure,  and  the  Scots  [being]  so  much 
advanced  southward  great  diffidence  is  had  in  payment.     Yet  shall 
[I]  through  all  these  difficulties  get  some  to  adventure  as  soon  as  I 
receive  an  efiectual  assurance  from  you  for  payment  in  five  days 
after  arrival.     If  you  will    provide  lead  and  wool  and  the  finest 
northern  cloths  it  will  be  most  acceptable  to  the  merchants  for 
[the]  present.     I  have  prevailed  with  William  Laurence  and  Giles 
Wiggoner  the  bearers  hereof  to  bring  you  upon  their  own  adventures 
this  list  of  arms  through  all  these  hazards,  and  they  have  long 
waited  here  to  get  these  arms,  and  therefore  must  be  considered  the 
more ;  and  in  respect  their  parcel  is  not  great,  for  encouragement  to 
them  to  proceed  you  will  do  very  good  service  in  giving  them  what 
the  King  gives  in  the  West,  2 Is.  the  musket.     But  these  muskets 
being  second  hand,  having  been  used,  but  said  to  be  better  for  use 
than  new,  being  better  fortified,  less  may  give  good  contentment. 
I  have  not  seen  them,  therefore  you  must  not  rely  on  my  information  ; 
but  I  earnestly  entreat,  as  a  business  of  great  concernment  for  your 
supplies,  give  them  very  good  contentment  both  for  their  arms,  pay- 
ment, and  returns.     The  sooner  they  be  sent  back  to  declare  to  others 
a  good  voyage  you  will  sooner  find  the  advantage  to  your  service. 
I  sent  a  ship  for  Newcastle  the  begiiming  of  February  last  which 
was  taken  by  Zealanders  and  there  yet  detained,  wherein  were  arms 
for  near  2,000  horse  and  foot,  with  powder.     I  also  sent  two  Danish 
ships  to  Newcastle  to  bring  back  their  returns,  and  with  letters  to 
the  Marquis  of  Newcastle,  Sir  Thos.  Glemham,  and  others  ;  that  in 
case  the  ship  of  arms  arrived  not  within  ten  days  after  the  Danish 
ship,  the  wind  serving — the  ship  of  arms  being  to  go  to  sea  the  next 
tide — that  they  should  return  those  ships  laden  with  coal,  for  which 
I  would  be  answerable.     Those  ships  were  kept  ten  weeks  before 
lading,  by  which  [time]  the  sea  was  full  of  rebels'  ships,  and  so  both 
[were]  taken;  and  as  1  was  so  little  regarded  as  to  have  them 
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stayed  so  long  before  they  were  laden,  many  who  were  engaged  by 
promise  and  provision  of  arms  to  supply  the  north  with  retracted 
their  purposes,  and  others  well  disposed  [have]  grown  cold,  which 
hath  done  the  King's  service  and  me,  in  particular,  very  great  pre- 
judice. Therefore  be  pleased  that  these  men  may  not  likewise  bring 
back  complaints  of  me  for  undertaking  more  than  shall  be  performed 
by  you.  If  you  please  to  trust  their  ship,  a  very  excellent  sailer, 
with  any  commodity  to  buy  arms  with,  T  will  see  it  disposed  for  the 
best  advantage,  for  they  be  persons  you  may  safely  trust.  If  you 
could  get  your  Scarborough  men  to  raise  2,000L  or  SflOOl.  or  more 
and  buy  some  frigates,  it  would  very  much  advantage  the  King's 
service  there  and  their  profits.  Let  me  understand  by  all  ways 
your  desires  for  Holland  and  Flanders,  and  how  you  proceed  in  the 
north  and  Scotland.  P.S. — To  have  constant  intelligence  from  the 
north  is  of  great  use  here,  and  therefore  entreat  I  may  not  want 
that  means  to  serve  his  Majesty.  Those  men  have  been  disappointed 
of  a  greater  proportion  of  arms  which  otherwise  had  come  had  I 
suffered  them  to  stay.  Therefore  it  is  requisite  they  be  paid  for 
those  beyond  what  hath  been  paid  to  any,  otherwise  they  will  make 
a  losing  voyage.  For  their  two  bags  of  hops  and  six  puncheon  of 
currants  I  have  promised  no  customs  shall  be  paid.  What  arms  you 
desire  send  me  a  list  of,  and  such  prices  as  may  induce  men  to 
adventure  through  all  these  hazards  of  passage  and  payment,  the 
rebel  Scot  being  advanced  so  near  you ;  and  what  you  undertake 
you  must  see  performed  punctually,  and  thereby  I  may  be  able  to 
supply  you.  The  100  barrels  of  powder  are  not  paid  for,  long  since 
sent  upon  Mr.  Hasdonck's  account.  I  have  only  received  one  letter 
from  you,  for  receipt  of  the  powder,  and  none  from  the  Marquis  of 
Newcastle  nor  Sir  Thos.  Glemham,  having  often  written  to  them, 
so  that  if  I  might  have  had  any  answer  I  had  opportunity  to  have 
given  them  and  you  good  supplies.

We  are  now  come  to  Chawsley  [Chawsey  ?]  where  the 
army  is  quartered,  and  to-morrow,  God  willing,  we  intend  to  be  at 
Reading.  We  do  not  hear  that  the  rebels  are  any  further  advanced 
than  they  were  two  days  ago.  Essex  and  Waller  were  certainly 
both  at  London  the  9th  inst.  This  enclosed  Lord  Hopton  received 
just  now  from  Col.  Cary  [Carew],  which,  though  it  bears  date  the  8th, 
came  with  another  of  the  10th  inst.,  which  gives  us  assurance  that 
Colonel  Gary's  was  not  sent  away  till  the  10th.  This  letter  gives 
us  just  cause  of  apprehension  that  that  brigade  is  not  likely  to 
return  to  us  so  soon  as  the  necessity  of  his  Majesty's  affairs  here 
requires,  but  spends  time  there  upon  other  orders.

120.  I.  List  of  arms  and  other  things  sent  by  Giles  Wiggoner, 
signed  by  Sandys.  I  have  already  begun  a  process  in 
Clarke's  name  for  Sw  Wm.  Drnmant,    [Strip  ofpapw^ 
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121.  Sir  E.  Nicholas  to  the  Earl  of  Forth,  Lord  General  of  his 
Majesty's  army.  I  received  yours  of  the  11th  present  with  that  of 
Colonel  Carew  last  night  about  12  o'olock,  after  his  Majesty  was  in 
bed,  and  this  morning  as  soon  as  he  was  stirring  I  acquainted  him 
with  it  and  thereupon  got  his  express  command  to  Colonel  Carew  to 
hasten  with  all  diligence,  as  by  a  copy  of  his  Majesty's  letter 
enclosed  you  will  perceive.  His  Majesty  was  much  troubled  to  see 
the  diversion  of  Colonel  Carew  from  performance  of  the  commands 
he  had  received  from  him.  I  hear  from  London  that  the  ordinance 
for  the  Great  Council  of  State  [Committee  of  both  kingdoms]  expiring 
on  Friday  last — there  is  much  division  amongst  them  about  the  choice 
of  new  Councillors  ;  that  neither  the  Earl  of  Essex  nor  Waller  are  sup- 
plied with  the  sums  of  money  they  demand  for  their  soldiers,  and 
that  they  were  botli  in  London  last  Thursday.  I  am  advertised  that 
for  certain  the  Earl  of  Essex  will  not  be  able  to  come  away  till  the 
end  of  this  week,  if  so  soon,  before  which  time  I  hope  Heading  will 
be  totally  slighted.  I  hear  that  it  was  voted  in  the  House  of 
Commons  and  spoken  of  at  a  conference  [of  both  Houses]  that  Sir 
Wm.  Waller  should  take  Reading  and  put  a  garrison  into  it,  and 
that  the  Earl  of  Essex  should  do  the  like  vdth  Oxford.  Letters 
from  Newark  say  the  Earl  of  Manchester  and  Cromwell  have  taken 
Lincoln  by  assault ;  this  was  there  reported  on  Monday  last,  but 
there  is  one  newly  come  to  this  town  who  says  he  came  out  of 
Lincolnshire  on  Wednesday  last  when  he  met  two  hurt  soldiers  of 
the  rebels,  who  told  him  the  Earl  of  Manchester  assaulted  the  town 
of  Lincoln  but  was  repulsed.

I  thought  fit  to  certify 
you  this  that  you  may  understand  how  the  lading,  ship,  and  master, 
with  others  in  the  ship,,  are  for  his  Majesty's  special  service,  and  of 
such  concernment  as  may  not  be  hindered  by  any  of  your  Lordship's 
fleet  without  much  prejudice  to  his  Majesty's  service  and  unfitting 
omission  of  regard  due  to  the  Alliance.

Among  the  impediments  that  detained  me  at  Coventry 
were  a  mistake  of  orders,  which  interrupted  the  bringing  in  of 
horses  for  my  train  of  artillery  ;  but  what  chiefly  retarded  my 
march  was  a  great  mutiny  in  Sir  Thomas  Middleton's  horse  and 
foot.  All  is  now  well  composed,  and  I  find  them  both  forward  and 
affectionate  to  the  service.  The  Staffordshire  horse  and  foot  are 
joined  with  me.  These  wijih  mine  will  not  enable  me  to  keep  the 
field  in  case  the  enemy  attempt  to  intercept  my  passage,  which  I 
understand  from  several  parts  they  design,  as  will  appear  by  the 
enclosed  relation  from  Wem.  I  have  taken  up  some  money  upon 
public  faith  of  divers  whom  I  caused  to  be  brought  in  out  of 
Worcestershire,  where  I  have  placed  ofiicers  to  collect  contributions 
towards  the  maintenance  of  my  forces,  wherein  I  hope  you  will  take 
care  I  be  no  way  prejudiced  for  want  of  the  power  conferred  on 
others  in  the  like  kind.  If  at  any  time  out  of  my  zeal  to  the  public 
service  I  exceed  my  limits,  [I  trust]  you  will  make  a  favourable 
construction  [of  it]  and  procure  me  some  indemnity,  which  an 
ordinance  in  Mr.  Sergeant  Wilde's  ha.nds  would  much  secure  if  it 
could  pass  hoth  Houses.  Otherwise  the  whole  revenues  of  Warwick- 
shire by  weekly  assessments,  sequestrations,  and  money  raised  upon 
the  propositions  being  wholly  disposed  of  by  the  Committee  of 
Coventry,  whereof  the  soldiers  raised  by  me  receive  no  benefit,  I 
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shall  not  know  how  to  proceed  in  this  service,  and  yet  all  I  have 
gained  has  not  fully  discharged  the  expense  of  saddles  for  ray  troops, 
besides  distributing  an  inconsiderable  proportion  of  money  amongst 
them.     This  want  of  pay  for  my  soldiers,  the  many  hindrances   I 
have  met  with,  which  I  formerly  represented  to  your  Lordships,  and 
the  small  strength  I  have  in  respect  of  the  enemy's  greater  forces, 
are  all  of  as  great  discouragement  unto  me  as  of  undeniable  proof  of 
imminent  dangers  I  am  to  encounter  in  this  expedition  ;  yet  I'ather 
than  a  country  committed  to  my  charge  shall  suffer  through  my 
neglect,  and  in  obedience  to  your  commands,  I  am  resolved  to  try 
my  fortune  and  leave  the  success  to  God  ;  and  as  the  only  means 
for  the  safety  of  these  parts  you  will  be  pleased  to  give  a  speedy 
answer  to  those  letters  which  the  Committee  and  deputy -lieutenants 
of  Lancashire  have  lately  sent  you  to  excuse  their  march  out  of  their 
own  county.      Their  resolutions  by  their  enclosed  to   me  do  not 
appear  very  favourable  to  this  design.     If  this  supply  fail,  I   shall 
then  leavH  to  youf  consideration  the  rock  I  am  fallen  upon.     But 
whilst  I  am  a  sufferer  for  the  puplic  service,  and   am  willing  to 
expose  myself  to  all  hazards  for  the  advancement  thereof,  I  thought 
my  honour  would  have  remained  secure  in  your  hands  and  not  be 
made  subject  to  the  insolencies  of  such  a  person  as  Commissary 
[General]  Behr,  who  I  hear   hath  lately  vented  defamatory  libels 
and  false  declarations  in  vindication  of  himself  to  the  prejudice  of 
my  reputation.

They  recommend  the  prevention  of 
these  dangers  to  your  care,  and  desire  you  to  command  Col.  Holland 
or  any  other  suspected  person  to  attend  you  and  give  satisfaction  or 
otherwise  to  dispose  of  them,  and  do  such  other  things  for  the 
safety  of  the  county  as  you  shall  think  necessary.

May  28.  144.  Sir  John  Meldrum  to  Ferdinando  Lord  Fairfax,  Lord 
Manchester.  General  of  the  North.  Upon  better  grounds  of  Prince  Kupert's 
march  I  have  thought  fit  to  acquaint  you  that  after  his  army 
marched  out  of  their  quarters  a  great  body  of  horse  came  from 
Derbyshire  and  followed  him  towards  Lathom  House ;  whence 
whether  he  will  attempt  Liverpool  or  strengthen  his  army  in 
Lancashire,  Cumberland,  and  Westmoreland,  and  then  march  up  to 
York  is  much  doubted  in  this  country.  The  greater  part  think 
that,  he  having  a  great  party  by  the  Earl  of  Derby's  presence  who 
begin  to  flock  to  him  with  their  arms,  and  the  forces  of  the  county 
who  stand  right  being  separated  and  hardly  being  brought  together 
without  manifest  hazards,  it  is  impossible  to  save  this  county, 
Cumberland,  and  Westmoreland  without  one  great  army  being  sent 
here  to  interrupt  his  course  or  follow  at  his  heels  if  he  march 
towards  York  or  Scotland,  and  another  army  to  oppose  his  passage 
towards  either  of  those  places  ;  which  if  it  be  not  quickly  done,  in 
my  judgment,  those  northern  counties  of  Cheshire,  Lancashire, 
Westmoreland,  Cumberland,  and  Yorkshire  will  afford  such  supplies 
of  a  Popish  and  malignant  party  that  all  will  be  put  to  hazard. 
This  country  people  have  had  so  many  distractions  amongst  them- 
selves that  unless  Colonel  Ash  ton  and  myself  had  come  to  the  town 
any  enemy  might  have  had  them  all  at  a  very  easy  rate.  The 
country  people  are  extremely  well  affected,  but  unwilling  to  be 
brought  to  any  order  or  discipline,  there  being  no  officer  or  com- 
mander amongst  them  of  any  experience  ;  there  would  be  a  body  of 
3,000  men  here,  which  will  eat  up  all  the  victuals  in  one  week, 
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and  if  the  enemy  stay  in  the'  country  all  the  passages  will  be  so 
blocked  up  we  shall  rather  be  famished  than  able  to  follow  them 
any  distance  in  safety,  the  two  regiments  I  brought  down  being  yet 
8  miles  short  of  Manchester,  without  whom  I  dare  not  hazard  any- 
thing further  than  to  keep  part  of  the  country  unplundered,  which 
will  be  a  dangerous  task  if  he  fall  back  upon  us.  Some  of  the 
Committee  had  ordered  Colonel  Rigby  to  withdraw  his  forces  from 
Lathom  House  the  day  before  I  came:  I  fear  both  his  forces  and 
Colonel  Moore's  at  Liverpool  can  hardly  be  drawn  off,  in  regard  the 
country  thereabout  who  formerly  lurked  as  neuters  do  now  show 
themselves  in  arms  for  the  Earl  of  Derby,  and  the  Cheshire  men 
complain  heavily  that  they  are  neglected  by  their  neighbours  here. 
In  my  judgment  the  remedy  is  either  that  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  or 
Major-General  [David]  Leslie  may  join  with  such  forces  as  Lord 
Grey,  -Derby,  and  Nottingham  may  yield,  and  march  to  Stafford 
where  the  Earl  of  Denbigh  is,  and  thence  to  Manchester,  where 
forming  one  army  we  may  follow  him,  with  such  foot  .is  Cheshire  and 
Lancashire  can  afford,  and  some  foot  from  the  Scottish  army,  which 
may  be  sent  without  difficulty,  the  passage  as  yet  being  open ;  and 
that  on  the  west  side  of  York  the  Earl  of  Manchester  with  his 
whole  forces  and  such  proportion  of  the  Scottish  horse  and  foot  as 
may  safely  be  spared  may  marcli  so  far  to  the  west  or  north-west 
of  York  that  they  shall  be  able  to  oppose  his  passage  either  to 
Scotland  or  to  York.  If  this  coufte  or  such  other  as  may  be  re- 
solved on  by  [Alexander  Leslie]  Earl  of  Leven,  your  Lordship 
[Fairfax],  and  the  Earl  of  Manchester  be  followed,  my  hopes  are 
great  that  this  fierce  thunderbolt  which  strikes  terror  among  the 
ignorant  may  be  easily  reduced  within  narrow  compass.  If  the 
present  opportunity  be  neglected  it  will  be  too  late  to  think  upon 
anything  else  but  the  routing  of  either  or  both  of  these  two  armies, 
the  one  with  Prince  Rupert,  the  other  in  Derbyshire  with  Lud- 
borough  [Henry  Lord  Hastings  of  Loughborough],  [Colonel]  Goring, 
[Sir  Charles]  Lucas,  and  [Sir  Marraaduke]  Langdale  :  neither  can  I 
learn  whether  these  last  forces  [that]  came  from  Derbyshire  to 
Prince  Rupert  be  of  those  of  Derbyshire  under  the  charge  of  Fretsall, 
my  Lord,  and  [William  Crichton  Viscount  of]  Ayr,  or  the  other 
great  body  that  were  driven  from  the  north.  It  is  more  probable 
that  that  body  of  horse  which  came  from,  the  north  is  still  in 
Derbyshire,  and  not  being  in  good  case  either  for  hoi'se  or  arms, 
may  be  fallen  upon  in  the  way  by  that  body  that  should  follow 
Prince  Rupert  if  God  should -bless  them  with  a  spirit  of  conjunction 
and  resolution  to  march  up  and  join  together;  my  prayers  and 
endeavours  shall  not  be  awanting  in  any  such  course  as  shall  be 
resolved  on  by  your  joint  deliberations  which  I  intreat  may  be  sent 
to  me  with  all  convenient  haste,  [and]  that  this  letter  may  be  sent 
to  my  Lord  General  Leslie.     [3|  pp.']

Upon  receipt  of  your  letter  we  immediately  despatched  an  express 
to  the  Earl  of  Manchester  to  acquaint  him  with  the  present  posture 
of  our  affairs  upon  the  advance  of  your  Lordship's  forces  near  the 
enemy,  and  of  the  distracted  condition  thereby  of  the  King's  forces. 
We  have  desired  him,  as  he  finds  Prince  Rupert  and  his  forces,  to 
apply  themselves  either  northward  or  in  the  assistance  of  the  King's 
army,  which  was  about  Oxford  ;  that  he,  with  his  army,  do  direct 
his  designs  accordingly,  and  to  give  this  Committee  and  you 
frequent  advertisements  of  his  proceedings.  This  Committee  do 
very  well  approve  of  your  resolution  to  pursue  the  enemy  retiring 
as  they  do,  it  being  that  which  is  likely  to  be  the  most  effectual 
means  of  putting  a  speedy  issue  to  these  unhappy  troubles.  We 
are  glad  to  hear  that  the  provisions  for  your  army  are  come  to  you. 
The  money  with  the  convoy  of  Col.  Harvey's  regiment  went 
yesterday  from  this  town,  so  that  we  hope  you  will  be  in  very  good 
condition  to  continue  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  For  the  pay  of 
the  Reformadoes  the  Committee  have  appointed  it  to  be  reported 
to  the  House  of  Commons,  who,  they  doubt  not,  will  take  care  of 
them  to  your  satisfaction.

and  give  great  advantage  in  the  pursuit.  We  have  written  to 
the  Earls  of  Denbigh  and  Manchester  to  attend  Prince  Rupert's 
motions,  who  we  hope  will  be  able  either  to  keep  him  from  the 
southern  parts,  or,  if  he  should  come  this  way,  to  follow  him  so 
close  as  that  he  shall  get  little  by  his  journey.  Good  success  in 
Yorkshire ;  Cawood,  a  strong  castle  near  York,  is  yielded,  and  140 
prisoners  taken,  most  of  whom  have  taken  the  covenant  and  bear 
arms  for  the  Parliament.  A  fort  at  Aire-mouth,  which  commands 
a  considerable  pass  upon  the  West  Eiding,  is  also  taken.

May  28.  145.  A  relation  of  all  passages  at  the  taking  of  Rushall  Hall  by 
Basil  Earl  of  Denbigh.  The  24th  of  May  I  received  news  from 
Wem  and  Nantwich  that  Prince  Rupert's  forces  and  the  Marquis  of 
Newcastle's  were  not  far  from  their  appointed  rendezvous,  where 
they  went  to  unite,  and  that  they  were  7,000  in  all,  some  reported 
more,  but  the  relation  from  their  own  soldiers  that  left  them  the 
day  before,  and  came  voluntarily  to  us,  confirmed  the  report  of 
Wem  and  Nantwich.  Upon  the  same  day  the  Mayor  and  divers 
other  honest  men  of  Newcastle  came  and  informed  me  that  some  of 
the  enemy's  men  were  plundering  their  town,  whereupon  I  presently 
gave  orders  for  all  my  horse  to  march  to  Stone,  and  a  good  party 
thence  forthwith  to  go  and  beat  up  theiir  quarters  at  Newcastle, 
and  I  gave  the  orders  for  my  foot  to  march  to  Ecclesall  Castle,  to 
make  good  the  retreat,  being  resolved  that  if  the  Lancashire 
gentlemen  would  join  with  me,  according  to  those  letters  I  lately 
sent  to  the  same  purpose,  I  would  get  together  all  the  strength 
I  could  and  fall  upon  the  enemy  in  the  rear,  but  the  same  night 
came  to  me  a  messenger  from  Lancashire  and  a  letter  expressing 
that  their  occasions  in  their  own  country  were  so  pressing  that  they 
could  not  join  with  me,  whereupon  I  summoned  a  council  of  war, 
and  their  result  was  that  in  respect  I  was  disabled  by  the  want  of 
those  forces  that  should  have  joined  with  me  I  was  not  able  to  deal 
with  the  enemy,  they  being  at  the  same  time  past  Wem  and  Niint- 
wich,  and  they  in  Wem  able  to  look  abroad  and  get  provisions, 
I  would  attempt  Colonel  Leigh's  house,  a  strong  garrison  in 
Staffordshire  called  Rushall  Hall,  and  in  the  possession  of  Colonel 
Lane,  Governor,  a  place  very  considerable,  if  gained,  for  trade  from 
Cheshire,  Staffordshire  and  other  parts,  whereupon  I  made  prepara- 
tion for  my  march,  and  set  forth  out  of  Stafford  for  this  place  the 
25th  of  May,  taking  along  with  me  two  drakes,  two  sakers,  and 
the  Stafford  great  piece,  with  amnnmition  proportionable,  my  own 
regiment  of  horse  consisting  of  twelve  colours,  but  more  troops  than 
colours,  in  regard  they  are  newly  raised,  the  Stafford  horse  aud 
Sir  Thomas  Middleton's  four  troops,  besides  my  own  regiment  of 
foot  and  the  Stafford  regiment,  with  these  I  marched  to  our  rendezvous 
six  miles  off,  where  Sir  Thos.  and  Sir  Wra.  Middleton's  regiments 
of  foot  should  have  met  me,  both  consisting  of  400,  but  they  would 
not  obey  my  orders,  but  fell  into  their  old  course  of  mutiny ;  from 
whence  I  marched  that  night  to  Blocksidge  [Bloxwich]  and  there 
made  an  halt,  being  within  two  miles  of  Rushall  Hall,  and  sent  out 
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all  my  horse  to  surround  the  house,  commanded  by  Colonel  Rugeley 
and  ray  Major,  and  by  break  of  day  marched  with  the  rest  of  my 
forces  and  cannon  thither,  which  day  was  spent  in  exchanging 
small  shot  and  viewing  the  ground  for  a  battery,  and  there  quartered 
both  horse  and  foot  round  the  house,  The  26th  being  Sunday  we 
spent  in  Walsall  town,  where  I  quartered  myself,  but  in  the  after- 
noon we  were  disturbed  by  an  alarm  that  a  woman  had  been  taken 
coming  out  of  a  house  by  one  of  Capt.  Kem's  troop,  who  was  sent 
to  Lichtield  to  importune  Col.  Baggott  to  send  to  General  Hastings 
to  come  and  join  their  forces  to  raise  the  siege,  which  took  up  tlie  day 
in  debate  for  preparation  to  oppose  them,  and  all  the  time  our  foot 
continued  firing  upon  the  enemy,  and  all  the  night  with  small  shot. 
Monday  the  27th  we  sent  out  parties  of  horse  to  get  in  provisions 
which  were  here  very  scarce,  and  spent  the  day  in  making  blinds 
and  preparing  for  the  assault  when  the  battery  should  be  ready. 
During  the  action  Capt.  Arundel  was  shot  in  the  foot,  so  that  I  was 
forced  to  pass  most  of  the  night  in  the  trenches  with  the  soldiers  to 
cause  the  work  to  be  finislied.  The  28th  I  received  informations 
from  the  Committee  of  Stafford  that  the  troops  of  Lord  Lough- 
borough, Snead,  and  [Colonel]  Goring,  consisting  of  200  horse  and 
some  foot,  were  coming  to  Lichfield,  Wt  our  reconnoitring  parties 
failed  to  discover  them  until  we  came  to  Lichfield,  where  a  skirmish 
took  place,  in  which  Lieutenant  Graves,  of  General  Easting's  horse, 
was  taken,  and  eight  of  theirs  killed  and  many  wounded,  with  loss 
to  ours  of  two  killed  and  three  or  four  wounded,  By  this  time  I 
had  drawn  up  the  Stafford  horse  and  Sir  Thos.  Middleton's  to  mine, 
which  the  enemy  perceiving  faced-  about  and  retreated,  leaving  us 
in  possession  of  the  field,  so  the  rest  of  the  day  and  night  was  spent 
in  completing  the  batteiy.  Next  morning  our  cannon  played 
upon  them  [the  garrison  of  Rushall  Hall]  until  9  o'clock,  when  I 
sounded  a  parley  and  summoned  them  to  surrender  up  the  house, 
promising  fair  ({uarter,  but  the  Governor  returned  answer  that  he 
had  orders  to  keep  it  for  his  sacred  Majesty,  and,  therefore,  if  I 
desired  to  prevent  the  shedding  of  blood  I  must  depart,  for  he 
would  maintain  his  Majesty's  commands  to  the  loss  of  his  dearest 
blood,  upon  which  answer  I  gave  orders  to  the  gunners  to  give  fire, 
and  presently  made  a  great  breach  in  the  wall  through  which  eight 
might  go  abreast,  and  continued  the  fire  till  4  p.m.,  plying  upon 
the  garrison  in  the  church  which  was  kept  by  Capt.  Gravener,  and 
reported  so  strong  that  the  taking  of  it  by  assault  would  be  less 
feasible  than  the  house,  whereupon  I  ordered  to  make  trial  whether 
it  could  be  battered  by  turning  the  cannon  against  the  steeple, 
which  fired  it  and  made  the  church  too  hot  for  tiiosc  within.  By 
advice  of  the  council  of  war  I  resolved  to  storm  it  and  the  house 
that  night,  which  was  most  cheerfully  received  by  all  the  oflficers 
and  soldiers.  While  we  were  preparing  they  sounded  a  parley  and 
required  hostages,  which  I  consented  unto,  and  despatched  Capt. 
Tuthill  to  them  and  they  Capt.  Dibdall.  The  negotiators  here 
named  were  appointed  on  either  side,  but  being  imable  to  come  to 
terms  all  returned  to  their  quarters.  During  the  parley  we  viewed 
their  works,  which  were  as  good  as  most  in  the  kingdom,  and  not 
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to  be  stormed  but  with  tbe  loss  of  many  lives.     This  knowledge 
drew  from  me  better  conditions  than  were  ofFefed  at  first,  and  after 
long  dispute  the  Governor  rendered  up  the  house  upon  our  mutu.d 
signing  the  enclosed  articles,  which  I  was  content  to  give  to  save 
the  great  effusion  of  blood.     [2i  pp.]     Enclosed, 
.  145.  I.  Articles   agreed   on   hetvieen  the  Earl  of  Denbigh  and 
Colonel  John  Lane  upon  the  surrender  of  the  garrison 
of  Mushall  Hall  for  the  service  of  the  King  and  Parlia- 
ment.

May  28.  146.  John  Biggs  to  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  take  the 

Portsmouth,    general  accounts  of  the  kingdom.     Your  letter  to  me  of  the  ]  0th 
came  to  hand  the  23rd  of  this  present.     It  is  grounded  on  a  letter 
directed  from  Henry  Bury  to  Colonel  Goring  concerning  divers  ac- 
counts of  the  said  Colonel  during  his  residence  at  Portsmouth  left  as 
[supposed]  in  my  hands  and  those  of  Mr.  Lobb.     I  do  not  exactly 
understand  what  accounts  are  meant,  for  I  have  none  relating;  to  the 
payment  of  the  gariison,  which  ought  to  be  in  the  possession  of 
Mr.  Bury  himself,  for  he  was  paymaster  of  the  garrison,  neither  have 
I  the  accounts  of  the  money  received  from  the  State  by  Colonel 
Goring  for  the  fortifying  of  the  town ;  but  if  the  meaning  be  an 
account  of  the  money  expended  by  appointment  of  the  Colonel  about 
the  fortification  and  new  building  about  the  King's  house  called 
God's  house,  then  I  answer  I  am  partly  acquainted  with  it.     Par- 
ticulars of  the   works   undertaken   by  Biggs  at  the   direction  of 
Colonel  Goring  and  the  occasion  of  their  difference.     The  Colonel 
protested  upon  his  honour  that  he  had  no  ill  opinion  of   me,  and  at 
length  tbe  opportunity  came  whicli  he  had  from  time  to  time  pro- 
jected to  himself,  the  relation  whereof  I  beseech  you  to  hear  and 
read  with  patience,  and  give  the  afilicted  leave  to  speak.     Upon 
Tuesday  the  2nd  of  August  1642  there  came  into  Portsmouth  divers 
coaches,  and  about  2  p.m.  I  was  sent  for  by  the  CJouel  and  to  bring 
the  keys  of  the  store,  and  as  I  was  coming  he  met  me  and  peaceably 
bid  me  come  in  and  I  should  see  what  orders  he  had  received,  there 
being  none  present  but  one,  whom  I  supposed  to  be  a  messenger 
from  the  King.     He  then  showed  me  three  particular  writings,  with 
Charles  Rex  at  the  top,  all  as  I  remember  to  this  effect,  "  Yuu  shall 
take   the  charge  of  the  Maria  pinnace  into  your  hands,  and  shall 
keep  the  town  of  Portsmouth  and  abide  there  and  not  depart  thence 
for  any  command  whatsoever,  and  you  shall  obey  us  in  all  our  legal 
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commands,  and  whosoever  will  not  submit  hereunto  you  shall  put 
them  out  of  the  town ; "  these  things  I  read  to  this  effect,  and  then 
he  commanded  me  to  lay  down  the  keys  of  the  store  and  asked  me 
what  I  would  do,  whether  I  would  obey  his  Majesty  in  all  his  legal 
commands  ?  I  answered  I  would.  But  I  perceived  my  answer  was 
not  to  his  mind,  but  that  I  had  some  reservation,  he  told  me  I 
should  have  time  to  answer,  which  I  willingly  accepted  of,  but  he 
repented  of  tiiat  liberty  given  me  and  said  I  would  acquaint  my 
friends  with  it.  I  answered,  I  would  not,  but  he  said,  ''I  know 
you  to  be  a  man  of  understanding  and  are  able  to  give  an  answer 
presently,"  and  then  I  a.sked  him  this  question,  who  should  be  judge 
whether  the  commands  were  legal  or  no.  He  answered,  a  man's 
own  conscience  must  be  judge.  I  answered,  I  was  not  able  to  judge 
of  the  King's  commands,  but  if  a  High  Court  of  Parliament  did 
judge  of  any  of  the  King's  commands  to  be  illegal,  I  would  believe  a 
High  Court  of  Parliament  before  I  would  believe  any  person  about 
the  King,  which  answei-  and  resolution  of  mine  drew  on  my  sentence, 
that  I  must  depart  out  of  the  town,  and  so  I  was  [obliged]  to  go,  though 
I  knew  not  whither,  with  my  wife  and  children,  by  reason  of  which 
sudden  breaking  off  between  Colonel  Goring  and  myself,  I  was  thrust 
out  without  having  given  me  satisfaction  for  my  service  in  this  employ- 
ment above  mentioned,  and  besides  all  the  arrears  of  the  garrison  in 
which  I  served  as  a  member  of  the  garrison,  he  paid  me  nothing  at 
all,  besides  I  was  bound  for  him  in  1001.  with  Mr.  Lobb,  which  he 
has  left  unsatisfied,  all  which  is  a  burden  too  heavy  for  me,  besides 
other  loss  which  I  sustained,  in  my  removing  out  of  the  town.  I 
hope  this  will  give  satisfaction  in  what  is  required  of  me  in  your 
letter.  As  for  Mr.  Lobb  I  think  he  has  little  to  say,  but  what  it  is 
he  will  answer  in  his  letter  for  himself  Craving  pardon  for  my 
boldness  I  commend  you  and  your  labours  to  the  blessing  of  God.

gallantly  defended  itself,  is  in  extreme  distress,  the  enemy  being 
within  pistol  shot  of  them,  the  cob  being  taken  and  14  barks  in 
the  river  burnt  the  first  night  the  Lord  Admiral  came  thither.  This 
morning  we  obtained  a  packet  of  intercepted  letters  from  Exeter  to 
Oxford  wherein  the  condition  of  Lyme  and  the  state  of  the  West  is 
fuUv  discovered.  All  which  being  considered,  this  Committee  is 
clearly  of  opinion  that  it  is  necessary  to  send  presently  such  a 
strecgth  as  may  relieve  Lyme,  which  will  not  only  preserve  that 
town  which  deserves  so  well,  but  be  a  means  to  prevent  the  levies 
of  men  and  money  now  raising  by  a  new  Association  in  those  parts, 
and  to  recover  the  whole  West,  whose  affections  are  already  very 
inclinable  to  the  Parliament.  This  [business]  is  apprehended  [to 
be]  of  so  great  consequence  and  necessity  by  this  Committee  and 
so  earnestly  pressed  by  the  gentlemen  of  tliat  country  that  we  have 
desired  two  of  their  number.  Sir  John  Bamfield  and  Mr.  Nicolls,  to 
repair  to  you  and  Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  sohcit  the  execution  thereof, 
and  have  by  them  sent  those  letters  which  concern  this  business  ; 
for  haste  there  are  no  copies  taken,  and,  therefore,  we  desire  they 
may  be  returned  when  you  have  done  with  them.  This  morning 
the  Scottish  Commissioners  acquainted  us  with  letters  they  have 
received  from  the  Earls  of  Leven  and  Lindsay,  wherein  it  is 
expressly  written  that  Prince  Rupert  is  for  certain  coming  towards 
York,  and  as  they  conceive  by  Lancashire,  wlio  have  thereupon 
sent  two  regiments,  commanded  by  Sir  John  Meldrum,  to  join  with 
the  Lancashire  forces.  We  also  hear  that  upon  the  news  of  the 
Prince's  coming  northward  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  foot  have 
man  hed  within  20  miles  of  York.  The  information  inclosed  we 
ha\e  received  from  a  Lancashire  gentleman  and  send  it  to  you,  if 
this  prove  so  it  is  not  likely  j'ou  should  find  any  disturbance  from 
that  army.  The  letters  we  have  sent  confirm  Col.  Massey's  good 
success  and  his  taking  Malmesbury,  which  is  a  terror  to  those 
parts,  and  will  be  an  advantage  to  this  design.  Notwithstanding 
tliese  reports,  we  have  feconded  a  former  letter  to  the  Earl  of 
Manchester  and  desired  him  to  have  a  vigilant  eye  upon  Prince 
Riipert-'s  motions,  and  if  he  shall  come  southward  to  follow  him 
with  diligence.

Aboard  the  By  a  letter  written  two  days  ago  I  gave  you  an  account  of  the  state 
"'^TeforeLyme'"'  ^^  ^yme,  touching  which  I  have  not  yet  observed  any  considerable 
Eegis.  operation,  only  that  yesterday  there  came  into  the  bay  a  small 
vessel  with  10  barrels  of  gunpowder  and  some  corn  and  other  pro- 
visions for  its  present  relief  The  town  being  all  this  day  under 
mine  eye,  my  affections  have  the  stronger  inclinations  toward  it; 
as  a  fruit  whereof  I  cann(}t  but  beseech-  you  to  give  it  all  possible 
respect  by  a  speedy  relief  by  land.  I  believe  1,000  horse  and  500  or 
600  dragoons  would  raise  the  siege  and  put  these  parts  into  a 
posture  of  service  to  the  kingdom  ;  besides  which  I  know  I  need 
not  use  any  arguments  to  your  Lordships.  On  Thursday,  last  I 
saw  two  ships  of  war  sailing  westward,  having  in  charge  a  hoy  for 
Topsham  laden  with  rich  goods  valued  at  2,0OOL,  which  upon  exa- 
mination I  found  to  be  laden  By  English  merchants  in  Holland  and 
consigned  to  Ford,  a  great  malignant  in  Exeter,  and  therefore  I 
thought  fit  to  send  her  up  to  London  to  receive  sentence  in  the 
Admiralty  Court.  Upon  further  examination  I  found  that  five 
barrels  of  money  were  shipped-  aboard  the  said  men-of-war  for 
Exeter  under  the  factorage  of  one  Bayly,  a  peremptory  and  surly 
malignant,  whom  I  secured,  he  endeavouring  to  impress  on  the 
captains  an  interpretation  of  my  seizing  the  said  galliot  as  ground 
enough  for  a  national  quarrel  betwixt  this  kingdom  and  the  States 
of  the  United  Provinces.  The  moaey,  about  10,000  rix  dollars,  I 
seized  and  have  aboard  to  bring  up  at  my  return,  having  managed 
the  business  so  that  the  captains  went  away  well  satisfied,  I  repre- 
senting by  letter  to  the  States  of  Holland  the  truth  of  my  pro- 
ceedings and  the  cause.  I  take  occasion  to  offer  to  your  Lordships' 
consideration  whether  it  may  not  be  proper  for  tliis  State  by  a 
public  declaration  to  restrain  the  Hollanders  and  other  foreign 
States  from  convoying  arms,  clothes,  or  victuals  to  any  town  in 
hostility  against  the  Parliament.  This  would  amount  to  no  more 
than  what  the  Hollanders  do  in  their  not  suffering  his  Majesty's 
ships  to  convoy  any  contraband  goods  to  Dunkirk,  by  which  means 
the  enemy  will  be  less  furnished  with  supplies,  and  wiU  also  want 
these  advantages  for  trade  which  he  now  enjoys.  I  received 
yesterday  the  inclosed  relation  of  the  taking  of  Carmarthen,  and 
have  directed  Captain  Richd.  Swanley  to  attend  your  Lordships,  he 
being  newly  come  from  Milford  Haven,  to  give  you  an  account  of 
the  state  of  those  parts.

June  1.  Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  same.     I  received  yours  of 

Seiby.  the  25th  of  May  to  the  same  eSect  as  your  former,  which  I 
endeavoured  to  satisfy  in  mine.  '  I  can  assure  you  that  I  took  all 
care  to  'bring  on  an  engagement  with  the  Duke  of  Newcastle's 
horse  which  came  from  York,  but  they  would  not  stay  within  20 
or  30  miles  where  my  horse  were.  The  time  they  employed  in 
plundering  about  Leicester,  most  part  of  my  horse  were  on  this 
side  Trent,  unable  to  move  by  reason  of  the  heavy  rains.  As  soon 
as  they  had  notice  that  Major-General  Leslie  and  my  horse  were 
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moving  towards  Nottingham,  thinking  to  intercept  them  in  their 
march  northward,  they  marched  in  such  hot  haste  toward  Uttoxeter 
that  they  left  great  numbers  of  their  horse  dead  on  the  highways, 
passing  the  Trent  at  Burton,  and  so  got  into  Derbyshire.  Sir 
Thos.  Fairfax  was  sent  with  directions  to  engage  the  Newcastle 
horse,  we  having  intelligence  that  they  were  coming  toward 
Sheffield  and  Rotherham,  but  as  soon  as  our  horse  were  within  7 
or  8  miles  of  them,  they  presently  marched  into  those  parts  of  the 
country  in  which  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  pursue  them.  As  to 
that  part  of  your  letter  which  relates  to  the  affairs  of  Cheshire,  I 
communicated  i1;  yesterday  to  General  Leslie  and  Lord  Fairfax, 
who  appointed  a  council  of  war,  and  there  it  was  fully  debated 
what  was  fit  to  be  done  to  prevent  the  spoil  of  Lancashire,  where 
Prince  [Rupert]  now  is  near  Manchester,  having  taken  Stopford 
[Stockport]  and  Bolton,  and  given  a  sore  blow  to  Col.  Rigby,  who 
is  come  to  Bradford,  but  upon  debate  it  was  concluded  that  if  we 
divided  our  forces  we  might  lose  the  whole  design  we  are  now 
upon,  and  do  no  great  good  to  that  country.  Therefore  the  orders 
given  are  that  Sir  John  Meldrum  shall  secure  Manchester,  where 
there  are  5,000  foot,  and  I  believe  we  shall  use  all  means  to  give 
some  speedy  issue  to  this  siege  of  York,  that  so  all  our  force  may 
be  ready  to  oppose  any  enemy  wheresoever  they  are,  for  the 
engagement  is  such  now,  and  the  consequence  of  carrying  this  place 
so  great,  as  they  cannot  undertake  any  other  action  until  this  be 
finished.  Your  Lordships  in  your  letters  wish  me  not  to  do  any- 
thing to  the  ]irejudice  of  the  service  in  the  north,  therefore  my 
actions  shall  be  guided  by  the  advice  of  the  General  here  [Leslie] 
until  I  receive  your  commands.

June  1.  Sir  John  Gell,  George  Gresley,  and  Thos.  Gell  to  the  Earl  of 
Derby.  Northumberland,  Lord  Maitland,  and  the  rest  of  the  Committee  of 
both  kingdoms.  In  obedience  to  your  commands  we  wiU  give  you 
the  best  intelligence  we  can  concerning  these  parts.  [General] 
Goring  with  his  company  has  lain  some  time  near  Sheffield,  part  of 
his  forces  [being]  in  our  county,  the  rest  in  Yorkshire  purposing 
to  join  with  Prince  Rupert  about  Halifax,  but  his  passage  that  way 
being  too  dangerous,  on  Thursday  last  with  all  his  horse  and 
carriages,  except  such  as  were  drawn  by  oxen,  these  being  left  at 
Sheffield  Castle,  he  marched  through  our  country  [Derby]  into 
Cheshire,  his  men  are  all  armed  but  poorly  provided  with 
ammunition,  numbering  'about  2,000.  Our  country  Colonels 
Fretchwell  [Fretchville],  Eyne,  and  Millward,  with  their  chief  force 
of  hoise  and  foot,  after  several  maiches  to  Sheffield  and  back  again 
with  their  carriages  and  most  of  their  strengtii,  on  Thursday  and 
yesterday  marched  after  Goring;  they  have  quitted  Chatsworth, 
the  Earl  of  Devonshire's  house,  but  they  still  keep  the  rest  of  their 
garrisons  in  this  county ;  Fretchwell  took  along  with  him  eight 
colours  of  horse,  averaging  about  20  to  a  colour,  but  his  foot  were 
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not  many;  the  other  Colonels  had  about  100  horse,  30  dragoons, 
and  220  foot.  These  are  all  gone  into  Cheshire,  pretending  to  join 
with  Prince  Rupert  and  to  raise  the  siege  of  York.

A  page,  one  of  the  prisoners,  says  Hastings  is  hurt  in  the  arm.  All 
that  Ve  can  testify  is,  that  he  brought  up  the  rear  when  he  sallied 
out,  but  led  them  the  way  to  the  town  back  again.  This  is  all  the 
information  we  can  furnish  for  the  present  concerning  these  parts.

Prince  Rupert  carried  with  him  about  5,000  horse  and  3,000  foot 
and  58,  mostly  small,  pieces  of  ordnance.  By  reason  of  many  in 
that  county  ill-affected  and  others  suspected  Prince  Rupert  may 
probabl}'',  as  we  are  informed,  double  his  army  and  make  the  passes

This  hath  brought  upon  your  Lordships 
the  enclosed  relation  of  my  proceediugs  in  these  parts  [see  above, 
May  28],  and  for  all  my  actions  I  render  myself  to  the  censure 
and  opinion  of  the  two  Houses  and  your  Lordships,  but  of  no  other 
judicatory,  as  I  am  a  peer  of  this  kingdom.  I  have  received  several 
invitations,  though  too  late,  from  Lord  Fairfax,  Sir  John  Meldrum, 
the  Committees  and  deputy-lieutenants  of  Lancashire  and  Cheshire 
to  fall  upon  Prince  Rupert  in  the  rear.  That  of  Cheshire  [see  above, 
May  31]  is  in  a  higher  strain,  wherein  they  have  thought  fit  to 
lay  a  heavy  charge  xipon  me  if  I  refuse  to  join  with  them,  though  I 
never  received  any  such  order  from  you  but  for  the  service  of  Wem, 
to  which  tl-.ose  of  Lancashire  would  then  pay  no  respect.  But  if 
you  think  fit  to  employ  me  in  those  parts  as  affairs  now  stand,  I 
should  be  loth  to  engage  without  such  an  additional  strength  as 
might  enable  me  to  keep  the  field,  the  enemy  having  already  taken 
pos^Fession  of  all  the  important  passages.  Newcastle's  horse  are 
quartered  from  Stopford  [Stockport]  towards  the  confines  of  Derby- 
sliire  and  Yorkshire,  and,  upon  my  moving,  will  be  ready  to  interpose 
with  such  forces  as  the  Prince  may  easily  send  to  their  reinforcement. 
My  forces  are  smaller  than  they  are  conceived  to  be  ;  my  regiment 
of  horse  consists  of  400  besides  officers.  Sir  Thomas  Middleton's  200, 
and  the  Staffoidshire  horse  150.  iMy  regiment  of  foot  makes  up 
400,  the  Staff'ordshire  foot  250,  and  Sir  Thomas  and  Sir  William 
Middleton's  near  400,  but  are  now  much  diminished  for  want  of 
pay.  There  are  yet  forces  tliat  lie  idle  and  are  useless  to  the  State 
which  I  offer  to  your  consideration  in  tlie  enclosed  paper,  besides  an 
overplus  of  men  sufficient  to  maintain  the  garrisons  as  long  as  the 
great  armies  keep  the  field  and  the  heat  of  the  war  is  carried  into 
the  more  remote  parts  of  the  kingdom.  Amongst  these  I  have 
named  Colonel  Purefoy's  regiment  of  horse,  as  being  returned  by 
order,  as  I  hear  from  the  Committee  of  Coventry,  into  Warwickshire. 
If  you  think  fit  to  join  these  forces  with  mine,  I  shall  have  a  fair 
opportunity  to  fall  on  the  one  side  of  that  great  army,  whilst  my 
Lord  of  Manchester  and  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  undertake  them  on  the 
other  side ;  otherwise  I  desire  my  honour  and  these  small  forces 
may  not  be  engaged  upon  so  great  impossibilities,  especially  in  this 
great  want  of  arms  and  money,  which  hath  brought  me  into  so 
many  perplexities  and  my  soldiers  into  such  height  of  mutiny  that 
myself  and  my  officers  are  daily  exposed  to  great  hazards.  My 
forces  lie  about  Dudley  Castle,  which  with  the  assistance  of  the 
country  I  hope  to  reduce,  and  at  the  same  time  I  intend  to  call  in 
the  people  to  increase  both  my  horse  and  foot,  and  to  keep  them 
ready  to  move  upon  your  further  orders.

It  appears  that  the 
enemy,  declining  to  fight,  has  endeavoured  to  stop  us  from  passing 
that  river,  and  consequently  to  force  him  to  figlit  or  to  retire 
further.  But  I  hope  that  if  Sir  Wm.  WalJer,  according  to  orders 
which  I  have  already  sent  him,  be  come  on  the  otiier  side  cf  the 
river,  I  shall  be  able  to  give  some  further  account  of  service  [per- 
formed] upon  them,  if  by  the  want  of  money  and  ammunition  I 
be  not  hindered.  This  business  I  earnestly  reconmiend  to  your 
especial  care.  P.S. — My  Lords,  the  Dutch  Ambassadors  came  tliis 
day  from  Oxford  hither,  and  made  very  affectionate  expressions  to 
myself  and  the  Council  of  War  of  their  desires  to  do  their  utmost 
service  in  procuring  a  peace  between  the  King  and  Parliament.

Tint 
which  makes  our  condition  the  more  miserable  is,  that  most  of  us 
here  are  so  weak  in  judgment  that  we  cannot  discern  his  plots,  so 
that  except  you  at  London  do  stir  us  up  roundly  to  stand  for  oui' 
privileges,  and  that  you  will  assuaie  the  privilege  of  choosing  us  at 
first  a  masterly  D[eputy]  suitable  to  the  times,  I  mean  one  that  is 
not  afraid  to  show  himself  for  God,  his  King  and  country,  I  much 
fear  we  shall  be  the  authors  of  our  own  misery,  for  such  is  the 
weakness  of  most  of  our  young  men  that  they  think  our  relation  to 
the  King  doth  not  only  excuse  this  his  strange  carriage,  but  [they] 
commend  him  for  showing  himself  so  moderate.  You  may,  if  you 
think  good,  make  use  of  the  enclosed  paper,  for  it  is  true,  but  be 
careful  who  you  show  it  to,  except  you  find  the  producing  of  it  may 
do  us  good.

Tiiis 
denial  doth  much  grieve  the  Cavaliers  and  anticipates  their  iilot, 
for  if  this  hiid  taken,  more  letters  would  have  been  delivered,  so 
seeking  bv  this  means  to  have  engaged  us  all  against  the  Parliament.

That  100  barrels  of  powder 
have  been  provided  for  his  army,  to  be  sent  to  Aylesbury,  and  that 
this  Committee  has  recommendeil  it  to  the  House  to  provide  for 
his  incident  charges,  and  for  the  Scoutmaster- General.

Aboard  his  at  Derliy  House.  Since  the  writing  of  my  last  letter  concerning 
'■ftltilmU-Tnl^y^e  [ilegi.s]  I  have  received  yours  of  the  30th  May.  1  have 
Lyme  Bay.  perused  the  enclosed,  and  according  to  your  command  do  herewith 
return  them.  I  yet  continue  before  Lyme,  though  in  some  respects 
inconveniently,  having  no  means  at  hand  to  procure  fresh  water  or 
provisions.  I  shall  not  stir  from  thence  while  I  am  possibly  able 
to  stay,  knowing  that  the  presence  of  the  bhips  is  a  great  encourage- 
ment, and  the  assistance  of  the  mariners,  who  are  not  yet  returned 
abroad,  a  great  countenance  and  advantage  to  the  town  [of  Lyme], 
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The  enemy  [undei'  Prince  Maurice]  is  somewhat  silent  of  late,  com- 
paring his  actions  since  my  last  account  of  the  state  of  the  town 
with  his  former  violence  ;  only  on  Friday  and  Saturday  he  fired 
20  or  80  houses,  and  sometimes  both  great  and  small  shot  play 
on  the  town,  which  is  in  like  manner  returned  by  the  besieged. 
The  soldiers  from  the  enemy's  works  [Royalist  siege  works]  also 
seem  to  have  their  former  spirit  and  fury  much  abated,  their  rail- 
ing language  being  not  so  frequent  nor  [have]  the  besiegers 
confidence  of  their  own  relief  Your  Lordships'  letter  written  in 
tafitta  has  added  to  the  townsmen's  resolutions  and  hopes  of 
speedy  deliverance.  The  state  of  the  west,  as  represented  by  the 
intercepted  letters,  agrees  with  what  I  heard  at  my  first  coming 
hithei".  One  of  the  enclosed  [letters]  takes  notice  of  some  ships 
gone,  or  going  from  Dartmouth  to  Guernsey.  To  prevent 
their  doing  mischief  there  I  have  commanded  to  Guernsey 
two  ships  of  force,  which  with  the  smaller  vessels  already 
there,  will,  I  hope,  preserve  that  island  in  a  safe  condition. 
Danger  fi-om  want  of  ammunition.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  [of 
Guernsey]  being  not  able,  thrciugh  that  defect,  to  accomplish  the 
taking  in  of  the  castle,  which,  that  want  being  supplied,  he  doubts 
not  to  obtain  suddenly.  I  know  the  great  occasions  of  the  kingdoms 
make  propositions  tending  to  public  charge  less  seasonable,  yet 
withal  it  is  not  to  be  doubted  but  the  shortening  of  that  siege  will 
answer  the  present  charge,  by  preventing  the  greater  charge  of  a 
further  delay.  I  received  two  days  since  a  letter  from  Col.  [John] 
Moore,  dated  at  Lathom  leaguer,  9  May,  importing  among  other 
things  that  the  siege  then  continued  at  Lathom,  but  the  provisions 
in  the  castle  were  grown  low :  that  a  plot  was  lately  discovered  for 
betraying  of  Mancliester  by  Peter  Hey  wood,  who  is  thereupon  fled  ; 
that  they  want  in  those  parts  powder  and  bullet  of  all  sorts  for 
their  ordnance,  having  no  means  to  procure  it  for  money,  and  there- 
fore he  is  a  suitor  that  some  may  be  seat  down,  which  1  leave  to  your 
Lordships'  wisdom.  I  know  I  shall  not  need  to  urge  your  care  for 
a  speedy  relief  of  Lym.e  Regis,  the  town  relying  upon  your  noble 
favour  and  promise.  You  may  please  to  notice  that  the  supplies  of 
powder  and  match  lately  sent  from  the  Isle  of  Wight  by  Capts. 
Lockyer  and  Jones  liave  come  in  small  parcels  and  short  propor- 
tions, whereas  upon  a  storming  day  the  tosvn,  having  in  it  1,500 
soldiers,  including  the  seamen,  spends  about  15  barrels  of  gun- 
powder, and  every  day  and  niglit  near  ^  tun  of  match,  so  that 
the  proportions  yet  unspent  will  last  but  5  or  6  days'  service. 
The  supply  we  have  already  spared  them  out  of  the  ships  makes  it 
unfit  for  the  ships  to  spare  more.  You  may  therefore  be  pleased 
to  give  order  for  a  seasonable  supply  of  ammunition.  I  received 
lately  the  enclosed  pro[)Ositions  from  Sir  John  Norwich,  concerning 
the  recovering  of  Jersey,  which  I  beseech  you  at  your  leisure  to 
peruse,  and  to  give  leave  to  Sir  John  to  attend  you  about  them  if 
you  shall  see  cause.  The  thing  in  general  is  questionless  very 
neces.sary,  and  how  far  those  propositions  may  be  admitted  as  con- 
ducing thereunto  I  leave  to  your  judgment.  [Interregnum  IQE., 
pp.  12-15.

Stow^[oi'-tlie-  both  kingdoms.  We  received  yours  of  the  'sOth  May  and  1st  June 
°'J'  on  the  6th  inst.  We  are  most  sensible  of  the  danger  to  Lyme 
Regis  and  the  mischief  that  will  grow  in  the  west  if  not  timely 
prevented.  We  think  his  Excellency  [the  Lord  General]  intends 
[advancing  into]  those  parts  from  a  letter  he  sent  this  day,  which 
is  enclosed.  We  are  now  in  pursuit  of  the  King's  army.  The 
King  yesterday  made  a  long  march  ;  we  conceived  his  head- quarter 
had  been  at  Burford,  but  he  marched  .six  miles  further,  some  [of  bis 
forces  coming]  to  Stow-on-the-Wold  and  some  to  Burton-on-the- 
Water.  This  day  the  King  was  at  Eversham  [Evesham]  by 
2  o'clock.  His  array  c<iuld  not  march  so  fast.  Certainly  they  are 
in  as  great  fears  and  as  much  perplexed  as  can  be  imagined.  It  is 
said  his  strength  of  horse  v/as  4,000  and  his  foot  8,000  when  he 
left  Oxford,  but  now  we  hear  there  are  not  above  1,500  foot  and 
3,000  horse.  This  night  we  send  out  a  strong  party  of  horse,  and 
if  we  miss  in  that  we  shall  not  be  able  to  ovei'take  them  at  this 
run.  Last  night  we  sent  a  party  to  Burford  hoping  to  have  found 
them  there,  and.  gleaned  about  50  stragglers  and  20  horses.  The 
weather  proves  very  bad,  which  hath  been  a  great  hinderauce  to  us, 
yet  the  soldiers  march  cheerfully.  It  is  the  grief  of  our  hearts  we 
can  do  no  more.'

The  Leaguer  game.  Your  Lordships'  several  letters  to  each  of  us  touching  Prince 
be  ore  York.  p,ypgr(;'g  approach  and  entry  into  Lancashire  came  to  our  hands 
yesterdaj',  which  we  presently  communicated  each  to  other,  and  this 
day  we  met  together  to  consult  and  represent  the  state  of  that 
country  and  of  our  forces  here  to  you,  that  it  may  appear  nothing  has 
been  neglected  on  our  parts  conducing  to  the  advancement  of  the 
public  service.  About  14  days  since,  when  we  first  heard  of  Prince 
Rupert's  bending  his  course  towards  Lancashire,  the  forces  of  that 
country,  estimated  at  least  at  twelve  troops  of  horse  and  7,000  foot, 
were  ordered  to  be  drawn  together  on  the  frontier  of  the  county 
towards  Cheshire,  where  there  are  only  two  passages,  the  one  by 
Stopfort  [Stockport],  and  the  other  by  Warrington,  which  those 
forces  might  easily  have  made  good  against  Prince  Rupert's  army, 
not  then  exceeding  8,000  men,  part  horse  and  part  foot ;  yet  to  give 
the  more  encouragement  to  the  country,  we  sent  Sir  John  Meldrum 
with  two  regiments  of  foot  and  two  troops  of  horse  from  hence,  who 
arrived  not  at  Manchester  until  the  Lancashire  foices  had  deserted 
Stopfort  [Stockport],  and  left  that  passage  open  for  the  enemy,  who 
instantly  overi'an  the  country,  and  being  assisted  by  the  Earl  of 
Derby,  and  the  Popish  gentry  of  Lancashire,  have  already  doubled 
their  strength  and  have  taken  Bolton  by  assault,  being  defended  by 
Col.  Rigby  with  2,000  armed  men  and  1,500  clubmen  and  thSy 
made  a  great  slaughter  of  the  defenders  as  the  A'ulgar  reports  tell 
us ;  though  Col.  Ri;;by  himself  says  that  he  conceives  he  lost  not 
200  tiicn,  nor  500  arms,  the  rest  saving  themselves  by  flight ;  and 
now  on  Monday  last  we  hear  that  Geneial  Goring  with  all  or  part 
of  hia  horse  are  joined  to  Prince  Rupert's  army  at  Bury,  so  that  we 
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all  conceive  Lancashire  is  in  great  hazard  for  the  present  to  be 
brought  under  the  enemy's  power,  the  town  of  Manchester  excepted, 
■which  is  well  fortified  and  has  within  it  Sir  John  Meldrum  to 
command,  and  at  least  5,000  well  armed  men  with  sufficient  store  of 
ammunitiun,  but  no  means  are  left  to  us  to  prevent  the  spoil  of 
Lancashire  without  apparent  hazard  of  the  loss  of  this  country,  for 
by  this  accession  of  forces  Prince  Rupert's  army  is  so  increased  as 
we  think  it  not  safe  to  divide  our  men,  and  send  a  part  to  encounter 
him  in  Lancashire.  If  we  should  raise  our  siege  before  York  and 
marcli  with  all  our  forces  against  him,  it  is  in  his  discretion  to  avoid 
us,  and  either  pass  by  another  way  than  that  we  take,  and  so  come 
into  Yorkshire,  or  else  retire  into  Cheshire,  whither  if  we  should 
pursue  him,  it  would  be  in  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle's  power,  in 
our  absence,  to  recover  all  Yorkshire  again  and  increase  his  army 
to  as  great  strength  as  ever  it  was.  Therefore  we  have  all  of  us 
resolved  it  to  be  the  most  convenient  to  quarter  our  horse  and 
dragoons  betwixt  Ripton  [Ripon]  and  Otley  and  some  other  forces 
about  Blackstone  Edge  to  stop  the  enemy's  suddenly  falling  upon 
these  parts,  or  raising  our  siege,  which  is  especially  intended  by  them, 
and  in  the  meantime  we  shall  continue  our  siege  here  and  attempt 
what  is  possible  for  gaining  the  place  [York],  and  then  we  may 
pursue  Prince  Rupert  with  our  united  forces ;  or,  if  he  make  his 
passage  sooner  into  Yorkshire,  then  we  must  draw  off  our  armies 
from  before  the  town  and  joining  aU  our  force  together  give  him  a 
field,  wherein,  if  it  please  God  to  bless  us  with  victory,  all  the 
county  of  Lancashire  and  the  city  of  York  also  will  in  all  pro- 
bability fall  of  themselves  to  us.  These  being  the  principal  motives 
and  our  resolutions  upon  them,  we  have  thought  fit  to  offer  them  to 
your  Lordships'  considerations.

I  am  very 
glad  to  find  by  yours  of  8th  May  that  my  letter  to  you  was  so 
civilly  used  as  not  to  be  opened,  though  I  follow  your  example  to 
write  nothing  but  what  I  care  not  who  sees  it.  I  have  staid 
writing  to  you  these  two  posts  in  hope  to  have  gotten  an  answer 
to  my  letters  concerning  you,  but  I  have  yet  received  none ;  I 
am  very  sorry  you  are  not  able  to  come  over  to  [consult]  the 
Polish  doctor,  but  when  he  comes  I  will  use  all  means  to  get 
him  [to  cross]  over  to  you.  I  confess  I  should  be  so  glad  to  see 
and  speak  with  you,  and  am  most  sorry  that  your  want  of  health 
should  be  the  hinderauce,  but  hope  it  may  mend.  The  Swedes 
have  not  had  of  late  so  good  fortune  against  my  uncle  [the  King 
of  Denmark]  as  before.  He  has  given  them  a  blow  at  sea,  some 
[say]  a  great  one,  but  the  Swedes  diminish  it  all  they  can. 
Mons.  de  la  Tuillerie  is  there;  but  I  have  not  heard  tiiat  he  has 
begun  to  treat.  The  States'  Ambassadors  are  yet  scarce  gone,  the 
Venetian  Ambassador  Contarini,  who  is  at  Miinster,  wrote  hither 
that  the  Ambassadors  there  desire  to  have  that  peace  treated  at 
Miinstf-r  jointly  with  the  rest;  they  do  as  yet  nothing  there.  The 
French  have  been  soundly  beaten  in  Spain  near  Lerida,  their 
cannon  and  baggage  taken,  the  King  of  Spain  was  there  in  person  ; 
the  Duke  of  Orleans  is  before  Gravelins,  the  Prince  of  Orange  is  in 
his  old  quarter  of  last  year,  his  enterprise  against  Ghent  having 
failed,  and  Brederode  is  now  Marshal  of  the  field  since  the  Count's 
death.  He  should  have  landed  at  a  dyke  called  the  Austrian  Dike, 
but  he  found  it  so  well  provided  with  men  that  neither  horse  nor 
cannon  could  march,  so  he  retired.  So  there  is  like  to  be  no  great 
matters  performed  this  summer  by  that  army.  1  have  yet  little 
hope  of  getting  from  the  Parliament  those  moneys  tha:t  are  due  to 
me.  I  cannot  imagine  why  they  should  be  so  hard  to  me,  I  am 
sure  I  do  not  deserve  it,  except  it  be  a  fault  that  I  am  the  King's 
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sister,  which  is  a  crime  I  shall  never  be  sorry  for.  I  pray  God  send 
a  good  peace,  and  that  I  may  once  again  see  you  as  well  as 
heretofore.     {Imperfect  copy.

I  see  many  reasons  in  your  last  letter 
why  you  should  be  weary  of  the  world  and  willing  to  leave  it,  but 
there  are  none  that  show  you  useless  unto  it  or  the  same  fit  to 
want  you.  If  physicians  are  necessary  in  sickness,  counsellors  in 
distractions,  friends  in  afflictions  and  calamities,  certainly  in  general 
depravities  there  is  much  need  of  honest  men,  though  unable  to 
correct  the  manners,  at  least  to  mitigate  the  punishments.  There 
was  no  danger  for  Sodom  till  Lot  went  out  of  it,  and  since  the 
point  of  honour  obliges  men  to  hazard  their  life  for  their  country 
there  must  be  yet  a  stricter  law  to  make  them  preserve  it  for  the 
same  cause  ;  do  not  therefore  flatter  yourself  into  a  despair  of 
amendment,  which  will  bring  you  to  neglect  the  means.  If  this 
air  were  not  more  hurtful  than  our  physicians  can  be  profitable,  I 
would  counsel  you  to  follow  your  first  desire,  but  now  methinks 
France  should  be  the  better  place  for  your  health.  I  have  not 
spoken  all  this  while  of  our  own  interest  in  your  conservation  lest 
you  should  believe  we  were  not  yet  satisfied  with  the  good  we 
have  received,  and  would  disturb  you  as  Saul  did  Samuel  in  your 
very  grave,  but  I  assure  you  we  are  all  loth  to  lose  so  generous  a 
friend,  and  would  purchase  his  continuance  at  any  rate  ;  my  own 
sickness  hindered  me  three  weeks  from  telling  you  this  truth,  and 
desiring  the  perseverance  of  your  friendship.

StoTY-op-the-  morning  of  the  6tli  instant  we  attended  the  Lord  General,  who  staid 
for  the  night  at  Chipping  Norton,  and  the  next  day  marched  back 
to  Burford.  His  resolution  is  for  relieving  Lyme  Regis  and  the  west. 
Being  thus  put  out  of  our  way,  and  his  Excellency  commanding 
that  an  eye  should  be  had  which  way  the  King  takes,  we  resolve  to 
follow  the  King  wherever  an  army  can  march.  Our  reasons  are, 
we  believe  the  war  can  never  end  if  the  King  be  in  any  part  of  the 
land  and  not  at  the  Parliament,  for  break  his  army  never  so  often 
his  person  will  raise  another ;  all  the  [hi]stories  ol  England,  and  our 
experience  at  Shrewsbury,  will  manifest  that  sufficiently.  And  the 
King  has  no  other  hope  but  that  delay  in.  time  may  bring  changes, 
and  we  know  there  is  a  season  which,  when  God  offers,  wisdom, 
embraces.  If  he  go  to  Prince  Eupert,  by  the  blessing  of  God  and 
the  assistance  of  the  country's  forces,  we  may  talce  him  [the  King] 
out  of  his  armies.  But  if  you  conceive  this  not  to  be  the  best 
course  we  readily  submit  to  be  directed  as  you  please ;  fear  not  our 
breaking  with  any  Association  upon  points  cf  Jionour.  We  know 
that  if  the  King  go  northward  our  commissions  fail ;  yet,  for  the 
public  good,  we  will  leave  it  to  the  Parliament  that  seldom  wants 
mercj'.  We  fear  lest  this  army  consisting  of  several  forces.  City, 
Association,  and  Waller's,  they  should  not  be  paid,  and  so  fur  want 
dissolve.

Our 
soldiers  plunder  malignants,  do  what  we  can,  and  embezzle  their 
goods ;  there  is  no  way  to  prevent  it  unless  a  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed in  the  army  tliat  va&j  seize  their  goods  for  the  public  and 
be  liable  to  account.  We  have  sent  up  some  names,  and  if  the

■  June  9.  Lord  Thos.  Grey  to  the  Committee  of  both   kingdoms.     I  wrote 

Leicester,  oot  my  last  letter  with  my  own  hand,  being  so  weary  after  my 
march.  I  have  driven  all  those  plundering  rogues  [of  Royalists], 
who  were  fortifying  Sir  John  Thimbleby's  house  near  Grimsthorpe 
in  Lincolnshire,  home  into  their  own  quarters  betwixt  Newark  and 
Beaver  [Bolvoir  Castle].  Before  I  c;unc  within  0  miles  of  them 
they  marched  and  left  their  works.  I  sent  to  inquire  of  Sir  John 
Gell  and  Col.  Hutchinson  what  strength  they  are  able  to  draw  into 
the  field  ;  the  former  can  march  500  horse  and  dragoons  and  300 
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foot,  the  latter  between  200  and  300  horse.  I  am  able  to  march 
400  foot  or  more  and  300  horse.  I  hope  in  a  week  to  be  100  horse 
more ;  but  those  that  I  have  are  ill  armed,  therefore  I  would  be 
supplied  with  200  pair  of  pistols  and  100  carbines.  The  stores 
were  very  empty  when  I  came  down,  which  causes  me  to  desire  no 
more  than  what  is  absolutely  necessary:  There  are  .300  foot  at 
Newport,  which  were  sent  from  Northampton,  these  I  think  might 
be  spared,  the  King's  army  being  withdrawn  from  Oxford,  and  200 
more  added  from  Northampton.  We  intend  to  fall  upon  Ashby 
[-de-la-Zouch]  if  your  Lordships  shall  think  fit,  it  being  a  great 
annoyance  to  five  counties ;  all  this  I  leave  to  your  consideration, 
and  shall  be  ready  to  obey  your  commands.  P.S. — I  intend  to 
march  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  draw  ordnance,  the  'ways  were 
never  so  deep  [in  mud]  at  Christmas  in  comparison  as  they  are  now.

June  10.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  I  have 
Teddington.  received  yours  of  the  5th  inst.,  and  shall  most  willingly  recall  my 
commission  formerly  granted  to  Col.  Apsley,  the  rather  because  I 
would  not  have  anything  to  do  with  the  gentlemen  of  Sussex,  from 
whom  I  haA"e  received  nothing  but  constant  incivilities.  Before  my 
going  from  Farnham  T  received  a  letter  from  them  representing  this 
business  as  a  burden  to  that  county,  to  which  I  replied  that  I  had 
granted  Col.  Apslej'  a  commission  to  raise  a  regiment  of  foot,  and 
that  if  they  would  come  into  the  field  I  would  take  them  on  upon 
service,  having  an  unlimited  commission  for  the  western  service  to 
raise  what  forces  I  sliould  think  fit,  but  if  they  would  not  engage  in 
that  way,  it  was  never  my  intention  to  make  it  a  charge  upon  the 
country,  and  therefore  the  regiment  would  fall  of  itself.  I  thought 
this  reason  might  have  given  them  satisfaction,  but  it  seems  nothing- 
can  do  that.  I  will  now  give  your  Lordships  a  short  account  of  my 
time  since  my  last.  On  Thursday  I  parted  from  the  Lord  General 
in  obedience  to  his  commands,  he  resolving  to  undertake  the 
service  in  the  west.  The  next  day  was  so  foul  that  the  foot  and 
artillery  could  not  march,  whereupon  leaving  them  with  two  regi- 
ments of  horse  and  rny  dragoons,  I  marched  to  Sudeley  Castle  in 
some  hope  it  might  yield  upon  summons,  but  the  enemy  seeing  no 
foot  looked  upon  it  as  a  bravado  and  let  fly  great  and  small  shot 
roundly  amongst  lis,  whereupon  I  sent  order  to  the  army  to  advance 
to  me  the  next  day.  That  night  the  enemy  burnt  some  houses  and 
the  stables  belonging  to  the  castle,  but  had  not  time  to  slight  the 
hedges  about  it,  so  th«,t  we  lodged  our  dragoons  within  little  m.ore 
than  pistol  shot  of  their  works,  and  laid  all  the  passages  with  our 
horse.  The  next  morning  early  the  enemy  fell  out  with  some  horse, 
but  were  quickly  beaten  in  by  our  dragoons.  About  noon  the  body 
of  our  army  appeared  upon  the  top  of  the  hills,  whereupon  they 
craved  a  parley  by  a  drum  and  sent  out  Lieut.-Col.  Sayer  and  Major 
Aldam  to  treat,  who  stobd  upon  points  of  honour,  that  they  should 
be  allowed  to  march  out  with  their  full  arms  and  be  conveyed  to 
Worcester,  or  have  my  parole  for  their  safety  thither ;  but  that 
being  refused  and  assurance  given  they  should  have  no  other  con- 
ditions from  me  but  fair  quarter,  they  parted  with  a  resolution  to 
hold  it  out  to  the  last  man,  and  upon  their  return  in  a  bravery 
gave  us  a  volley  of  shot.  They  were  immediately  answered  with 
interest,  and  in  a  short  time  we  possessed  the  barn  which  was 
within  a  stone's  cast  of  their  works.  Our  men  were  drawn  up  in 
preparation  to  give  a  general  assault,  and  diverse  of  our  horsemen, 
without  orders,  rode  up  to  their  very  works  and  discharged  their 
pistols  at  them.  Night  coming  on  we  deferred  the  assault  till  the 
next  morning,  but  about  an  hour  within  night  their  drum  beat  a 
parley  again  and  brought  a  letter  from  tihe  Governor,  Sir  Wm. 
Morton,  and  [his]  officers,  signifying  that  they  yielded  upon  my  own 
conditions,   but  desired  they   might  be   used  like   gentlemen     I 
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assured  tbcm  they  should  receive  no  other  entertainment,  and  sent 
for  the  Governor  to  come  out  to  me,  which  he  did,  and  the  next 
morning  I  tooli  possession  of  the  place.  We  took  one  colonel,  one 
lieut.-coL,  2  majors,  5  captains,  7  lieutenants,  2  cornets,  4  ensigns, 
300  soldiers,  2  pieces  of  ordnance,  one  a  demi-culverin,  the  other  a 
drake,  5^  barrels  of  gunpowder,  1  cwt.  of  match,  with  a  good 
proportion  of  shot.  I  am  this  day  marching  to  Eversham  [Evesham]. 
The  King  is  at  Worcester,  where,  God  willing,  I  resolve  to  wait 
upon  him.  The  Lord  of  Heaven  direct  your  counsels.  [Interregnum, 
16  E.,  pp.  25-27.

June  10.  The  same  to  the  same.  I  had  no  sooner  given  order  for  de- 
Evesham.  spatcHng  away  of  this  enclosed  but  I  received  yours  of  the  7th 
present.  I  arrived  this  night  at  Eversham  [Evesham],  and  intend 
to  advance  to-morrow  towards  his  Majesty,  who  I  hear  is  at 
Worcester  and  in  a  condition  distracted  enough.  I  hear  of  no 
forces  yet  having  joined  him,  only  about  Brecknock  a  levy  is  in 
making  by  Charles  Gerard.  At  Worcester  his  Majesty  has  given 
order  for  the  reparation  of  the  works,  and  warned  the  inhabitants  of 
the  North  Street  to  bring  all  their  goods  into  the  town,  with  an 
intimation  that  he  means  to  burn  down  those  houses.  The  truth  of 
all  this  I  shall  know  within  a  few  hours.  We  are  all  well  here, 
and  the  soldiers  most  willingly  go  on,  only  the  Western  men  are 
much  dejected  to  see  me  diverted  this  way,  and  truly  I  believe  it 
will  cause  the  breaking  up  of  Col.  Sydenham's  regiment,  many  of  the 
soldiers  having  already  run  away,  and  more  likely  to  follow.  I 
shall  most  gladly  pursue  this  employment,  but  desire  to  be  armed 
with  instructions  as  the  Lord  General  is.  Also  that  directions  be 
given  to  the  forces  that  lie  this  way  to  piece  with  me,  which  would 
facilitate  this  great  work  verj'  much,  but  with  what  forces  I  have  I 
will  do  what  I  can.  The  Lord  give  his  blessing  to  all  our  en- 
deavours.

June  10.  The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  same.  By  all  informations  the 
Lamboarn,  upon  city  of  Oxford  was  in  great  want  of  victuals,  and  might  easily  have 
my  march,  ijeeu  I'educed  if  the  present  necessity  of  following  the  King's  flying 
army  and  relieving  the  west  could  have  spared  my  army  and 
Waller's  forces,  but  by  reason  of  the  rivers  a  less  force  could  not 
have  performed  this  service,  but  would  have  left  some  side  open  for 
victuals  to  have  come  in.  You  will  understand  by  Sir  Arthur 
Haselrigg  that  all  the  King's  foot  he  had  left  went  to  Herefordshire, 
which  in  all  likelihood  is  for  Bristol.  For  raising  of  horse  I  believe 
Capt.  Grenville  with  a  little  encouragement  will  be  able  to  make  up 
his  and  Capt.  Tyrrell's  troops  into  a  regiment,  to  be  employed  as 
you  please,  but  for  the  present  I  cannot  spare  any  from  my  army 
till  I  see  what  force  is  like  to  be  raised  by  the  enemy  ia  the  west. 
The  packet  for  the  Prince  Elector  [Palntine]  I  have  sent  according 
to  your  order  to  Oxford.  Concerning  tli(!  Northamjiton  forces  I  do 
not  know  how  they  may  return  but  with  much  danger,  and  I 
desire  you  to  consider  that  when  I  departed  [out  of]  the  City  I 
was  promised  Lord  Grey's  regiment  of  horse  and  Col,  Purefoy's, 
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"which  last  I  was  content  to  spare  for  Gloucester,  but  since  he  is 
returned  home  your  Lordships  might  employ  him  either  about 
Oxford,  Northamplon,  or  elsewhere,  and  for  the  Northampton 
troops,  although  they  may  be  civil  men  and  pass  upon  their  duty, 
yet  if  you  recall  them,  upon  notice  thereof,  I  shall  discharge  them.

Your 
effectual  acting  upon  all  occasions  according  to  such  a  judgment 
has  not  only  hitherto  maintained  you  quiet  within  yourselves,  but 
contributed  much  toward  obtaining  the  like  for  others,  who  by  an 
equal  obligation  were  bound  to  have  done  as  much  for  themselves 
and  you,  who  had  they  done  [so]  and  showed  a  like  fruit  of  such 
ready  and  well  guided  affections,  we  had  before  this  time  seen  an 
end  of  that  misery  which  yet  continues.  We  are  very  sensible  of 
your  charge,  and  shall  with  very  much  tenderness  be  careful  of 
imposing  too  heavy  burdens  upon  the  willing  bearer.

The  Earl  of  Manchester,  Lord  Fairfax,  and  myself, 
York.  .^-i.^^  ^jjg  Committee  here,  have  had  a  meeting  with  Sir  Henry  Vane 
concerning  the  desires  expressed  in  your  last  letters,  and  finding 
that  the  businesses  do  still  remain  in  the  same  posture  as  they 
were  when  your  former  letters  came,  we  have  thought  fit  that 
nothing  be  altered  in  our  first  resolutions,  but  to  do  our  best  for 
the  hasty  gaining  of  tliis  city  [York],  and  thereafter  to  give  you 
all  possible  satisfaction  which  shall  be  our  earnest  endeavours.

June  11.  Sir  Henry  Vane,  junr.,  to  the  same.  Owing  to  the  bad  weather 
Leaguer  before  and  other  difficulties  it  was  the  Lord's  Day  at  night  before  I  reached 
^°'''^'  the  leaguer.  I  have  since  delivered  your  letters  and  communicated 
your  desires  concerning  the  relief  of  Lancashire  according  to  mv 
instructions.  I  had  yesterday  a  very  long  and  serious  debate  before 
the  three  Generals  and  chief  officers  of  the  army,  and  likewise  at 
the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  [here],  but  no  certain  resolution 
was  taken  concerning  the  same.  In  regard  the  siege  before 
York  has  no  foot  to  spare,  and  there  being  good  hopes  of  gaining 
that  city  suddenly  either  by  force  or  treaty,  it  would  not  be  ad- 
visable to  give  any  interruption  thereto  for  the  present.  Their 
horse  too  are  not  sufficiently  numerous  to  divide  in  such  manner 
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as  to  continue  the  siege  and  to  fight  with  Prince  Rupert  in  Lan- 
cashire if  he  abide  their  coming.  They  hold  it  necessary,  until 
they  see  the  issue  of  the  siege  of  York,  which  they  expect  within 
very  few  daj's,  to  keep  their  horse  together  and  not  separate  them 
very  far  from  their  foot,  especially  considering  the  report  that  the 
King  is  drawing  towards  Vrince  Rupert,  and  what  their  designs 
may  be  they  cannot  at  present  judge  ;  however,  they  resolve  to  be 
in  readiness  for  relirf  of  Lancashire  upon  the  first  opportunity,  and 
expect  every  day  that  something  or  other  may  fall  out  which  will 
facilitate  those  intentions.  In  the  meantime  they  doubt  not  but 
Manchester  and  Warrington  will  hold  crut,  and  consider  that  the 
greatest  mischief  that  can  befall  that  county  will  not  be  so  great 
as  the  loss  of  York  or  hazard  of  these  armies  in  making  a  pre- 
mature attempt  for  its  relief  This  I  found  to  be  the  general  sense 
notwithstanding  Ools.  Ashton  and  Rigby  joined  me  in  pressing 
compliance  with  your  Lordships'  desires.  The  truth  is  I  could  not 
satisfy  my  own  judgment  that  anything  considerable  could  be  done 
for  Lancashire  by  these  forces  until  the  business  of  York  were 
decided.  It  appears  to  me  very  evident  that  if  Manchester  had 
not  brought  up  his  foot  to  the  siege  the  business  would  have  been 
very  dilatory,  whereas  tlie  siege  is  now  made  very  strait  about  the 
city,  the  Earl's  forces  lying  on  the  north  side,  where  they  have 
advanced  very  near  to  the  walls,  and  are  busy  in  a  mine  of  which 
we  expect  a  speedy  account,  if  by  a  treaty  we  be  not  prevented. 
The  Scotch  forces  tinder  Sir  James  Lumsdale's  [Lumsden's]  com- 
mand united  with  those  of  Lord  Fairfax,  possess  the  suburbs  at 
the  east  side  and  are  within  pistol  shot  and  less  of  Walmgate. 
The  Scots  hold  that  fort  on  the  south  side,  which  they  very 
gallantly  took  in  on  Thursday  last,  and  are  very  busy  in  their 
approaches  on  that  side.  Yesterday  200  horse  attempted  an  escape 
or  intended  a  sally  on  the  north  side,  but  were  speedily  beaten 
back  again,  and  80  at  the  same  time  came  out  on  the  south-west 
toward  Acham  [Acklam]  with  the  like  [ill]  success.  On  the 
9th  inst.  the  Earl  of  Newcastle  sent  letters  to  the  Earl  of  Leven 
and  Lord  Fairfax  for  a  parley,  not  taking  notice  of  the  Earl  of 
Manchester  being  there,  but  in  that  respect  the  treaty  was  refused 
and  notice  sent  to  Newcastle  that  unless  he  directed  his  letters  to 
all  three  Generals  he  could  have  no  answer,  whereupon  letters  were 
sent  to  all  three  Generals,  and  a  civil  excuse  by  Newcastle  for  the 
omission  in  regard,  as  he  pretended,  he  did  not  know  the  Earl  of 
Manchester  in  person  had  been  there.  This  being  done  a  treaty 
was  agreed  to,  and  two  Commissioners  from  each  of  the  three 
armies  appointed,  with  the  place  for  meeting;  an  answer  was 
expected  yesterday  but  came  not.  For  the  Scots  were  appointed 
Commissioners  the  Earl  of  Lindsay  and  Lieut.-Gen,  Bagliff 
[Baillie],  for  the  Earl  of  Manchester  his  Lieut.-Gen.  of  Ordnance 
Hammond  and  Col.  [John]  Russell,  for  Lord  Fairfax  Sir  Wm. 
Fairfax  and  Mr.  White.  Out  of  Lancashire  we  hear  that  Major 
Vicarman  [Vickerman],  appointed  to  go  to  Sir  John  Meldrum,  would 
needs  venture  out  of  Manchester  with  500  men  to  intercept  a  convoy, 
and  was  himself  taken  with  40  or  60  of  his  men.    Prince  Rupert 
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has  assaulted  Liverpool  and  been  beaten  off  three  or  four  times, 
but  he  is  like  to  carry  it  hereafter,  if  not  prevented.  Upon  con- 
sideration of  the  state  of  the  northern  counties,  and  how  four  of 
them  are  yet  too  much  under  the  enemy's  power,  and  Yorkshire 
not  yet  cleared  from  many  gaiTisons^  even  admitting  the  city  of 
York  should  be  taken,  we  find  it  impossible  that  the  forces  here 
can  be  maintained  and  provided  for  according  as  it  is  necessary. 
And  therefore  the  English  Commissioners  here  and  myself  have 
represented  to  the  House  of  Commons  the  necessity  of  adding 
Lancashire  and  Deibyshire  to  the  rest  of  the  northern  counties 
expressed  in  our  instructions ;  and  for  the  better  carrying  on  the 
service  do  humbly  conceive  that  the  addition  is  very  requisite  of 
the  Earl  of  Manchester,  Lord  Fairfax  and  his  son  [Sir  Thos. 
Fairfax]  to  be  Commissioners  from  both  Houses  to  the  Scots,  with 
such  others  as  shall  be  thought  fit  that  have  relation  to  these 
northern  counties,  which  is  so  necessary  to  be  done,  and  that  with 
speed,  that  I  have  taken  the  boldness  to  recommend  it  to  your 
Lordships  to  put  the  Houses  in  mind  thereof,  and  cause  the  same 
with  all  expedition  to  be  sent  down,  if  the  Houses  shall  approve 
thereof.  I  shall  not  fail  to  give  you  frequent  advertisements  from 
hence,  and  submit  it  to  you  how  necessary  it  will  be  for  these 
armies  in  these  active  times  to  hear  frequently  from  you.

Lyme^oad^"  gave  you  an  account  of  the  state  of  Lyme  Regis,  where  relief  has 
been  diverse  days  longed  for,  but  none  yet  heard  of.  The  enemy 
continues  bis  siege  and  brings  his  approaches  daily  nearer  the  town. 
Their  [the  defenders']  want  of  gunpoM^der,  match,  and  bullet  is 
great,  and  1  can  scarcely  spare  more  out  of  the  ships  without  too 
visible  a  prejudice  to  the  service.  There  are  many  sick  and  wounded 
in  the  town,  so  that  for  their  ease  the  seamen  from  the  fleet  are 
continued  there  They  have  had  intimations  of  the  coming  of 
Col.  Norton  for  their  relief,  and  more  recently  of  a  good  party  from 
his  Excellency  [the  Lord  General],  the  failure  whereof  would  too 
much  discourage  if  not  dishearten  them,  because  instead  of  the  siege 
being  raised,  they  find  the  enemy  daily  furnished  with  new  pro- 
visions and  lately  reinforced  by  200  or  300  Irish  [soldiers]  from 
Wareham  side.  Yesterday  the  enemy  fired  into  the  town  near 
100  great  pieces,  laden  with  shanks  of  anchors,  bars  of  iron, 
and  red-hot  shot,  setting  fire  to  diverse  quarters  of  the  town,  but 
the  fire  was  easily  quenched  and  only  three  men  hurt.  To-day  I 
sent  letters  to  his  Excellency  both  by  way  of  Poole  and  Portsmouth 
to  represent  their  state.  T  know  your  Lordships'  noble  care  of 
them,  which  certainly  cannot  better  appear  at  present  than  by 
giving  order  for  speeding  to  them  some  forces  by  land  and  a  supply 
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of  gunpowder,  match,  and  bullet  by  sea.  I  shall  yet  continue  here, 
though  with  no  other  ship  than  ray  Vice-Admiral,_the  restof  the 
ships  of  both  our  squadrons  being  either  in  the  Irish  seas,  in  the 
north  to  complete  the  guards,  or  at  Weyme  [Weymouth]  road, 
where  two  are  continually  plying,  or  about  Dartmouth  and  Axsam 
[Axmouth  ?],  where  two"  are  likewise  disposed,  or  for  defence  of 
Guernsey,  or  detained  in  the  river  [Thames]  through  want  of  means 
for  their  despatch,  or  in  the  Downes  by  special  order  to_  attend 
some  convoys  and  services  from  thence,  and  some  of  the  ships  sent 
hence  are  less  able  for  service,  some  of  their  men  being  necessarily 
left  behind  for  assistance  of  Lyme  [Regis].  [Interregnum  16  E., 
pp.B4i,S5.

Tire  same  to  Basil  Earl  of  Denbigh.  We  hear  daily  of  the  sad 
condition  of  Lancashire  and  of  the  increase  of  Prince  Rupert's  forces 
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there,  whOj  according  to  our  intelligence,  is  bending  towards 
Liverpool,  which  if  he  shall  take,  would  be  of  great  use  to  them  in 
order  to  their  designs  of  Ireland.  Col.  Moore  is  in  it  with  about 
600  of  his  own  men  and  300  newly  sent  to  him  from  Warrington. 
There  are  in  Manchester  5,000  foot  and  100  horse.  The  rest  of  their 
forces  lie  distant  10  or  12  miles  asunder,  and  for  want  of  horse 
cannot  well  be  drawn  together.  "We  desire  yoa  to  draw  all  your 
forces  together  into  a  body,  and  to  march  with  them  into  Cheshire. 
You  are  to  keep  intelligence  with  those  of  Manchester,  and  join 
with  them  if  possible,  and  being  joined  to  fight  with  Prince  Rupert, 
if  you  be  able,  else  to  secure  the  passes  that  he  may  not  be  able  to 
retire  thence  into  Cheshire  and  Shropshire  to  make  a  further  spoil 
of  those  countries.

The  sad  condition  of  Lancashire 
Derty  House,  requires  speedy  succours.  The  growing  army  [of  Prince  Rupert] 
there,  if  not  immediately  opposed,  may  prove  dangerous  to  these 
southern  parts  when  he  [the  Piince]  shall  have  wholly  reduced  that 
country  and  increased  his  army  to  the  extent  that  the  disaffection 
of  that  country  may  furnish.  We  have  directed  Lord  Denbigh  to 
gather  all  his  forces  into  a  body  and  march  toward  Manchester  to 
join  with  those  forces  there.  [They  are  then]  to  oppose  them  [the 
Royalists]  as  they  shall  be  able,  or  at  least  to  hinder  his  [the 
Prince's]  retreat  from  thence,  till,  we  having  good  success  at  York, 
he  may  be  dealt  withal  by  a  greater  force.

We  require 
yoli  to  receive  his  orders  for  tlie  rendezvous,  and  to  march  with  all 
expedition  for  this  service  with  200  horse  and  300  foot.  We 
believe  your  own  judgment  will  inform  you  that  small  divided 
parties  can  neither  preserve  j^our  countries  nor  defend  themselves. 
Such  mistakes  have  hitherto  been  very  prejudicial  to  the  service, 
and  we  therefore  requite  ^ou  forthwith  to  march  to  that  body, 
whereby  you  will  at  once  defend  yourselves,  preserve  your  country, 
and  in  that  conjuncture  we  hope  be  enabled  either  to  break  or 
make  useless  that  only  considerable  power  of  the  enemy.

June  14.  The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  at 
10  a.m.  Derby  House.  In  yours  of  the  30th  you  desired  me  to  send  such 
a  force  to  the  west  as  might  be  able  not  only  to  relieve  Lyme 
Regis  but  to  recover  the  whole  west  again,  by  preventing  the 
levies  of  men  and  money  now  raising  by  a  new  Association  in 
those  parts,  and  this  as  you  then  assured  me  was  the  request  of  the 
western  gentlemen.  For  your  satisfaction  and  theirs  I  resolved  to 
march  away  with  my  whole  army  westward,  a  strengtii  little 
enough  in  my  judgment  to  effect  what  you  desired,  and  I  acquainted 
you  with  my  resolution  by  my  next  letters  in  answer  to  yours. 
I  conceived  that  you  were  not  displeased  with  my  march,  because 
you  Avere  silent  for  eight  days,  which  I  took  for  approbation,  but 
now  having  advanced  as  far  as  Blandford  in  Dorsetshire,  you 
direct  me  to  make  a  stand,  and  send  away  a  considerable  party  of 
horse  for  the  relief  of  Lyme  Regis.  Give  me  leave  to  believe  that 
you  are  misinformed  of  late,  or  else  I  had  not  received  such  an 
unexpected  countermand  after  my  unwearied  endeavours  in  pur- 
suance of  such  instructions  as  I  received  from  your  own  hands. 
For  first,  Lyme  cannot  be  relieved  by  a  party,  and  if  it  could,  that 
party  must  principally  consist  of  foot,  for  horse  can  do  very  little 
service  in  those  narrow  passages  ;  yet,  contrary  to  my  own  opinion 
and  the  judgment  of  the  Council  of  War,  I  have  sent  some  horse 
and  such  as  are  most  likely  to  do  service,  but  I  do  not  understand 
how  it  is  possible  for  my  horse  to  break  through  Prince  Maurice's 
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army  of  horse  and  foot.  Even  if  they  could,  and  should  succeed 
in  joining  with  the  men  of  Lyme  in  pursuit  of  Prince  Maurice,  I 
know  not  what  my  army  should  do  without  horse  the  whilst,  or 
how  the  horse  should  ever  return  to  my  foot  again,  for  if  the 
enemy  should  break  down  a  pass  my  horse  are  shut  up  for  ever. 
I  am  commanded  therefore  by  the  discipline  of  war  and  rules  of 
reason  to  march  further  with  my  foot,  for  fear  my  horse  should 
receive  a  blow ;  I  must  not  retreat,  for  then  the  enemy  will  be 
encouraged  and  strengthened  ;  Sir  Ealph  Hopton  will  have  time  to 
raise  men  and  money,  and  my  foot,  who  have  cheerfully  under- 
gone the  hardships  of  this  march  for  the  recovery  of  the  west,  will 
be  quite  disheartened ;  if  once  we  come  to  face  about  they  will 
certainly  be  Hke  a  routed  army,  broken  all  to  pieces,  and.  melted 
away  after  they  are  broken.  Moreover  you  are  misinformed  con- 
cerning the  strength  of  the  enemy,  for  there  is  a  party  of  horse 
and  foot  gone  to  them  with  money  from  Salisbury  within  these 
two  days,  and  they  may  draw  out  some  [of  the  garrisons]  from 
"Weymouth,  Bristol  and  other  places,  and  make  them  dragooners,  to 
cut  us  off  in  the  straight  passes,  when  they  perceive  we  have  sent 
none  but  horse ;  the  enemy's  strength  of  horse  is  far  beyond  that 
which  you  speak  of,  and  we  hear  that  Hopton  marches  towards 
them  with  some  horse,  and  2,000  foot,  most  of  them  newly  raised. 
I  shall  not  stand  to  dispute  how  well  Sir  William  Waller  is  beloved 
in  the  west,  you  know  something  of  Bristol  and  Plymouth ;  I  am 
sure  Lord  Robartes  is  not  hated  here,  he  has  your  ordnance 
for  Cornwall ;  he  is  the  more  deeply  engaged  because  he  has  a  con- 
siderable estate  in  those  parts,  and  he  is  entrusted  with  a  higher 
place  in  the  army  than  the  major  of  a  brigade,  he  is  cordially  tender 
of  the  good  of  his  country,  and  the  western  gentlemen  understand 
their  own  interest  so  well  that  they  will  not  be  displeased  with  an 
army  which  adventures  itself  for  their  relief,  without  putting  them 
to  any  extraordinary  charge.  If  Sir  Wni.  Waller  go  thither  he  will 
indeed  free  them  from  paying  contribution  to  the  enemy,  but  will 
command  them  to  pay  contribution  to  himself,  though  I  know  he 
has  received  large  sums  already  from  the  western  gentlemen,  for  the 
paying  of  two  or  three  regiments,  which  have  done  them  but  little 
service  as  yet,  the  other  regiments  under  his  conduct  being  paid 
by  the  City  of  London  or  the  Associated  counties.  For  my  own 
part,  J  am  resolved  not  to  spoil  the  western  counties  because  I  go 
to  relieve  them,  and  that  is,  as  I  conceive,  the  way  to  reduce  them. 
I  respect  not  pay,  but  am  ready  to  serve  the  State  and  the  west 
though  it  cost  me  dear,  yet  I  am  confident  they  will  not  suffer  us 
to  perish  in  their  service.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  is  engaged  to  look  to 
his  Associated  counties  by  ordinance  of  Parliament,  and  his  faith 
passed  to  those  distressed  counties  ;  now  there  are  two  considerable 
garrisons  in  those  counties  [viz.,  at]  Basing  and  Winchester,  which 
are  not  yet  removed ;  he  may  do  well  to  perform  what  he  has 
alread}'  undertaken,  before  he  undertake  a  new  business.  He  was 
engaged  in  pursuit  of  the  King's  army,  and  his  chve  for  the  present 
should  be  to  hinder  the  levying  of  forces  and  raising  of  money  in 
Worcestershire ;  if  you  think  fib  to  call  him  off  he  will  be  sooner  at 
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Oxford  than  we  can  possibly  be,  and  there  lie  may  help  Major 
Browne  to  beleaguer  Oxford  ;  when  that  service  is  ended,  Major 
Browne  may  requite  him  and  help  to  clear  Sir  William's  associated 
counties,  for  Oxford  is  in  Sir  Wm.  Waller's  direct  way  to  Basing 
[House]  and  Winchester ;  pardon  me,  if  I  make  bold  to  order  and 
direct  my  own  Major  [Major-General],  for  in  truth  I  do  not  see  how 
Sir  Wm.  Waller  can  take  care  of  all  the  countries  along  the  seaside 
from  Dover  to  St.  Michael's  Mount ;  he  refused  to  protect  a  county 
or  two,  and  said  that  was  only  to  lie  at  receipt,  and  yet  he  thinks 
that  service  honourable  enough  for  his  General.  If  you  think  fit  to 
set  him  at  liberty  and  confine  me,  be  pleased  to  make  him  General 
and  me  the  Major[-General]  of  some  brigade,  that  my  soldiers  may 
have  free  quarter,  free  plunder,  and  fair  contributions  besides,  as 
his  have  without  control.  Finally,  that  army  which  has  the  greatest 
strength  of  foot  will  be  most  able  to  reduce  the  west,  and  I  believe 
that  I  have  the  most  resolute  foot  in  Christendom  ;  take  heed  how 
you  disaffect  them,  for  if  you  lose  them,  either  by  commanding  me  to 
lie  still,  or  putting  them  upon  ordinary  services,  which  are  below 
them,  you  will  repent  too  late  and  I  too  soon.  If  you  encourage  me  to 
advance  further  into  the  west,  I  hope  in  a  reasonable  time  to  relieve 
Lyme  Regis  and  distress  Weymouth,  but  if  you  call  back  Sir  Wm. 
Waller  from  pursuing  the  King  and  stop  me  in  my  march  to  the 
west,  we  are  like  to  lose  the  benefit  of  both  armies  this  summer, 
because  put  upon  cross  services,  which  lie  far  out  of  our  way, 
and  are  denied  the  benefit  of  these  fair  opportunities  which  God  has 
put  into  our  hands.  Consider  what  I  have  said,  and  if  bj  following 
your  advice  the  west  be  not  reduced,  Hopton's  army  be  recruited, 
and  Lyme  Eegis  lost,  let  not  the  blame  be  laid  upon  me.  [Inter- 
regnum 16  E.,pp.  38-41.

June  14.  The  Committee  of  both  kingdoins  to  Mr.  Strickland.  We  liave 
Derby  House,  been  informed  by  Richard  Hill  and  W.  Pennoyer  that  they  have 
been  engaged  in  buying  arms  for  the  service  of  the  Parliament. . 
These  arms  in  the  passage  to  Dunkirk  were  arrested  bj'  the  agents 
of  the  King  of  England,  and  detained  there  by  the  space  of  14 
months,  and  there  upon  letters  from  hence  to  Don  Francisco  de 
Melos  and  the  Lords  of  the  Finances,  they  were  set  free.  After- 
wards these  arms,  having  been  shipped  in  English  bottoms  for 
transport  to  London,  were  by  the  Dutch  Admiral  Sr.  Marten 
Harpenson  Van  Tromp  taken  and  carried  to  Flushing,  where  they 
yet  remain.  These  arms  being  provided  for  the  Parliament  are 
now  wanted ;  you  will  therefore  use  all  diligence  with  the  States, 
the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  Court  of  Admiralty  [in  Holland],  or 
where  else  there  may  be  occasion,  for  the  present  release  of  tlie 
said  ships  and  arms.

The  King's  Commissioners  for  raising  money  in  co.  Gloucester 
to  the  High  Constable  of  Grumbald's  Ash  hundred,  co.  Gloucester. 
By  our  late  warrant  for  labourers  to  work  in  the  garrison  of  Bristol 
there  was  no  mention  of  wages,  and  by  some  ill-affected  people  a 
report  was  current  that  such  labourers  as  come  into  the  work 
should  be  pressed  for  soldiers.  By  direction  of  Lord  Hopton  we 
therefore  require  you  to  grant  warrants  to  all  your  petty  officers 
to  bring  into  the  garrison  at  Bristol,  unto  the  Fort  Eoyal,  near 
Brandon  Hill,  threescore  labourers  out  of  your  hundred  next 
Tuesday  by  7  o'clock  in  the  morning,  with  good  and  serviceable 
spades  and  pickaxes,  and  that  you  return  the  names  of  all  such  as 
are  warned  in  writing  unto  one  of  us,  and  assure  them  from  Lord 
Hopton  that  none  of  them  shall  be  pressed  to  be  soldiers,  and  that 
they  shall  have  their  wages  paid  out  of  the  monthly  contribution 
money  of  the  hundred,  and  shall  be  held  to  their  work  but  a  few 
days.

June  15.         14.  Basil  Earl  of  Denbigh  to  [the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms]. 

Stourtridge.  By  the  enclosed  advice  of  the  Council  of  War,  both  for  my  laying 
siege  to  Dudley  as  also  for  my  removal  thence,  you  will  perceive 
the  grounds  of  all  my  proceedings.  Upon  their  latter  advice  of 
raising  the  siege,  and  finding  Sir  Wm.  Waller's  army  to  lie  at  a 
great  distance  from  me  and  the  enemy's  forces  drawing  near,  and 
being  in  despair  of  any  assistance  from  Warwickshire,  though  I 
sent  often  to  that  Committee  for  it,  I  ordered  the  cannon  to  be 
drawn  from  the  battery  in  the  night  of  the  10th  inst.,  and  all 
things  to  be  prepared  for  a  march  next  morning  ;  but  such  was  the 
difficulty  of  bringing  off  the  cannon  that  the  enemy  appeared  next 
morning  within  3  miles  of  the  Castle  before  they  were  brought 
off,  and  they  faced  our  horse  within  half  a  mile  of  the  town  before 
we  had  drawn  off  a  drake  within  less  than  half  musket  shot  of  the 
Castle,  which,  after  several  fruitless  attempts  because  the  carriage 
was  broken,  was  at  last  brought  off  without  loss.  Our  scouts 
bringing  intelligence  that  they  had  seen  2,000  horse  besides  their 
foot,  and  more  following  after,  I  desired  Sir  Thomas  Middleton 
who  led  the  van  to  march,  and  I  brought  off  the  rear  towards 
Wedgbury  [Wednesbury]  and  Wassail  [Walsall],  places  though  not 
fortified  yet  of  great  advantage  in  situation.  We  had  not  marched 
three  quarters  of  a  mile,  through  a  narrow  lane,  when  we  entered 
upon  Tipton  Green  [near  Dudley]  whicli  was  circular  and  set  round 
with  hedges  except  some  avenues  that  led  from  [Dudley]  Castle  and 
other  parts.  The  place  was  hardly  large  enough  to  set  our  small 
forces  in  battalia,  which  we  had  no  sooner  done  than  the  enemy- 
appeared  in  a  great  body  of  horse  and  foot  upon  the  hill  adjoining 
the  Castle.     Some  prisoners  of  theirs  which  ours  had  taken  that 
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morning — one  of  them  by  his  commission  called  Captain  Keile,  but 
since  thought  to  be  a  Colonel — assured  me  the  enemy's  forces 
consisted  of  4,000  horse  and  foot,  and  that  greater  forces  were 
advancing  for  a  reserve.  This  inequality  of  number  giving  me 
apprehensions  of  their  intentions  to  encompass  me  made  me  order 
a  speedy  march  ;  and  accordingly  Sir  Thomas  Middleton,  taking 
part  of  his  regiment  of  horse  and  his  regiment  of  foot  with  the 
train  of  artillery,  drew  them  upon  view  of  our  march  to  fall  upon 
our  rear.  They  sent  400  musketeers  to  line  the  hedges  and  possess 
themselves  of  a  house  of  one  Mr.  Dudley,  near  the  green,  and  with 
a  body  of  horse  descended  from  the  Castle  hill  into  a  long  narrow 
lane  opposite  the  house  they  had  taken  possession  of  Upon  their 
first  entrance  upon  the  green  and  the  playing  of  their  musketeers 
upon  our  men,  our  foot  began  to  draw  back ;  but  Major  Eraser, 
Major  to  my  regiment  of  horse,  sufiering  their  horse  to  enter  and 
rank  themselves  upon  the  green  to  the  number  of  300,  after  one  of 
our  drakes  had  been  very  successfully  discharged  upon  them, 
surrounded  them  with  the  horse,  making  a  large  front,  and  then  my 
regiment  of  foot  came  up  and  gave  very  good  five.  The  Major  with 
the  horse  charged  them  so  bi-avely  that  they  were  presently  routed 
and  driven  back  with  such  \iolence  into  the  lane  upon  their  own 
horse  that  they  all  retired  in  great  disorder,  and  were  pursued  and 
execution  done  upon  them  by  my  horse  above  half  a  mile  to  the 
bottom  of  Castle  hill.  Upon  the  flight  of  the  enemy's  horse,  their 
foot  cast  away  their  arms  and  ran,  so  that  in  that  lane  there  were 
no  less  than  1,.500  horse  routed  and  the  ditches  on  both  sides  were 
filled  with  their  men  and  horses,  but  most  of  them  got  away,  some 
through  the  hedges,  although  many  mangled  and  cut.  They  lost 
about  60,  some  say  100,  including  some  officers  of  qualit)'.  I  lost 
not  above  10,  and  Cornet  Mason  taken,  but  his  colours  were  not ; 
the  enemy  could  not  lose  theirs,  having  left  them  on  the  hill  close 
by  the  Castle,  being  not  willing  to  hazard  them  in  the  charge.  My 
greatest  loss  was  Captain  Glover,  who,  after  he  was  shot  in  the  arm, 
would  not  be  persuaded  to  come  off,  and  was  slain  upon  the  place. 
Some  officers  of  mine  were  taken  prisoners,  but  not  in  the  fight. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  green  the  Staffordshire  foot  fell  upon 
Mr.  Dudley's  house  on  the  one  side,  and  part  of  mine  in  their  return 
from  the  execution  with  the  horse^fell  upon  the  other  side,  killing 
16  of  the  enemy,  and  drove  the  rest  from  the  house,  and  took 
40  arms.  The  Staffordshire  regiment  were  led  by  Colonel  [Symon] 
Eugeley  and  Major  Pinkeney.  This  fight  continued  two  hours,  and 
for  three  quarters  of  an  hour  was  very  hot.  The  enemy  upon  this 
repulse  retired  in  some  haste  to  Stourbridge,  and  though  provoked 
with  the  shouts  of  my  soldiers  would  not  venture  upon  another 
chai-ge,  and  my  men  could  hardly  be  retained  from  following  our 
advantage,  which  for  many  reasons  I  held  then  unfit.  We  held  our 
stations  in  the  field  two  hours  after  the  fight,  and  the  enemy  being 
retired  we  held  on  our  march  to  Wassail  [Walsall].  Lord  Wilmot 
commanded  the  enemy  in  chief  that  day,  and  was  accompanied  by 
the  Earl  of  Cleveland,  Lord  Wentwortb,  and  others  of  quality. 
Upon  Sir  William  Waller's  desire  of  joining  our  forces  together  we 
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are  now  at  Stourbridge,  and  our  horse  and  foot  quartered  in  the 
adjacent  villages.  I  am  happy  in  his  company,  and  this  Association 
would  'be  left  most  desolate  by  his  absence  unless  it  be  supplied 
with  other  forces  equal  in  condition  and  number,  which  could  liardly 
be  found.  My  forces  are  ready  to  disband  for  want  of  pay  and 
arms,  which  I  commend  to  your  consideration.  [Endorsed :  "  Re- 
ceived and  read,  17  June."

June  15.  15.  BasilEarlof  Denbigh,  Sir  William  Breretou,  Col.  Henry  Brooke, 
Stourbridge.  Col.  Symon  Rugeley,  Col.  Thos.  Mytton,  Sir  Edward  Leigh,  Col. 
Samuel  Rooper,  and  Chidley  Coote  to  the  same.  We  have  this  day, 
with  Sir  William  Waller,  seen  your  vote  for  his  return  into  the 
west,  which  appears  to  us  of  sad  consequence  to  all  these  parts  and 
the  whole  kingdom  as  things  stand  at  present.  The  power  of  Prince 
Rupert's  army  in  Lancashire,  with  their  daily  increase  of  numbers 
and  confidence,  is  such  as  that  county,  with  the  strength  of  all 
friends  adjacent,  is  not  able  to  bear,  had  we  no  other  enemy;  but 
to  add  to  the  sufferings  of  the.'?e  poor  countries  all  the  King's  forces, 
by  Sir  William  Waller's  prosecution  of  him,  are  driven  upon  us, 
and  as  we  hear  are  quartered  near  Shrewsbury  upon  the  west  side 
of  Severn  with  a  purpose  to  join  with  Prince  Rupert,  which  had 
Sir  Wm.  Waller  proceeded  in  his  pursuit  of  them  might  probably 
be  prevented  ;  or  if  by  hazardous  marches  the  King's  forces  should 
succeed  in  joining  Prince  Rupert,  Sir  William  Waller,  by  taking 
in  the  forces  of  this  Association  with  those  of  Sir  Thomas  Middleton 
and  Cheshire,  may  be  enabled  to  oppose  them  both,  or  at  least 
preserve  those  counties  and  block  up  the  united  enemy  on  this  side 
until  God  give  the  northern  forces  opportunity  to  fall  upon  them 
on  the  other,  and  so  bring  them  to  certain  straits  and  our  miseries 
to  a  speedy  end.  This  would  seem  to  us  of  weight  to  carry  on  Sir 
William  in  his  advance.  But  if  these  advantages  be  compared 
with  the  ill  efiects  of  his  delay  or  return,  we  conceive  [it]  will 
represent  his  moving  forward  to  be  of  urgent  necessity.  The  King 
and  Prince's  forces  left  without  an  army  to  oppose  them  will 
speedily  destroy  the  whole  of  Lancashire,  and  deprive  us  of  that 
great  strength  of  foot  and  those  numbers  of  arms  that  yet  we  have 
in  Manchester  and  Warrington.  The  encouragements  the  ill- 
afiected  in  Salop,  Cheshire,  and  Staffordshire  will  receive  by  the 
presence  of  the  King  and  his  forces,  with  the  discouragements  to 
ydur  friends  by  the  retreat  of  the  power  that  might  preserve  them, 
will  lay  a  necessity  upon  those  in  Wera,  Nantwich;  and  Stafford 
to  quit  their  ganisons,  as  not  able — after  ten  weeks  lying  under 
the  power  of  a  strong  army  in  the  field— to  bear  the  shock  of  their 
assaults.  These  are  not  the  conjectures  of  fear,  but  of  the  know- 
ledge we  have  of  the  condition  of  these  parts.  What  an  increase 
of  power  will  be  added  to  the  King,  accompanied  by  a  prolongation 
of  our  miseries,  what  admiration  it  will  beget  in  the  people  that  so 
many  armies  are  in  the  kingdom  for  us  and  none  disposed  of  to 
cope  with  the  greatest  strength  of  the  enemy,  we  refer  to  your 
wisdom,  beseeching   you   to   give   speedy  order  for  Sir  William 
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Waller's  advance  or  for  his  stay  here  until  his  Excellency  [the 
Lord  General]  come  up  for  our  relief,  which  as  it  is  extremely  wanted 
by  these  counties  is  also  earnestly  desired  by  us.

June  15.  Proceedings  of  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  this  day. 
Present,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  Lords  Wharton  and  Maitland; 
Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg,  Mr.  Solicitor,  Mr.  Recorder,  and  Messrs. 
Pierpont,  Crew,  Browne,  and  Barclay.  Ordered,  1.  That  Capt.  Bird 
is  to  go  in  the  service  for  Greenland  House  until  he  receive  further 
order,  and  the  Committee  will  interpose  with  the  Lord  General 
that  he  shall  receive  no   blame  and  will  take  care    of    his  pay.

June  15.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  Your  letter 
Stourbridge,  of  the  11th  present  found  me  at  Stourbridge  joined  with  Lord 
Denbigh,  and  resolved  to  prosecute  the  service  against  the  King's 
army  with  all  possible  expedition.  Your  command  to  me  to  march 
into  the  west  shall  with  all  humbleness  be  obeyed,  though  I  cannot 
but  represent  to  you  that  if  there  be  not  a  very  considerable  body 
immediately  sent  to  make  good  the  field,  his  Majesty  will  in  a  short 
time  recover  strength,  and  all  these  parts  will  be  totally  lost  which 
stand  now  well  affected.  On  Thursday  I  left  the  foot  quartered  at 
Bromsgrove,  and  came  up  hither  to  the  horse,  which  the  day  before 
I  had  sent  to  the  assistance  of  Lord  Denbigh,  though  they  came  too 
late  to  do  him  service,  he  having  beaten  the  enemy,  with  great 
honour  to  himself,  before  they  arrived.  That  night,  upon  information 
that  the  enemy  was  in  Kidderminster,  I  took  nine  troops  of  horse 
and  fell  into  that  quarter,  being  two  miles  from  Bewdley,  where  the 
King  and  his  army  lay  and  yet  remain  ;  we  found  the  town  little 
better  than  an  empty  farm,  only  we  lighted  upon  Lieut.-Col.  Stamford 
and  a  captain  of  foot,  and  some  poor  soldiers  whom  we  took.  We 
gave  the  alarm  to  Bewdley  Bridge.  The  enemy,  instead  of  falling 
out,  fell  to  breaking  the  bridge,  which  they  sufficiently  performed. 
We  took  the  French  agent,  Mons.  de  Sabran,  prisoner  in  Kidder- 
minster, but  returned  him  the  next  day.  The  King's  army  is  in  a  most 
discouraged,  broken  condition,  and  if  it  be  weh  plied  will  be  utterly 
broken.  I  humbly  suppose,  if  my  Lord  General  [Essex]  would 
speedily  advance  into  these  i)iirts,  the  work  would  be  easy.  I  have 
likewise  received  a  letter  from  your  Lordship  concerning  Col.  Norton. 
I  am.  willing  to  dispense  with  his   regiment   and    [Col.  Herbert] 
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Morley's  foot  for  a  while,  but  I  desire  the  other  troops  may  not  be 
detained,  and  that  neither  Col.  Norton  nor  any  other  who  commands 
these  associated  forces  may  be  left  in  such  liberty  as  not  to  be  called 
away  but  with  their  own  consent,  for  that  will  be  destructive  to  my 
command,  and  be  of  extreme  ill  consequence  to  your  service.  [Inter- 
regnum I'd  E.,  pp.  37.

The  same  to  the  same.  Since  my  coming  into  Gloucestershire  I 
have  very  unexpectedly  met  with  a  spirit  of  opposition  in  a  worthy 
gentleman,  and  one  whom  I  have  ever  looked  upon  as  my  friend, 
Col.  Massie,  and  tliat  in  such  a  height  as  cannot  consist  with  that 
command  wherein  the  House  has  been  pleased  to  place  me.  He 
denies  me  the  liberty  of  sending  for  provisions  into  the  country, 
without  which  the  army  must  either  starve  or  disband  ;  he  has  also 
seized  upon  the  money  raised  by  me  in  the  country,  without  which  I 
know  not  how  to  supply  the  soldiers  and  the  train  [of  artiUery 
even]  to  shoe  their  horses.  When  I  sent  the  prisoners,  some  of 
whom  were  of  quality,  to  Gloucester  to  be  kept  there,  to  save  clogging 
the  army  with  them,  he  made  difSculty  to  receive  them,  and  gave 
much  distaste.  What  instructions  he  has  received  from  the  Parlia- 
ment and  the  Lord  General  [Essex]  I  know  not,  but  I  hope  I  have 
not  deserved  to  be  employed  in  a  lower  condition  in  that  county 
[Gloucestershire]  than  I  was  before  [in  the  west].  1  desire  you  to 
take  such  course  in  this  as  may  prevent  future  difference,  and  on  my 
part  I  shall  be  ready  to  join  with  Col.  Massie  in  the  advancement  of 
your  service.

June  15.  The  Lord  Admiral  Warwick  to  the  same.  Ever  since  my  last 
Aboard  H.  M.^^  account  of  the  state  of  Lyme  Regis  I  have  continued  here  for  en- 
^in\vme  Road,  couragemcnt  of  the  town,  ia  which  time  I  have  observed  these 
occurrences.  In  the  five  days  last  past  the  enemy  has  kept  up  a 
fire  of  great  and  small  shot  into  the  town,  which  the  besieged  have 
returned.  On  the  12th  I  furnished  the  town  with  10  barrels  of 
gunpowder.  On  the  13tli  Lord  Hopton  came  to  the  leaguer  and 
demanded  five  men  out  of  every  company,  but  they  were  denied  to 
him  as  the  prisoner  reported,  and  subsequently  I  heard  that  he 
went  to  Dartmouth  with  7  horse;  reporting  that  he  was  com- 
missioned to  raise  an  army  of  15,000  men.  On  the  nest  day  I 
made  a  diversion  by  landing  the  seamen  on  the  east  side,  so  as  to 
draw  the  enemy  off  from  the  town,  which  caused  the  horse  and  foot 
that  came  down  to  attend  them  to  fly  to  the  hills,  and  so  gave  the 
seamen  opportunity  to  converse  with  the  country  people,  who  ap- 
peared generally  well  affected  to  the  Parliament.  I  was  informed 
by  some  of  them  that  Lord  Hopton  had  two  days  previously  com- 
manded all  between  15  and  60  to  repair  forthwith  to  Dorchester, 
with  such  arms  as  they  could  provide  and  with  victuals  and  money, 
to  withstand  some  forces  expected  there  suddenly  under  command 
of  the  Lord  General  or  Waller ;  also  that  some  hundreds  of  men  had 
been  pressed  for  his  service  but  had  made  their  escape.  Yesterday 
Lieut.  Faire,  of  the  Lord  Braghen's  [Baron  Maule  of  Brechin's] 
regiment  and  his  ensign,  who  iiad  the  night  before  come  into  Lyme 
Regis  with  22  soldiers,  came  aboard  my  ship.    By  him  I  received 
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intelligence  that  Prince  Maurice  had  notice  of  some  forces  coming 
to  Dorchester,  that  the  Queen  [Henrietta  Maria]  was  about  10  days 
ago  brought  to  bed  at  Exeter  of  a  boy  [her  daughter  Henrietta]. 
That  many  of  the  Prince's  army  were  ready  to  come  into  Lyme, 
as  soon  as  they  could  gain  an  opportunity.      This  morning    my 
boat  brought  news  from  the  town  that  the  enemy  was  drawing  off 
liis  great  guns  and  raising  the  siege,  which  was  confirmed  by  letter 
from  the  Governor.     Prince  Maurice  withdrew  about  5  o'clock  last 
night,  and  the  army  stole  away  about  2  a.m.     At  noon  I  went 
ashore,  and  viewing  the  works  I  found  the  enemy's  contrived  with 
so  much  strength   and  advantage  while  the  townsmon's  were   so 
slight  that  it  was  near  a  miracle  how  they  could  hold  out  so  long 
against  so  resolute  an  enemy.     The  truth  is  that  the  courage  and 
honesty  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  were  in   a  manner  their  sole 
defence.     When  I  came  amongst  the  officers  I  found  them  all  worthy 
of  precious  esteem,  and  modestly  submitting  to  those  many  incon- 
veniences which  a  long  and  hard  siege  had  contracted,  and  that 
nothing  is  wanting  to  render  them  specially  serviceable  abroad  but 
money,  for  which   they  desired  me  to  be  their  remembrancer.     I 
received  lately  a  request  from  Plymouth  to  move  the  Parliament 
for  money  for  their  garrison,  they  having  no  defect  to  hinder  their 
marching  forth  but  of  that  and  a  Governor.     On  Thursday  Sir 
John  Bampfield,   Col.  [James]   Carr,  and  their,  officers,  came  into 
this  road  and  went  away  in  the  Hector  the  same  night,  so  that  I 
suppose  they  are  before  this  time  safely  landed  at  their  intended 
port.      It   was   reported    at   Lyme   to-day   that   Weymouth   was 
delivered  up  to  the   Parliament,  and  carriages  were  observed  to 
pass  from  that  side  towards  Exeter  ;  how  far  that  report  may  be 
credited,  or  another,  that  Prince  Charles  was  lately  at  Weymouth, 
I  know  not ;    but  I   have   renewed   my    command   to   the    ships 
attending  that  road  to  have  a  special  eye  on  all  vessels  that  came 
from  those  parts.     I   shall  be   most  faithfully  observant  of  your 
commands.     P.S. — I  received  to-day  the  enclosed  in  a  packet  from 
Captain  Moulton,  Admiral  for  Ireland,  who  writes  to  me  that  the 
public  service  in  Pembrokeshire  is  much  interrupted  by  the  pro- 
tections  granted   by   kindred   and   by   the   want   of   committees, 
which  I  leave  to  your  consideration.

The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  at 
At  1  a.m.  Derby  House.  Although  I  have  just  grounds  to  conceive  that  what 
benent  soever  is  received  by  [through]  me  or  this  army  would  be 
but  little  valued,  yet  nothing  shall  cause  me  to  neglect  my  duty, 
which  makes  me  acquaint  your  liordships  that  the  town  of  Lyme 
[Regis],  which  has  sho^s-n  so  great  constancy  and  valour  in  main- 
taining their  obedience  to  the  Parliament,  is  now  relieved.  In  what 
extremity  they  were  in  you  may  perceive  by  the  enclosed  copy  of 
the  Earl  of  Warwick's  letter  to  me.  On  the  11th  as  I  was  marching 
to  Amesbury,  hearing  that  the  enemy  were  in  possession  of 
Salisbury,  I  sent  the  General  and  Lieutenant-General  of  my  horse 
thither,  who  put  them  in  such  a  fright  that  they  never  stayed  till 
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they  came  to  Blandford,  whither  the  Lieutenant-General  and  Com- 
missary-General of  the  horse  followed  with  1,000  horse,  but  400 
only  were  engaged  against  1,500  of  the  enemy,  who  fled  in  pre- 
cipitation to  this  town  [Dorchester],  the  inhabitants  of  which  being 
well  affected  to  the  Parliament  kept  them  out,  so  they  fled  to 
Sherborne.  I  have  only  one  request  to  your  Lordships,  that  you 
would  give  encouragement  to  tlie  Lord  Admiral  Warwick  for  his 
exertions  in  defence  of  Lyme  Regis,  which  has  been  a  great  means 
of  its  preservation.  I  doubt  not,  if  I  receive  no  hinderance  from 
above,  I  shall  quickly  reduce  these  parts  to  the  Parliament's  service. 
You  must  know  by  this  time  from  where  Sir  Wm.  Waller  is,  that 
notwithstanding  your  directions  to  him,  both  Lyme  Regis  would 
have  been  lost  and  an  army  raised  [for  the  King  in  these  parts] 
before  he  would  have  come  for  the  relief  of  the  one  or  preventing 
the  other.  As  for  my  sending  a  jiarty  of  horse  for  the  relief  of 
Lyme,  whosoever  gave  you  that  information  were  in  a  great  error, 
it  being  an  impossible  thing  to  have  been  done.  [Interregnwin

June  16.  Sir  Henrj'  Vane  [junr.]  to  the  same.  Since  my  arrival  here  I 
York.  have  pursued  your  commands  with  the  utmost  diligence,  but  all 
I  was  able  to  prevail  concerning  Lancashire  was  to  procure  most  of 
the  horse  to  be  sent  into  Graven  and  those  parts  [of  Yorkshire]  for 
the  encouragement  of  the  country  and  amusement  of  Prince  Rupert 
by  giving  alarms  unto  the  country.  Liverpool  we  hear  is  quitted 
by  the  garrison  after  great  loss  to  the  enemy  in  his  attempts  upon 
it.  Warrington  and  Manchester  we  hope  are  in  no  danger.  It  is 
conceived  Prince  Rupert  intends  not  to  stay  long  in  those  parts  in 
regard  the  Earl  of  Derby  and  others  have  removed  their  goods  to 
Chester,  as  we  are  informed,  being  very  apprehensive  of  the  coming 
of  these  armies  into  that  county,  which  they  have  very  good 
reason  to  do  as  soon  as  York  is  despatched,  the  state  of  which  in 
regard  of  the  approaches  are  much  as  they  were  when  I  last  wrote, 
saving  that  there  are  now  two  mines  ready  to  play,  and  that  the 
best  battering  piece  which  carries  64-lb.  bullet  is  now  upon 
carriages  again,  so  as  we  expect  very  suddenly  to  do  our  endeavours 
by  force,  since  by  fair  means  we  can  prevail  no  better,  as  by  the 
enclosed  papers  you  may  perceive  in  all  the  steps  that  have  been 
taken  concerning  the  same.  In  which,  if  you  conceive  we  have 
been  too  indulgent,  the  desire  to  preserve  our  armies  for  the  service 
of  Lancashire,  securing  the  north,  and  to  be  useful  as  occasion  re- 
quires to  the  affairs  of  the  south,  has  induced  us  thereunto; 
especially  if  it  might  have  in  point  of  time  set  us  at  liberty  for  these 
purposes,  but  if  there  be  no  remedy  I  find  it  will  not  be  long  before 
we  fall  upon  other  resolutions.  Since  my  writing  thus  much 
Manchester  played  his  mine  with  very  good  success,  n.ade  a  fair 
breach,  and  entered  with  his  men  and  possessed  the  manor  house, 
but  Leven  and  Fairfax  not  being  acquainted  therewith,  that  they 
might  have  diverted  the  enemy  at  other  places,  the  enemy  drew  all 
their  strength  against  our  men,  and  beat  them  off  again,  but  with  no 
great  loss,  as  I  hear ;  this  opportunity  being  thus  missed  it  may 
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possibly  occasion  some  retardment  in  this  work,  though  I  hope  it 
will  not  be  very  long.  I  would  gladly,  if  I  could,  see  York  taken  in 
before  my  return ;  but  concerning  that  I  desire  to  know  your 
pleasure.  In  'regard  the  time  appointed  me  for  my  return  draws 
now  very  near,  which  I  would  by  no  means  transgress,  only  I  am 
very  much  pressed  to  stay  awhile  in  regard  the  Commissioners  here 
are  not  a  quorum  without  me.  So  that  until  we  have  an  answer  to 
my  last  despatch  concerning  this  particular,  I  fear  it  will  be  im- 
possible for  me  to  get  away.  I  therefore  beseech  you  to  send  me 
your  direction  herein  with  all  possible  speed,  which  I  shall  be  very 
careful  to  observe.  I  have  prevailed  with  the  Earl  of  Leven  and 
the  Lord  Fairfax  to  send  a  1,000  horse  into  the  bishopric  of 
Durham  with  order  to  the  foot  that  are  there  and  can  be  spared  to 
join  with  them  to  oppose  Montrose,  Clavering,  and  those  forces 
there  that  do  nothing  but  spoil  and  plunder  all  those  countries.  I 
cannot  yet  learn  that  the  Earl  of  Callender  is  come  in  or  likely  to 
come  yet  awhile.  If  we  have  a  speedy  success  against  York  I  doubt 
not  but  the  north  will  be  suddenly  .settled,  otherwise  the  hastening 
of  the  Earl  of  Callender  I  conceive  would  do  no  harm.  We  are  in- 
formed that  Prince  Rupert  intends  to  go  southward  to  join  with  the 
King,  though  by  the  confidence  of  York,  we  should  rather  imagine 
he  intends  [to  come]  this  way.

You  have  had  an  account  of  our  Jate  treaty  with  the  enemy,  since 
which  time  there  happened  nothing  extraordinary  save  that  upon 
Sunday  last  Manchester's  men  sprang  a  mine  and  entered  into  the 
Manor,  which  was  hotly  disputed  with  loss  on  both  sides.  I  must 
solicit  you  for  a  speedy  supply  of  gunpowder,  match,  and  bullet  for 
my  own  and  the  Scotch  armies  in  very  large  proportions,  otherwise 
tlie  service  of  these  armies  will  be  much  retarded,  contrary  to  our 
desires  and  your  expectations.  Eor  my  own  particular  I  must 
intreat  a  supply  of  muskets,  pistols,  and  carbines,  concerning  which 
I  have  often  written.  I  am  necessitated  still  to  move  you  to 
acquaint  the  Parliament  with  my  want  of  money,  for  my  men  are 
like  to  mutiny  and  many  run  away,  whom  I  cannot  in  justice 
punish  having  nothing  to  pay  them  withall,  while  Manchester's  men 
are  very  well  paid,  and  a  considerable  supply  furnished  to  the 
Scotts'  ai'my.  I  beseech  you  to  consider  what  it  is  to  have  [the 
command  of]  an  army  and  nothing  to  give  them,  while  joined  with 
other  armies  that  are  well  paid.  The  pay  of  my  army  comes  to 
l5,000Z.  a  month,  and  I  have  received  only  10,06oZ.  for  these  four 
months  past  at  the  least.  I  endeavour  to  struggle  against  all 
difficulties  whatsoever  to  carry  on  this  work,  not  doubting  but  that 
your  Lordships  and  the  two  Houses  will  take  the  condition  of  my 
army  into  your  speedy  consideration.     [Ibid.,  pp.  57,  58.     Copy 
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Lord  Thos.  Grey  to  the  same.  Upon  Satui'day  night  I  received 
your  commands,  which,  as  far  as  I  am  able,  I  shall  be  ever  ready  to 
obey.  In  the  first  place  I  hold  it  my  duty  to  give  you  an  accouni; 
of  the  present  state  of  the  county.  Col.  Nevill  sent  a  strong 
party  of  horse  to  plunder  Rowell  fair  on  Monday  last,  where  great 
store  of  good  horses  were  brought  from  diverse  places,  but  I  pre- 
vented it  by  sending  my  broken  regiment  of  horse  that  way,  though 
they  fell  into  an  out  quarter  where  there  lay  a  piece  of  a  troop,  and 
took  11  horses  and  6  men,  and  since  that  your  Lordships  have 
commanded  200  of  my  horse  to  join  with  the  Earl  of  Denbigh.  Of 
my  regiment  only  250  are  left,  chiefly  occasioned  for  want  of  money, 
they  having  received  but  14  days  of  the  month's  pay  promised. 
I  should  not  be  discharging  my  duty  to  my  country  were  I  not  to 
present  to  your  consideration  the  fact  that  if  tliese  200  horse  be  sent 
out  of  the  county  [of  Leicester]  at  this  time,  that  part  of  the 
county  which  has  reasonably  escaped  the  fury  of  the  enemy  will 
speedily  be  in  as  bad  a  condition  as  the  others  ;  thus  I  leave  all  to 
your  grave  considerations,  being  ever  ready  to  obey  your  commands. 
P.S. — I  would  remind  you  of  the  arms  I  formerly  desired,  the  pistols 
being  of  such  necessity  to  me  that  I  know  not  what  to  do  without 
them,  for  I  am  recruiting  my  regiment,  and  if  I  have  not  pistols  my 
men  will  be  much  discouraged.     [Ibid.,  p.  59.     Copy.     1  p.] 

Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  same.  I  wrote  to  you  last  night  to 
advertise  you  that  whilst  I  was  at  rest  to  hinder  His  Majesty's 
advance  to  Shi'ewsbury  from  Bewdley,  my  quarter  lay  at  Stour- 
bridge, from  whence  I  had  a  shorter  march  to  Shrewsbury  than 
the  King  had,  but  Bewdley  bridge  being  broken,  I  could  make  no 
attempt  upon  his  army.  His  Alajesty  suddenly  dislodged  and 
retired  to  Worcester,  but  yet  as  most  of  his  horse  quartered  within 
a  little  distance  of  Bewdley,  I  thought  it  not  advisable  to  move, 
lest  it  should  prove  but  a  feint,  to  make  me  lose  ground,  in  the 
event  of  his  facing  about.  But  contrary  to  my  expectation,  the 
next  day,  Sunday,  he  marched  away  through  Evesham,  breaking 
the  bridge  behind  him,  as  likewise  Bidford  bridge,  and  halted  awhile 
upon  Broadway  hill,  from  whence  yesterday  early  he  proceeded  on 
his  march  to  Burford,  so  that  I  make  no  question  but  he  is  now 
very  well  in  Oxford  again.  So  soon  as  I  received  assurance  of 
His  Majesty's  departure  to  Evesham  I  rose,  and  leaving  my  foot 
with  two  regimeats  of  horse  to  attend  them  I  advanced  with  the 
rest  of  my  horse  and  dragoons  after  him  to  Evesham,  22  miles 
distant,  but  when  I  came  hither  I  found  that  his  Majesty  had 
gained  20  miles  before  me,  so  that  I  conceived  I  should  not  ruin 
my  horse  to  pursue  him  further,  and  therefore  gave  over  the  chase. 
I  resolve  now,  since  in  these  parts  I  can  .do  nothing  in  corre- 
spondence with  our  northern-  armies,  to  apply  myself  to  the  service 
of  the  west.  We  have  taken  some  prisoners,  including  Col.  Skirmshay 
[Scrimgeour],  with  diverse  letters  of  importance,  which  I  have  sent 
you,  keeping  copies  of  the  principal  in  case  these  should  miscarry,

Lord  General  [Essex's]  march  iip  to  the  11th  inst.     The  14th  he  was 
at  Blandford  and  the   16th  at  Dorchester.      The  siege  of  Lyme 
[Regis]  was  raised  the  14th,  on  which  day  Prince  Maurice  departed 
for  Exeter  about  5  p.m.,  and  his  army  stole  away  at  2  a.m.     The 
Lord  Admiral  [Warwick]  went  ashore  about  noon,  when  he  found 
the  enemy's  works  strong  and  made  with  great  advantage,  but  the 
town  works  so  weak  that  it  was  a  miracle  they  could  so  hold  out 
against  a  resolute  enemy.      The  King's  forces  being  at   Bewdley 
intended  to  raise  the  Earl  of  Denbigh  from  the  siege   of  Dudley 
Castle,  who  put  himself  in  "  battalia  "  to  receive  them;  and  after 
some  warm  skirmishing  the  enemy  left  him,  having  lost  about  80  of 
his  men,  and  among  them  a  person  "of  note.     Sir  Wm.  Waller  sent 
horse  to  their  succour,  but  they  did  not  arrive  till  the  morning 
after  the  skirmish.     The  forces  we  had  commanded  to  march  to 
Lord    Denbigh    we    signified    in    our   last,  viz.,  all    that    Sir  Wm. 
Brereton   and    Sir   Thos.  Middleton  had  or  could  make   [ready]. 
Lord    Grey   200   horse    and     300   foot    from   Leicestershire,   Col. 
Hutchinson  and  the  Committee  at  Nottingham  200  horse  and  300 
foot.  Sir  John  Gell  and  the  Committee  at  Derby  500  horse  and 
500  foot.      These    were   to   receive  Lord  Denbigh's   orders    for  a 
rendezvous,  and  he  with  them  to  endeavour  so  to  secure  the  passes 
into  Lancashire  as  to  restrain  Prince  Rupert's  retreat  till,  if  we 
have  good  success  at  York,  he  might  be  dealt  with  by  a  greater 
force.

Lord  Admiral  Warwick  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  at 
Weymouth.  Derby  House.  Upon  knowledge  of  the  Lord  General's  intentions 
to  advance  towards  Weymouth,  and  his  desire  that  I  should  second 
his  endeavours  by  sea  for  taking  in  that  town,  I,  after  settling  the 
business  of  Lyme  Regis,  directed  the  return  of  my  seamen  aboard. 
On  Monday  morning  I  sailed  towards  Weymouth,  which  at  my 
coming  to  Portland  road  I  found  surrendered  to  his  Excellency 
the  same  day.  Letters  were  received  by  the  Lord  General  signifying 
the  reassembling  of  the  enemy  near  Lyme,  which  was  looked  upon 
by  the  inhabitants  as  in  a  worse  condition  than  before  owing  to  the 
withdrawal  of  the  seamen  and  some  of  the  garrison.  His  Excellency 
caused  a  Council  of  War  consisting  of  his  own  officers  and  the  sea 
commanders  to  be  called  on  shore,  whose  joint  resolutions,  as 
enclosed,  I  shall  on  my  part  carefully  pursue,  not  doubting  but  to 
give  a  very  good  account  of  our  proceedings  ;  and  that  the  western 
parts  will  be  q.uickly  reduced  to  the  Parliament's  obedience.  It  is 
true  Prince  Maurice,  Lord  Hopton,  and  others  have  united  their 
interests  for  the  forming  of  a  great  body,  and  are  now  attemj^ting 
an  Association  in  cos.  Cornwall,  Devon,  Somerset,  and  Dorset,  and 
do  compel  many  of  the  country  people  to  join  them,  which,  if 
not  suddenly  prevented,  may  defeat  those  great  advantages,  that 
do  yet  invite  his  Excellency's  marching  with  his  whole  army  into 
the  centre  of  their  Association,  and  may  beget  a  necessary  altera- 
tion, not  only  in  the  state  of  Lyme,  but  in  the  general  temper  of 
the  people  thereabouts,  who  are  now  waiting  an  opportunity  to 
cast  ofi  that  yoke  of  tyr.mny,  oppression,  rapine,  and  violence  which . 
has  been  put  upon  them  by  a  hand  of  power,  and  by  their  own  too 
easy  submission.  But  the  fear  of  that  will,  in  all  probability,  be 
dissolved  upon  the  approach  of  a  good  army.  And  now,  God 
beginning  to   honour  with   success   the  Parliament   ia  the  Lord 
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General's  proceedings,  I  humbly  submit  to  your  wisdoms  whether 
it  may  not  be  a  seasonable  and  proper  motion  to  the  Parliament  to 
appoint  several  Committees  in  the  several  parts  of  this  _  county, 
and  from  time  to  time  in  the  rest,  as  there  shall  be  occasion  suc- 
cessively, for  the  settling,  improving,  and  further  securing  of  them 
to  the  Parliament ;  being  the  more  considerable  in  respect  of  some 
disaffected  gentry  in  the  west,  especially  in  this  county,  few  of 
them  having  yet  attended  his  Excellency  since  his  coming  hither  ; 
the  reason  apparently  being  jealojasy  and  a  rumour  that  his  Excel- 
lency's army  is  presently  to  return,  which  disaffection  may  have 
the  more  dangerous  operation  for  that  the  army  itself,  being  in 
motion,  will  not  be  able,  without  the  assistance  of  the  respective 
counties  and  places,  to  make  good  what  it  gains,  unless  it  should 
divide  and  thereby  weaken  itself ;  whereby  what  has  been  obtained 
with  much  honour  and  some  difficulty  may  be  in  danger  to  be 
again  lost,  which  it  much  concerns  the  State  to  prevent,  especially 
as  to  Weymouth,  it  having  been  most  serviceable  to  the  enemy's 
designs  and  supplies  of  any  port  in  England.  We  hear  this 
morning  that  the  Queen  has  a  girl,  and  that*  there  are  great  dis- 
tractions at  Exeter.

Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  same.  I  received  yours  of  the  10th  last 
night.  The  reasons  of  my  return  and  bending  westward  I  sent  you 
yesterday  from  Evesham,  with  some  letters  of  importance,  which  I 
presume  before  this  you  have  received.  I  suppose  this  alteration  of 
affairs  here,  upon  the  King's  departure  to  Oxford,  will  produce  new 
counsels  with  you,  and  give  me  a  free  pass  into  the  west.  Amongst 
the  enclosed  letters  that  to  Prince  Maurice  will  discover  a  danger, 
that  in  the  absence  of  the  Lord  General's  army  hangs  over  those 
counties  which  have  been  yet  untouched.  I  presume  to  remind 
you  of  it,  out  of  a  sad  apprehension  I  have  of  those  miseries,  if 
there  be  not  a  timely  prevention,  by  putting  a  considerable  force 
into  the  field,  to  keep  the  enemy  in  at  Oxford.  His  Majesty 
carried  not  1,000  foot  back  with  him ;  his  horse  being  extremely 
jaded  out,  though  not  much  diminished  in  numbers.  They  are  about 
3,000,  but  most  inconsiderably  provided.  I  am  now  marching  into 
Somersetshire,  where,  and  in  those  other  western  parts,  I  have  very 
good  hopes  given  me  I  may  quickly  raise  a  very  great  force,  both 
of  horse  and  foot.  The  only  defect  will  be  want  of  arms,  which  if 
I  might  be  supplied  with,  I  would  undertake,  immediately  upon 
their  landing  at  Lyme  Regis,  to  pay  for  them.  I  could  wish  thfere 
were  6,000  foot  arms  and  2,000  horse  arms,  with  3,000  saddles  and 
furniture  provided  and  sent  thither,  or  if  that  could  not  be  done,  I 
desire  these  provisions  might  be  made  at  London,  for  which  I  will 
furnish  the  money.

The  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  Basil  Earl  of  Denbigh. 
The  King  is  come  back  into  Oxfordshire  with  horse  and  foot, 
and  we  have  written  to  Sir  W.  Waller  to  follow  him  which  way 
soever  he  shall  take.  We  desire  you  that,  according  to  our  former 
letters,  you  would  gather  all  your  forces  into  a  body  for  the  relief

I  must  confess  that  the 
Paris.  untimely  accidents  as  they  are  believed  with  you  in  England  have 
rendered  me  very  unfit  to  stay  longer  upon  this  haunt,  but  that 
they  have  caused  the  least  ill  success  to  his  Majesty's  affairs  liere 
[in  France],  I  must  most  humbly  beg  their  Majesties'  pardon  if  I 
be  of  another  opinion,  as  I  am  confident  this  Queen  [mother,  Anne 
of  Austria]  and  Cardinal  [Mazarine]  will  testify  under  their  hands 
for  me,  which  is  offered  me.  Designs  of  the  late  Cardinal  [Richelieu] 
now  again  revived  in  this  time  of  our  distraction.  So  high  an 
opinion  entertained  on  the  Continent  of  the  Rebels'  forces  and  of 
our  [the  Royalists']  weakness,  that  [none]  dare  declare  for  us,  for 
fear  lest  the  burden  of  our  war  might  solelj''  rest  upon  their 
shoulders.  He  lives  not  who  more  desires  a  union  [with  this  State] 
than  myself,  as  well  in  reason  as  inclination,  but  under  present 
circumstances  such  a  thing  is  not  to  be  thought  of,  nor  anything 
like  it  by  any  considerable  assistance  you  are  yet  to  look  for  from 
hence.  Hopes  his  experiences  may  give  some  light  to  his  suceessofj 
to  whom  he  wishes  better  conduct  than  his  predecessor,  who  spurred 
too  fast  in  so  foul  ways.  Unless  you  look  thoroughly  to  your  affairs, 
I  think  these  pretending  relief  to  the  oppressed  Catholics  will  cut 
you  out  such  work,  before  you  be  aware,  as  the  best  you  can  expect 
against  your  present  enemies  will  fall  short  of  enabling  you  to 
welcome  it.  Proposals  made  to  this  Queen  [mother,  of  France]  and 
State  to  intervene  in  the  affairs  of  [the  Low  Countries].  I  have 
naught  else  to  accomplish  but  to  accompany  Captain  Slingesby,  who 
by  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Sands  is  to  be  employed  about  despatching 
the  business  of  the  jewels,  for  raising  more  money  on  them  by 
changing  the  hands  in  which  they  are  placed,  which  the  writer 
considers  impossible.  For  me  at  this  age,  who  have  served  his 
Majesty  in  this  quality  here,  and  as  yet  bearing  the  character  I  do 
in  his  service  at  home  in  several  kinds,  to  take  such  a  journey  only 
on  such  terms,  I  had  rather  beg  my  bread  or  else  starve.  I  shall 
make  up  all  my  accounts  so  plain  and  just  as  he  shall  read  and 
understand  them  running,  and  the  3,000?.  I  borrowed  of  Mr.  Webster 
upon  my  own  account,  which  as  it  appears  upon  Mr.  Sands  and 
Gapt.  Slingesby's  unexpected  coming  he  then  put  upon  their 
Queen's,  shall  be  no  obstruction  thereunto.  Disapproves  of  these 
questionable  proceedings  merely  to  put  the  great  collar  of  rubies 
into  Mr.  Sands'  hands  to  serve  transport  of  arms,  which  was  so 
thoroughly  contracted  for  by  me  without,  and  often  since  acted 
upon.  I  beseech  you.  Sir,  to  think  of  me,  now  bereft  of  all  real  and 
titular  credit,  how  I  shall  get  off  then,  having  only  received  3,000 
pistoles,  which  is  very  little  more  than  2,000i.  sterling,  and  that 
all  spent  in  coming  from  Oxford  hither,  as  appears  upon  account, 
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■with  the  train  I  liad,  and  in  furnishing  myself  with  coach  and 
horses,  though  as  moderate  as  ever  I  had.     I  have  been  here  now 
near  7  months  merely  upon  credit,  and  so  could  I  have  held  on  1 7 
more,  if  not  handled  as  I  have  been.     I  blush  at  writing  hereof, 
but  necessity  has  as  little  law  as  remedy.     I  see  myself  undone  in 
all  kinds,  but  as  I  said  before  of  my  other  sufferings  I  wiU  bear  it. 
I  pray  God  send  his  Majesty  no  worse  affection  than  mine,  how* 
weak  soever  are  my  expressions.     The  two  particulars  commanded 
me   by   Lord   Digby   for  renewing   the   league   and    encouraging 
merchants    to   bring    [arms    and    ammunition?]    shall    be    most 
punctually  and  effectually  obeyed  in  all  circumstances.     For  the 
first  I  have  already  demanded  audience,  which  is  granted  me,  and 
for  the  second  I  have  not  been  wanting  to  employ  all  the  poor 
credit  I  had,  which  in  this  one  contract  comes  to  20,000?.,  without 
any  other  security  than  my  bare  word  that  these  2,000  [swords  ?] 
and  20,000  muskets  shall  be  taken  off  their  hands,  which  if  well 
paid  for,  together  with  those  formerly  sent  hence,  doubt  you  not  of 
enough  of  this  nature ;  but  then  you  will  be  pleased  to  beseech 
his    Majesty   to    employ  fewer   in   the   service,    and   such   as   are 
his   immediate   agents  upon-  the  place.     I  have  been  twice  with 
her   Majesty    [Henrietta   Maria]  'here    about  the   debt  for  which 
Dr.    Bispam    and    Mr.    Greene,   very  honest   diligent  men,   were 
entrusted.       She     took     all    the     papers    with    her    own    hand 
after   the   receipt    of  his   Majesty's  letter,   and   as   she  promised, 
delivered  them  with  full  recommendation  to  the  Count  de  Brienne, 
who,   at  first,  upon  perusal  of  the  whole  business  gave  us  a  very 
good  answer  but  since  as  froward  ;  the  reason  is  that  the  bond  as 
signed  for  that  debt  is  certainly  received,  and  as  we  are  credibly 
given  to  understand,  by  such  as  will  not  easily  part  with  it,  but  of 
this  more  by  the  next,  for  I  have  written  to  Lord  Digby.     I  shall 
not,  without  much  prejudice  to   his  Majesty's  affairs,  leave  this 
place  till  first  I  hear  again  from  Lord  Digby  and  yourself,  this 
Prince  having  used  me  at  my  last  conference  with  such  singular 
kindness  and  deep  professions  of  friendship.     If  so  be,  as  I  have 
expressed  to  Lord  Digby,  their  Majesties  may  be  inclined  to  give- 
me  leave  to  pass  the  compliment  to  this  Prince  of  precedency  as  aU 
other  states  do ;  and  if  you  can  give  such  a  remarkable  blow  to 
their  rebels  as  they  inaj'^  not  fear  their  taking  our  whole  war  upon 
their  shoulders,  which  is  the  principal  and  most  weighty  argument 
with  them  why  they  engage  themselves  no  deeper  with  us  ;  clear 
but  these  two  points  and  we  make  sure  of  them ;  without  which 
all  will  ravel  to  naught  again.     Exceptions  are  taken  against  me  for 
this  intercepted  letter  or  proposition,  which  I  will  justify  in  all  but 
not  ciphering  that  letter.     Did  you  bub  see  what  fencing  we  iiad 
for  a  Thursday's  meeting  before  their  resolution  of  setting  down 
before  Gravelines   you    would  wonder   and   wonder   again.     Pity 
me  a  little  rather  tlian  altogether  undervalue  my  negotiation  amidst 
all  these  cross  blows  and  distempers  of  all  sorts.     I  am  still  where 
I  was,  for  their  Majesties  are  not  coming  hither,  let  "Will  Crofts 
be   of  what   opinion   he   please   to    the   contrary.     All  things  in 
these  foreign  parts  hang   upon  such  slender  threads  as  I  would 
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be  loth  England  should  change  condition  with  them  as  low  as  it  is, 
for  if  they  here  once  fell  to  pieces  it  would  not  be  easy  to  piece 
them  again.  God  bless  his  Majesty  and  send  sweet  England  peace, 
and  then  little  sliall  I  trouble  myself  for  my  own  particular,  how 
ruined  soever.  I  had  all  from  his  Majesty,  and  he  hath  all  again. 
It  is  here  yet  believed  his  Majesty  is  in  a  very  ill  posture  and  his  arms 
ill-guided,  but  if  all  be  true  that  my  intelligence  gives  me,  I 
cannot  be  of  that  mind.  I  beseeeh  you  and  liord  Digby  to  compare 
my  letters  and  then  you  will  know  even  what  I  tldnk.  Your  son 
shall  not  part  from  me,  who  is  now  my  transcriber,  and  I  will  tender 
him  as  my  own.  By  your  next  pray  let  me  know  the  worst  there 
conceived  of  me.  This  is  like  to  be  my  last  act,  and  I  will  not  come 
off  this  stage  with  shame ;  the  world  is  wide,  and  I  no  stranger  in  it. 
Take  especial  notice  of  Mons.  Masseray,  Sir  Richard  Browne's  secre- 
tary, when  he  comes,  as  he  has  done  and  is  yet  like  to  do  the  King 
excellent  service.  P.S. — I  send  my  dear  friend  Sir  Sackville  Crow's 
petitions  to  his  Majesty  which  I  desire  you  to  further.  [The  original 
of  this  letter,  chiefly  in  cipher,  is  in  the  French  Correspondence.]

The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  same.  Enclosed  I  send  you  copies

Melcombe  Kegis.to  both  Houses.  I  intend  to-morrow  to  march  towards  Lyme  Regis 
to  drive  the  enemy  from  thence,  who  hovers  there,  and  see  what 
impressions  may  be  made  in  those  parts,  to  which  I  must  hasten  the 
sooner  because  of  the  rage  of  the  enemy,  having  taken  all  the  care 
I  can  for  this  place  by  settling  a  trusty  Governor  in  it,  and  leaving 
him  a  whole  regiment  to  defend  it,  till  the  country  comes  in.  If 
my  soldiers  be  speedily  supplied  with  money  and  jnyself  with  arms 
for  such  of  the  county  as  come  in  to  me,  I  shall  hope  the  work  may 
be  worth  the  wages.

from  thence  beaten  off  the  Earl  of  Denbigh  from  the  siege  of  Dudley 
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Castle,  is  safely  returned  into  these  parts.  Some  prisoners  of 
Massey's  men  taken  yesterday  at  Cirencester  say  that  Waller  being 
disappointed  of  Massey's  assistance,  he  having  so  many  garrisons 
in  Gloucestershire  to  supply  that  he  could  not  spare  any  force, 
lingers  now  about  Evesham  and  Tewkesbxiry,  not  daring  to  follow 
the  King's  army,  which  by  the  access  of  those  men  who  were  left 
behind  at  the  King's  departure  hence  is  now  grown  very  sti'ong. 
Yesterday  the  King  withdrew  from  Witney  in  this  county  to 
Bletchington,  and  intends  to  go  on  to  Buckingham,  being  strong 
both  in  horse  and  foot,  and  a  good  train  of  artillery. "  Brown,  the 
woodmonger,  is  by  an  ordinance  from  the  rebels  at  London  made 
Major-General  of  Oxfordshire,  and  must  reduce  Basing,  Greenland 
[house  near  Henley],  Wallingford,  Banbury,  and  Oxford  to  their 
subjection  ;  but  we  conceive  the  least  of  tbem  able  to  hold  him  [in] 
play  for  a  good  space,  and  make  him  pay  dear  for  it.  They  keep  up 
the  people  at  London  at  their  height  of  madness,  but  the  leaders  of 
that  faction  are  not  a  little  perplexed  with  Prince  Rupert's  successes. 
The  Earl  of  Essex  is  in  the  west  about  Weymouth,  we  hear,  and 
that  town  not  being  tenable  was  quitted  by  our  forces,  according  to 
precedent  order  ;  the  arms  and  other  useful  things  there  being  first 
sent  to  Portland  Castle  and  other  places.

of  York  be  continued,  in  case  Prince  Rupert  should  still  delay  his 
coming  hither,  which  they  had  rather  he  should  notwithstanding 
hasten,  in  order  that  they  might  deal  with  him  with  their  united 
force  than  with  a  divided  one.  Prince  Rupert  with  all  his  foot  and 
horse,  about  11,000,  has  his  rendezvous  this  night  at  Preston,  which 
looks  [as  though  he  would  come]  this  way,  though  it  be  conceived 
he  will  not  advance  yet  awhile,  which  makes  it  very  questionable 
whether  we  should  go  and  attack  him  in  Lancashire,  blocking  up 
this  city  still,  or  stay  until  he  come  into  Yorkshire  nearer  to  us ;  to 
which  I  find  little  other  resolution  than  to  wait  upon  the  occasion, 
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and  to  do  as  they  shall  find  cause  upon  fresh  intelligence  either  one 
way  or  other.  Mr.  White  is  returned  from  Lancashire,  who  brings 
us  word  there  are  4,000  foot  and  about  4,000  horse,  which  will  be 
ready  to  join  with  us  out  of  Lancashire  besides  Lord  Denbigh's 
forces.

June  24.  Martin  Pindar,  W.  Herbert,  and  John  Potter  to  the  Committee 
Weymouth,  of  both  kingdoms.  Hoping  you  have  received  our  last  of  16th 
June  from  Dorchester,  we  shall  proceed  to  acquaint  you  with  what 
has  followed.  Upon  Sunday  the  16th  present  there  came  four 
burgesses  of  Weymouth  and  Melcombe  Regis  to  treat  with  his 
Excellency  the  Lord  General  touching  the  surrendering  of  those 
towns,  but  their  conditions  being  high,  upon  denial,  they  con- 
descended to  yield  upon  quarter  and  to  have  leave  f«r  the  officers 
to  march  out  with  their  horses  and  swords,  the  common  soldiers 
with  sticks,  and  that  no  tax  should  be  imposed  by  his  Excellency 
upon  the  town  for  delinquency.  Accordingly  next  day  at  2  p.m. 
the  enemy  marched  out,  about  400,  and  forthwith  proclamation  was 
made  that  upon  pain  of  death  every  man  should  bring  in  to  the 
Court-of-Guard  and  the  Town  Hall  before  sunset  what  arms  and 
ammunition  they  had.  Next  day  to  hasten  the  business  a  narrow 
search  for  arms,  &c.,  was  made  through  the  town,  whereby  many 
were  found  and  brought  into  the  magazine.  On  Wednesday,  by 
the  Lord  General's  invitation,  the  like  care  was  taken  by  us  in  the 
discovery  of  what  was  in  the  ships  for  store  and  provision,  and 
whence  some  quantities  of  gunpowder  and  arms  were  had,  the 
particulars  and  disposures  of  which  we  will  present  to  your  Lord- 
ships. -Being  possessed  of  Weymouth  his  Excellency  rode  towards 
Sandisford  Castle  by  the  sea.  half  a  mils  from  the  town,  and 
opposite  to  the  castle  of  Portland  ;  upon  summons  after  three  hours 
it  was  rendered.  But  [Col.]  Ashburnham,  receiving  a  summons 
both  from  his  Excellency  and  the  Lord  Admiral,  was  so  little 
sensible  of  the  Divine  Providence  which  so  apparently  thwarted 
his  hopes,  and  so  far  pursued  his  rebellion,  that  in  lieu  of  sur- 
rendering he  sent  a  stomachful  letter  to  them  and  fell  to  persuasion 
of  their  revolt,  which  with  the  unmartial  detention  of  the  trumpet 
all  night  raised  the  indignation  'of  all  that  heard  it.  [The  town  of] 
Wareham  also  was  summoned,  but  beat  in  again  with  the  loss 
of  ten  men  slaia  or  taken  prisoners.  The  summons  being  the  fourth 
day  after  our  possession  of  Weymouth,  gave  the  enemy  opportunity 
to  victual  and  prepare  for  a  siege,  which  undoubtedly  had  been 
prevented  by  a  speedier  attempt,  but  the  horse  it  seems  had  suffered 
formerly  too  hard  duty.  On  Thursday  his  Excellency  appointed 
us  to  go  to  Dorchester  with  Mr.  Oheynel,  and  together  waiting  upon 
Sergeant-Major-General  Skippon  we  required  the  Major  to  issue 
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forth  his  Excellency's  -warrants  for  train,  horses,  and  money  formerly 
collected  for  the  King,  but  not  paid  in,  as  also  dispersing  his  man- 
dates to  the  five  hundreds  of  this  county  to  appear  next  day ; 
which  day  we  went  with  Mr.  Peters,  the  minister,  to  Dorchester 
again,  who  made  an  excellent  speech  to  the  country,  setting  before 
them  the  miseries  of  the  war,  and  that  now  God  offered  them  an 
opportunity  to  free  themselves  from  the  barbarous  intruders,  and 
whereby  to  give  a  quick  and  happy  period  to  these  intestine  troubles, 
which  by  holding  up  their  hands  was  unanimously  liked  and  ex- 
pressed [them  to  be]  favourers  of  the  Parliament.  In  like  sort  the 
Lord  Field  Marshal  made  an  elegant  speech  to  about  300  country- 
men who  came  to  Weymouth  to  be  entertained  as  soldiers,  which 
ended  with  a  general  applause  of  those  that  heard  it.  This  day 
■the  Earl  of  Newport  came  aboard  the  Admiral's  ship  here  riding 
at  anchor,  having  been  wafted  from  Exmouth  by  Capt.  Hall  in  the 
Antelope.  My  Lord  [General]  has  made  Col.  Sydenham  Governor, 
a  gentleman  of  approved  courage  and  industry  ;  he  has  begun  new 
fortitications  upon  the  north-east  point,  his  intention  is  to  purge 
the  town  of  malignants  in  time  convenient,  and  therefore  it  is 
desired  that  those  gentlemen  of  his  acquaintance  may  be  appointed 
officers  of  the  Customs,  being  known  to  be  able  men  and  honest  to 
the  Parliament.  We  will  forbear  to  trouble  you  at  tliis  time  any 
further,  for  that  we  have  desired  Capt.  Potter  to  repair  herewith  to 
present  the  Committee  with  a  fuller  and  more  satisfactory  narration 
of  these  and  other  businesses.

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Charles,  went  hence  in  March  last,  and  in  this  river  was  set  upon  by 
some  Parliament  ships,  which  chased  him  into  Medemblik  and  there 
besieged  him  for  some  weeks,  until  his  victuals  was  spent  and  his 
men  mutinied.  I,  knowing  that  the  ship  belonged  to  you  and  was 
laden  with  your  goods,  lent  him  200  guilders  to  set  him  to  sea, 
which  when  he  had  employed  his  men  again  mutinied,  so  that  I 
caused  your  goods  to  be  landed  at  Medemblik  ;  after  that  he  again 
refitted  his  ship  and  took  your  goods  on  board  to  bring  them  to 
Scarborough,  but  contrary  to  the  trust  I  reposed  in  him  he  sold 
the  ship  and  goods  to  Captain  Zacharie  and  Lawrence  Ooughen,  of 
Amsterdam,  and  is  with  the  money  and  my  lettei's  directed  to  the 
Lord  Marquis  gone  to  London.  I  am  sorry  for  your  loss,  and  that 
Captain  Percy  should  be  so  false  unto  you.  You  desire  me  to  eflFect 
an  insurance  of  600?.  on  the  Minnekin  of  Scarborough.  I  have  not 
formerly  had  any  order  to  that  effect,  nor  can  I  get  any  man  to 
insure,  unless  I  would  say,  what  burden  the  ship  is  of,  how  pro- 
vided, and  when  ready  to  depart,  these  people  being  very  fearful 
to  insure  from  that  port.  Accounts  of  wool  and  other  merchandise 
sold.

To  which  I  find 
already  a  great  averseness  in  the  gentlemen  of  the  Militia  that  were 
here,  demanding  of  me  who  should  pay  their  soldiers  if  they  marched 
at  all,  the  country,  by  reason  of  assessments  for  the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester and  other  charges,  not  being  able  to  do  it  themselves,  nor 
can  they  tell  which  way  to  contrive  it,  unless  the  Parliament  please 
to  enable  them  by  some  other  means,  and  besides  they  seem  resolved 
not  to  march  out  of  their  own  counties,  if  at  all.  I  have  sent  to 
know  what  forces  of  Essex  be  come  to  Hertford,  and  under  whose 
command,  that  I  may  give  order  about  them.

Middletou,  with  some 
regiments  of  horse,  advancing  seized  upon  the  bridge  at  Cropredy 
and  the  other  passes  near  it,  and  gave  order  to  have  them  secured 
with  foot  and  artillery.  The  Lieut.-Genl.  fell  in  with  some  few 
troops  and  dragoons  by  a  mill,  next  beneath  Cropredy,  and  I 
advanced  with  the  remainder  of  those  regiments  over  a  passage, 
next  beneath  him  ;  I  had  a  steep  hill  to  mount,  not  far  from  the 
top  whereof  the  enemy  was  drawn  up  in  a  strong  body.  Some  of 
the  regiments  came  up  slowly,  whereupon  I  turned  back  leaving 
my  regiment  to  march  on,  but  coming  to  the  foot  of  the  hill,  I  was 
advertised  that  the  Lieut.- General  had  charged  the  enemy  and 
broken  him,  and  chased  them  above  a  mile,  in  a  most  fair  way  to 
have  ruined  their  whole  army,  but  a  great  body  of  the  enemy 
having  rallied  and  charging  him  broke  him  and  forced  him  to  a 
quick  retreat,  not  without  loss.  The  Lieut.-General  was  dis- 
mounted but  remounted  again ;  Col.  Wemyss,  Lieut.-Col.  Baker, 
and  a  Dutch  captain  were  taken  prisoners,  and  Lieut.-Col.  Baines 
taken  or  slain,  and  what  was  an  extreme  wounding  to  me,  8  pieces 
of  ordnance  lost,  being  unhappily,  in  that  heat  of  the  pursuit  of 
the  enemy,  drawn  out  beyond  the  passage  of  Cropredy  bridge. 
Whereupon  the  whole  army  of  the  enemy  being  rallied,  I  thought 
it  best  to  make  an  orderly  retreat  to  our  foot,  which  we  did 
without  any  loss,  and  drew  up  upon  the  hill  on  the  right  hand  of 
Burton,  where  we  faced  the  enemy's  army  which  was  drawn  up  on 
the  other  side  of  the  passage.  There  was  hot  service  at  Cropredy 
bridge,  which  we  made  good  against  them,  and  we  continued  in 
skirmish  with  them  all  the  day.  The  enemy,  setting  aside  our 
unlucky  pieces,  has  nothing  to  brag  of,  having  lost  three  cols., 
including  Sir  W.  Butler,  a  lieut. -colonel,  a  major,  and  diverse 
other  officers.  The  Lieutenant-General  [Middleton]  took  Lord 
Milmot  prisoner  and  wouuded  him  sorely,  but  he  was  afterwards 
rescued  from  the  soldiers  to  whom  the  Lieutenant-General  had 
committed  him ;  he  is  said  to  be  dangerously  ill.  A  little  before 
sunset  there  came  a  trumpet  from  the  King,  with  a  paper  signed 
by  the  King-at-arnas,  expressing  that  if  I  would  grant  him  a  safe 
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conduct,  he  was  commanded  to  deliver  a  message  of  grace  and 
favour  to  the  army.  I  returned  answer  that  I  had  no  commission 
to  entertain  any  messages  from  his  Majesty  without  the  permission 
of  Parliament,  and  therefore  the  address  must  be  made  there.

Major-General  Browne  ;  but  there  being  certainly  informed  that 
Sir  Wm.  Waller's  forces  were  disputing  passes  with  the  King,  and 
that  the  King's  forces  are  between  us  and  Waller,  also  that  the  foot 
here  is  not  tried  and  no  horse  at  all,  I  sent  the  money  to  Ayles-

bury,  where  it  now  is,  and  the  Governor  takes  great  care  of  it, 
Waller's  commissary  is  there,  and  I  appointed  those  few  Kentish 
horse  and  dragoons  to  be  at  Aylesbury  till  they  receive  further 
orders,  conceiving  it  will  cause '  a  rumour  of  new  forces  brought 
into  the  town.  Here  is  with  Major-General  Browne  a  good  body 
of  foot,  7  regiments  already  come  up  and  one  coming,  viss.,  3  Essex, 
2  out  of  Herts.,  and  Browne's  own  three ;  the  last  three  are  not 
above  1,000 ;  he  complains  the  Militia  will  not  exercise  their  power, 
for  those  are  to  be  4,000  strong.  I  look  upon  this  foot  [to  be]  in 
great  danger  and  not  so  serviceable,  being  without  horse.  I  hear 
the  gentlemen  of  Essex  say  that  if  their  ordinance  had  passed  when 
desired  there  had  been  3  regiments  of  horse  ready  at  this  present, 
and  that  they  are  now  very  diligent  in  raising  horse,  so  that  I 
apprehend  a  kind  letter  may  draw  out  some  horse  for  the  pre- 
servation of  their  foot.  They  sent  1,000  of  their  foot  [as]  mounted 
pikes  and  musketeers,  such  a  sight  as  pikes  to  march  mounted  I 
never  saw,  and  should  we  have  had  an  alarm  our  mounted  pikes 
would  have  made  rout  sufficient.  To  dismount  the  pikes  and  not 
musketeers  would  discontent  the  pikes,  which  caused  Major-General 
Browne  to  send  back  all  their  horses,  Col.  Norton's  horse  are  not 
yet  come  up,  they  were  within  17  miles  of  this  place  yesterday, 
but  they  are  only  300.  To-day  we  hope  to  march  to  Buckingham, 
14  miles  from  hence.

July  1.  Sir  Samuel  Luke  to  the  same.     My  last  news  was  not  so  pleasing 

At  11  p.m.  as  I  could  have  wished  it,  but  glad  I  am  it  was  no  worse.  Since 
my  first  the  [armies]  have  continually  faced  each  other,  and  the 
cannon  continually  played  both  day  and  night.  It  seems  Sir  Wm. 
Waller  has  out-watched  his  Majesty,  for  this  morning  by  4  a.m.  the 
latter  withdrew  his  ordnance,  and  facing  Waller  with  a  party  of 
horse,  arrived  at  Farthinghoe  by  8,  with  all  his  carriages,  and  took 
up  quarters  for  his  foot  at  Aynho,  and  for  his  horse  at  Brackley 
and  Embley,  but  I  cannot  believe  that  his  horse  will  ever  come 
at  either  place.  This  I  am  bold  to.  certify,  because  I  wa&  at 
Embley  this  afternoon,  and  left  100  dragooners  and  the  troop  of 
horse  which  is  in  this  garrison  at  Buckingham  to  receive  Waller's 
commands,  to  whom  I  sent  a  messenger  to  inform  him  of  the  King's 
movements.  In  my  return  I  met  Major-Genl.  Browne  at  Little 
Horwood,  who  had  only  with  him  Capt.  Temple's  troop  and 
another  with  5  regiments  of  foot ;  they  intend  to  quarter  to-night 
at  Buckingham     [Ibid.,  pp.  85,  8Q.  =  fp.] 

July  1.  Robert  Earl  of  Warwick  to  the  same.     This  evening  I  received 

Portland  Koad.  the  enclosed  by  which  you  may  be  informed  of  the  true  state  of 
Pembrokeshire ;  the  condition  of  which  is  such  that  without  a 
speedy  sending  of  ammunition,  good  commanders,  a  faithful  Com- 
mittee, and  in  the  meantime  an  enlarged  commission  to  Col. 
Langhorne,  those  parts  are  like  to  be  lost,  as  I  conceive  from  the 
tenor  of  these  iuformations.  I  humbly  submit  my  opinion  to  the 
wisdom   of  this  Committee,  who  are   better  acquainted  with  all 
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passages  on  shore,  and  therefore  can  better  judge  of  the  danger. 
It  seems  unavoidably  necessary  that  the  ships  be  refurnished  of 
what  they  have  supplied  to  the  country,  lest  they  be  enforced  to 
relinquish  their  chai'ge  too  soon,  which  may  not  only  give  the  rebels 
a  free  access  to  those  parts,  but  also  hazard  the  loss  of  Milford 
Haven,  being  the  most  considerable  harbour  in  that  part  of  the 
kingdom.  Amongst  the  papers  you  will  find  soma  examinations 
touching  Capt.  Wm.  Rigby,  who  is  suspected  to  have  laid  the 
foundation  of  all  those  distresses  which  have  lately  come  upon 
Lancashire  by  his  perfidious  correspondence  with  the  enemy.  I 
have  directed  that  he  be  committed  to  safe  custody  at  Portsmouth 
until  you  or  the  Parliament  shall  command  his  conveyance  to 
London.  In  the  meantime  Capt.  Philpot,  who  lost  at  Liverpool  a 
vessel  lately  employed  there  in  the  State's  service,  is  commanded 
to  attend  you,  who  can  communicate  much  concerning  Capt.  Rigby's 
carriage.  Yesterday  I  received  three  several  letters  from  you, 
dated  the  20th  June,  and  immediately  prepared  my  warrants  for 
designing  a  ship  specially  to  look  after  the  Mary  and  Anne  of 
Aldbojrough,  taken  by  Captain  Allen  of  Lestofi"  [Lowestoft],  but 
to-day  the  wind  being  contrary  has  hindered  the  execution  of  the 
service,  through  which  cause  I  am  detained  in  this  road.  I  wiU 
give  immediate  advertisement  to  the  ship  appointed  for  Ireland  of 
the  gunpowder  expected  from  thence  to  supply  Prince  Rupert. 
Thanks  for  their  acceptance  of  his  faithful  endeavours  at  Lyme 
[Regis].  I  received  to-day  a  letter  from  the  Governor  of  Weymouth 
importing  that  upon  a  more  exact  view  of  their  magazine,  they 
find  only  30  barrels  of  gunpowder,  for  that  garrison  and  Sandfoot 
Castle,  and  very  little  match  or  bullet.

July  J.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  same.     I  have  received  yours  of  the  25th 

Burton.  and  28th.  I  shall  never  be  wanting  in  my  obedience  to  your 
commands,  though  I^shall  never  be  able  to  perform  so  much  as  I 
desire.  I  have  sent  to  Major-General  Browne  to  join  [forces]  with 
me,  which  addition  will  be  very  welcome.  In  my  last  I  signified 
the  unfortunate  loss  of  some  of  my  pieces,  by  a  rash  employment  of 
them  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  Since  that  both  armies  have  lain 
facing  one  another  within  half  a  mile,  a  little  brook  interposing 
between  us.

I  formerly  signified  to  you  that 
towards  midnight  on  Sunday  his  Majesty  marched  away  with  his 
foot  and  train  from  his  quarters  near  Burton,  leaving  his  horse 
to  face  me  till  morning,  when  they  also  marched.  I  moved  not  till 
I  had  full  assurance  from  my  parties,  prisoners,  and  spies  that  the 
enemy  was  clearly  gone,  lest  it  might  have  been  but  a  feint  to  draw 
me  from  my  vantage  ground.

Ac- 
cording to  promise  in  our  last  of  the  1st  inst.  we  will  now  give  you 
an  account  of  the  engagement  of  Sir  W.  Waller  with  the  enemy  near 
Banbury.     On  Saturday  last  Sir  William  perceiving  the  enemy  t-> 
march  with  bag  and  baprgage   towards   Northampton,    hasted   to 
Burton,  where  he  seized  Cropredy  Bridge  and  other  passes  near  it ; 
Lieut.-Genl.  [John]  Middieton  went  over  at  a  mill  under  the  bridge 
with  some  few  troops  and  dragoons,  and  Sir  Wm.  Waller  advanced 
with  the  remainder  of  the  horse  over  a  passage  a  little  beneath, 
where  he  had  a  steep  hill  to  mount,  not  far  from  the  top  whereof 
the  enemy  had  drawn  up  a  strong  body.     Some  of  the  regiments 
coming  up  slowly.  Sir  William  stayed  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  where 
he  was  advertised  that  Middieton  had  charged  the  enemy,  broken 
him,  and  chased  him  above  a  mile  in  a  most  fair  way  to  have  ruined 
the  whole  army,  but   a  great  bodj'-  of  the   enen)y  having  rallied, 
charged  him,  and  forced  him  to  a  quick  retreat,  not  without  loss.

Some  pieces  of  ordnance 
were  lost,  being  in  that  hot  pursuit  of  the  enemy  drawn  out  beyond 
the  passage   of  Cropredy.     The  whole  of  the  enemy's  army  being 
rallied.  Sir  William  Waller,  without   any  loss,  retreated  to  his  foot, 
some  whereof  he  sent  to   Cropredy  Bridge,  and  made  good  that 
passage  against  the  enemy.     The  enemy  lost  three  colonels,  whereof 
Sir  W.  Butler  was   one,  a  major,  two  captains,   and  divers  other 
officers.     Lieut.-General  Middieton  took  Lord  Wilmot  prisoner,  and 
wounded  him  sorely,  but  he  was  afterwards  rescued  from  the  soldiers 
to  whom  he  had  been  committed.

Northampton.  Alban's  when  the  news  arrived  of  Waller's  engagement  with  the 
enemy,  I  hastened  up  my  forces  to  advance  to  his  relief,  and  marching 
to  Buckingham,  came  on  Monday  somewhat  near  the  enemy,  which 
caused  them  to  retreat.  On  Tuesday  we  met  with  Sir  Wm.  Waller 
at  Tosseter  [Towcester],  and  together  came  to  Northampton  last 
night,  when,  at  a  council  of  war,  it  was  resolved  that  Sir  Wm. 
•should  horse  all  his  foot  and  follow  the  King  into  the  north,  whither 
he  is  gone.  This  we  expect  to  accomplish  in  a  day  or  two,  this 
county  having  undertaken  to  furnish  Waller  with  1,000  horso[s].  The 
work  for  which  we  designed  hither  being  accomplished,  and  Sir  Wm. 
having  no  further  use  of  us,  he  being  not  able  to  horse  all  his  own 
loot,  I  think  it  fit  to  march  towards  Greenland  House  by  way  of 
Aylesbury,  and  intend  to  quarter  to-morrow  night  at  Stony  Stratford, 
and  so  forwards  unless  I  meet  with  orders  from  you  to  the  contrary. 
This  course  appeared  the  more  advisable  as  the  soldiers  of  the 
several  counties  were  in  great  discontent,  by  reason  of  hard  marches 
with  want  of  provisions  and  lodging,  even  to  mutiny,  so  that  many 
of  them  run  away.

Since  our  last  the  con- 
dition of  affairs  is  not  a  little  changed,  for  on  Monday  last,  upon 
notice  of  Prince  Rupert's  march  from  Knaisbiirgh  [Knaresborough] 
towards  us,  we  resolved  and  accordingly  drew  out  the  armies  to 
have  met  him,  and  for  that  end  did  march  the  same  night  to  Long 
Marston  about  four  miles  west  of  York,  but  the  Prince  having  notice 
thereof  passed  with  his  army  at  Boroughbridge,  and  so  put  the 
river  Ouse  betwixt  him  and  us,  whereby  we  were  disabled  to  oppose 
his  passage  into  York,  the  bridge  we  built  on  the  west  side  of  the 
town  being  so  weak  that  we  durst  not  adventure  to  transport  our 
armies  over  upon  it.  This  made  u.s  resolve  the  next  morning  to 
march  to  Tadcaster  for  stopping  his  passage  southward.  And  the 
armies  being  so  far  on  their  way  that  the  van  was  within  a  mile  of 
it,  notice  was  sent  us  by  our  horsemen,  who  were  upon  our  rear, 
that  the  Prince's  army,  horse  and  foot,  were  advanced  the  length  of 
Long  Marston  INIoor,  and  was  ready  to  fall  upon  them,  whereupon 
we  recalled  the  armies  and  drew  them  up  on  a  corn  hill  at  the  south 
side  of  the  moor,  in  the  best  way  we  could,  so  far  as  the  straitness 
of  the  field  and  other  disadvantages  of  the  place  could  permit. 
Before  both  armies  were  in  readiness  it  was  near  seven  o'clock  at 
night,  about  which  time  they  advanced  the  one  toward  the  other, 
whereupon  followed  a  very  hot  encounter  for  the  space  of  three 
hours,  whereof  by  the  great  blessing  and  good  providence  of  God 
the  issue  was  the  total  routing  of  the  enemy's  army,  with  the  loss . 
of  all  their  ordnance  to  the  number  of  20  [pieces],  their  ammunition, 
baggage,  about  100  colours,  and  10,000  arms.  There  were  killed 
upon  the  spot  about  3,000  of  the  enemy,  whereof  many  were  chief 
officers,  and  1,500  prisoners  taken,  among  whom  there  are  above 
100  officers,  in  which  number  is  Sir  Charles  Lucas,  Lieut.-Genl. 
to  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle's  horse,  Major-General  Porter,  and 
Major-General  Tillyer,  besides  diverse  colonels,  lieut.-colonels,  and 
majors.  Our  loss  is  not  very  great,  being  only  one  lieut. -colonel,  a 
few  captains,  and  200  or  300  common  soldiers.  The  Prince,  in 
great  distraction,  with  only  a  few  horsemen  and  scarcely  any  foot, 
marched  the  next  morning  from  York  northward.  We  have  now 
lain  down  again  in  our  old  leaguer  before  York,  which  we  hope 
within  a  few  days  to  gain.  We  are  resolved  to  send  a  great  part  of 
our  cavalry  after  Prince  Rupert.  We  have  nothing  to  add,  but 
that  as  the  glory  of  all  the  success  belongs  to  God,  and  the  benefit 
we  hope  will  redound  to  the  whole  kingdom,  we  have  appointed 
this  next  Sabbath  for  a  day  of  public  thanksgiving  throughout  the 
armies,  so  your  Loidships  would  appoint  a  day  for  the  same  to  be 
kept  throughout  the  kingdom,  and  notice  sent  to  us  thereof,  that  we 
may  all  together  join  in  it.

46.  IV.  George  Lord  Digby  to  the  Queen.     The  uncertainty   of 
our  condition  here  and  the  daily  expectation  of  some 
great  blow  betwixt  the  King's  army  and  Waller's  hath 
held  Mr.  Hay  here  thus  long,  and  withheld  from  your 
Majesty  the  expressions  of  our  great  joy   in  your  safe 
delivery,  which   would  have  been  the  perfectest  that  the 
world   could  have  given,  had  it  not  been  disturbed  by 
apprehensions    of   your    being    besieged  in   that  place 
[Exeter].     It  is  true  we  are  not  apt  to  believe   that  153 
[the  Earl  of  Essex  .?]  will  engage  being  unready,  and  we 
have  particular  reasons  from  a  correspondent  of  his  at 
Oxford  to  be  confirmed  in  that  opinion,  but  yet  the  very 
possibility  of  _  it  is  thought  fit  to  lay  aside  all  collateral 
considerations,  and  to  make  it  the  measure  of  all  our 
consultations  how  to  relieve  your  Majesty  in  that  case. 
Our  first   question  was  whether  we  had  cz.  capacity  of 
doing  it  by  force.     But  that  was  unanimously  concluded 
so  impossible  that,  on  the  contrary,  it  tvas  thought  that 
for  %s  to  move  that  way  would  not  only  make  the  danger 
a  certainty,  which  as  yet  was  but  imaginary,  but  also 
ruin  this  army  to  boot,  wherein  that  course  it  could  not 
fail  of  being  crushed  betwixt  those  two  enemy's  forces. 
In   the  next  place  it  was  concluded   that   the  strongest 
diversions  only  should  be  used,  and  to  that  purpose  we 
drew  our  army  to  Bucklnghar^i  ivith  an  intent  to  pierce 
into  the  heart  of  the  enemy's  quarters  as  far  as  Duiistable 
at  least,  and  to  give  them  an  alarum  with  our  horse  even 
to  the  suburbs  of  207  [Abingdon  .^],  and  at  the  same  time 
to  set  them,  propositions  for  a  treaty.     This  we  conceived 
might  so  occupy  them  at  207  [Abingdon  .?],  beimg  already 
exhausted  of  forces  as  to  restrain  li53  [the  Earl  of  Essexl 
from  further  advance.     .     .     .     The  last  conjectu/re  suc- 
ceeded.   Waller  makes  haste  after  us  towards  Buckingham, 
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We  tum[ed]  upon  him  and  face[d]  him  last  Friday  near 
Banhury,  with  the  river  [Cherwell]  bettveen  us,  intending 
to  serve  ourselves  to  the  pass  of  Banbury  to  go  over  to 
him ;  but  he  guessing,  as  it  should  seem,  at  our  design, 
drew  his  whole  arimy  into  a  place  of  advantage  so  near 
the  town  as  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  draw  our  army 
through  without  giving  him  the  advantage  of  falling  upon 
us  with  as  much  or  as  little  of  it  as  he  pleased;  which,  con- 
sidered together  with  the  im,possibility  of  subsisting  there 
for  want  of  provision,  it  was  resolved  on,  as  the  best  course, 
to  march  away  towards  Daventry,  hoping  to  draw  him 
after  us  into  some  more  equal  place,  or  to  pursue  such 
other  designs  as  should  be  thought  most  advantageous, 
which  we  did  in  the  morning  about  seven  or  eight  o'clock, 
Waller's  army  moving  at  the  same  time  over  against 
us  on  the  other  side  the  river  [Cherwell],  where  he  did 
\menouvre\  with  such  expedition  as  that  ivhile  in  a  dis- 
ordered march,  by  whose  fault  I  will  not  say,  the  van  of 
our  rear  was  cast  about  a  mile  behind  the  rest  of  our 
army,  he  got  apace  between  us  and  drew  over  [the  river] 
great  bodies  of  horse  and  foot  and  1 1  pieces  of  cannon  in 
snch  manner,  as,  if  God  had  not  blest  us,  as  it  were  by 
miracle,  we  had  been  utterly  lost.    But  instead  of  that,  such 
was  His  mercy  and  providence  for  the  King's  preserva- 
tion, that  by  an  admirable  charge  of  my  Lord  Cleveland 
with  his  brigade,  and  of  others  who  by  that  got  time  to 
come  in,  they  were  all  repulsed  [and]  beaten  back  over  the 
pass,   lost  their  11  pieces  of  brass  cannon,  and  eight 
colours,  with  200  men  killed  on  their  part,  and  scarce  10 
of  ours,  with  200  prisoners  taken,  whereof  Wemys,  the 
General  of  their  artillery,  [was]  one,  and  Waller's  lieu- 
tenant-colonel  [Baines]   another.      Now  we  are  looking 
upon  one  another  on  each  side  the  river  two  miles  from 
Banhury,  but  Waller's  army  with  a  very  thin  aspect 
since  yesterday's  visitation.      1  make  no  doubt  but  they 
have  lost  1,000  meji  over  and  above  the  killed  and  taken. 
What  further  use  We  shall  make  of  this  victory  cannot  as 
yet  be  resolved,  but  certainly  the  reputation  of  it  will 
have  a  great  effect,  especially  if  it  be  true  that  Waller 
himself  is   much   hurt.     Only   this   your  Majesty  may 
be  sure  of,  that  the  whole  spring  of  our  m,otives  will 
be  from  the  consideration  how  to  divert  most  powerfully 
the  occasion  of  your  apprehensions.     In  the  meantime  it 
is  conceived  you  cannot  take  a  better  course  than  what 
Prince  Maurice  writes  to  the  King,  and  Lord  Jermyn  to 
me,  is  already  resolved  on.     God  in  heaven  strengthen 
your  Majesty's  resolution,  so  as  that  your  apprehensions 
in  the  meantime    may  not  work  upon  your  want  of 
health.    If  we  may  be  hut  secure  from  that  unhappiness 
I  shall  make  no  great  doubt  of  the  rest.     The  news  from 
all  other  parts  is  very  good.    It  is  certain  the  Scots  have 
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had  great^  losses  before  York,  and  I  am  confident  that 
by  this  time  the  Prince  [Rupert]  is  there  to  relieve  it, 
Charles  Gerard  prospers  wonderfully  in  South  Wales,  and 
Browne's  2,000  men  lately  come  out  of  London  are  all 
fallen  together  by  the  ears  and  dissipated.  For  Ood's  sake, 
Madame,  do  not  be  so  cruel  to  us  as  to  destroy  all  these 
blessings  by  the  looseness  of  your  believing  yourself  unsafe, 
for  vjithout  [your]  security  and  happiness  no  earthly  joy 
can  have  a  taste,  either  with  the  King  or  with  any  of 
his  or  your  true  servants.

46.  V.  George  Lord  Digby  to  Henry  Lord  Jermyn.  I  have 
received  since  Mr.  Hay's  coming  your  most  afflicting 
letter  of  the  21st  June,  relative  to  the  Queen's  continued 
indisposition.  Too  certainly  the  best  remedies  that  can 
be  applied  are  those  that  may  best  cure  apprehensions, 
vjhich  truly  I  do  not  reasonably  have  of  any  danger 
intending  to  be  threatened  her,  but  only  by  reflection 
from  her.  I  am  afraid  her  indisposition  causes  her 
apprehensions  in  that  matter  of  distemper  towards 
another;  you  must  as  much  study  applications  to  the 
one  as  [Sir  Theodore]  Mayerne  to  the  other.

Excuses  himself  for  not  answering  her  letter  before,  by  the 
uncertainty  of  their  condition  and  hazard  of  the  passage. 
I  esteem  it  a  great  misfortune  to  the  King's  affairs  that 
the  ships  provised  to  and  expected  by  my  Lord  of  Antrim 
have  failed  him.  But  misfortunes  are  many  times 
without  faults.  I  am  sure  he  is  guilty  of  none,  having 
so  nobly  complied  with  his  undertakings,  nor  indeed 
can  [I  believe]  that  there  hath  been  [any]  on  the  King's 
part,  for  all  counsel  hath  been  taken  to  procure  ships, 
both  in  Ireland  and  in  England,  but  how  the  former

For 
God's  sake,  Madam,  contribute  your  interest  in  the  pro- 
curing of  a  good  one;  there  is  no  way  by  which  my

46.  Vli.  [Henry  Lord  Jermyn  to  George  Lord  Digby.]  The  221 
[Queen]  is  this  day  gone  towards  127  [Falmouth],  in- 
tending to  embark  herself  for  157  [France].  The  reason 
of  this  resolution  is  the  apprehensions  of  a  siege  here  [of 
Exeter],  of  luhich  there  hath  been  and  is  very  much  ap- 
pearance, though  no  certainty.  It  was  not  possible  for 
her  to  overcome  the  apprehensions  she  had  of  being  shut 
up,  and  therefore  exposes  herself  to  more  dangers  than 
those  she  could  have  undergone  in  this  city  in  respect  of 
her  health  and  [of]  the  sea,  if  she  should  persist  in  the 
desire  of  passing  it.  That  which  makes  me  less  mislike 
it  is  that  Dr.  Goff  has  returned  with  an  account  of 
danger  which  makes  the  suggested  journey  more  to  the 
purpose.  We  were  certainly  deceived  in  that  which  was 
imagined  concerning  the  Prince  of  Orange,  for  he  is 
enjlamed  to  that  degree,  as  supposed  tvith  the  proposition, 
and  would  not  endanger  part  for  all  the  particulars 
offered.  That  542  [Frederick  Henry,  Prince  of  Orange] 
would  have  come  to  our  terms  before  he  had  by  a  late 
treaty  excluded  himself  from  the  possibility  of  one  part 
of  it,  and  that  this  fell  out  by  our  delay,  of  which  I  have 
least  doubt  of  anybody.  [This  relates]  to  the  first  part  of 
the  proposition  that  refers  to  France.  For  the  other  by 
a  late  treaty  the  States  have  bound  themselves  up  from  a 
possibility  of  making  peace  or  war  without  the  consent 
of  France.  For  the  first  we  have  this  assurance,  that  the 
things  that  France  may  need  from  the  Prince  of  Orange 
will  all  be  put  into  our  hands  to  traffic  with  France,  and 
all  things  besides  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  can  effect  for 
us,  that  are  within  reason  and  possibility,  we  shall 
dispose  of.    If  we  can  prevail  with  France  and  Holland 
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to  receive  us  into  their  alliance  offensive  a/nd  defensive,  it 
viill  effect  all  the  several  objects  we  aim  at,  and  neither 
the  general  Diet  at  Munster,  if  that  were  to  follow,  can 
disappoint  us.  The  Prince  of  Orange  hath  observed  one 
thing  to  the  Dr.  [Goffel  that  has  been  fatal  to  us,  that 
already  he  effects  for  France  many  things  which  are  so 
useful  to  them.  His  Mcojesty  [of  England}  he  fears 
hath  been  Tnuch  behind,  but  if  before  he  [the  Prince  of 
Orange]  had  been  engaged  this  matter  had  been  on  foot, 
then  he  thinks  he  might  so  have  demeaned  himself  as  to 
have  helped  us  to  our  ends  ivith  themselves.  This  [oppor- 
tunity having]  elapsed  we  raust  look  forward,  and  may 
be  there  is  still  enough  behind  for  our  turns.  The  Prince 
of  Orange  says  he  has  been  earnestly  pressed  to  break 
with  150  [the  Emperor,],  but  he  has  hitherto  held  off ; 
that  now  he  will,  if  it  shall  serve  our  turns,  effect  that,  if 
it  lie  in  his  own  power.  To  the  other  particulars  men- 
tioned to  him  as  concerning  the  Amboyna  busiroess,  &c,, 
he  speaks  of  [them]  with  large  assumptions.  That  542

Gloucester,    tender  of  ray  duty  to  your  Lordships  you  may  please  to  receive 
this  account  of  our  present  condition  here  in  these  parts,  since  Sir 
Wm.  Waller's  departure,  at  whose  importunity  I  sent  him  from 
this  garrison  270  musketeers   and  100  from  Malmesbury,  with  an 
addition  of  a   company  of  dragoons  for  the  strengthening  of  his 
army,  but  to   the  much  weakening  of  m^•self     Col.  Minn  tliereby 
taking  occasion  together  with  Sir  John  Wiutour's  forces  on  [Dean] 
Forest  side  to  spoil  and  destroy  the  country,  as  also  Sir  Wm.  Russell 
and  the  Governor  of  Worcester  on  that  side,  it  was  with  much 
difficulty  we  could  hardly  preserve  our  neighbours  from  ruin  by 
their  hands.     This  was  rendered  the  more  difficult  by  our  garrison 
at  Gloucester  being  pestered  with  prisoners   and   having  diverse 
other  garrisons  to  look  unto.     The  King  returned  upon  Thursday 
last  into  our  bottom  with  his  whole  army  consisting  of  near  4,000 
[foot]  and  so  many  horse,  with  his  artillery  comprising   20  field 
pieces  small  and*  great.      In  the   morning  by  8  o'clock  they  faced 
Tewkesbury  with  horse  and  dragoons  in  diverse  bodies  and  diverse 
parts,  purporting  to  have  fallen  upon  it,  to  which  end  their  artillery 
was    upon    drawing   up    towards    the    town ;    but    under.standing 
that  it  was  so  well  provided  with  soldiers,  near   300  musketeers, 
whom  I  had  put  in  the  previous  night,  they  stopped  their  artillery. 
They  faced  this  town  the  wliole  day,  and  only  small  shot  passed 
till   towards    evening,  when   the   enemy   drew  off  and  retreated 
towards  Pershore  and  Eveshalme  [Evesham],  where  they  at  present 
lie,  their  horse  much  annoying  the  country  about  Tewkesbury  and 
towards  Worcester.     Of  Sir  Wm.  Waller  or  Col.  Browne  we  as  yet 
hear   nothing,  but  wish  for  their  approach,  having  not   sufficient 
strength  to  make  good  our  garrisons  as  we  ought.     We  have  only 
two  regiments  of  foot  for  keeping  and  maintaining  Gloucester  and 
Tewkesbury  garrisons  besides  four  more  small  garrisons  ;  [there  are 
besides]  only  two  newly  raised  companies  of  foot  and  my  regiment 
of  horse  not  yet  completed,  so  that  I  heartily  wish  Sir  Wm.  Waller 
would  spare  my  men  and  return  them,  and   that  if  he  haste  not 
soon  to  assist  us,  that  I  had  but  some  small  strength  to  enable  me 
to  live.      But,  my  Lords,  I  have  been  dealt  with  all  far  otherwise, 
[so]    that   still,  by  every  occasion  of  our  own   friends'  approach 
unto  us,  I  am   more  hindered   than  furthered,  to  the  great  dis- 
couragement   both   of    officers   and   soldiers.      [I   would    further 
observe]  that  our  lack   of   strength  stops  the  current  of   money 
to    satisfy    those    [troops]    we    have,    [they]    being    at    present 
in  a  posture  wholly  unable  to  march  abroad  or  to  get  in   con- 
tributions, as  I  should  have  done  if  I  had  had  strength  sufficient. 
Therefore  my  request  is  that  you  would  move  the .  Parliament  to 
consider  our  condition,  and  that  a  speedy  supply  may  be  sent  me, 
or  to  this  place,  of  a  few  horses  and  some  money,  which  by  this  time, 
if  I  had  not  been  hindered  by  Sir  Wm.  Waller's  warrants  for  money 
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for  his  army,  I  should  have  obtained,  but  now  the  enemy's  more 
confident  assaults  on  the  one  side  and  the  great  army  on  the  other 
makes  us  keep  the  closer  [so]  that  our  wants  speak  the  louder. 
I  must.be  bold  to  present  to  your  Lordships  my  opinion  concerning 
the  prosecution  of  this  wai-,  that  I  conceive  the  course  now  taken 
not  to  be  the  way  to  bring  the  same  to  so  speedy  an  end  or  issue  as 
is  to  be  desired.  For  by  this  way  of  raising  citizens  [as  soldiers],  or 
taking  in  auxiliary  forces,  the  war  must  of  necessity  either  lie  near 
them,  or  the  despatch  of  the  present  designs  must  answer  their  ex- 
pectations, else  away  they  are  gone,  being  impatient  of  delay  and 
absence  from  their  families.  It  follows  that  the  longer  they  march 
and  the  remoter  [they  are]  from  London,  the  slenderer  still  will  their 
army  grow;  and  the  more  bis  Majesty's  armies  show  themselves 
abroad  and  the  further  they  inarch  the  stronger  they  grow.  This, 
then,  I  humbly  offer  as  the  way  to  increase  the  Parliament's  armies 
and  to  weaken  the  enemy's, — that  to  all  the  chief  places  and  remote 
garrisons  popular  commanders  be  appointed,  and  supplied  with 
money  and  arms  to  recruit  in  those  pai'ts,  by  which  means  they  shall 
not  only  raise  a  competent  strength  for  themselves  but  work  the 
enemy  out  of  theirs  and  thereby  stopping  the  sources  of  his 
supplies.  My  experience  this  last  winter  has  sufficiently  grounded 
me  in  this  opinion,  for  I  am  assured  that  I  gave  entertainment  to 
1,000  of  the  King's  army,  who  came  over  to  me,  and  whom  mere 
penury  and  want  drave  again  from  me,  for  lack  of  the  8,000?. 
promised.  Had  Parliament  sent  that  money  in  any  reasonable  time, 
I  dare  say  Gloucester  would  now  he  3,000  men  stronger  and  the 
King's  army  proportionably  lessened.  I  conceive  it  needful  with  a 
strength  for  the  beginning  of  the  work  that  a  reasonable  sum  may 
be  raised  to  refresh  them,  so  that  their  first  act  be  not  a  demand  for 
means  and  maintenance  ere  they  have  done  any  service  for  procure- 
ment of  the  same,  as  I  have  proved  by  those  who  have  hitherto  been 
sent  me.  I  doubt  not  of  your  favourable  construction  of  this  my 
boldness  since  it  proceeds  from  the  opinion  of  a  soldier,  not  a  states- 
man, who  aims  at  nothing  more  than  the  furtherance  of  the  public 
good  in  all  his  services.  P.S. — Some  letters  from  his  Majesty  to  the 
Queen  have  been  intercepted  in  Wilts,  and  delivered  to  Col. 
Devereux,  now  Governor  in  Malmesbury,  who  I  understand  has  sent  ' 
them  to  the  Lord  General  Essex,  and  which  I  doubt  not  will  shortly 
reach  your  Lordships'  hands.

Sir  W.  Waller  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  The  assur- 
ance of  this  great  victory  ia  the  north  was  infinitely  welcome  to 
us ;  the  Lord  make  us  thankful  for  it,  and  may  He  in  his  good 
time  vouchsafe  to  compleat  his  own  work,  in  the  happy  re-establish- 
ment of  peace  and  truth  among  us.  The  meeting  with  Major- 
General  Browne,  which  I  thought  would  have  proved  an  addition 
of  strength  to  me,  has  very  much  weakened  me,  for  my  London 
regiments  immediately  looked  upon  his  forces  as  sent  to  relieve 
them,  and  without  waiting  for  further  orders  are  most  departed. 
Yesterday  400  out  of  one  regiment  quitted  their  colours.  While 
Browne's  men  being  mostly  trained  bands'  men  of  Essex  and  Herts, 
are  so  mutinous  and  uncommandable  that  there  is  no  hope  of  their 
stay ;  they  likewise  are  upon  their  march  home  again.  Yesterday 
they  were  like  to  have  killed  their  Major-General,  and  they  have 
hurt  him  in  the  face  ;  such  men  are  only  fit  for  a  gallows  here  and 
a  hell  hereafter.  The  enemy's  forces  lie  at  Evesham  and  plunder 
all  around  them.  They  made  an  offer  of  marching  further  to 
Shrewsbury,  but  I  suppose  this  late  success  [in  the  north]  has 
altered  their  resolutions.  I  have  been  delayed  here  to  receive  the 
dragoon  horses  to  mount  my  musketeers,  which  will  arrive  to- 
morrow, as  without  them  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  do  any 
considerable  service.  Except  I  have  a  further  supply  of  horse  and 
foot,  especially  the  latter,  I  must  resolve  to  act  upon  the  defensive, 
and  to  attempt  nothing  but  upon  extraordinary  advantage.  I  am 
confident  about  2,000  Londoners  have  run  away  from  their  colours. 
Upon  the  return  of  Capt.  Kamsey  and  my  Lieut.-Col.  with  other 
prisoners,  in  exchange  for  those  I  had  sent  to  the  Earl  of  Forth,  I 
received  a  message  from  his  Lordship,  in  his  Majesty's  name,  which 
I  thought  it  my  duty  to  communicate  to  your  Lordships.  It  was 
an  expression  of  his  Majesty's  sense  of  the  miseries  of  this  kingdom, 
with  a  signification  of  his  desire  to  have  a  peace,  and  that  if  I 
could  contribute  to  that  work  I  should  do  a  service  to  the  king- 
dom ;  hiis  Lordship  added,  that  if  1  would  act  my  part  he  would 
not  fail  to  act  his,  in  concurrence  to  this  end.  This  was  the 
substance  of  the  message  delivered  by  my  Lieut, -Col.  and  Capt. 
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Ramsay,  to  which  I  have  returned  no  answer,  neither  will  I 
presume  to  do  so  without  your  direction,  but  endeavour  to  go  on 
with  the  service  as  far  as  God  shall  enable  me.

Major- General  Eichd.  Browne  to  the  Committee  of  both  king- 
doms. I  received  yours  of  the  8th  inst.  upon  my  coming  into 
Aylesbury.  I  was  resolved  for  Greenland  House,  and  made  the 
mofe  haste  because  I  heard  the  enemy  was  before  it.  I  have  since 
heard  of  the  relief  of  it,  but  cannot  learn  the  particulars.  I  in- 
tended, however,  to  have  marched  thither  with  all  speed  had  I  not 
received  your  dir-ections  for  Boarstall  House.  I  thereupon  consulted 
with  Lieut.-Col.  Sadler  and  Capt.  Barber,  who  were  late  in  pos- 
sesion of  it,  and  they  tell  me  it  will  endure  a  long  siege  if  the  enemy 
have  but  victual  and  ammunition,  which  I  fear  they  have.  Truly 
the  regiments  of  Herts,  and  Essex  are  wearj''  of  their  service,  and  I 
have  Jaboured  through  many  difficulties  to  bring  them  hither,  but 
find  them,  to  be  of  that  spirit  that  they  will  not  be  ordered  without 
mutiny,  through  which  my  life  has  been  endangered  by  the  attempts 
of  some  of  them,  for  which  I  have  called  one  before  a  council  of 
war,  where  he  was  condemned  to  die,  yet  I  have  pardoned  him, 
hoping  thereby  to  win  the  rest.  Being  now  at  Aylesbury,  the  com- 
manders of  the  said  regiments  assure  me  that  their  soldiers  cannot, 
yea,  will  not,  march  to-morrow,  and  I  fear  not  at  all  except  home- 
ward, the  cause  of  which  I  wish  may  not  proceed  partly  from  the 
backwardness  of  some  of  the  commanders  themselves.  I  shall  there- 
fore be  forced  to  lie  still  till  the  next  day,  hoping  in  the  meantime 
to  hear  further  from  you  what  to  do  in  the  premises  ;  whether  to 
sit  down  before  Boarstall  House  with  such  foot  as  may  be  then  left 
and  my  few  horse,  Col.  Norton's  regiment  being  commanded  away 
and  gone,  or  what  else  to  do,  which  I  shall  to  the  utmost  of  my 
power  endeavour  to  effect  according  to  your  commands.  P.S. — The 
pieces  assigned  me  for  battery  being  at  Greenland  House,  as  also 
the  engineers  and  iireworks,  besides  other  necessaries  for  that 
purpose,  are  also  special  hinderances.

Sir  Wm.  Waller  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  same.  It  is  no 
little  grief  to  us  to  acquaint  you  with  our  sad  condition.  We  have 
sent  up  Col.  Holborne  to  give  you  full  information  in  any  particular 
you  shall  question.  It  was  thought  fit  not  to  engage  the  whole 
army  with  the  King's  before  we  were  joined  by  Major-General 
Browne,  for  which  purpose  we  drew  off  from  following  the  King 
according  to  your  commands  to  meet  the  Major-General,  but  the 
result  has  proved  much  contrary  to  our  expectations.  For  the  City 
forces  under  Sir  James  Harrington,  when  they  saw  the  new  forces, 
cried  out  that  their  relief  was  come,  and"  notwithstanding  they  were 
paid,  away  went  the  White  Eegiment  for  London,  and  many  men 
of  the  other  regiment  did  the  like,  besides,  those  remaining,  have 
Sir  James's  promise  to  depart  at  the  end  of  three  weeks.

This  is  the  prime  time 
of  the  year,  we  therefore  beseech  you  despatch  forces  to  us ;  we 
most  earnestly  beg  that  Col.  Norton  may  stay  but  a  little  [time] 
with  us.  We  entreat  that  the  pistols  and  saddles  may  be  hastened 
away  to  us,  and  we  desire  to  receive  your  commands.

2nd  July,  I  was  drawn  out  with  what  force  I  could  tojoin  with  Colonel 
Marrow  to  regain  Owestry,  where  having  intelligence  of  the  ap- 
proach of  the  enemy,  I  commanded  Colonel  Marrow  to  send  out  a 
party  of  horse  to  discover  their  strength,  but  expressly  forbade 
him  to  engage ;  yet  contrary  to  my  knowledge  or  direction  he  took 
with  him  the  whole  body  of  horse  and  engaged  himself  so  far  that 
he  was  routed  before  I  knew  anything  of  it.  As  soon  as  I  had 
notice  thereof  by  a  messenger  from  himself  desiring  me  to  draw 
off,  his  horse  being  wholly  routed,  I  put  myself  in  a  posture  for 
the  security  of  the  cannon,  and  drawing  them  off  the  first  man  I 
met  was  Marrow,  all  alone.  Perceiving  the  enemy  was  like  to  cut 
between  us  and  Shrewsbury,  we  drew  what  strength  we  could 
together  and  with  small  loss  made  a  retreat,  and  brought  off  our 
cannon  to  Shrewsbury,  where  we  quartered  the  remainder  of 
Marrow's  troops.  The  Thursday  following  the  enemy  advanced  to 
this  town,  Lord  Denbigh  commanding  in  chief  thinking  to  have 
surpiised  it,  out  of  confidence  of  a  good  party  he  had  in  the  town ; 
but  the  outworks  were  so  well  defended  and  Marrow  falling  out 
with  horse,  his  Lordship  was  forced  to  retire  with  some  loss,  and 
being  passed  over  Mumford  Bridge,  he  set  it  on  fire  and  retired, 
dividing  his  troops,  to  Oswestry,  where  he  tarried  not  long,  but  bor- 
rowed 1,000  men  and  with  his  own  troops  went  to  Cholmondeley, 
which  just  now  I  hear  he  hath  taken.  Marrow  is  now  returning  to  go 
about  Chirk,  to  seek  to  get  his  horse  together  again.  This  country 
is  in  a  very  bad  condition,  and  men  are  here  very  slow  in  fulfilling 
your  Highness's  commands.  Here  is  but  little  added  to  what  you 
left,  nor  was  ever  any  man  amongst  so  many  caterpillars  aa  I  am, 
and  I  see  not  any  possibility  of  amendment  in  your  absence.  I  shall 
most  humbly  desire  your  Highness  to  consider  what  good  in- 
telligence T  have,  whereby  I  am  informed  that  having  taken 
Cholmondeley  they  intend  for  Morton  Corbet,  from  thence  to 
Artley  [Artlebury]  and  so  to  us,  if  they  are  not  prevented.  If 
your  Highness  do  not  cast  an  eye  upon  the  forces  which  are  here. 
The  news  is  better  from  tbe  King's  armj'',  from  whence  we  receive 
intelligence  that  his  forces  have  brought  off  ten  pieces  of  Waller's 
ordnance  and  many  prisoners,  with  the  general  of  their  artillery.  In 
this  action  Lord  Wilmot  was  taken  prisoner,  and  by  the  same  party 
that  took  him  brought  into  the  King's  guard's  unknown  to  them 
that  brought  him,  whereby  they  became  prisoners  themselves  and 
he  was  rescued;  having  only  received  a  slight  hurt.  Sir  William 
Waller  who  commanded  [is]  reported  to  be  hurt  and  [to  have] 
retired  to  Northampton.

That  letters  be  prepared  by 
Sir  G.  Gerard,  Mr.  Pierrepont,  and  three  others  named,  or  any  two 
of  them,  to  be  sent  to  Col.  Massie,  and  to  his  officers,  concerning 
the  difference  between  them.  7.  That  the  same  sub-committee 
with  the  addition  of  Mr.  Barclay  shall  prepare  letters  according  to 
the  .notes  of  the  House  [of  Commons]  of  this  day.  8.  That  the 
Sheriffs  of  London  and  Middlesex  be  desired  to  apprehend  the 
person  of  Ralph  Hardwick  for  his  contempt  and  disobedience  to 
the  orders  of  this  Committee.

July  10.  Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  Though 
Daventry,  I  have  little  to  write,  having  yesterday,  by  CoJ.  Holborne,  repre- 
sented the  condition  of  this  army,  yet  I  cannot  but  present  my. 
most  humble  service  to  your  Lordships  to  let  you  know  that  I 
continue  here  at  Daventiy,  in  expectation  of  those  horses  promised 
out  of  this  county,  so  I  hope  to  be  enabled  to  mount  a  considerable 
party  of  musketeers.  In  this  county  and  Warwickshire  I  have 
met  with  a  general  readiness  to  assist  me,  but  at  Newport  Pagnell 
Col,  Ayliffe  and  Capt.  Middleton  have  not  expressed  those  affections 
I  expected.    The  last  flatly  refused  to  march  his  troop  with  me, 
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and  is  gone  to  Cambridge,  far  enougli  out  of  gunshot.  I  shall  not 
be  wanting  to  perform  with  zeal  the  best  service  I  can.  P.S.— The 
King  is  at  Evesham,  having  made  diverse  feints  to  march  towards 
Worcester  or  Tewkesbury,  but  always  returned  to  his  same  quarters. 
I  look  upon  the  enemy  as  in  great  distraction,  and  were  I  supplied 
with  some  foot,  in  lieu  of  those  who  basely  ran  away  from  their 
colours  to  London,  I  would  march  up  to  them,  but  till  then  I 
suppose  I  shall  do  you  the  best  service  by  temporising,  and  shall 
only  employ  horse  and  dragoons  against  the  enemy  as  I  shall  see 
advantage.  I  would  recommend  Col.  Jones's  regiment  to  your 
charity,  that  you  may  recommend  its  preservation  to  the  [Com- 
mons'] House.  There  was  an  order  for  the  payment  of  their  arrears 
by  a  rate  upon  the  country,  notwithstanding  which  there  is  nothing 
done,  and  the  regiment  is  likely  to  disband.  [Interregnum  16  E.,

July  10.  Major- Genl.  Richard  Browne  to  the  same.  Being  at  Aylesbury 
Wickham.  when  I  received  your  commands  to  march  to  Boarstall  House, 
I  determined  to  stay  there  that  day  for  the  refreshment  of  the 
wearied  soldiers,  where  also  I  received  advertisement  by  Mr.  White- 
lock  of  your  further  pleasure  that,  notwithstanding  your  former 
commands,  I  should  hasten  to  Greenland  House.  I  instantly  beat 
drums  and  began  to  march  at  4  or  5  in  the  afternoon,  and  by 
maiehing  all  night  am  got  to  Wickham,  where  I  received  yours  of 
the  9th  inst.,  with  the  enclosed  news  from  York,  for  which  I  thank 
you.  I  intended  not  to  have  made  any  stay  here,  but  I  hear  the 
enemy,  upon  our  approach,  is  withdrawn,  and  the  siege  according 
to  my  order  continued,  and  now  the  tiredness  of  the  soldiers  will 
not  let  me  be  there  before  the  morning.  I  shall  be  very  careful  in 
our  march,  as  I  am  informed  there  are  700  horse  and  500  foot 
mounted  attending  our  coming.  I  am  further  advertised  by  Col. 
Horton,  from  Mr.  Hobby,  that  the  enemy  draws  towards  Reading, 
as  it  is  thought  to  plunder  the  town,  having  warned  in  all  the 
carts  and  teams  thereabouts  to  attend  them.  I  intend  to  send  a 
party  thither,  when  I  come  to  Greenland  House,  for  the  security 
■  [of  the  town]  and  the  safety  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  Committee 
appointed  to  come  thither,. which  I  much  desire  may  be  hastened, 
and  that  some  engineers  may  also  be  sent  down  to  direct  the 
necessary  fortifications  of  the  town.  I  shall  take  along  with  me  as 
many  of  the  country  forces  as  I  can.  Horse  I  want  very  much, 
and  am  sadly  afraid  that  Capt.  Temple's  troop  will  disband  them- 
selves unless  you  take  a  speedy  course  for  their  supply  with  money. 
Truly  the  gentleman  himself  is  a  very  gallant  man  and  his  troop 
very  serviceable,  and  in  whom  I  may  confide.  I  would  desire  that 
some  constant  course  be  taken  for  his  future  pay,  with  which 
object  I  have  sent  him  with  this  letter  to  wait  on  your  honours. 
P.S. — I  have  received  fresh  intelligence  from  Greenland  House, 
that  1,000  horse  and  foot  were  yesterday  seen  to  come  forth  of 
Oxford  and  quartered  last  night  at  New  Elm,  whether  [they  were 
intended]  to  join  with  the'  party  late  at  Greenland  House  [in  order 
to  enable  them]    to  come  thither  again  or  to  [advance  against]

The  same  to  the  same.  Although  Somerset  and  Devon  show 
great  affection  to  the  Parliament  [cause]  and  [desire]  to  be  rid  of  the 
Egyptian  slavery  [they  have  endured],  yet  there  are  two  things 
which  greatly  hinder  the  aid  we  should  have  of  the  country.  The 
first  is  their  desire  to  serve  under  their  own  countrymen  and  not  be 
listed  in  my  army,  so  that  although  there  be  multitudes  of  men 
they  are  useless  until  arms  and  the  gentlemen  who  have  the  power 
over  them  be  come  down.  The  second  hinderance  is  occasioned  by 
the  enemy's  garrisons  keeping  the  countries  greatly  in  awe  botli 
for  hindering  of  contributions  and  their  rising  in  Somerset,  Bristol, 
Bridgwater,  Castle  of  Taunton,  and  Castle  of  Dunston  [Dunster]. 
For  the  prevention  of  these  inconveniences  I  have  taken  the  best 
care  I  can.  My  army  is  much  divided,  Lord  Eobarfces  being  still 
with  three  regiments  of  foot  and  two  of  horse  at  Barnstaple,  a 
regiment  of  foot  and  a  troop  of  horse  at  Weymouth,  Sir  Eobt.  Pye 
with  three  troops  of  horse  at  Taunton  to  secure  Lieut.-Col.  Blake  in 
raising  of  Col.  Popham's  regiment,  and  to  prevent  mischief  by  the 
Castle.  Sir  Eobt.  Pye  with  his  great  care  and  industry  has  reduced 
the  Castle  of  Taunton.  The  articles  of  surrender  and  inventory  of 
what  was  found  therein  are  inclosed.  It  was  so  well  provided  that 
nothing  but  their  own  panic  fears  could  have  made  us  masters  of 
that  stronghold,  which  is  of  great  concernment  to  us,  it  being  the  only 
strength  we  have  in  these  two  cos.  [Somerset  and  Devon].  As  soon 
as  the  convoy  sent  to  Lyme  [Eegis]  for  the  money  is  returned  I 
hope  we  shall  give  a  good  account  of  our  forwardness  to  serve  the 
Parliament,  and  of  our  care  to  reduce  these  parts  to  its  subjection. 
Until  of  late  that  necessity  has  pressed  the  army  for  want  of  pay,  I 
am  confident  never  people  suffered  less  by  an  army  whilst  I  could 
make  any  shift  for  their  subsistence,  but  I  must  confess  that  the 
country  has  suffered  somewhat  of  late  for  want  of  the  soldiers'  pay 
Now  that  money  is  coming  down  I  doubt  not  but  the  country  will 
find  it  rather  an  ease  than  a  burden  by  the  army.  When  the 
convoy  brought  those  few  to  Bridgwater  which  were  left,  the  com- 
mander there  sent  out  this  scandalous  relation  concerning  the  armies 
in  the  north,  by  which  you  may  see  they  have  no  way  to  keep  their 
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plundering  army  on  foot,  but  by  raising  these  lying  reports.  And 
yet  [there  is  some  truth  in]  that  part  which  concerns  Cols.  Popham 
and  Ludlow,  though  the  strength  they  are  said  to  have  was  false 
yet  the  want  was  too  true  ;  the  design  I  was  ignorant  of,  never 
having  heard  from  them  since  Waller's  brigade  and  I  parted.

July  10,  The  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  Sir  W.  Waller.  We  hear 
Derby  House,  from  Col.  Massie  [Governor  of  Gloucester]  that  the  garrisons  and 
soldiers  under  his  charge  are  much  distressed  for  want  of  pay.  He 
writes  earnestly  for  money,  but  the  excise  and  sequestrations  being 
assigned  already  there  is  no  way  to  maintain  his  forces  but  by  such 
assessments  as  he  may  levy  upon  the  county  of  Gloucester.  We 
therefore  desire  you  to  let  him  take  the  benefit  of  that  county,  and 
doubt  not  but  the  Parliament  will  provide  for  your  army  from 
hence.  Colonel  Massie  will  be  hard  [be]set,  if  the  King's  aimy  be 
near  him  and  not  yours,  we  therefore  entreat  you  to  send  back  Col. 
Massie's  foot  unless  you  advance  into  those 'parts.  We  receive 
advertisement  from  Capt.  [Walter]  Stewart  wlio  brought  up  the 
colours  taken  by  our  armies  in  their  victory,  that  Prince  Rupert  is 
likely  to  come  again  into  Lancashire,  and  that  Sir  Wm.  Brereton,  and 
Sir  John  Meldrum  are  appointed  to  come  into  that  shire  to  stop  the 
passages  whilst  other  forces  follow  him.  You  are  therefore  desired 
to  keep  good  correspondence  with  them  and  the  Earl  of  Denbigh 
for  your  mutual  security.

We  have  seriously 
considered  this  matter  as  Col.  [James]  Holborne  who  was  present 
at  the  debate  will  inform  you,  and  have  resolved  to  leave  it  to  you, 
who  are  upon  the  spot,  to  act  as  you  shall  judge  most  conducive  to 
the  public  good,  with  regard  had  for  securing  the  Earl  of  Man- 
chester's Association.  We  shall  endeavour  to  further  your  recruits, 
which  we  have  to-day  again  recommended  to  the  House  [of 
Commons].

We  desire  that  those  with 
Sir  W.  Waller  may  stay  with  him  till  his  recruits,  which  are 
hastened,  may  come  to  him,  when  they  shall  return  to  you.  Those 
[forces]  at  Aylesbury  are  both  near  to  you  and  lie  well  there  for  the 
defence  of  the  Association.

53.  Basil  Earl  of  Denbigh  to  the  Committee  for  both  kingdoms. 
I  advanced  with  these  united  forces  to  Knotsforth  [Knutsford]  in 
prosecution  of  your  commands  to  me  for  Lancashire,  and  being 
[there  was  surprised]  with  the-news  of  Colonel  Marrow's  [besieging 
Osjwaldstre  [Oswestry]  with  2,000  foot  and  600  horse,  men 
tumultuously  gathered  together  besides  some  small  forces  taken 
out  of  garrisons,  to  take  advantage  of  the  absence  of  ours.  Upon 
mature  deliberation  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  War,  I 
desired  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  to  take  his  own  horse  and  the 
Cheshire  foot  and  join  with  the  foot  in  Wem  to  raise  the  siege. 
At  the  same  time  I  went  to  Manchester  to  advise  with  Sir  John 
Meldrum  about  the  affairs  of  those  parts,  and  finding  it  unsafe  for 
me  to  pass  into  Yorkshire  whilst  mj'  own  Association  lay  under  so 
great  a  danger,  and  that  my  instructions  had  not  such  a  latitude, 
and  unwilling  to  give  the  enemy  the  opportunity  of  I'aising  a 
considerable  body  in  Wales  and  Shropshire,  which  they  were  en- 
deavouring to  do,  as  by  sad  experience  in  Lancashire  they  were 
suffered  to  perfect  their  levies  there,  I  assigned  to  Sir  John 
Meldrum  the  nine  troops  of  Nottingham  and  Derby,  in  all  500 
horse,  to  join  with  Sir  W.  Brereton's  horse,  and  the  horse  and  foot 
of  Lancashire,  to  give  their  assistance  [to  the  army]  before  York ; 
and  with  my  own  regiment  of  horse  and  the  Staffordshire  horse 
and  [foot  I]  marched  back  towards  Oswaldstre  and  sent  to  [Sir] 
Thomas  Middleton  to  accLuaint  him  with  my  [design]  of  joining 
with  him  ;  but  he  finding  his  opportunity  [sooner]  thought  not  fit 
to  stay  for  me,  and  the  day  before  I  came  to  Oswaldstre  had  the 
good  success  to  raise  the  siege.  For  particulars  of  that  action  I 
refer  you  to  his  relation,  and  only  add  that  my  regiment  of  foot 
seconded  by  Sir  Thomas  Middleton's  horse  and  foot  beat  back  the 
enemy  to  Oswaldstre  three  miles,  and  a  little  beyond  that  town  till 
the  Cheshire  foot  took  their  places,  and  followed  up  the  execution  ; 
and  if  I  could  have  advanced  in  a  coiivenient  time,  or  the  action  had 
been  deferred  till  our  forces  had  united— which  the  Council  of  War 
inclined  unto,  and  the  attempt  had  been  put  off  if  the  letters  sent 
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to  advertise  my  approach  had  not  been  concealed — the  victory  had 
been  more  complete,  and  in  all  probability  we  had  been  masters  of 
their  cannon  and  best  men,  -which  belonged  to  the  garrisons  of 
Shrewsbury  and  adjacent  parts ;   which  would  have  placed  us  in 
fair  hopes  of  gaining  these  parts  of  the  kingdom.     Upon  my  arrival 
at  Oswesti-y,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  War,  I  ordered  our 
march  the  same  day  towards  Shrewsbury,  as  well  to  pursue  and 
take  them  unprovided  after  their  rout  the  day  before,  as  in  hope 
of  drawing  in  the  coimtry  and  giving  opportunity  to  a  party  in 
Shrewsbury,  which  the  Committee  at  Wem  had  often  assured  me 
would   upon    any   advantage    declare   themselves   in   our  favour. 
Thursday,  the  4th  instant,  I  appointed  a  rendezvous  for  all  our  forces 
upon  Knockin  lieath ;    thence  we  advanced   to  Montford  Bridge 
upon  the  Severn,  where  the  enemy  had  made  a  drawbridge  and 
placed  about  40  musketeers  with  some  horse  for  a  guard.     We 
gained  the  bridge  with  little  dispute,  and  the  horse  passed  the  ford 
close  by.      Their  foot  was  pursued  with   great  vigour,  and  their 
horse  was  followed  within  a  mile  and  a  half  of  Shrewsbury,  where 
we  took  Major  [John]   Fisher  in  his  quarters,  major  to  Colonel 
Egerton,  with  some  troopers.     But  being  in  apprehension  of  some 
ambush  I  caused  a  retreat  to  be  sounded  and  drew  up  the  horse 
upon  a  heath  within  a  mile  of  the  town.     By  the  time  the  rear 
came  up  we  had .  intelligence  that  Marrow  was  issued  out  of  the 
town  with  his  horse  and  had  lined  all.  the  edges  betwixt  that  heath 
and  Shrewsbury  with  musketeers.      Immediately  I  ordered   the 
horse  and  foot  to  give  on,  who  killed  some,  and  drove  the  rest 
within  the  gates  of  the  town,  and  my  troop  which  led  the  van 
took  Major  Manley,  major  to  Lord  Byron  and  Governor  of  Bangor, 
within  little  more  than  pistol  shot  of  their  works.     We  took  that 
day  other  officers  and  20  troopers  and  soldiers.     Colonel  Marrow 
was  far  engaged  and  had  been  taken  but  for  the  swiftness  of  his 
horse.     Upon  facing  the  town  and  viewing  the  strength  of  their 
works,  from  whence  it  did  appear  they  did  not  want  men  by  their 
shooting  100  muskets  in  a  volley  several  times,  and  our  forces  no 
way  proportionable  in  number  to  the  greatness  of  the  design,  I 
held  it  unsafe  to  engage  in  a  siege,  and  so  drew  off  back  to  the    . 
heath,  where  we  quartered  that  night;  but  with  much  difficulty 
brought  off  the  Cheshire  foot,  who  could  by  no  order  be  withdrawn 
from  firing  against  the  town.     That  evening  one  foot  colours  was 
brought  me  from  a  house  near  Montford  Bridge.     Next  day  we 
marched  to  Wem,  where,  upon  receipt  of  your  instructions,  which 
gave  me  the  liberty  I  formerly  desired,  I  pressed  the  returning  to 
the   assistance   of  the   armies   in  Yorkshire,  reports    being  then 
doubtful  concerning  the  late  great  victory  in  those  parts.     Sir  Thos. 
Middleton,  though  desirous   to  employ  his  forces   in  Wales,  was, 
notwithstanding,  persuaded  to  join  me  in  pursuance  of  your  orders. 
Describes  the  siege,  storming,  and  capture  of  Cholmondeley  House 
on  his  way  to  Yorkshire.     We  took  in  the  house  the  Governor,  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel  Horton  (who   but   two   hours   before  returned  a 
scornful  answer  to  the  summons  I  sent   that  he  would  begin  to 
parley  a  month  after),  with  65  prisoners,  their  arms  and  two  barrels 
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of  powder,  one  foot  colours,  great  store  of   provisions  and  about 
20  horses,  some  of  great  value.     The  house  is  surrounded  with  a 
large  deep  moat,  and  with  small  addition  may  be  rendered  very- 
considerable  and  of  great  strength.     Upon  my  retiring  into  a  con- 
venient place  whither  I  had  called  a  Council  of  War,  before  we 
■were  assembled,  both'  horse,  foot,  and  train  of  artillery  marched 
away  without  order,  and  I  [was]  forced  to  follow  after  to  Nant- 
wich.     This  may  give  your  Lordships  some  testimony  both  of  the 
danger  and  trouble  incident  to  those  who  command  forces  of  several 
qualities  and  dependencies  ;  and  unless  you  be  pleased  to 'right  ir.e 
in  my  power  that  I  may  raise  forces  to  make  me  more  considerable 
to  those  who  are  appointed  to  join  with  me  and  are  in  no  other 
relation  to  mc  than  upon  the  occasion   of  some  special  service,  I 
shall  not  only  be  disabled  from  doing  your  Lordships  service  when 
by  the  computation  of  forces  assigned  me  much  may  be  expected 
from  us,  but  even  those  forces  by  such  disorder  and  variety  of 
commands  will  be  subject  to  dishonour  and  ruin.     I  had  appointed 
Knotsforth    [Knutsford]   for  a  rendezvous  to  all  our  forces,  but 
receiving  the  enclosed  from  Sir  W.  Brereton,  wherein  I  am  advised 
by   the   Generals   before    York    to    hold    intelligence  with  Sir  W. 
Waller,  with  intimation  of  their  sending  5,000  horse  under  Major- 
General  Cromwell  to  disperse  the  remainder  of  Prince  Rupert's 
forces,  and  Sir  Thomas  Middleton  lying  under  no  command  to  join 
me  against  the  King's  army,  and  now  conceiving  himself  free,  is 
loth  to  lose  the  opportunity  of  entering  Wales  and  settling  himself 
there  in  some  place   of  advantage,  which   Sir  T.  Middleton,  who 
hath  great  interest   in   the  Cheshire  gentlemen,  doth  press  very 
much  ;  and  the  Staffordshire  Committee  declaring  their  want  of 
foot  to  defend  Stafford  upon  the  approach  of  the  King's  army  ;  my 
regiment  of  horse  very  much  discontented,  as   will  appear  by  the 
enclosed  petition  of  some  of  the  chief  commanders,  in  the  name 
of  the  rest ;   all  these  considerations  necessitate  me  to  retire  to 
Stafford,  as  being  of  no  use  here,  and  I  intend  to  remain  there  as 
long  as  I  find  myself  useful  to  the  service  of  the  kingdom  and  of 
that  Association  or  any  way  capable  of  performing  your  commands  ; 
but  when  I  shall  find  myself  destitute  of  forces   I   must  repair  to 
your  Lordships  to  be  enabled  for   that  service  you  have  further 
engaged  me  in,  by  setting  a  value  and  esteem  upon  those  actions  it 
hath  pleased  God  to  bless  me  in.     P.S. —  I  would  willingly  have 
omitted  giving  you  account  of  the  loss  of  Major  Pinkeney,  major  to 
Colonel  Rudgeley,  in  the  taking  of  Cholmondeley  House.     He  was 
a  gallant  gentleman  and  a  good  soldier,  but  hazarded  himself  on 
this  occasion  beyond  my  order.

Ordinance  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  explanation  of  a 
former  ordinance  for  the  taking  and  receiving  of  the  accounts  by 
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the  Committee  for  the  Accounts  of  the  kingdom.  Whereas  the 
sub-committees  to  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  named  in  the 
previous  ordinance  in  any  county,  city,  or  place  have  the  same 
powers  given  them  within  their  several  limits  as  the  central  Com  • 
mittee  has,  and  are  not  appointed  to  receive  any  directions  from  or 
to  return  any  accounts  which  may  prove  inconvenient  and  hinder 
the  action  of  this  Committee  ;  it  is  herebj'  ordered  that  this  Com- 
mittee shall  have  power  to  determine  the  accounts  and  to  give 
discharges  in  writing,  keeping  the  vouchers,  and  that  the  sub- 
committees shall  pursue  such  directions  as  they  shall  receive  from 
this  Committee ;  and  because  a  true  account  cannot  be  taken  of 
the  money  paid  to-  the  armies,  officers,  and  soldiers  in  garrisons, 
cities,  and  counties,  except  exact  musters  be  duly  made  and  kept

Major-General'  Richard  Browne  to  the  Committee  of  both 
kingdoms.  I  desire  to  give  you  an  account  of  my  proceedings 
since  my  last  from  Wickham.  On  Thursday  the  11th  inst.  I 
marched'  thence  towards  Greenland  House,  and  drawing  up  my 
main  body  fticed  the  house,  firing  a  few  shots  with  our  gun,  which 
did  good  execution.  Towards  night  I  marched  to  Henley  for  our 
refreshment,  and  the  enemy  shortly  after  our  coming  thither  beat 
a  parley,  which  I  accepted.  The  Governor  of  Greenland  House 
thereupon  sent  Lieut.-Col.  Palmer  and  Capt.  Bradley  with  their 
demands  in  writing,  but  as  he  gave  them  no  power  to  conclude  I 
returned  tliem  till  they  had  such  authority  under  the  Governor's 
hand.  Terms  demanded.  The  envoys  being  at  length  enabled  for 
the  business,  I  considered  the  much  feared  distress  of  the  gentlemen 
lying  before  Basing  House,  the  advantage  we  may  make  by  a 
speedy  going  lo  Boarstall  House  or  by  fortifying  Reading,  which 
our  lying  before  Greenland  House,  so  strongly  fortified  as  it  is, 
must  necessarily  impede.  At  length  I  agreed,  by  advice  of  a 
Council  of  War,  that  the  garrison  should  march  away,  the  officers 
with  their  horses  and  swords,  the  soldiers  with  their  arms  and 
colours,  leaving  all  their  ordnance,  five  pieces,  ammunition,  &c., 
for  the  service  of  the  State,  allowing  them  a  convoy  of  horse  for 
their  guard  towards  the  garrison  of  Wallingford.  I  shall  be  pre- 
sently possessed  of  the  house,  and  desire  your  direction  whether  I 
shall  demolish  it  or  leave  it  standing,  and  what  course  I  shall  now 
steer.  P.S.  —The  Committee  of  St.  Albans  send  me  word  that  they 
can  no  longer  pay  their  regiments  and  desire  they  may  be  sent 
home,  at  least  one  regiment,  and  bid  me  to  take  care  for  the  pay- 
ment of  tlie  other.  Since  the  taking  of  Greenland  House,  I  under- 
stand the  Herts,  and  Essex  men  will  not  stay  any  longer  with  me. 
I  desire  your  advice  what  to  do  in  the  premises,  however,  [there 
shall  be]  no  want  of  my  endeavours  to  stay  them.  [Interregnum

Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  same.  I  have  received  your  two  letters 
of  the  1 0th  inst.  Concerning  Col.  Massie  I  shall  not  willingly  do 
anything  to  the  prejudice  of  him  or  his  garrisons.  All  I  did,  upon 
the  taking  in  of  Sudeley,  was  to  lay  a  month's  contribution  upon 
Kiftsgate  division  [of  co.  Gloucester]  after  the  rate  they  were 
assessed  by  his  Majesty,  which  came  tu  about  2,000^.  This  division 
was  by  that  service  reduced  under  the  power  of  the  Parliament  and 
had  never  formerly  paid  one  penny  to  it,  being  the  richest  part  of 
that  county  and  totally  malignant.  I  humbly  suppose,  if  1  had 
laid  a  double  rate,  they  n)ight  well  have  borne  it,  and  Col.  Massie 
mio-ht  rather  have  thanked  me  for  fieeing  so  great  a  portion  of  that 
cormty,  than  have  grudged  m«  the  raising  of  a  little  money,  which 
would  never  have  come  into  his  purse  and  which  has  been  all 
expended  for  the  public  service  ;  of  that  2,000^.  I  received  little 
above  400?.  The  Col.,  by  his  warrants,  couutermanded  the  payment 
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thereof,  and  styling  himself  Commander-in-Chief  of  that  county, 
iorbade  all  to  receive  any  orders  but  from  himself,  the  Lord  General 
[Essex],  or  the  [Commons']   House.     I  humbly  conceive  my  com- 
mission of  Major-General  over  that  county,  as  well  as  some  others, 
3s  still  m  force,  and  that  he  [Massie]  cannot  justify  that  carriage 
towards  me.     But  I  hope  I  shall  at  all  times'  rather  deny  myself 
than  prejudice  your  Lordships'    service.     That  little  force  I"  had 
from  him,  which  was  not  half  of  what  was  promised,  I  shall  very 
wilhngly  remand  to  him  again,  so  soon  as  I  have  opportunity  to 
send  them  with  safety.     I  should  with  the  same  readiness  dismiss 
Col.  Norton  and  his  three  troops  so  soon  as  he  has  his  orders.     I 
shall  do  my  best  to  secure  this  Association,  and,  as  far  as  1  can  in 
this  weak  condition,  to  perform  some  service  upon  the  enemy,  but 
I  humbly  desire  the  recruit[ing]  may  be  hastened.     This  day  I 
received  a  letter  from  the  Generals  before  York,  signifying  their 
happy  success  and  desiring  me  to  attend  his  Majesty's  movements 
as  near  as  I  can,  with  promise  of  assistance  from  them  if  he  march 
northward  and  I  follow  him.     I  shall  not  fail  to  keep  the  best 
mtelhgence  I   can  with    the  Earl   of  Denbigh,  who  has,  quitted 
Shrewsbury  and  is  marched  towards  Cholmondeley  House     \Ibid., 
i^p.  111,112.

July  11.         Eobert  Earl  of  Warwick  to  the  same.     That  I  might  the  better 
Torbay.       secure   Dartmouth   and   Topsham,  on  Monday  last   I  came  into 
Torbay.     I  have  despatched  my  Vice-Admiral  to  Falmouth,  where 
I  am  informed  the  Queen  [of  England]  has  diverse  ships  in  readi- 
ness to  transport  her  into  France,  if  not  prevented ;  he  has  three 
good  ships  with  him,  and  if  there  be  occasion  [for  action]  you  may 
expect  a  very  faithful  account  of  that  service.     The  money  which 
came  for  the  army  I  sent  from  hence  to  Lyme  Eegis,  according  to 
the  Lord    General  [Essex's]  desire,  and  I  hope  it  is  before  now  in 
safety  fit  the  army.     Dartmouth  still  stands   out,  but  many  of  the 
inhabitants  have  this  week  fled  to  the  ships  for  refuge,  that  they 
might  decline  an  oath  which  the  Governor  there  endeavours  to 
obtrude  upon  them,  and  are  since  sent  to  Plyjnouth,  where  they 
desire  to  list  themselves  in  the  Parliament's  service.     That  and  the 
other  ports  yet  in  hostility  have  ships  constantly  plying  before 
them,  whereby  some  vessels  have  been  long  detained  in  harbour, 
watching  opportunities  of  escape.     Yesterday  two  French  merchants 
having  vessels  at  Dartmouth  desired  my  leave  to  go  lorth,  they 
belonging  to  Morlaix  and  St.  Malo,  but  themselves  admitting  that 
tliey  were  invited  to  trade  by  the  King's  proclamation,  and  being 
informed  that  one  of  them  had  remained  there  some  time  purposely 
to  colour  goods  as  Frenchmen's,  though  belonging  to  subjects  of  this 
kingdom,  and  considering  the  Parliament's  command  expressed  in 
the  ordinance  of  30  November  last,  I  refused  to  give  way  to  their 
desire,  though  they  urged  my  refusal  [to]  be  a  sufficient  cause  to 
stay  our  merchants'  goods  in  France.     If  ynu  should  see  reason  to 
give  other  order,  I  shall  cheerfully  conform  my  obedience  thereunto. 
I  have  received  notice  of  some  charges  against  Capt.  Swanley,  who 
came  lately  from  the  service  of  Ireland,  and  is  shortly  to  go  again, 
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I  also  find  him  cleared  of  those  charges  by  the  votes  and  opinions  of 
the  Committee  of  the  Navy,  wherein  I  rest  satisfied,  and  shall 
return  him  to  his  former  charge  as  Admiral  of  Ireland,  unless  you 
should  order  to  the  contrary,  he  having  done  very  good  service  in 
those  parts.

All  the  three  regiments  of  this 
county  are  in  actual  service  out  of  the  county,  the  payment  whereof 
amounteth  each  week  to  above  1,000Z.  The  commanders  and 
soldiers  daily  Eolicit  us  for  money ;  we  accordingly  send  out  war- 
rants for  levying  thereof,  but  money  not  coming  in  proportionably 
to  our  disbui'sements.  We  have  been  ■  constrained,  to  prevent  the 
disbanding  of  our  soldiers,  to  borrow  some  hundreds  of  pounds 
upon  our  own  credit,  to  provide  ainmunition  and  pay  our  soldiers, 
as  also  to  send  letters  to  divers  able  persons  to  borrow  money  of 
them,  engaging  ourselves  for  repayment  when  it  is  collected,  which 
for  a  time  did  bring  in  some  quantities  of  money  to  supply  our 
occasions.  But  since  the  publishing  of  the  late  ordinance,  5  July, 
which  seems  to  transfer  the  power  of  the  militia  from  the  Com- 
mittee to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  deputy  lieutenants,  little  or 
no  money  upon  the  said  letters  or  other  taxes  is  brought  in,  either 
to  pay  our  regiments  or  to  make  repayment  of  what  we  have 
borrowed  ;  but  the  ill-affected  assemble  in  great  numbers, 
triumphing  in  the  new  ordinance,  and  vilifying  the  Committee 
and  commanders— men  who  will  willingly  sacritice  their  lives  for 
defence  of  the  Parliament — by  us'  emploj'ed.

malignant.    The  enemy  had  the  impudence  to  make  triumphs  in  all 
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their  quarters,  especially  at  Exeter,  and  give  out  that  the  triumph 
"which  I  made  here  was  only  to  deceive  the  country,  whereupon  I 
sent  them  the  information  which  came  from  his  Excellency  the  Earl 
of  Leven  and  the  other  commanders-in-chief  there,  with  this  offer  to 
Sir  John  Berkeley  and  the  rest  of  the  Council  of  War  at  Exeter,  that 
if  their  news  proved  true  of  the  routing  of  our  forces  on  the  2nd 
present,  I  would  pass  my  Word  of  honour  to  deliver  up  Weymouth 
and  Melcomb  Regis  into  their  hands,  so  that  the  Royalist  com- 
manders in  the  west  would  engage,  if  it  proved  true  that  Prince 
Rupert  was  routed  on  that  day,  they  would  deliver  into  my  hands, 
for  the  Parliament's  use,  Exeter.  This  I  sent  yesterday,  being  our 
public  day  of  thanksgiving,  by  a  trumpeter,  who  is  not  yet  returned. 
I  did  this,  being  unwilling  to  let  that  false  report  be  spread  in  these 
parts,  knowing  that  they  have  no  other  way  to  keep  up  the  courage 
of  their  party.  The  20,000Z.  is  come  safe  to  the  arm)'.  If  you  care 
to  ])rovide  for  the  continuous  pay  of  the  army  I  doubt  not  but  to 
give  a  very  good  account  both  of  our  actions  against  the  enemy  and 
civility  towards  our  friends,  which  otherwise,  let  the  officers  take 
what  care  they  can,  [cannot  be  performed,  as]  the  soldiers  cannot  be 
kept  from  plundering.  Necessity  has  compelled  us  to  stay  a  longer 
time  here  than  we  intended,  as  well  by  reason  of  the  extremity  the 
soldiers  were  in  for  want  of  pay  after  their  long  and  continual 
marches,  the  divided  condition  of  my  army  for  protection  of  the 
country,  and  the  expectation  of  the  coming  down  of  the  gentlemen 
to  assure  those  counties  by  raising  of  forces  while  I  was  in  other 
parts.  For  whilst  1  am  marching  further  up  into  Devonshire,  Sir 
Ralph  Hopton  would  be  at  liberty  to  raise  forces  in  Somerset  and 
Dorset,  but  if  any  of  the  Somersetshire  gentlemen  would  come 
down  [here]  I  am  confident  that  country  would  quickly  show  their 
affections  to  the  Parliament.  Whereas  information  was  given  [me] 
that  upon  the  relief  of  Lyme  Regis  there  would  be  1,000  or  1,200 
men  to  join  with  this  army,  the  regiments  of  Cols.  Popham  and 
Weare  were  not  above  200  in  all.  I  find  the  counties  generally 
willing,  but  their  hinderance  is  want  of  arms.  Upon  the  hanging 
of  Captain  Howard  taken  at  Barnstaple,  formerly  employed  under 
Capt.  Pym  (who  had  a  troop  in  the  west  country),  who  being  a 
lieutenant  ran  away  v/ith  20  hoi'se  at  one  time,  they  also  hanged 
Oapt.  Turpin  on  Saturday  last,  [he  was]  a  sea  captain  taken  in 
seeking  to  relieve  Exeter,  and  since  condemned  by  Justice  Heath  by 
oyer  and  terminer,  but  had  been  kept  a  prisoner  ever  since,  and  at 
my  being  here  they  sent  to  exchange  him  for  Sergeant-Major  WilH.s, 
which  exchange  was  so  unreasonable  that  I  refused  it,  not  thinking 
they  had  been  so  bloody  minded  as  to  execute  a  man  in  cold  blood 
who  had  been  so  long  condemned.  I  am  informed  this  was  by 
Prince  Maurice's  command,  but  if  I  have  time  I  will  make  them 
repent  it.  If  you  would  take  it  into  your  care  to  have  Col. 
Wemys  speedily  exchanged,  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  Sir 
W.  Waller's  army,  otherwise  his  train  of  artillery  may  be  in  somo 
disorder ;  besides,  I  am  informed  that  when  brought  to  the  King 
he  told  him  as  yet  he  had  not  disposed  of  his  place,  which  makes 
me  believe  that  no  art  will  be  left  untried  to  win  him  over  to  the 
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enemy,  and  though  I  hope  his  own  honour  -will  preserve  him,  yet  a 
man  of  his  abilities  is  not  to  be  lost.  To  end,  where  I  began,  with 
the  victory  in  the  north,  it  is  not  one  of  the  least  comforts  that  this 
blessing  befell  us  where  the  forces  of  the  two  kingdoms  were  united 
together  [in  battle].  P.S. — The  garrison  at  Wareham  were  very 
forward,  and  marched  very  far  into  the  country  both  wibh  horse 
and  foot,  but  the  Governor  of  Weymouth  fell  upon  them  after  they 
had  come  to  the  turnpikes  of  Dorchester,  killed  and  took  about  160, 
and  is  now  gone  before  Wareham,  but  I  have  advised  Mm  in  seeking 
to  take  that  place  he  should  not  neglect  the  care  of  Weymouth.

Bv  my  last  I  advertised  you  that  I  had  sent  my  Vice -Admiral  to 
Falmouth  to  attend  the  Queen's  coming  out  from  thence,  the  issue 
whereof  will  be  represented  to  you  in  my  Vice-Admiral's  own 
relation,  a  copy  whereof  I  enclose.  By  this  narration  it  will 
appear  that  on  Sunday  last  the  Queen  with  the  assistance  of  ten 
ships  and  vessels  made  her  escape.  I  am  sorry  I  cannot  give 
another  account  of  this  service.  But  if  the  numbers  of  ships  in 
these  parts  be  considered,  and  the  manner  of  dispersing  them,  I 
suppose  it  will  be  easily  admitted  that  I  have  done  my  duty, 
having  here  at  that  time  only  eight  ships,  whereof  the  "  Refor- 
mation," "  Paramour,"  and  "  Warwick,"  being  three  of  our  best , 
sailers,  were  sent  to  Falmouth  ;  the  "  Dreadnaught "  and  "  Mary 
Rose,"  being  but  heavy  ships,  were  employed  to  look  after  Dart- 
mouth, and  not  without  some  fruit,  they  seizing  on  two  French 
vessels  thence  bound  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  last ;  the  "  Pro- 
vidence," sent  to  attend  Salcombe,  where  were  some  frigates  of  the 
enemy's  ready  to  act  mischief  if  not  prevented ;  the  "  Hind,"  and 
with  her  a  small  vessel  the  "  Nichodemus,"  plying  at  Topsham ;  and 
my  own  ship,  left  alone  in  Torbay,  the  better  to  assist  these 
several  services  and  the  army  as  occasion  should  require.  So  that 
if  the  want  of  shipping  has  disappointed  that  service  at  Falmouth, 
or  disabled  me  to  act  some  of  the  things  hereabouts,  which  might 
have  been  of  very  great  import,  I  may  with  some  sad  thoughts  call 
to  mind  the  staying  of  the  "  St.  Andrew,"  "  Mary,"  "  Unicorn,"  and 
"  Convertive,"  after  I  had  set  forth  the  number  of  guards  that

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without  the  addition  of  those  four  ships  the  said  several  guards 
could  not  be  secured.  I  humbly  desire  your  Lordships  that  these 
particulars  may  be  communicated  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament.  I 
suppose  that  with  the  vessels  now  escaped  some  design  will  be 
undertaken  for  relieving  Guernsey  Castle,  which  I  will  do  my  best 
to  prevent,  though  I  fear  the  want  of  ammunition  often  desired  for 
the  Parliament's  forces  there  will,  in  case  of  any  such  attempt, 
prove  very  prejudicial.  My  Vice-Admiral  brought  in  this  day  the 
"  Golden  Sun,"  belonging  to  the  King  of  Denmarkj  lately  returnpd 
from  the  East  Indies,  laden  with  pepper  and  sugar.

This  being  the  Day  of  Thanksgiving  the  Committee  of  both 
kingdoms  did  not  sit.     [Interregnum  7  E.,  p.  129.] 

The  Lord  General  [Essex]  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 
Lord  Robartes  returned  from  Barnstaple  yesternight,  and -we  were 
resolved  to  have  marched  "this  day  towards  Prince  Maurice,  and  so 
westward,  but  upon  notice  of  the  King's  arrival  at  Bath  a  Council 
of  War  was  called  to  debate  whether  we  should  continue  in  our 
former  resolutions  or  turn  back  ,nnd  mai»ch  towards  the  King.  We 
have  taken  resolution  to  continue  our  former  purposes,  having  had 
several  messages  from  Plyinouth  of  the  great  distress  they  are 
likely  to  be  in,  if  not  suddenly  relieved  '(being  iu  great  want  of 
money  to  pay  their  soldiers  and  forage  for  their  horses,  which  are 
prevented  by  the  enemy  from  goihg  abroad),  and  hoping  that  Sir 
Wm.  Waller  with  his  army  and  additional  forces  will  take  care  of 
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the  King's  army.  If  I  returned  all  these  parts  would  have  turned 
against  us.  Now  these  armies  are  all  in  these  parts  little  con- 
tribution can  be  expected,  therefore  I  hope  you  will  take  care  for 
the  present  pay  of  the  army,  that  it  may  be  able  to  subsist,  other- 
wise we  shall  be  brought  into  present  extremities.  I  hope  there 
will  be  nothing  left  undone  by  us  that  may  give  real  testimony  of 
our  true  hearts  and  readiness  to  adventure  our  lives  in  the  service 
of  the  Parliament.  Enclosed  I  send  a  letter  received  from  the  Earl 
of  Forth,  with  a  paper  and  my  answer  to  it.  P.S. — By  my  going 
westward  the  passage  will  be  straitened  for  expresses,  whereby  I 
shall  not  be  able  to  send  to  you  so  often  as  I  would.

July  18.  The  Earls  of  Leven,  Lindsay,  and  Manchester,  Ferdinando  Lord 
York.  Fairfax,  and  Eobert  Goodwin  to  the  same.  By  our  last  [letter 
sent]  with  Col.  Russell  and  Capt.  Stewai-t  [see  July  5],  we  ac- 
quainted you  with  the  great  victory  it  pleased  God  to  bless  our 
endeavours  with  against  Prince  Rupert  and  the  Marquis  of  New- 
castle's armies.  This  is  to  acquaint  you  that  the  city  of  York  is 
now  reduced  to  the  obedience  of  the  King  and  Parliament,  and  was 
upon  the  16th  inst.  surrendered  to  us  by  treaty  ;  a  copy  of  the 
conditions  you  shall  herewith  receive,  unto  which  we  were  moved 
to  condescend,  not  out  of  any  diffidence  of  our  own  power  through 
God's  assistance  by  storm  to  have  gained  it,  but  out  of  our  earnest 
care  to  preserve  a  city  so  considerable,  and  to  avoid  the  effusion  of 
Christian  blood,  foreseeing  that  the  effects  of  a  forcible  assault  could 
be  no  other  than  the  destruction  of  the  city  of  York  and  the  ruin  of 
the  innocent  with  the  guilty  in  it.  The  Marquis  of  Newcastle's 
army  being  now  red  uced  to  nothing  and  Prince  Rupert's  forces  being 
much  weakened,  we  conceive  this  county  [of  York]  to  be  in  such 
a  condition  as  being  well  managed  and  provided  for,  the  affairs  of 
the  kingdom  may  receive  a  great  advantage  thereby.  This  makes 
us  seriously  desire,  and  puts  us  in  good  hope,  that  as  we  have 
resolved  to  decline  no  hazard  or  difficulties  which  we  may  meet 
with  in  pursuance  of  our  solemn  covenant  M'hich  we  have  made 
with  God  and  among  ourselves,  so  the  honourable  Houses  of 
Parliament  will  take  the  building  of  the  House  of  God  and  settle- 
ment of  church  government  into  their  chiefest  thoughts,  and 
against  all  the  obstructions  cast  in  the  way,  bestow  their  greatest 
care  and  industry  thereupon  until  it  shall  please  God  to  perfect 
that  work,  so  much  desired  by  all  good  men.  This  will  not  fail  to 
draw  a  blessing  from  Heaven  upon  all  their  and  our  endeavours, 
and  prove  a  great  encouragement  to  us  cheerfully  to  hazard  our 
lives  and  all  that  is  dearest  unto  us  in  this  war,  which  we  have 
undertaken  for  that  end,  and  the  procuring  of  a  settled  peace  unto 
the  kingdoms,  for  which  no  success  whatsoever  .shall  in  the  least 
measure  alter  our  earnest  and  unchangeable  desires,  but  shall  rather 
confirm  them  in  us  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work.  And  as  the 
Parliament  has,  on  all  occasions  been  ready  to  testify  their  vvilling- 
ness  to  use  their  utmost  endeavours  for  the  same,  so  we  are  confident 
they  will  at  this  time  take  occasion  to  renew  them  ;  whereby  they 
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will  clearly  evidence  to  the  world  that  no  fear  or  success,  but  love 
of  truth  and  peace,  has  actuated  all  their  designs  and  purposes,  and 
that  these  only  are  the  measure  of  their  and  our  wishes.  But  it  is 
no  ways  our  intention,  by  recommending  thoughts  of  peace  unto 
them,  that  they  should  "in  the  least  measure  lessen  but  rather 
quicken  their  endeavours  in  carrying  on  of  the  war,  which  we 
conceive  a  very  effectual  means  for  peace,  and  are  resolved  to 
dispose  of  ourselves  and  forces  accordingly.  The  full  representation 
of  our  opinions  anent  the  particulars  afoi-esaid  we  have  thought 
fitting  to  remit  to  the  sufficiency  of  these  gentlemen.

Some 
troops  of  our  horse  drawing  up  about  the  house  to  lay  the  passages, 
till  the  foot  came  up,  one  of  our  horsemen  rode  up  to  the  gate  and 
called  to  speak  with  the  Captain,  who  very  [un]  wisely  came  out  upon 
the  soldier's  bare  word,  and  he  very  fairly,  when  the  Captain  would 
.have  returned,  disarmed  him,  and  .took  him  prisoner.  Those 
within,  so  soon  as  I  came,  upon  assurance  of  quarter  from  me, 
yielded  themselves  prisoners.  I  am  now  come  to  Abingdon,  in 
expectation  of  your  commands,  which  I  desire  to  receive  speedily, 
so  that  I  may  not  lie  here  doing  nothing,  to  the  prejudice  of  your 
service  and  my  own  disreputation.  I.  find  Oxford  much  stronger 
fortified  than  it  was  when  I  was  here  last ;  the  new  works  being 
finished,  and  the  whole  north  side  pallisadoed,  so  that  contrary  to 
my  expectation  there  was  no  way  left  to  take  it,  but  by  approach 
or  blocking  up,  either  at  a  near  distance  entrenching  about  it,  or  in 
a  more  remote  way  by  taking  in  the  garrisons  about  it.  The  place 
is  not  difficult  to  be  taken  any  of  these  ways.  I  have  planted 
myself  here  as  in  the  best  situation  to  receive  such  additional 
forces  as  you  shall  think  fit  to  send  me,  witliout  which  supply  it 
will  be  impossible  for  me  to  attempt  any  considerable  thing.  This 
morning  the  Coventry  and  Warwick  forces  desired  to  be  dismissed, 
but  I  persuaded  them  to  stay  for  a  few  days,  in  hope  of  some 
aid  from  you.  The  Londoners  will  not  stir  one  foot  further, 
except  it  be  towards  home.  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  I  am  con- 
fident has  long  before  this  given  you  a  perfect  description  of 
my  remaining  strength.

me.  They  [the  garrison]  are  full  of  divisions  and  fears,  and  there 
might  be  good  done  if  the  opportunity  be  taken.  Concerning  the 
sending  of  a  party  into  Dorsetshire,  I  shall  be  ready  to  obey  your 
commands,  but  truly  unless  I  be  immediately  supplied  I  shall  be 
ruined  here,  for  those  few  hoi-se  and  foot  which  I  have  from 
Warwick  and  Coventry  are  revoked  and  the  Londoners  will  not 
stay,  and  if  these  go  I  shall  not  have  enough  to  make  good  my 
quarter.  If  I  had  a  good  body  of  foot  here  I  might  safely  send  a 
strong  party  into  those  countries  and  distress  these  held  by  the 
enemy,  till  then  I  conceive  it  cannot  safely  be  done.  I  thought  it 
my  duty  to  represent  this,  with  submission  to  what  you  shall  be 
pleased  to  order,  which  shall  be  punctually  performed.  P.S. — I 
wrote  yesterday  concerning  my  condition  here,  and  his  Majesty's 
bending  towards  my  Lord  General  [Essex]  from  Bath.  I  have 
taken  diverse  prisoners  here  at  several  times,  amongst  others  the 
High  Sheriff  of  Oxfordshire,  Sir  Robt.  Jenkinson,  whom  I  intend  to 
send  up  with  the  first  opportunity.  If  Major-Genl.  Browne  might 
be  ordered  to  take  up  his  quarter  here  I  could  leave  my  train  [of 
artillery]  with  him,  and  with  the  train  horse  mount  the  remainder 
of  my  foot  and  clear  Dorsetshire,  and  all  those  parts,  and  possibly 
do  some  further  service  according  to  the  emergent  occasions.  I 
humbly  desire  a  speedy  answer.  I  am  of  opinion  the  City  regiments 
with  Sir  James  Harrington  might  be  persuaded  to  stay  with  Browne 
for  a  while  here.  Since  the  writing  of  this  1  received  a  letter  from 
the  Governor  of  Stafford  signifying  that  York  is  certainly  taken 
upon  composition,  the  enemy  marching  out  with  their  horse  and 
arms  only  without  ammunition.

I  came  to  Reading 
Reading.  on  Wednesday  last,  as  you  commanded  me,  with  the  three  regi- 
ments of  Auxiliaries,  the  Windsor  men  and  two  regiments  of  Herts., 
Col.  Michell's  regiment  being  gone  home  without  order  or  leave  from 
him.  I  found  the  town  so  full  of  inlets  and  avenues  that  it  is 
thought  almost  impossible  to  make  it  tenable,  unless  it  be  fortified 
round  as  formerly,  and  'twill  then  require  so  many  men  to  maintain 
the  works  that  the  Committee  of  Berks,  (who  sit  here  to  put  the 
several  ordinances  of  Parliament  in  execution)  doubt  they  cannot 
provide  money  enough  to  maintain  it.  In  the  meantime  we  endeavour 
to  stop  the  main  passages,  and  intend  to  fortify  the  Abbey  and  to 
make  two  forts  which  may  be  maintained  with  1,000  or  1,500  men 
to  secure  ourselves,  but  are  much  afraid  the  enemy  will  not  thereby 
be  kept  out  *f  the  town,  though  they  be  not  able  to  stay  in  it ; 
however,  it  will  be  little  security  to  the  inhabitants  from  being 
plundered.  I  shall  still  advise  with  the  Committee  in  all  my  pro- 
ceedings and  do  what  shall  be  most  for  the  security  of  the  place,  and 
of  the  cos.  I  am  intrusted  withal,  but  chiefly  attend  and  observe 
all  your  commands.     This  day  I  received  a  letter  from  Sir  W, 
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Waller,  dated  at  Abingdon,  wherein  he  desires  me  forthwith  to 
draw  my  forces  that  way,  the  better  to  accomplish  something,  which 
he  does  not  name,  while  there  is  an  opportunity.  I  forthwith  ad- 
vised with  the  Committee  here,  who  were  of  opinion  that  such 
course  would  be  very  unfit  and  unsafe  as  we  should  leave  them  and 
the  town  exposed,  besides  I  am  confident  the  Herts.'  men  will  not 
march,  it  being  very  difficult  to  keep  them  here  while  lying  still. 
I  replied  accordingly  to  Waller,  but  offered  if  his  design  were  for 
Wallingford  to  assist  him  with  what  I  might,  and  the  rather  because 
it  lies  near  Reading,  which  I  shall  take  order  to  secure  though  I 
draw  forth  to  his  assistance.  Otherwise  I  propounded,  if  he  pleased, 
to  keep  in  Wallingford  forces,  which  he  may  easily  and  safely  do, 
by  quartering  some  of  his  forces  in  the  town  ;  I  should  then  draw 
forth  to  Donnington  Castle,  the  only  place  that  hinders  the  western 
trading.  Thus  much  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  represent  to  you, 
being  willing  to  do  anything  that  may  be  for  the  good  of  the  public, 
but  shall  do  nothing  without  your  knowledge  and  commands.

stir  without   money.     The    forces  that  Sir  Wm.  intends  to  leave 
behind  him,  I  understand,  are  very  few,  if  any,  besides  the  re- 
maining part  of  Sir  James  Harrington's  brigade,  who  are  to  go 
home  within  3  or  4  days  upon  Sir  William's  late  promise  to  them, 
which  has  retained  them  here  till  now.     Now  could  I  persuade  my 
men  to  march,  I  presume  it  very  unsafe  to  adventure  so  great  a 
train   of  artillery  as  I  have,  with  so  small  a  strength,  and  that 
between  two  garrisons  not  being  able  to  make  good  my  retreat.     I 
am  heartily  sorry  that  I  am  not  in  a  capacity  to  do  tlie  service  you 
expect  from  me,  and  humbly  desire  this  remonstrance  may  not  be 
conceived  by  you  to  be  any  dispute  of  your  commands.     The  rather

as  I  hold  myself  in  duty  bound  to  signify  the  true  state  of  our 
condition,  which  when  you  have  considered  and  shall  again  command 
me,  I  shall  notwithstanding,  with  all  cheerfulness,  do  all  that  I 
possibly  am  able.

Pierce,  who,  without  acquainting  me  with  their  discontents,  have 
falsely  suggested  to  the  Committee  of  Kent  that  I  abused  and 
slighted  their  regiment  consisting  of  800  horse,  which  I  am  con- 
fident is  the  bravest  regiment  in  England,  and  that  I  should  put 
them  upon  the  hardest  duty  and  worst  quarter.

We  received  early  this 
morning  a  letter  from  Captain  [Edward]  Scott,  that  he  was  im- 
prisoned. We  receive  even  now  one  from  our  Colonel  that  he  is 
under  restraint,  the  copy  of  which  we  enclose.  We  cannot  but 
entertain  these  proceedings  with  amazement,  especially  having  re- 
ceived within  these  two  nights  a  letter  from  Sir  William  Waller  of 
so  smooth  and  plausible  a  tenor,  Captain  Scott  we  ever  intended 
to  recall,  though  upon  your  command  we  had  designed  the  stay  of 
his  troop  under  another  captain  commissioned  by  us  to  speed 
thither  to  take  charge  ;  and  wherefore  he  should  be  committed  for 
obeying  our  commands,  having  no  dependence  on  Sir  William 
Waller's  associated  forces,  as  we  understand  not,  so  can  we  make 
no  fair  construction  of  that  action.  The  truth  is  we  have  observed 
for  a  long  time  a  plot  of  the  Malignantstoblowup  this  county  into 
a  high  discontent,  which  we  have  done  our  best  to  prevent,  but 
fear  it  will  not  be.  Let  the  sin  and  shame  light  upon  the  authors, 
we  are  free  from  it ;  nor  have  we  ever  declined  any  of  your  com- 
mands though  to  our  excessive  charge.

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John  Constable  to  his  father  Sir  Henry  Viscount  Dunbar.  These 
are  to  give  you  an  account  of  my  passage  and  of  my  safe  ariiyal  at 
Amsterdam.  After  we  put  to  sea  we  came  in  sight  of  two  ships  of 
the  Parliament  which  put  us  in  much  fear,  but  the  mist  being  thick 
we  passed  without  their  descrying  us.  Having  been  delayed  two 
days  by  a  contrary  wind  we  at  last  got  within  the  Texel,  where  we 
were  safe  from  our  greatest  enemies,  for  the  States  protect  all 
within  that ;  the  next  morning  we  ran  aground  by  the  negligence 
of  the  pilot  six  miles  below  Amsterdam,  being  put  to  the  trouble 
of  taking  a  boat  to  Amsterdam,  where  we  see  such  an  innumerable 
number  of  ships  and  boats  as  I  think  the  world  hath  not  the  like, 
and  the  town  is  very  bravely  builded  in  the  fashion  of  Covent 
Garden,  but  far  moi'e  curious.  For  the  news  that  is  here  stirring, 
first,  Prince  Rupert  is  here  mightily  condemned  for  his  rashness,  but 
the  Marquis  of  Newcastle  much  more  for  coming  away ;  Newcastle 
is  said  to  be  taken  by  my  Lord  of  Aumond  [Almond]  ;  the  French, 
as  is  here  reported,  have  taken  Gravelines,  and  the  Prince  of  Orange 
has  taken  some  sconces  near  Antwerp,  and  now  lies  near  Ghent. 
It  is  here  confidently  reported  that  Lord  Goring  has.  concluded  a 
peace  offensive  and  defensive  with  the  French,  which,  if  it  be  so, 
it  will  make  good  my  grandmother's  prophecy.  All  things  here  are 
very  dear,  and  so  we  are  resolved  to-morrow  to  go  towards  Flanders, 
where  we  must  expect  much  trouble,  and  which  way  to  subsist  I 
know  not,  but  I  would  entreat  you  never  to  think  of  coming  over. 
The  Marquis  of  Newcastle  is  at  Hamburg,  and  as  one  of  his  servants 
reports  he  will  be  here  [at  Amsterdam]  shortly.  This  is  all  I  can 
inform  myself  of  at  this  time,  hereafter  I  will  not  fail  to  give  you 
an  account  of  what  passes  where  I  am,  though  I  despair  almost  that 
any  letter  can  come  to  your  hands.

Newcastle 
had  stayed  in  England  neither  I  nor  any  else  had  thought  of 
coming  over,  but  his  going  lost  his  army  and  all  those  that  de- 
pended on  him,  I  wish  the  Prince  good  success,  but  I  have  little 
hope  of  him.  For  the  81.  I  had  of  my  brother  my  lady  directed 
me  to  return  4L,  but  he  would  not  take  it  by  any  means  ;  also  my 
cousin  Michael  lent  me  Bl.  in  silver  to  save  my  gold,  and  I  being 
called  on  shipboard  of  a  sudden  had  not  time  to  repay  it.

The  place  is  of 
consequence,  lying  so  as  to  hinder  all  commerce  betwixt  Derbv- 
shire  and  these  parts.  I  have  sent  to  inform  Lord  Fairfax  so  that 
he  may  dispose  of  the  place  as  he  pleases.  I  have  nothing  to  add, 
awaiting  your  commands  here,  and  shall  be  ready  to  obey  them.

July  27.  The  Lord  Admiral  Warwick  to  the  same.      I  received  to-day 

Torbay.       from  Captain  Moulton,  Admiral  for  the  Irish  seas,  a  large  relation 

of  the  affairs  of  Pembrokeshire,  and   conceiving   it   my  duty  to 

represent  [this  matter]  to. your  Lordships  I  have  sent  diverse  of  the 

letters  and  papers  to  my  secretary  Coitmore,  that  he  may  attend 
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you  therewith.  Bj'  these  you  will  perceive  how  necessary  it  is  to 
send  speedy  relief  and  assistance  thither,  that  so  the  Parliament's 
interest  there  may  be  preserved,  and  particularly  Milford  Haven, 
the  only  port  for  ships  of  burden  in  those  parts,  and  without 
which  the  Irish  guard  by  sea  cannot  be  maintained.  Hereof  I 
shall  leave  it  to  your  wisdom  to  judge  and  to  impart  the  same  to 
the  Parliament  as  you  may  see  cause.  I  need  not  remind  you  of 
the  necessity  of  continuing  the  Irish  fleet,  only  you  may  be  pleased 
to  be  informed  by  the  enclosed  list  that  for  the  most  part  it  con- 
sists of  merchants'  ships,  which  cannot  revictual  without  ready 
money.

So  as  it  appears 
by  this  change  of  the  condition  of  affairs  that  the  [lur.^uance  of 
your  advice  in  order  to  [regaining]  Lancashire  will  not  now  be 
necessary  or  expedient;  and  hereupon  having  entered  into  the 
consideration  of  the  affairs  of  the  kingdom  both  in  the  south  and 
north,  and  of  the  fittest  ways  how  these  armies  might  be  best 
employed  to  the  advantage  of  the  cause  in  both,  we  diii  with 
advice  and  consent  of  the  [three]  Generals  fix  upon  these  resolutions 
following,  which  we  offer  to  your  Lordships'  [strictures].  First, 
that  the  whole  Scottish  army,  horse  and  foot,  shall  presently  march 
northward  and  be  employed  according  to  the  tenor  of  this  enclosed 
Act,  being  the  result  of  our  consultations  concerning  it ;  and  that 
because  the  Earl  of  Callender's  army,  which  is  now  lying  before 
JSTewcastle  upon  the  south  side,  will  not  be  able  to  deal  with  Goring, 
Montrose,  Clavering,  and  the  rest  who  are  all  marching  towards 
him  with  a  power  of  horse  far  greater  than  his,  whereby  in  place  of 
gaining  Newcastle  he  will  be  necessitated  with  the  hazard  of  his 
horsemen  to  betake  himself  with  his  foot  into  Sunderland  or 
Hartlepool,  now  in  his  hands,  for  safety,  and  so  be  disenabled  to  do 
the  kingdom  service,  the  event  whereof  might  prove  no  other  than 
the  loss  or  hazard  of  all  that  which  with  so  much  labour  and 
expense  has  been  gained  in  these  counties.  This  was  conceived  an 
argument  strong  enough  for  that  army's  march  northward,  howbeit 
the  reducing  of  Newcastle  wei'e  a  matter  of  small  importance  to 
the  kingdom.  Secondly,  that  the  Earl  of  Manchester  shall  march 
into  Lincoln  where  he  may  most  conveniently  and  speedily  have  his 
recruits  come  to  him  from  his  own  Association,  whereby  he  will  be 
enabled  to  give  more  effectual  obedience  to  your  commands  whether 
with  relation  to  the  south  or  north.  But  because  the  directing  of 
Manchester's  army  doth  not  properly  belong  to  this  Committee  we 
have  thought  fitting  to  offer  ttiis  to  you,  and  have  advised  his 
Lordship  presently  to  advance  so  far,  being  assured  that  his  move- 
ment southward  will  prove  advantageous  to  your  affairs  there.

4?.  for  myself  and  servant,  for  here  they  make  us  pay  as  much  for  a 
servant  as  the  master  doth,  and  all  things  are  so  dear  as  I  do  not 
know  which  way  to  subsist.

XJpon  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  25th  ult.,  the  Earl  of  Leven, 
Lord  Fairfax,  and  myself,  with  all  the  other  chief  officers  belonging 
to  our  armies,  held  a  consultation  as  to  what  was  fittest  to  be  done. 
We  found  by  our  own  certain  intelligence  that  your  information 
concerning  Prince  Rupert's  being  in  Lancashire  was  not  such  as  we 
could  rely  upon ;  for  the  Prince  with  all  his  best  horse  which  he 
had  remaining  quitted  Lancashire  upon  Wednesday  sennight,  and 
passed  over  into  Cheshire  at  Hale  ford,  while  his  dragoons  and  the 
remainder  of  his  foot  were  daily  transported  by  boat  from  Liverpool 
into  Cheshire.  The  rest  of  his  horse,  under  the  command  of  [Col.] 
Goring,  together  with  some  foot  under  Col.  Clavering  and  the  Earl 
of  Montrose,  are  marched  towards  Cumberland  and  Westmorland, 
so  that  there  are  only  some  petty  garrisons  left  in  Lancashire,  which 
the  forces  in  that  county  if  well  employed  may  easily  master.  We 
therefore  thought  fit  thus  to  divide  our  forces,  that  I  should  march 
southward,  and  that  the  Scots  with  their  army  should  march  for  the 
security  of  those  northern  counties,  and  to  intend  the  taking  of 
Newcastle.  Upon  the  taking  of  this  resolution,  I  resolve  to  be 
myself  at  Lincoln  by  Saturday  night,  and  shall  intend  the  recruiting 
and  refreshing  of  my  forces  with  what  speed  I  can.  Meanwhile  I 
wait  your  commands  as  to  which  way  you  will  have  me  to  march 
and  what  you  will  have  me  to  do.  I  submit  this  to  your  Lordships. 
I  liave  sent  to  the  Committee  at  Cambridge,  and  to  the  Committees 
of  the  several  counties  [forming  my  Association],  to  desire  them  that 
they  would  speed  away  recruits  for  this  army,  both  of  horse  and 
foot.

an  ordinance  of  Parliament  enjoining  them  to  raise  a  new  force  of 
horse,  foot,  and  dragoons,  which  they  are  preparing  to  observe,  and 
therefore  do  desire  me  to  excuse  them  in  that  they  are  not  able  to 
do  [both]  ;  for  they  cannot  pay  nor  recruit  this  ariuy  and  raise 
such  other  forces  as  are  required  by  that  ordinance.  I  shall  there- 
fore desire  to  know  which  way  your  Lordships  please  to  have  those 
forces  disposed,  and  shall  readily  obey  your  orders.  It  doth  much 
frustrate  my  desires  in  doing  my  duty  at  this  time  to  be  de)jrived 
of  those  recruits  and  supplies  wlaich  I  thought  to  have  found  ready, 
but  I  submit  all  to  your  Lordships'  better  judgment.  Only  I  shall 
desire  to  [be]  clear  [on]  one  thing,  which  I  hear  is  very  confidently 
insisted  upon,  viz.,  that  this  army  is  really  and  fully  paid.  I  shall 
as  confidently  affirm  to  you  that  they  are  at  this  time  in  arrear, 
since  1st  Jany.  upon  half  pay  [for]  three  months.  The  arrears  before 
that  date  are  more  than  since,  and  the  treasurers,  who  are  two 
gentlemen  of  good  credit  and  esteem,  do  assure  me  that  within  these 
few  days  there  was  yet  unpaid  30,000Z.  of  the  former  three  months' 
assessment ;  of  these  last  four  months,  wliich  are  almost  elapsed, 
there  is  nothing  as  yet  brought  in.  I  must  confess,  and  I  do 
acknowledge  it  as  a  blessing  from  God,  that  both  the  officers  and 
soldiers  have  never  yet  refused  any  marching  or  duty  for  want  of 
pay,  and  I  hope  they  never  will.  It  is  therefore  some  trouble  to 
me  to  see  their  necessities,  and  yet  to  hear  the  confidence  of  some 
affirmations  that  we  are  paid  to  a  day.  I  write  this  in  order  clearly 
to  give  you  the  truth,  and  not  that  I  would  plead  to  be  exempted 
from  any  duty  or  service  that  you  shall  command  me,  for  I  am 
ready  with  what  force  I  have,  and  which  1  hope  may  yet  do  you 
some  service,  to  obey  your  orders.  P.S. — Since  my  coming  here  I 
hear  there  are  two  regiments  of  horse  come  from  Prince  Rupert  into 
Newark,  bringing  assurance  that  the  Prince  will  send  some  foot 
thither  speedily,  but  I  hope  neither  his  horse  nor  foot  will  be  able  to 
efiect  any  hurt  to  that  county,  as  I  shall  make  the  more  haste  into 
it.

That  the  enemy  is  withdrawn  about 
10  miles  from  Pembroke,  that  Col.  Gerard  and  all  the  strangers 
with  500  foot  are  gone  out  of  the  country,  that  the  Parliament's 
forces  are  taking  the  field  again,  only  the  castles  given  up  by  the 
trained  bands  will  hinder  their  advancing,  that  140  commanders  are 
come  over  from  the  Lord  General  [Essex],  that  the  people  of  the 
country  are  much  divided  amongst  themselves,  and  not  likely  to  be 
reduced  without  the  introduction  of  extraneous  forces,  that  if  the 
design  succeed,  which  is  represented  in  the  inclosed,  it  will  be  very 
useful  to  send  forces  speedily  into  Wales,  to  make  good  those  parts 
for  supply  of  Ireland,  that  the  securing  of  Milford  will  be  the 
preservation  of  Ireland,  there  being  great  quantities  of  cattle  in 
the  adjacent  countries  and  much  corn.  These  things  I  humbly 
refer    to    your  Lordships'   consideration.      The  principal  matter 
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insisted  on  in  Captain  Monlton's  letter,  which  I  inclose,  concerns 
Ireland,  wherein  an  intention  is  discovered  which  if  seconded  with 
means  of  execution  may  be  of  very  great  importance ;  T  also  send 
two  letters  directed  to  his  Majesty  and  the  Earl  of  Bath  and  sealed 
with  a  flying  seal,  which  Capt.  Moulton  forbore  to  send  without 
first  submitting  them  to  the  Parliament  or  myself.  Having  thus 
come  to  my  hands  1  send  them  to  your  Lordships,  though,  con- 
sidering their  tenor,  I  wish  they  had  been  conveyed  immedia,tely 
that  his  Majesty  might  see,  from  Ireland  itself,  what  is  conceived 
there  of  the  late  mischievous  peace  with  the  Irish  rebels.  The 
improving  of  all  these  to  the  State's  best  advantage  I  leave  to  your 
wisdom.  But  if  you  or  the  Parhament  shall  determine  anything 
for  the  prosecution  of  this  business,  it  will  the  more  import,  to 
hasten  out  the  winter  guard  for  the  Irish  seas.  You  will  also 
please  to  consider  what  Capt.  Moulton  proposes,  concerning  two 
small  vessels  to  lie  before  Youghall,  and  to  give  order  therein  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Navy  as  there  shall  be  cause.  Last  night  Sir 
Thos.  Wharton  came  aboard  ]ne  in  Plymouth  Sound,  being  sent 
from  Ireland  for  negotiating  affairs  here.  I  hope  he  took  Wareham 
in  his  way,  if  not,  it  is  pity  the  design  of  getting  it  in  [the  power 
of  the  Parliament]  should  be  delivered,  that  there  may  be  less 
danger  of  discovery.  I  came  hither  on  Tuesday  last  bringing  with 
me  five  prizes  belonging  to  Foy  [Fowey].  Coming  on  shore  to-day 
I  find  the  town  unsettled,  the  soldiers  complaining  for  want  of 
victuals  and  pay,  and  the  townsmen  not  very  forward  to  content 
them.  The  garrison  also  is  weakened  by  the  withdrawal  of  1,200 
men,  who  have  mairched  away  with  the  Lord  General  [Essex],  but 
I  have  done  my  best  to  encourage  and  quicken  them,  and  will  give 
them  what  assistance  I  can  with  the  small  strength  I  have  here, 
being  but  two  ships,  whereof  one  is  shortly  to  go  more  west.  In 
Capt.  Moulton's  letter  to  his  Excellency  [Essex]  intimation  is  given 
of  the  consequence  of  Tenby,  and  that  the  charge  of  the  ships  lying 
for  the  guard  of  it  amounts  to  1,200?.  per  month.  The  easing  of 
which  charge  by  securing  of  Tenby  some  other  way  may  be  worthy 
of  your  consideration.  I  am  informed  by  a  gentleman  who  came 
from  the  army  this  morning  that  1,600  horse  and  foot  came  in  to 
the  Lord  General  yesterday  at  Bodmin,  including  gentlemen  of 
quality  and  some  troops  comprising  80  horse  in  a  troop  well  armed.

His 
horse  out  of  Lancashire,  consisting  of  about  5,000  horse  and 
dragoons,  are  quartered  on  the  other  side  of  the  Dee  in  Wales,  and 
Col.  Marrow  with  his  forces  of  horse,  about  800,  lies  near  Tarvin, 
three  miles  on  this  side  Chester.  The  Prince's  foot  are  yet  but  few', 
but  he  presses  new  men  daily  in  all  parts  within  the  verge  of  his 
command  for  the  recruiting  of  his  losses  at  the  late  battle  near 
York.

It  is  the  desire  of  the 
Committee  of  the  three  cos.  of  Oxford,  Berks.,  and  Bucks.,  which  they 
have  represented  to  this  Committee,  that  1,000  foot  of  your  forces 
should  march  to  Banbury,  and  that  Capt.  [Purbeck]  Temple's  troop 
of  horse  and  Capt.  Aldriche's  dragoons  should  march  with  them  till 
they  meet  the  forces  expected  from  Northampton  and  Warwick  for 
the  service  against  Banbury.  The  horse  and  dragoons  may  then 
return  and  take  up  their  quarters  about  Boarstall  House,  to  hinder 
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their  fortifying  and  prevent  the  incursions  of  the  enemy,  which 
we  having  taken  into  consideration  think  fit  should  be  put  in 
execution.  We  therefore  direct  that  with  those  troops  you  do 
march  to  Banbury,  and  take  advantage  of  such  occasion  as  shall 
offer,  and  that  the  horse  and  dragoons  be  employed  as  is  desired. 
The  Windsor  foot,  with  such  others  as  -may  be  there  above  1,000, 
shall  be  left  at  Beading  till  further  order,  and  the  three  troops 
under  Capts.  Greenville,  Tyrrell,  and  Ayscough  may  lie  in  Berks, 
during  the  absence  of  the  other  forces.

The  same  to  the  Committees  of  Norfolk  and  Essex.  We  have 
received  yours  of  the  26th  present,  and  do  much  approve  your  care 
and  diligence.  When  your  forces  can  be  ready  let  them  march  to 
Abingdon,  the  rendezvous  for  the  forces  of  those  parts,  where  they 
shall  receive  further  orders.  As  to  your  fears  of  some  hinderance 
which  this  may  be  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  recruits,  we  doubt 
not  but  it  will  be  so  managed  by  your  wisdoms,  and  the  people  so 
well  satisfied  of  the  necessity  and  consequence  of  them  both  for  the 
speedy  finishing  of  this  war,  that,  though  perhaps  it  will  not  be 
without  some  difficulty,  yet,  knowing  you  do  consider  and  are  well

Col.  Edward  Massie  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 
My  last  account  was  of  the  24th  ult.,  advertising  your  Honours 
what  service  was  done  by  our  slender  forces  to  that  time.  Since 
then  I  drew  my  horse  towards  Berkeley  upon  advertisement  of  the 
of  the  advance  of  some  forces  by  the  passage  of  Aust  out  of  Here- 
fordshire and  Wales,  where  Lord  Herbert  escaped  us  by  scarcely 
halt"  an  hour,  passing  over  ere  our  party  could  reach  the  passage. 
We  faced  Berkeley,  who  sent  us  a  great  shot  or  two,  but  [they]  were 
not  of  their  former  boldness  to  fall  out.  This  notice  of  our  march,  it 
seems,  hastened  Major-Genl.  Wynn's  resolutions  for  Gloucestershire, 
as  you  may  perceive  by  the  letters  taken  out  of  Mynn's  pockets 
sent  by  our  Committee  here,  [so]  that  I  recalled  and  marched 
back  with  those  troops  to  Gloucester,  from  whence  I  commanded 
about  220  musketeers  and  ordered  100  more  to  be  drawn  out  of 
Tewkesbury  to  meet  [me  on]  my  march  in  order  to  oppose  Mynn's 
army.  My  orders  being  given  to  the  horse  and  foot  officers  con- 
cerning the  march,  suddenly  a  sad  mischance  befell  between  Major 
Hammond  of  my  horse  and  Sergeant-Major  Grey  of  the  Earl  of 
Stamford's  regiment,  who,  falling  out  about  some  words  passed 
before  at  a  council  of  war,  drew  their  swords,  and  Major  Grey 
received  his  death  wound  by  a  thrust  in  the  neck.  This  evil  had 
like  to  have  begotten  a  far  greater,  for  our  soldiers  being  then 
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upon  the  marcli  and  under  arms,  understanding  this  news,  turned 
back  in  full  stream  and  prepared  for  a  sudden  revenge  of  Grey's 
blood  upon  the  other,  [so]  that  all  the  city  and  garrison  were  not 
far  from  an  uproar,  and  this,  as  I  conceive,  helped  forward  by  some 
of  the  officers  of  that  regiment.  Of  this  I  shall  speedily  give  your 
Lordships  and  the  Parliament  a  further  account.  In  the  end  I 
persuaded  most  of  the  soldiers  to  march  with  me  as  was  needful, 
the  enemy  by  that  time  being  within  three  or  four  miles  of  our 
garrison  for  plundering  and  burning.  After  tliis  sad  business  I 
found  it  necessary  to  set  forward,  although  I  could  expect  but  little 
help  from  those  discontented  officers  in  that  design.  So  that  to 
command  the  foot  I  had  but  one  of  my  own  captains  and  the  Earl 
of  Stamford's  captain-lieutenant,  with  a  few  other  inferior  officers ; 
while  I  entrusted  the  horse,  of  which  there  were  six  troops,  to  the 
care  of  Captain  Backhouse,  Major  Hammond  being  under  restraint. 
On  the  2nd  inst.,  about  4  p.m.,  we  set  forward  hoping  to  have  met 
with  the  enemy  that  evening,  but  they  evaded  us  and  marched  to 
Redmarley,  while  we  came  to  Eldersfield  seeking  them,  where  we 
stayed  two  or  three  hours  to  refresh  ourselves  and  horses  after  a 
tedious  march,  The  next  morning  between  six  and  seven  we  came 
up  with  the  enemy,  finding  them  drawn  out  and  ordered  in  bat- 
talions, and  their  hedges  lined  with  musketeers  for  our  entertain- 
ment. Particulars  of  the  engagement  in  which  the  troop  of  Col. 
[Edward]  Harley  especially  distinguished  itself.  All  our  troops, 
both  officers  and  soldiers,  as  also  our  foot,  played  their  parts  with 
much  resolution  and  gallantry,  so  that  we  slew  many  of  the  enemy, 
about  100,  and  took  Lieut.- Col.  Passey,  being  wounded,  a  prisoner, 
Major  John  Buller,  7  captains,  3  lieutenants,  5  ensigns,  and  12  ser- 
geants, and  about  300  soldiers  prisoners.  Some  troops  of  horse 
advanced  in  the  pursuit  almost  to  Ledbury,  five  miles  from' the  first 
place  of  our  fight.  Amongst  the  dead  was  Major-Genl.  Mynn's 
body,  which  with  all  the  rest  [of  the  slain]  on  our  return  we  found 
stripped  naked.  But  by  reason  of  a  strong  party  of  200  horse  and 
600  foot  from  Worcester,  appearing  for  to  have  joined  with  Mynn, 
we  were  enforced  to  leave  the  pursuit  and  looking  after  the  dead 
bodies.  Col.  Wroughton,  Lieut.-Col.  Adams,  Major  [Sir  John] 
Kyrle,  and  divers  other  officers  escaped,  some  to  the  Worcester  forces, 
others  to  Ledbury ;  these  had  not  been  left  so  had  not  our  troops 
been  exceedingly  wearied  and  our  soldiers  in  following  the  pursuit 
enfeebled  for  a  fresh  charge,  and  being  in  some  confusion  I  thought 
better  to  make  a  fair  securing  of  that  victory,  which  God  had  given 
us,  than  to  hazard  the  whole.  Being  unfitted  to  make  a  fresh. 
assault  upon  a  fresh  enemy,  I  drew  up  my  force  upon  Eedmarley 
Green,  securing  our  prisoners,  and  expecting  there  the  charge  ■  of 
the  fresh  enemy  from  Worcester,  if  they  had  had  sufficient  courage 
to  have  attempted  the  same.  But  they  fairly  retreated  to  Ledbury, 
and  myself,  by  reason  of  the  great  distraction  in  this  garrison  con- 
cerning Major  Grey's  death,  marched  my  foot  with  me  thence  to 
Gloucester  and  the  horse  to  their  assigned  quarters  on  that  side  the 
river.  Our  loss  was  the  least  that  I  have  ever  heard  of,  where  the 
enemy  stood  so  long  and  fired  so  muchj  and  that  by  choice.    Their 
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troops  too  were  old  soldiers  most  of  them,  being,  according  to  their 
ofiScers'  confessions,  above  600  musketeers,  besides  pikes,  and  about 
200  horse.  We  had  only  two  or  three  slain,  and  four  or  five 
wounded.  Col.  Harley  had  a  shot  in  the  left  arm,  but  carried  him- 
self with  so  much  courage  that  he  made  no  sign  of  any  such  thing, 
until  I  riding  up  to  him,  having  passed  the  brunt  [of  the  fight],  he 
told  me  he  could  hold  his  bridle  no  longer,  when  I  commanded  him 
ofi'  the  field  to  have  his  wound  dressed,  from  which  I  hope  there  is 
no  danger.  Thus  much  is  all  the  account  I  can  at  present  give  of 
our  victory  ;  God's  hand  being  the  more  seen  in  it  by  how  much 
our  wants  were  great.  As  for  Major  Grey's  business,  when  I  have 
further  examined  the  truth  of  all  the  passages  I  will,  according  to 
my  duty,  render  an  account  of  the  same  to  your  Lordship  and  the 
Parliament.  P.S. — Upon  the  closing  of  this  letter  I  received  your 
pleasure  concerning  my  lending  to  the  Earl  of  Denbigh  300  mus- 
keteers for  the  present  keeping  by  his  Lordship  of  the  garrison  of 
Evesham.  I  acknowledge  the  thing  to  be  of  great  concernment, 
and  should  have  answered  his  desires  upon  receipt  of  his  letters 
fom-  or  five  days  past,  if  there  had  been  any  possibility  of  the 
same;  but,  my  Lords,  I  have  a  great  charge  and  but  a  small 
strength  to  maintain  it  with.  If  your  commands  be  that  T  must 
draw  off  from  other  garrisons  and  slight  them,  I  shall  obey,  but  to 
keep  them  and  send  300  musketeers  out  of  them,  ere  I  have  a 
return  of  my  men  from  Sir  Wm.  Waller,  I  neither  can  nor  will 
once  promise.  If  I  could  have  done  so  without  hazard  to  this 
place  I  should  not  have  drawn  out  so  slender  a  number  to  have 
met  with  General  Mynn  and  his  forces,  besides  now  my  charge 
and  guards  must  be  augmented  by  reason  of  these  prisoners,  having 
no  places  of  strength  to  put  them  in,  so  that  I  must  strengthen 
myself,  not  grow  less.  In  order  that  I  may  assist  his  Lordship  with 
some  musketeers  I  beg  that  mine  may  be  recalled  from  Abingdon 
to  Evesham,  otherwise  I  assure  you  I  cannot  see  any  possibility  of 
complying  with  his  desire,  as  I  gladly  should,  and  hereunto  I  shall 
humbly  expect  your  pleasure.

[Lostwithiel.]  ^Q  advise  us,  what  course  we  might  take  to  be  most  beneficial  for 
their  service,  we  called  a  Council  of  War  to  consult  about  it ;  and 
by  the  persuasions  of  the  western  men,  who  assured  us  there  was 
no  other  way  of  reducing  the  west  to  the  obedience  of  the  Parlia- 
ment than  by  clearing  of  Cornwall,  and  their  promise  that  we 
should  not  want  victuals,  and  that  a  great  part  of  the  country  [of 
Cornwall]  stood  well  affected,  we  were  induced  to  march  to  Bodmin. 
We  now  hear  that  three  armies  are  marching  against  us  from  the 
east  [under  the  commands]  of  the  King,  of  the  Palsgrave  Maurice, 
and  of  [Lord]  Hopton,  while  no  body  [of  troops],  so  far  as  we  can 
learn,  are  attending  on  them  [from  the  Parliament]  ;  and  the 
country  rising  unanimously  against  us,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
gentlemen,  we  must  expect  another  army  upon  our  backs  from  the 
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west.  This  prospect,  with  the  great  necessity  of  the  soldiers  who 
want  bread,  has  forced  us  to  choose  this  place  to  make  good  [our 
hold]  till  we  can  be  provided  with  victuals  from  Plymouth  or  here- 
abouts to  enable  us  to  march.  Then  we  shall  sell  our  lives  at  as 
dear  a  rate  as  majr  be,  [for  I  have]  never  seen  soldiers  more  willing 
to  undertake  anything  nor  to  undergo  wants  with  more  patience. 
Here  is  a  ilying  report  in  the  country  that  Sir  W.  Waller  should 
be  advancing  into  these  parts,  but  as  I  understood  from  your 
Lordship's  letter  of  the  19  th  ult.  that  you  had  appointed  him  to 
send  ojily  a  party,  and  that  to  advance  no  further  than  Dorchester, 
this  niakes  us  trust  at  present  in  nothing  but  God's  blessing,  the 
courage  of  our  officers  and  soldiers,  and  our  faithfulness  to  the 
cause.

[August  5.]  80.  Answer  of  Dr.  Isaac  Dorisla,  or  Dorislaus,  Judge  Advocate  of 
the  Lord  General's  army,  by  whom  the  above  sale  was  conducted. 
That  in  June  last  there  were  at  Weymouth  prize  goods  taken  for 
the  Parliament,  but  there  being  a  question  whether  they  were  to  be 
disposed  of  either  by  the  Lord  General  or  Lord  Admiral,  examinant 
had  a  joint  commission  from  them  both.  On  the  same  day  he 
caused  notice  to  be  given  of  the  sale  to  be  in  the  Town  Hall  in 
Weymouth,  at  4  p.m.,  but  none  offered  to  purchase  the  said  goods, 
so  that  he  caused  them  to  be  put  up  again  the  next  daj',  and  the 
Segovia  wool  was  sold  by  candle-light  at  U.  the  cwt.  to  Major 
Manwaring.  When  informed  of  this  sale,  the  Lords  General  and 
Admiral  gave  direction  for  voiding  it,  and  the  wool  being  put  up 
again  it  fetched  U.  2s.  per  cwt.  The  reason  why  no  more  was 
offered  for  the  wool  he  conceives  to  be  that  it  was  aboard  several 
ships  at  two  miles  from  the  shore,  and  was  rumoured  to  be  damaged 
by  the  salt-water.  Col.  Harvey  and  Capt.  Potter  being  in  some 
heat  talking  together  about  the  sale  of  the  Segovia  wools  he 
threatened  to  commit  them  both,  fearing  a  breach  of  the  peace,  but 
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denies  tliat  there  was  any  practice  to  sell  the  wools  at  under-rates. 
He  does  not  remember  to  have  said  that  to  give  or  ask  an  inventory- 
was  to  make  a  division  between  the  Lord  General  and  the  Par- 
liament, but  he  could  not  give  an  iaventory  when  demanded  by 
Capt.  Potter  simply  because  he  did  not  know  the  weight  of  the 
wool.

I  send  you  here 
Pans.  enclosed  the  copy  of  my  letter  to  tlie  Prince  of  Orange,  by  which 
you  will  find  as  much  as  there  is  occasion  to  say  of  that  matter, 
decipher  it  yourself  by  Hemphlit's  cipher.  I  am  at  this  instant 
returning  to  the  Queen  [of  England],  who  I  hope  to  find  at  Somurs 
[Sommieres]  upon  her  way  to  Bourbon,  where  she  will  stay  till  the 
end  of  September.

[of  England's]  to  the  Queen  [Henrietta  Maria].  I  have  nothing  to 
trouble  the  King  with  more  than  you  will  find  in  these  two.  I 
hope  you  have  despatclied  those  things  I  wrote  to  you  of  in  ray 
last.  The  Queen  does  not  impair  in  her  health,  although  she  be  not 
yet  recovered.  Cue  thing  I  must  recommend  to  you.  Sir  Richard 
Brown  starves  :  it  will  be  shameful  in  the  Queen's  presence  to  see 
him  in  the  poverty  he  is.

This  overture  has 
been  made  to  him  only  and  to  the  Queen  Regent  with  most 
earnest  instances,  what  opinion  soever  they  might  have  of 
it,  if  nothing  of  what  was  desired,  should  be  done,  that  all 
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might  he  kept  secret,  as  for  many  reasons  is  most  necessary 
The  Duke  of  Orleans  being  not  reHimed  from  the  army 
has  had  as  yet  no  knowledge  of  it,  no  more  than  the 
Prince  of  Gonde.  But  the  Cardinal  [Mazarin]  answered, 
that  they  must  he  spoken  unto,  when  this  affair  should 
come  to  he  treated  of  Now,  not  to  he  too  long,  your 
Highness  is  to  understand  that  1  find  that  the  Cardinal's 
answer  concludes  thus  much.  That  until  they  see  the 
end  of  this  campaign  it  is  impossible  to  resolve^  aught 
about  this  matter ;  'yet  that  so  much  assurance  might  he 
taken  for  the  Queen  of  England,  as  much  as  the  affairs  of 
France  can  permit,  that  the  Queen  may  he  sure  England 
shall  be  vigorously  assisted  by  France,  hut  for  this  present 
they  could  take  no  other  resolution.  Upon  this  it  hath 
been  represented,  unless  they  would  and  did  not  presently 
think  on  some  preparations,  it  would  not  be  possible  for 
us  to  get  the  desired  fruit  thereof  at  the  end  of  this  summer 
campaign;  becavse  all  the  power  both  of  France  and 
England  could  not  bring  to  effect  the  transportation  of 
forces  without  the  ships  of  the  States  General,  and  there- 
fore to  be  assured  thereof,  it  was  needful  to  take  a  present 
resolution;  otherwise  the  proposition  to  get  them  would 
come  too  late,  if  France  would  hut  then  grant  our  desires. 
The  Cardinal's  answer  was,  we  might  think  on  it,  but 
he  could  give  no  assurance ;  yet  he  told  me  withal,  it 
nfiight  happen  that  before  this  campaign  ended,  some 
occasion  might  offer  itself  to  take  this  business  again  into 
consideration,  and  that  the  conjunctures  might  perhaps 
yield  better  expedients  to  bring  it  to  a  good  conclusion 
than  yet  did  appear.  Now  I  will  tell  your  Highness 
mine  own  opinion.  I  believe  they  are  here  well  disposed 
to  help  and  assist  us,  but  their  own  affairs  do  not  yet 
suffer  it.  The  manner  they  have  kept  in  the  Queen  [of 
England's]  reception  and  for  her  maintenance  is  a  token 
of  it.  They  have  shown  great  care  to  procure  thereby  both 
her  honour,  commodity,  and  contentment ;  and  we  may 
hope  the  inclinations  which  the  Queen  Regent  and  the 
Cardinal  did  show  to  have  to  cherish  and  comfort  the 
Queen  of  England  may,  by  her  behaviour,  increase 
the  same,  and  induce  them  to  see  that  she  is  most  capable 
to  receive  considerable  succours  for  the  affairs  of  England. 
Ihis  day  I  ctm  going  from  Paris  to  the  Queen  at  Bourbon, 
where  she  intends  to  remain  till  the  end  of  September,, 
and  from  thence,  as  far  as  her  health  shall  permit,  she 
will  take  further  resolutions  for  her  future  abode,  wherein 
she  hath  as  yet  nothing  resolved.  I  must  here  mark  one 
thing  to  your  Highness  which  is  a  misfortune  in  this 
business.  Your  Highness  doth  so  much  for  France  that 
there  remains  too  little  on  their  part  to  desire  of  you. 
This  must  be  remedied,  and  a  means  he  found  that  hence- 
forth France  may  have  recourse  to  us  for  a  part  of  what 
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they  need  from  your  Highness  and  the  States  General, 
else  we  shall  he  bereaved  of  the  most  powerfid  reason  to 
induce  and  bring  them  to  grant  our  desires.  And  if 
upon  this  ground  the  business  miscarry,  and  if  by  these 
means  and  by  no  other  we  obtain  that  France  do  meddle 
with  OUT  affairs,  yet  I  do  not  believe  but  that  rve  may  still 
think  well  of  the  proposition  of  marriage,  because,  though 
France  should  do  nothing,  and  the  Queen's  presence  likeivise 
should  make  the  other  part  of  the  proposition  touching 
the  truce  unpracticable,  yet  it  will  still  depend  on  your 
Highness  and  on  the  States  General  to  accompany  the 
marriage  with  profits  so  considerable  [as]  to  make  it  to  be 
desired  as  well  upon  those  grounds  as  of  their  Majesties' 
inclinations.  But  to  this  end  your  Highness  must  enter 
into  a  true  knowledge  of  our  affairs,  and  must  begin  to 
think  on  what  in  all  appearance  may  bring  us  through  ; 
and  to  resolve  yourself  not  to  use  only  ordinary  means, 
hut  to  use  all  other  whereof  we  may  stand  in  need.  I 
speak  in  too  general  terms,  hut  I  expect  till  I  see  some- 
ivhat  more  here  before  I  can  do  otherwise,  frorti  time  to 
time  I  shall  have  means  to  impart  to  your  Highness  news 
of  the  Queen  and  to  receive  your  answers.  All  which 
being  directed  to  lions.  Zidicom  they  will  come  to  viy 
hands.

August  6.  Proceedings  at  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  this  day. 
Present,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  Lords  Say,  Wharton,  and 
Maitland,  Sir  H.  Vane,  senr.,  Sir  Wm.  Waller,  Sir  Ph.  Stapleton, 
Mr.  Solicitor  St.  John,  reporter,  and  Messrs.  Pierrepont,  Crew, 
and  Barclay.  Ordered,  1.  That  the  papers  taken  at  Greenevile 
[Greenfield]  House  [in  Oxfordshire]  be  submitted  to  Mr.  [F.]

the  Blue  regiment  of  the  trained  bands  of  London  "(whereof 
petitioners  are  a  part)  in  the  expedition  to  Gloucester  and  battle 
of  Newbury,  where  for  his  good  service  he  was  made  colonel  by 
commission  from  the  Lord  General  Essex ;  and  also  that  some  o£ 
their  company  who  had  been  imprisoned  by  the  Committee  of  the 
Militia  might  be  enlarged,  which  petition  was  by  order  of  the 
House  of  Commons  of  24  June  last  referred  to  this  Committee, 
where  the  subject  having  been  considered,  this  Committee  is  of 
opinion  that  Alderman  Adams  is  in  point  of  right  colonel  of  the 
said  regiment  by  the  authority  of  the  Committee  of  Militia  of  the 
City  of  London,  who  derive  their  authority  from  both  Houses  of 
Parliament.  And  for  a  final  composing  of  the  difference  between 
them  we  have  this  day  ordered  that  Colonel  West  be  recommended 
to  the  Houses  to  be  preferred  to  some  place  worthy  his  merit, 
both  for  honour  and  profit,  and  that  the  Company  do  obey  such 
captains  as  the  Militia  do  appoint.  Also  that  the  Committee  of  the 
Militia  be  desired  to  enlarge  the  persons  committed,  who  are  to  give 
obedience  for  the  future.     [^Interregnum  7  E.,  pp.  144-146.] 

Angnst  6.  Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 
Lincoln.  In  my  maTch  from  York  towards  Lincoln  I  was  earnestly  entreated 
by  divers  in  those  parts  of  Yorkshire  about  Sheffield  tljat  I  would 
consider  of  the  great  spoil  that  the  garrison  in  Sheffield  did  to  the 
surrounding  country  and  the  consequence  of  the  place,  in  regard  of 
the  great  commodity  of  iron  wares  vented  there.  I  was  further 
moved  by  the  Committee  and  gentlemen  of  Nottingham  for  the 
reducing  of  the  garrison  in  Welbeck  to  the  obedience  of  the  Parlia- 
ment, because  it  was  a  great  annoyance  to  those  parts.  Whereupon 
I  resolved  to  go  myself  with  a  great  part  of  my  forces  to  Welbeck, 
and  to  send  Major-General  Crawford  with  the  rest  to  Sheffield. 
Upon  my  coming  near  Welbeck,  I  sent  a  summons  to  the  place, 
and  they  with  great  civility  sent  to  parley  with  me.  The  next  day, 
Fiiday,  they  rendered  the  house  to  ine  upon  composition.  I  was 
willing  to  give  them  the  larger  terms,  because  I  was  not  in  a  con- 
ditif)n  to  besiege  a  place  so  well  fortified  as  that  was.  I  therefore 
gave  the  officers  and  soldiers  liberty  to  march  out  with  all  their 
arms  and  colours  flying;  but  when  I  came  to  take  possession  of  the 
house  most  of  the  soldiers  came  to  me  to  lay  down  their  arms,  de- 
siring tickets  of  me  to  return  to  their  own  homes,  the  which  I 
granted  them,  so  as  I  had  350  muskets  in  the  house,  60  horse 
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arms,  11  pieces  of  cannon  great  and  small,  whereof  the  Governor 
had  liberty  to  carry  away  one  ;  I  had  likewise  20  barrels  of  gun- 
powder and  a  tun  of  match,  The  house  I  preserved  entire,  and  put 
a  garrison  into  it  of  Notts.'  men,  until  I  know  your  Lordships' 
resolutions  whether  you  will  have  it  slighted  or  no.  The  place  is 
very  regularly  fortified  ;  and  the  Marquis  of  Newcastle's  daughters 
and  the  rest  of  his  children  and  family  are  in  it,  unto  whom  I  have 
engaged  myself  for  their  quiet  abode  there,  and  to  intercede  to  the 
■Parliament  for  a  complete  maintenance  for  them ;  in  the  which  I 
shall  beseech  your  Lordships  that  they  may  have  your  favour  and 
furtherance.  I  am  now  myself  come  to  Lincoln,  and  those  forces 
that  were  with  me  I  have  quartered  about  Gainsborough  and  those 
places,  that  I  may  give  them  some  refreshing  after  the  great 
hardships  they  have  endured.  I  expected  here  to  have  found  the 
recruits  for  this  army,  according  to  tlie  frequent  and  earnest  letters 
I  have  written  to  the  Committees  of  these  Associated  counties  ;  but 
all  the  return  I  have  is  your  letters  pressing  them  to  raise  and  set 
forth  a  new  foi'ce  both  of  horse  and  foot  under  other  commanders, 
which  it  seems  are  already  chosen.  This  puts  me  into  an  un- 
serviceable condition,  and  therefore  I  desire  to  know  -what  your 
Lordships'  intentions  are  in  the  disposing  of  these  forces,  aad  I  shall 
readily  obey  your  commands.  If  you  please  to  have  me  to  deliver 
over  the  remainder  of  this  force  I  now  have  into  the  hands  of  those 
colonels  and  captains  who  are  chosen,  to  help  to  supply  the  army 
that  is  now  to  be  raised,  I  shall  very  readily  obey  your  order.  If 
your  intentions  be  to  dispose  of  these  foi'ces  otherwise,  I  will  with 
all  care  observe  your  commands.

August  6.  Sir  Thos.  Middleton  to  the  same.  Upon  intelligence  that  Sir 
Oswestry.  Thos.  Dallison  was  quartered  with  8  of  Prince  Rupert's  best  troops 
of  horse  in  and  about  Welshpool  in  Montgomeryshire,  being  sent 
there  expressly  by  the  Prince  to  prevent  the  well-aifected  in  that 
county  from  joining  with  me  in  the  present  service,  and  for  raising 
of  men  for  himself,  I  last  Sunday  evening  advanced  from  Oswestiy 
towards  Welshpool,  about  12  miles,  accompanied  by  my  brother[-in- 
law]  Col.  Thos.  Mitton,  our  horse  and  dragoons  consisting  of  about 
300,  and  our  foot  250.  After  a  tedious  march  we  came  on  Monday 
morning  within  i  mile  of  Pool,  before  we  were  discovered,  and 
then  meeting  their  scouts,  who  fired  upon  us,  the  van  of  our  horse 
followed  them  so  closely  that  they  had  not  time  to  put  up  their 
barricades,  and  so  we  entered  the  town  with  them  ;  but  by  reason 
of  the  darkness  and  of  our  ignorance  of  the  passages  between  the 
town  and  Lord  Powis'  castle,  wherein  was  a  garrison  of  the  enemy, 
Sir  Thos.  Dallison,  with  many  of  his  officers  and  troops,  escaped 
thither,  being  not  above  a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant.  Although  we 
missed  capturing  Dallison,  who  was  Major  of  Prince  Rupert's  horse, 
we  took  three  of  his  captains,  Grace,  Dutton,  and  one  other,  who 
would  not  divulge  his  name,  besides  2  cornets,  and  50  odd 
prisoners.  We  also  took  there  above  200  horse,  with  some  arms 
and  two  colours.     We  received  little  opposition  in  the  town,  but 
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after  tliree  hours'  stay  I  withdrew  the  force  of  horse  and  foot,  lest 
the  soldiers  in  the  out-quarters  and  castle  should  make  an  attack 
on  UP.  "We  then  retreated  safely  into  Oswestry  with  the  loss  of 
only  one  man  on  our  side,  and  of  the  Prince's  cornet  who  refused 
quarter  and  some  few  of  the  enemy's  side.  We  live  daily  in  ex- 
pectation of  the  coining  hitherwards  of  the  promised  forces  from 
the  body  of  the  northern  army  to  assist  and  join  with  us  against 
the  ijotency  of  the  enemy's  army.  Prince  Eupert  has  returned  out 
of  Lancashire  into  Cheshire  with  a  great  force  of  horse,  which  he 
quarters  in  Wales,  and  thereby  overpowers  all  those  parts.  We 
believe  he  intends  to  make  this  the  seat  of  war,  devastating  the 
country  by  the  rapines,  plunderings,  and  cruelties  frequently  used 
and  committed  by  his  forces,  which  he  daily  labours  to  recruit  here.

Derby  House.  We  have  taken  into  consideration  the  necessity  of  hindering  the 
recruits  of  Prince  Rupert  and  breaking  up  his  army  if  it  be  possible. 
To  that  end  we  desire  you  to  gather  your  forces  together,  and 
having  joined  them  with  those  of  cos.  Notts.,  Derby,  and  Lancaster, 
and  the  forces  of  Sir  Wm.

])erhy  House.  Earl  of  Leven.  Upon  notice  given  us  by  the  Earl  of  Manchester 
that  Prince  Rupert  had  sent  some  of  his  forces  into  Westmorland 
and  Cumberland,  and  that  your  army  had  mivrched  northward, 
while  the  Prince  with  the  rest  of  his  forces  was  marched  over  at 
Haile-ford  [Haleford]  and  come  into  Cheshire,  iiitending  southward, 
we  have  given  order  to  the  Earl  of  Manchester  with  his  own  army 
and  the  forces  of  Notts.,  Derby,  Cheshire,  and  Lancashire  to  attend 
the  Prince's  movements,  and  to  follow  him  which  way  soever  he 
shall  take.  Lord  [Earl  ofj  Inchequin,  [Roger  Boyle]  Lord  Broghill, 
and  the  Protestants  in  Munster,  L^eland,  have  declared  against  the 
peace  and  cessation  [of  arms]  in  Ireland,  and  intended  upon  Friday 
was  sennight  to  expel  the  Popish  party  out  of  Youghal,  Coi'k, 
Kinsale  and  Bandon-bridge,  with  all  which  they  have  acquainted 
the  Houses  [of  Parliament]  by  Sir  Thos.  Wharton,  and  letters  under 
their  own  hands  desiring  assistance  and  supply  from  the  Parliament. 
Capt.  Moulton  has  sent  ships  to  those  parts  for  their  assistance  and 
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some  barks  with  provisions.  The  Earl  of  Essex,  with  his  forces, 
has  advanced  to  Bodmin,  in  Cornwall,  where  he  has  dispersed  the 
forces  of  Sir  Rich.  Greenvile  and  made  some  of  them  to  fly  to 
Penrhyn,  St.  Michael's  Mount,  Launceston,  Saltash,  and  Foy,  thus 
securing  good  store  of  ammunition  and  other  provisions.  Uivers 
gentlemen  of  the  country  came  in  to  his  Lordship,  and  as  we  are 
informed  by  letters  from  the  Lord  Admiral,  there  came  lately 
1,500  foot  with  some  troops  of  horse  well  armed.  The  King's  forces 
and  Piince  Maurice  have  joined  about  Exeter,  and  we  have  sent  a 
party  of  2,000  horse  and  dragoons  of  Sir  W.  Waller's  into  Dorset- 
shire and  those  parts,  the  rest  of  his  forces  continue  about  Abingdon 
to  block  up  Oxfordj-so  far  as  may  be,  till  the  forces  of  the  Associated 
counties  that  are  levying  upon  the  new  oidinance  shall  come 
together.  We  have  given  order  for  settling  a  post  between  this 
and  York  and  from  thence  to  Berwick,  wherein  we  desire  your 
assistance,  wishing  also  to  hear  frequently  from  you  of  your  pro- 
ceedings upon  all  occasions.

Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 
I  received  your  letter  yesterday,  by  which  your  commands  were, 
that  I  should  gather  what  force  I  could  and  march  towards  Prince 
Rupert,  and  to  attend  his  movements  and  follow  him  which  way 
soever  he  shall  go.  This  appeared  to  me  so  large  a  commission 
and  a  work  so  difficult,  considering  the  weak  condition  of  the  forces 
which  are  here  with  me,  who  are  now  under  great  indispositions 
and  infections,  that  upon  receipt  of  your  order  I  assembled  such 
of  my  chief  officers  as  were  here  to  consult  which  way  I  might 
serve  you  best  according  to  your  commands.  And  from  them  I 
received  this  enclosed  paper,  which  I  submit  to  your  Lordships  as 
the  result  of  our  debate  here,  which  I  doubt  not  but  will  carry 
more  weight  and  receive  the  better  acceptation  because  it  is  not  a 
single  opinion.  These  [considerations]  I  tender  to  you  in  duty  and 
submit  them  to  your  better  judgments,  beseeching  you  to  believe 
that  T  do  not  dispute  your  commands,  but  only  give  you  a  true 
account  of  my  condition,  and  shall  observe  what  further  you  may 
command  me.     Enclosed, 

Considerations  _  concerning  the  marching  of  the  Earl  of 
Manchester's  army  into  Cheshire.  1.  By  marching 
thither,  as  is  required,  it  cannot  he  expected  we  should 
force  Prince  Rupert  to  a  second  engagement  in  the  field 
this  summer,  neither  is  it  likely  that  we  can  force  his 
horse  to  quit  their  quarters  about  Chester  and  go  away. 
To  besiege  Chester  is  not  a  work  for  a  month  in  the  latter 
end  of  summer,  neither  is  it  likely  we  should  gather 
there  a  sufficient  force  suddenly  to  do  it,  this  undertaking 
requiring  as  great  a  force  as  the  siege  of  York,  or  greater. 

2.  //  vje  should  go  so  far  to  undertake  so  long  a  work,  lue 
must  have  a  sufficient  force  and  he  provided  with  stores 
and  accommodations  to  serve  us  for  the  whole  time,  which, 
in  our  present  want  of  ammunition  and  equipage  of  all 
sorts  for  the  train  [of  artillery],  is  impossible.  Our  regi- 
ments, too,  are  in  great  need  of  recruits,  so  many  being 
sick  and  wounded,  so  that  if  ue  should  now  march  we 
must  leave  a  third  part  of  our  forces  behind,  added  to 
which  our  arrears  of  pay  are  intolerable,  and  there  is  no 
money  in  the  treasury  to  take  with  us  for  better  en- 
cou7'agements  in  the  future.  Besides,  all  stores  corning 
to  us  by  land  from  this  side  the  kingdom  must  pass  under 
the  danger  of  Belvoir  and  Newark,  or  of  Bolsover  and 
Tuthury  Castles,  or  of  other  of  the  enemy's  garrisons. 

3.  Upon  all  these  considerations  it  cannot  be  fit  to  go 
with  this  army  into  Cheshire  unless  those  four  garrisons 
were  first  taken,  or  provision  made  by  a  sufficient  force 
to  block  them,  up  or  insconce  them.  Whereas,  if  the  enemy's 
garrisons  in  these  parte  were  taken  or  blocked  up,  it 
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would  gain  to  the  Parliament  the  advantage  of  raising 
neiv  forces  and  maintenance  for  them  out  of  five  or  six 
counties.

I  shall 
have  only  Capt.  Greenfield's  [Grenville's]  and  Capt  Tyrrell's 
troops  with  me,  which  will  scarce  be  sufficient  for  our  convoy,  for 
that  I  am  assured  500  fresh  horse  are  come  into  Oxford  and  200 
into  Wallingford,  by  reason  of  which  also  I  fear  much  for  the  safety 
of  Major  Temple's  and  Capt.  Askew's  troops  with  the  few  foot  at 
Newbury,  against  whom  it  is  probable  there  may  be  some  design, 
and  if  drawn  off,  the  town  will  doubtless  be  ruined  by  the  enemy. 
Otherwise  I  would  suggest  that,  we  being  so  few,  it  would  be  wiser 
to  keep  together  and  not  be  divided  into  three  parts,  as  now  we  are, 
which  makes  us  all  obnoxious  to  danger.  I  intend  to  march

ward towards  NewcastlCj  where  I  hear  they  are  now  arrived.  So 
your  Lordships  may  perceive  that  at  present  this  part  of  the 
country  is  very  bare  of  forces  considering  its  condition,  many  of  the 
strongest  castles  and  garrisons  being  still  kept  by  thte  enemy,  who 
much  infest  the  country.  This  keeps  up  the  spirit  of  the  Popish 
and  disaffected  party  in  expectation  of  speedy  succour  to  come  from 
Prince  Rupert  or  his  officers,  and  truly  it  is  not  improbable  that 
such  a  design  is  on  foot,  for  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale  and  Sir 
Thos.  Glemham  with  about  3,000  horse  and  foot  are  now  quartered 
in  Cumberland,  where  they  strenuously  endeavour  to  increase  their 
strength  and  numbers  by  raising  the  people  of  Westmorland  and 
Cumberland,  so  that  the  Scottish  army  being  now  passed  on  and 
set  down  to  besiege  Newcastle,  it  is  most  likely  those  forces  of  the 
enemy  vfiH  instantly  fall  upon  Yorkshire  where  there  is  no  great 
strength  to  oppose  them,  and  many  are  likely  to  rise  and  assist 
them.  Therefore  I  am  now  engaged  in  raising  a  competent  army 
in  this  country,  but  encounter  these  difliculties:  first,  the  reluctance 
of  men  to  engage  in  other  employments  during  harvest  time ;  next, 
the  extreme  want  of  money  and  clothes  for  supply  of  this  small 
army  I  have,  which  discourages  others  from  entering  into  the 
service,  and  drives  some  of  my  own  men  to  seek  better  wages  in  the 
harvest  field.  These  things  I  thought  convenient  to  represent  to 
you,  that,  understanding  the  true  state  of  these  parts,  you  might,

The  two  last  letters 
were  sent  by  the  way  of  the  Lord  Admiral;  the  first  was  his 
Majesty's  letter  to  me,  the  second  was  that  from  the  ofl&cers  of  the 
King's  army,  and  now  I  send  you  the  oiiginals  of  some  scattered 
papers  which  were  thrown  upon  the  heath  by  the  enemy's  horse. 
Braver  men  than  are  here  I  never  knew.  This  army  being  en- 
vironed by  four  armies  [viz.,  the  King's,  Prince  Maurice's,  Grenvile's, 
and  Hopton's],  is  in  great  want  of  victuals,  and  the  country  so  ob- 
structed by  passes,  that  we  can  neither  force  the  [enemy]  to  fight, 
except  when  they  list,  nor  march  off  ourselves.  For  aught  I  can 
y 51768.  ^  ^ 
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perceive  the  enemy's  intention  is  to  starve  us  out,  yet  both  our  horse 
and  foot  keep  their  courage  notwithstanding  the  great  extremity 
they  are  put  to.  The  foot  as  yet  have  never  been  engaged,  but  the 
horse  skirmish  daily,  and  invariably  beat  their  opponents,  though 
they  be  three  for  one.  Intelligence  we  have  none,  the  country- 
people  being  violent  against  us,  and  if  any  of  our  scouts  or  soldiers 
fall  into  their  hands,  they  are  more  bloody  than  the  enemy.  What 
reinforcements  may  come  to  the  enemy's  assistance  we  have  no 
means  of  learning.  Here  are  some  skippers  newly  taken,  that  come 
from  the  coast  of  Brittany,  and  they  report  14,000  or  15,000 
men  preparing  there  to  come  over,  but  to  this  I  give  little  credit, 
knowing  how  the  French  are  engaged  in  war.  Only  the  King  staying 
in  this  county  to  the  neglect  of  the  rest  of  the  country  [looks  as  if] 
he  had  some  Iiopes  of  foreign  aid  either  from  France  or  Ireland.  If 
any  [of  the  Parliament's]  forces  had  followed  the  King,  as  we  ex- 
pected, when  we  came  into  these  parts,  in  all  probability  this  war 
would  have  had  a  quick  termination.  But  since  we  are  left  to  the 
providence  of  God  I  cannot  despair  of  his  mercy,  having  experienced 
so  much  in  our  greatest  straits.

I  have  driven  Sir  Francis  Dorrington,  with  eight  other  Colonels,  to 
Minehead.  They  intended,  and  would  have  been  able  in  a  short 
time,  to  have  raised  their  regiments  in  Somersetshire,  and  now  they 
have  betaken  themselves  ratfjer  to  a  place  to  secure  themselves  that^ 
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to  raise  forces.  I  have  always  parties  cut  towards  Devonshire,  and 
am  to-morrow  to  advance  to  Chard.  Jf  I  should  advance  far  into 
Devonshire,  besides  the  danger,  the  garrisons  of  Bristol  and  Bridg' 
water  might  both  levy  men  and  money.  I  have  from  time  to  time 
given  a  particular  account  of  my  proceedings  to  Sir  Wm.  "Waller 
and  shall  still.  This  party  now  under  my  command  consists  of 
1,500  horse  and  near  500  dragoons,  and  I  expect  300  or  400 
dragoons  more  within  a  day  or  two  under  the  command  of  Lieut.- 
Col.  Baker.  I  have  appointed  these  additional  forces  of  the  several 
garrisons  of  Dorsetshire  to  keep  rendezvous  at  Chard  on  Thursday 
next.  I  think  their  number  will  be  inconsiderable,  yet  they  have 
promised  to  send  as  many  as  they  can  conveniently  spare.

August  20.  Sir  John  Meldrum  to  the  same.  Finding  the  passage  at  Hosket 
Preston.  bank  so  large  and  the  ford  to  be  a  mile  in  breadth,  which  precluded 
the  possibility  of  my  stopping  the  enemy  on  that  side  of  the  river, 
and  they  being  once  over,  having  the  adva.ntage  of  the  sea-side, 
which  I  could  not  take  from  them,  I,  with  the  advice  of  the 
ofScers  and  guides  who  knew  the  country,  transferred  the  horse  and 
foot  to  the  other  side  ;  resolving,  by  the  advantage  of  the  tide  being 
in,  either  to  force  them  to  fight,  drown  themselves  in  the  river,  or 
else  return  back  to  the  north  from  whence  they  came.  With  this 
resolution  I  advanced  with  our  horse  towards  the  place,  where  the 
enemy  stood  in  battle,  and  the  pursuit  of  them  was  interrupted  by 
the  breaking  of  a  bridge,  which  could  not  be  repaired  for  an  hour's 
space,  they  having  a  body  of  horse  which  stood  firm  on  the  other 
side  of  the  bridge  for  [securing]  their  retreat.  During  this  time, 
the  tide  going  out,  they  had  a  free  scope  to  pass  the  ford  and  to 
march  to  Ormskirk  that  night.  By  reason  of  a  bridge  being  broken 
over  which  we  had  to  pass,  it  was  impossible  for  our  foot  to  come 
up  in  time,  neither  could  they  be  drawn  away  any  further  [from 
their  base]  in  regard  of  the  scarcity  of  victuals,  want  of  ammunition 
for  the  Cheshire  forces,  and  wearied  condition  of  the  horse  by  three 
nights'  precedent  watching.  I  am  upon  my  march  this  morning 
to  follow  them  to  the  passage  at  Hale  ford,  where,  if  the  river 
continue  as  it  was,  they  will  find  a  hard  passage.  I  have  written 
to  Vice-Admiral  Swanley  to  use  all  possible  means  to  stop  the 
passage  of  the  ferry-boats  of  Liverpool.  If  the  passage  at  Hale  ford 
be  any  ways  difiicult,  I  shall  use  my  best  endeavours  with  the  foot 
to  trouble  them  in  their  passage,  but  if  the  ford  be  passable  it  lies 
not  in  my  power  to  stop  their  entry  into  Cheshire.  I  have  before 
intimated  to  you  the  necessity  of  employing  a  great  part  of  the 
Earl  of  Manchester's  horse  in  this  service.  1  forbear  to  publish  the 
reasons,  leaving  them  to  your  private  conjectures.  I  shall  have 
much  to  do  to  draw  the  Yorkshire  and  Lancashire  forces  over  into 
Cheshire,  without  special  command  from  your  Lordships.  The 
enemy's  body  of  foot  did  not  appear  to  exceed  200  and  their  horse 
2,500,  according  to  reports,  very  badly  armed  and  horsed,  and  for 
the  greater  part  without  ammunition.

Since 
Ormskirk.  the  conclusion  of  my  former  letter  I  have  succeeded  in  driving  the 
enemy  from  their  qiiarter  at  Ormskirk,  and  forced  them  to  take 
the  field  within  one  mile  of  the  town  upon  a  moor,  where  both 
bodies  of  horse  being  ranged  in  order  at  8  p.m.  they  were  in  their 
flight  so  hardly  pursued  by  our  hor^e  that  many  were  killed,  and 
some  prisoners  of  quality  taken,  which  is  the  first  act  of  the  scene  ; 
the  second  will  be  played  to-morrow,  if  Prince  Rupert  does  not 
enter  upon  the  stage  and  interrupt  the  game.  I  am  not  able  to 
give  you  an  exact  account  at  once,  the  fields  not  having  been  as 
yet  viewed  since  the  combat,  but  by  report  of  some  officers  the 
enemy's  loss  is  great  in  men,  horses,  and  arms.  After  a  view  of 
the  fields  about  daybreak  I  resolve  to  march  to  the  passage  at 
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Hale  ford,  which  Prince  Eupert  has  viewed,  within  these  two  days 
upon  a  resolution  to  enter  into  Lancashire  if  his  friends  had  been 
interrupted  in  their  passage  at  Hosket  bank.  My  best  endeavour 
shall  not  be  wanting  either  for  the  stopping  of  that  conjunction, 
or  pulling  down  that  ravenous  vulture  which  has  wrought  so 
much  mischief  in  this  kingdom.  Lord  Byron  was  unhorsed,  and 
Lord  Mollineux's  horse  taken,  and  it  is  not  as  yet  known  whether 
he  be  dead  or  alive.  Upon  the  next  occasion  you  may  expect  a 
longer  letter,  I  shall  only  for  the  present  humbly  entreat  that  the 
successes  here  do  not  slacken,  bxit  rather  hasten,  the  supplies  of  the 
Earl  of  Manchester's,  or  such  other  body  of  horse  as  you  may  draw 
to  join  with  us  in  Cheshire.

August  2] .  Major-Genl.  R.  Browne  to  the  same.  At  my  first  coming  hither  and 
Abingdon,  since,  I  confess  to  have  found  very  civil  respect  from  Col.  Holborne 
and  many  more,  but  from  others  here,  without  any  offence  given 
by  myself  or  officers,  we  have  been  treated  with  contempt,  so  gross 
and  public,  that  for  their  honours  as  my  own  I  am  forced  to  call  it 
to  account,  and  should  do  it  otherwise  were  I  not  resolved  to 
ti'ample  on  all  [other]  interests  for  the  public  cause.  Tiie  Warwick- 
shire forces  marched  home  this  day  about  noon,  according  to  your 
orders  of  the  l7th  inst.,  taking  with  them  the  three  great  pieces  of 
ordnance,  15  barrels  of  gunpowder  for  cannon,  and  5  of  musket 
powder,  with  other  things  necessary  for  that  proportion.  I  have 
also  sent  the  mortar  piece  with  my  fire-master,  together  with  all 
necessaries  belonging  to  it,  by  directions  from  Viscount  Saye.  I 
appointed  Col.  Vandrosse's  [Vandrusque's]  regiment  of  horse  to 
convoy  them  to  Aylesbury,  the  rather  that  I  might  be  a  little  freed 
from  the  hourly  complaints  of  the  poor  country  almost  ruined  by 
his  soldiers,  retaining  others  by  me,  whom  I  hope  will  obey  orders 
and  stand  me  in  some  stead.  Whereas  you  were  informed  that 
provisions  come  not  in  to  Waller's  soldiers  here,  I  do  believe  it 
true,  but  that  is  not  through  default  of  me  or  my  officers.  It 
having  been  one  of  my  first  acts  here  to  send  for  Waller's  provand- 
master,  who  being  at  London,  I  appointed  his  deputies  to  consult 
with  mine,  and  to  divide  the  hundreds  equally  [between  us],  both 
for  ease  of  the  country  and  our  advantage ;  but  they  peremptorily 
refused  such  order,  and  do  notwithstanding  take  their  own  courses, 
whereby  the  country  becomes  both  unable  and  unwilling  to  assist 
either  through  such  double  commands.  My  soldiers  by  this  means 
are  in  great  straits,  and  unless  the  Committee  sit  here  to  raise 
money  and  lay  an  equal  tax  on  the  country,  we  shall  suddenly  be 
reduced  to  very  pinching  necessities.  My  endeavours,  however, 
while  I  stay  here,  shall  be  to  serve  your  Honours  and  this  kingdom 
with  what  ds  most  dear  to  me,  but  am  forced  to  beg  again  that  I 
may  be  called  hence,  not  being  able  to  command  men  without 
constant  pay.  I  expected  the  country  would  have  supplied  me 
horses,  men,  and  money.  But  as  I  never  was  since  my  coming 
hither,  so  I  see  no  probability  of  being,  in  a  posture  to  offend  the 
enemy  or  defend  ourselves.     And  as  you  conceived  the  forces  that 
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were  here  not  able  to  keep  this  garrison  of  themselves,  so  neither 
are  we  without  a  supply.  I  humbly  submit  these  things  to  your 
consideration.

Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  same.  I  have  received  yours 
by  Major  Harrison,  and  humbly  thank  you  for  the  notice  you  were 
pleased  to  take  of  the  services  lately  done  by  the  forces  under  my 
command.  I  shall  desire  to  do  my  utmost  in  discharge  of  that 
trust  the  Parliament  has  been  pleased  to  honour  me  with,  and  I 
trust  that  God  will  bless  the  endeavours  of  your  servants.  I  re- 
ceived to-day  news  of  the  surrender  of  Wingfield  Manor  upon 
composition,  "so  as  I  hope  I  shall  now  have  my  forces  together  to 
refresh  and  recruit  themselves,  and  be  ready  for  any  further 
service  you  shall  command.  In  obedience  to  your  last  letters  I 
will  prepare  to  send  a  party  into  Cheshire.  But  before  I  send 
them  away  I  will  consult  with  the  Committees  of  Derby  and 
Nottingham  to  know  what  assistance  they  will  give,  their 
counties  being  now  freed  by  the  taking  of  these  garrisons.  I  will 
occasionaJly  inform  you  of  the  occurrences  of  these  parts.  [Printed 
in  Soc.

Lord  Admiral  Warwick  to  the  same.  I  received  yesterday  a 
packet  from  Capt.  Moulton,  Admiral  of  Ireland,  with  diverse 
letters  and  papers  enclosed,  which  I  transmit  to  you  that  the  same 
may  be  communicated  to  the  Parliament.  They  set  forth  the  state 
of  Ireland  and  some  resolutions  taken  by  the  Protestants  there. 
In  Capt.  Moulton's  letters  to  myself  I  find  the  following  particulars 
of  public  importance, —  That  he  has  sent  two  of  his  ships  to  the 
south  of  Ireland,  and  two  vessels  laden  with  coal  and  corn ;  that 
two  ships  of  small  draught  with  12  guns  will  be  required  to  secure 
Youghall,  and  a  nimble  ship  or  two  to  make  good  Cork  and 
Kinsale,  the  charge  whereof,  he  conceives,  may  be  made  good  by 
some  ships  belonging  to  the  enemy's  ports,  which,  as  he  is  advised, 
have  order  to  touch  there  before  their  adventuring  to  England  ; 
that  Lord  Esmonde  has  seized  a  Wexford  man-of-war  which  came 
in  thither  with  her  flag  in  the  maintop  as  Admiral  of  Ireland,  and 
taken  her  guns  out  of  her  for  the  better  defence  of  Duncannon 
Castle ;  that  the  Earl  and  Countess  of  Derby  are  at  the  Isle  of 
Mann,  and  have  promised  respect  to  the  Parliament's  ships ;  that 
Barstable  [Barnstaple]  is  in  some  straits  by  want  of  ammunition ; 
that  Col.  Gerard  has  marched  out  of  Pembrokeshire  with  500  of 
the  best  horse,  which  leaves  those  parts  in  some  quiet ;  and  that 
the  ships'  provisions  are  near  expended,  so  that  without  a  speedy 
supply  they  will  not  be  able  to  do  much  more  service  in  any  of 
these  affairs.  For  more  particulars  I  refer  you  to  the  enclosed, 
adding  my  humble  advice  that  supplies  be  hastened  into  Ireland, 
without  which  those  who  have  engaged  themselves  in  opposition  to 
the  cessation  maj^  suffer  many  straits,  and  the  opportunity  thereby 
offered  for  reducing  that  kingdom  and  making  good  [use]  of  the 
Adventuiers'  disbursements  may  be  disappointed.

I  have  received  yours  with  the 
enclosed  warrant  of  my  provand-master,  which  I  can  justify  in  all 
but  the  two  dozen  chickens,  of  which  I  never  expected  so  much  as 
one  leg.  I  do  not  desire  to  stay  in  these  quarters  nor  within  the 
Association  longer  than  to  receive  those  forces  yourselves  have 
assigned  me,  of  which  as  yet  only  mine  own  foot  and  horse  from 
Abingdon  have  come.  The  foot,  as  Col.  Holborne  informs  me,  are, 
with  the  addition  of  300  out  of  Kent,  about  1,400,  so  that  I  fall 
short  of  300  clear.  Their  major  informs  me  that  the  Kentish  horse 
fall  short  by  100 ;  how  and  when  they  will  be  supplied  I  know  not. 

Browne  having 
sent  notice  to  the  constables  of  hundreds  that  we  intended  to  take 
their  horses  and  all  they  had,  so  you  may  imagine  they  provided 
for  us  accordingly.  This  day  a  company  of  dragoons  under  Captain 
Butler  arrived  out  of  Kent,  and  I  expect  3  companies  of  the  new 
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Kentish  regiment  to-night  or  to-morrow.  All  these  poor  men  have 
brought  their  mouths  with  them,  and  rny  Abingdon  blades,  they  are 
the  pictures  of  famine  and  poverty,  and  I  fear  the  money  still  at 
London  will  not  amount  to  three  weeks'  pay,  for  I  must  reserve 
[sufficient]  for  the  payment  of  my  good  men  in  the  west.  I  desire 
it  may  be  considered  that  these  poor  creatures  are  to  be  repaired 
from  head  to  font,  and  1  must  out  of  this  pay  make  provision  for  a 
march  of  near  300  miles,  so  that  I  cannot  imagine  what  will  be 
remaining  to  them  to  defray  their  quarter.s.  The  parts  about 
Famham  are  very  poorly  provided,  having  been  exhausted  when  we 
lay  here  last  winter,  so  that  I  thought  I  had  done  well  to  send  for 
provisions  further  off ;  but  I  shall  not  so  abound  in  mine  own  sense, 
but  that  I  humbly  crave  your  better  directions  what  I  shall  do  in 
this  condition.  Here  are  none  come  to  me  yet  out  of  Sussex,  nor 
out  of  the  Isle  of  Wight.  I  have  written  to  your  Lordships  con- 
cerning diverse  particulars,  but  can  receive  no  answer.  I  sliould  be 
glad  to  know  whether  my  letters  miscarry  or  not.  There  are 
13  waggons  left  behind  at  Abingdon  for  want  of  teams,  some  laden 
with  arms,  others  with  shirts  and  clothes  for  the  soldiers,  which  I 
had  in  store  here,  but  by  a  mistake  were  sent  to  Abingdon,  and 
others  with  necessaries  belonging  to  the  train  of  artillery.

I  wrote  last  to  you  from 
Gloucester  about  six  days  ago  complaining  of  the  incongruities  of 
the  Committee  here,  [so  detrimental]  to  the  welfare  and  well-being 
of  the  service,  they  being  both  too  prodigal  and  too  frugal ;  the 
latter  in  denying  myself  the  least  assistance  of  money  to  enable 
me  to  march,  discouraging  my  officers  and  seeming  to  determine 
the  number  and  qualities  of  my  officers,  as  unnecessary  to  the 
service,  till  at  length,  unless  some  danger  approach,  they  will 
conceive  my  service  unnecessary  also.  I  must  beg  your  Committee 
to  put  limits  to  their  power,  or  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  with 
any  resolution  to  go  about  any  service ;  I  have  also  to  complain 
of  their  raising  the  soldiers'  [pay]  to  4s.  a  week  ere  there  was  any 
care  taken  to  satisfy  the  officers'  pay,  there  being  a  large  arrear  of 
pay  due  to  the  latter  before  their  undertaking ;  besides  our  horse 
assignation  for  pay  from  the  country  [being]  taken  off,  ere  other 
provision  was  made  for  them,  there  is  so  much  want  and  poverty 
amongst  us  that  our  horse  run  daily  from  us  to  other  parts  and 
put  themselves  under  other  commands  or  to  the  enemy.  I 
earnestly  beg  that  some  course  may  be  taken  for  prevention  of 
the  same.  It  would  be  well  that  an  order  were  issued  forth  to 
all  commanders  under  his  Excellency  [the  Lord  General  Essex], 
directing  that  no  inferior  officer  or  soldier  be  received  into  their 
service,  unless  furnished  with  a  certificate  from  their  last  officer  of 
their  leave  and  dismissal,  so  that  we  who  are  worse  paid  than  the 
rest  may  yet  retain  some  of  our  men.

How  far  this 
will  now  be  obeyed  I  cannot  tell.  I  have  refused  to  accept  Col. 
Ludlow's  commission,  and  given  him  order  to  repair  immediately 
to  his  troops  and  to  see  my  former  orders  performed,  which  I  make 
no  question  but  he  will  do  as  far  as  he  can.  My  Lords,  so  long  as 
I  have  a  life  I  will  lay  it  out  fretely  in  your  service,  but  it  is  a  very 
great  discouragement  to  me  to  meet  with  nothing  but  opposition 
and  in  such  a  time,  wherein  we  cannot  admit  those  clashings 
without  betraying  God's  cause.  I  have  reason  to  expect  the  like 
opposition  in  Dorsetshire,  where  the  Committee  has  vacated  my 
commissions  to  Col.  Sydenham  and  Col.  Fitz-James,  and  are  going 
about  to  cashier  13  or  14  troops,  which  are  now  actually  raised, 
and  most  of  them  in  a  very  serviceable  posture.

Abingdon,     lately  to  signify  to  me  the  march  of  the  forces  with  Prince  Rupert 

towards  us,  and  that  you  had  therefore  called  off  the  forces  at 
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Banbury,  commanding  me  to  use  the  best  means  I  could  to  prevent 
any  surprisal,  and  therefore  [you]  referred  to  me  the  calling  away  of 
those  at  Newbury  both  for  their  security  and  our  assistance.  I 
called  a  Council  of  War  forthwith,  who,  considering  the  premises,  the 
weakness  of  the  forces  there,  their  discontent  for  want  of  their  pay, 
as  by  Major  Temple's  letter  formerly  sent  you  appears,  the  danger 
of  the  guns  [falling  into  the '  enemy's  hands],  your  Honours'  own 
example  at  Banbury,  together  with  the  censures  I  must  necessarily 
suffer  and  lie  under  if  they  should  be  surprised ;  I  having  had  this 
warning  concluded  it  absolutely  necessary,  and  accordingly  I  called 
them  away,  though  it  appears  to  be  a  mistake,  and  I  fear  much  to 
the  prejudice  of  the  good  people  there.  I  desire  that  you  may  be 
satisfied  in  the  truth  of  my  proceedings  which  I  also  gave  you  some 
account  of  in  my  last.  Your  Honours  may  please  to  take  this 
further  notice  that  of  the  foot  which  were  there  at  Newbury,  there 
came  not  one  hundred  hither,  the  rest,  with  some  officers,  are  run 
away,  saying  they  would  not  come  hither  to  be  starved.

To  write  to  Manchester,  Waller,  Behr,  Skippon,  Middleton,  and 
Col.  Cromwell  to  lay  aside  all  disputes  of  their  rights  and  privileges 
and  to  join  heartily  together  in  the  present  service,  to  propose  to 
them  the  example  of  the  three  Generals  [Manchester,  Leven,  and 
Fairfax]  before  York,  and  to  desire  them  so  to  order  the  matter  of 
command  by  common  advice  and  consent  as  the  public  service  may 
be  noways  retarded ;  also  that  a  duplicate  of  these  letters  be  sent 
to  the  Lord  General  [Essex],  who  is  to  use  his  best  endeavours  in 
preventing  ail  differences  between  the  commanders.  9.  That  a 
clause  be  added  to  the  letter  for  the  Earl  of  Manchester  desiring 
him  to  hasten  the  march  of  his  horse  before  his  foot.

I  am  here  at  Salisbury  with  my  horse,  but  the  new 
Kentish  regiment  of  foot  were  so  tired  that  they  have  taken  up 
their  quarters  at  Wallop  [Hants.],  and  the  Isle  of  Wight  and  Sussex 
men  [are  gone]  into  Weymouth  and  Lyme  [Regis].  Those  few  of 
my  Abingdon  foot  I  am  labouring  to  mount,  but  I  want  200  men 
of  the  Farnham  i-egiment,  which  are  detained  at  the  siege  of  Basing

the  Malmesbury  foot  nor  of  Col.  Ludlow's  horse.  I  have  nothing 
in  the  world  to  keep  the  field  with,  but  700  or  800  horse,  150 
dragoons,  and  about  900  musketeers,  if  I  can  mount  them.  If  there 
be  not  present  course  taken  to  oppose  the  enemy  with  a  strong 
power,  I  know  of  nothing  to  hinder  them  from  marching  to  London. 
Bysthe  enclosed  you  will  perceive,  if  the  information  be  true, 
that  they  are  already  come  near  to  Dorsetshire.  I  hear  but  of 
2,000  prisoners  who  are  coming  with  the  convoy,  so  that  the  rest, 
for  aught  I  can  perceive,  have  taken  entertainment  with  the  King.

What  I  shall  do  in  obedience  to  your  commands,  I  will 
give  you  a  speedy  account  of,  having  sent  for  Col.  Kerr  [James 
Carr]  to  come  hither  to  me ;  and  shall  likewise  take  the  advice  of 
those  gentlemen  who  came  this  day  from  the  Parliament.  In  the 
meantime  I  will  give  you  an  account  of  what  I  have  done  already ;

Middleton,  continually 
beating  the  enemy.  I  shall  entreat  the  favour  of  your  Lordships 
that  this  enclosed  may  be  sent  to  my  Lord  of  Mousgrave  [Edmund 
Earl  of  Mulgrave],  knowing  it  will  be  a  great  comfort  to  his  old 
age  to  hear  how  gallantly  his  two  sons  have  behaved  themselves  at 
Tiverton.

I  have 
mandford.  received  yours  of  the  10th  present,  and  shall  with  all  willinguessbe 
ready  to  unite  with  such  commanders  as  your  Lordships  shall  think 
fit  to  join  with  me  for  the  good  of  this  service,  neither  had  I  ever 
any  thought  to  the  contrary.  But,  ray  Lords,  I  must  make  it  my 
humble  suit,  that  as  I  shall  join  with  others  to  serve  you,  so  they 
may  not  be  disjoined  frou:  me  that  should  serve  with  me,  I  mean 
the  Wilts,  troops,  of  which  one  with  Col.  Ludlow  is  mine  own, 
belonging  to  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg's  regiment,  and  those  new 
troops  belonging  to  Col.  Ludlow  are  raised  by  my  commission,  and 
certainly,  my  Lords,  if  you  saw  my  present  condition,  I  am  con- 
fident you  would  rather  think  it  fit  to  add  a  considerable  strength  to 
me  than  to  draw  both  in  strength  and  reputation  [from  me],     I  waa 
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promised  400  or  500  horse  in  this  county ;  there  is  not  one  come  in 
yet,  neither  am  I  likely  to  have  any,  when  the  couiitrj'  shall  observe 
how  little  authority  I  have  to  command  them,  and  how  easily  I  am 
overpowered  everywhere.  I  purpose  to-morrow  to  visit  Poole  and 
Warebam  and  to  put  in  some  men  and  ammunition  to  secure  them  ; 
the  like  I  purpose  to  do  for  Weymouth  and  Ijyme  [Eegis].  The 
enemy  is  at  Tivei'ton.

Sir  Wm.  Waller  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  same.  We 
acquainted  you  in  our  last  that  one  of  us  was  going  to  Blandford 
and  the  other  to  Poole.  At  Blandford  we  cannot  yet  see  any  of  the 
country  horse ;  at  Poole  we  found  the  garrison  not  victualed  for 
48  hours,  and  inquired  into  the  condition  of  the  other  sea-towns. 
For  Wareham  the  Committee  resolved  to  have  quitted  that. 
Weymouth  is  not  in  a  very  ill  condition,  but  Lyme  [Regis]  is. 
Col.  [Wm.]  Strode  is  with  us,  aud  altogether  unable  to  send 
500  men  to  Plymouth.  Those  few  himself  and  the  sheriff  had 
raised  are  scattered,  and  those  companies  of  ours  that  were  drawn 
out  of  Lyme,  and  [were]  with  them,  have  left  both  them  and  the 
garrison.  All  the  thousands  we  heard  [of]  when  we  were  at  your 
Coijimittee  are  now  one  troop  of  horse,  which  he  tells  us  are  100. 
Lyme  being  likely  to  endure  the  first  shock,  we  hope  to  ship  this 
day  Col.  [Anthony]  Welden's  regiment,  which  is  under  300,  to 
secure  that  place,  and  this  day  the  rest  of  our  foot  will  be  at 
Wareliam,  where  we  intend  to  be  this  night,  and  to  leave  [there]  so 
many  foot  as  may  defend  it.  We  look  upon  it  as  a  place  of  great 
consequence,  neither  can  the  works  be  slighted.  To-moiTow  we 
puipose  to  be  at  Wej-mouth,  where  we  shall  labour  to  ship 
Col.  Birch  with  the  last  regiment  which  came  out  of  Kent,  making 
about  700  for  Plymouth.  If  we  can  effect  these  before  the  enemy 
advance  near,  it  will  be  a  great  advantage  to  your  affairs,  what- 
soever happen  to  us.  Thus  you  see  how  all  our  foot  will  be  disposed 
of  The  ti'ain  [of  artillery]  and  about  80  firelocks  we  shad  leave  at 
Poole,  because  of  their  want  of  ordnance.  We  desire  the  foot  from 
Sussex- and  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  those  two  companies  ofFarnham 
that  are  before  leasing  [House],  may  be  speeded.  When  the  Earl 
of  Manchester  comes  up  we  can,  if  need  require,  draw  our  foot 
quickly  out  of  garrison.

The  Lord  General  [Essex]  to  the  same.  I  received  letters  this 
morning  fiom  [my]  Sergeant- Major-General  that  our  poor  naked 
foot  came  the  last  niglit  to  Southampton  and  thereabouts.  I 
cannot  as  yet  give  your  Lordships  an  account  of  their  number,  only 
Col.  [John]  Butler,  who  commands  my  regiment,  thinks  that 
[they  are]  between  800  and  900  men ;  but  I  intend  speedily  to 
have  a  general  muster  both  of  horse  and  foot.  The  foot  have  been 
for  the  most  part  all  plundeied,  both  officers  and  soldiers,  by  a 
treacherous  enemy,  though  I  hear  many  of  their  officers  took  a  great 
deal  of  pains  to  prevent  it.  Our  horse  did  extremely  gallantly  in 
their  retieat,  though  I  hear  they  lost  200  horses,  not  by  the  enemy, 
but  being  [over]  tired  by  their  long  march  and  want  of  shoeing  ;  they 
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having  been  previously  -weakened  by  continual  duty  and  swimming 
their  horses  over  at  Saltasb,  and  then  maiching  from  Plymouth  to 
Barnstaple  before  they  coald  give  any  relief  to  their  horses.  Many 
both  officers  and  soldiers  did  very  gallantly,  having  often  skh'- 
mished  with  the  enemy  in  their  retreat,  but  especially  Col.  Sheffield, 
who  is,  as  reported  by  men  of  quality,  killed,  having  previously 
wounded  14  men  with  his  own  hands.  Major  Balfour  and  Captain 
Scrope,  with  others,  did  very  well  also.  If  these  forces  may  liave 
speedy  relief  of  what  is  intended  for  them,  I  doubt  not  they  will 
give  a  very  good  account  of  their  actions  ;  expedition  is  much  in 
this,  because  the  winter  comes  on  so  fast,  and  [it  is  advisable]  that 
especial  care  be  taken  how  the  horse  and  foot  enter  into  London 
without  a  sufficient  pass,  and  that,  if  any  horsemen  come  up  with 
their  horses  and  arms,  they  may  be  sent  down  again,  and  not  as 
formerly,  their  horse  and  arms  taken  away  and  so  lost  to  this  army. 
My  Lords,  I  received  direction  from  you  to  deliver  Commissary 
Bond  1,000L  for  buying  provisions  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  to  be 
sent  to  Plymouth.  I  know  very  well  the  importance  of  the  place, 
besides  my  desire  to  comply  with  your  desires.     The  reasons  why 

1  have  not  done  it  are  these— they  have  had  the  two  shipload 
of  victuals  from  me  which  came  down,  2,000L  in  money,  and 
Mr.  Leighton  had  1,000Z.  more  in  his  hands  of  this  last  20,000?.,  he 
being  now  in  Plymouth,  so  that  you  will  take  it  into  consideration 
with  the  bleeding  condition  of  the  army.  You  will  be  pleased  to 
consider  that  I  have  done  to  the  utmost  in  these  particulars.  For 
your  other  command  of  sending  a  supply  of  men  I  have  sent  to 
Col.  Owen,  who  has  lain  quiet  all  this  while,  to  march  to  Weymouth 
to  be  shipped  there  for  Plymouth,  and  besides  I  have  in  readiness 
Col.  Stapeley's  men,  what  I  can  get  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  or  the 
Plymouth  men,  who  are  come  along  ;  so  soon  as  ever  shipping  can 
be  got,  the  first  that  are  ready  shall  be  sent  away,  which  is  like 
to  be  out  of  the  20,000?.

Wm.  Waller  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.     I  was 


employed  in  executing  your  commands  of  the  12th  before  I  received 
thera.     I  have  put  into  this  town  my  train   [of  artillery]  and  the 
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firelocks  that  attend  it,  and  have  ordered  the  bringing  in  of  pro- 
visions, which  I  doubt  most  in  regard  of  the  slow  proceedings  of 
the  Committee.  This  morning  I  march  for  Wareham  to  see  that 
place  secured,  and  thence  to  Weymouth,  and  so  by  sea  to  Lyme 
[Regis],  in  all  which  I  will  leave  some  force.  I  was  prevented  by 
contrary  wind  yesterday  from  putting  the  old  Kentish  regiment 
into  Lyme,  but  to-day  I  march  with  them  by  land  to  Weymouthj 
together  with  the  new  Kentish,  and  purpose  from  thence  to  send 
the  old  to  Lyme,  and  the  new,  which  is  700  strong,  to  Plymouth. 
I  was  promised  500  or  600  horse  out  of  this  county,  but  not  one 
troop  has  yet  appeared,  and  Col.  Ludlow's  regiment  is  diverted  from 
me.  The  Lord  General  [Essex's]  horse  has  marched  away  towards 
Salisbury,  and  I  have  reason  to  fear  they  will  not  stay  there,  but 
you  will  quickly  know  the  truth.  Truly,  my  Lords,  I  am  in  a 
very  weak  condition,  having  nothing  with  me  but  my  Lieut.- 
General's  party,  which  is  about  1,500  horse  and  800  dragoons, 
besides  those  poor  troops  which  I  brought  with  me.  I  have  not 
one  horse  come  to  me,  either  out  of  Wilts,  or  this  county  [Dorset], 
to  mount  a  musketeer,  so  that  if  the  King  advance  all  that  I  can 
do  is  but  to  retire,  before  I  be  forced  to  run.  I  beseech  you  to 
pardon  plain  truth  and  believe  I  will  not  fail  to  serve  you  to  my 
last  breath,  to  the  utmost  of  my  power.  [Interregnum  16  E.,  p.  237.

Sept.  15.  Major-Genl.  R.  Browne  to  the  same.  I  am  sorry  you  have  not 
Abingdon,  received  my  two  letters  already  sent  containing  an  account  of  the 
business  concerning  the  relief  of  Basing  [House]  by  the  enemy. 
On  the  10th  inst.  the  enemy  marched  out  of  Oxford,  gave  our 
horse  guards  an  alarm  on  one  side  of  the  town,  while  they  marched 
by  on  the  other.  Our  scouts  instantly  discovered  their  march  to 
Wallingford.  Whereupon,  having  notice,  I  commanded  all  my 
horse  from  their  quarters  and  guards,  got  some  horse  from  the 
towns  nearest  us,  and  caused  many  ofiicers  to  lend  their  horses,  on 
which  I  mounted  160  musketeers,  and  presently  sent  them  away 
under  command  of  Major  Underwood,  in  whom  I  reposed  much 
confidence,  with  instructions  under  my  hand,  to  march  presently 
towards  Wallingford,  and  if  the  enemy  was  still  there  then  to 
quarter  as  near  them  as  he  might,  between  them  and  Newbury, 
and  to  be  very  watchful  of  their  movements  [from]  thence  ;  that  if 
they  marched  towards  Newbury  he  was  to  march  thither  before 
them  to  the  assistance  of  our  forces  there.  If  towards  Basing  or 
Reading  he  was  to  send  timely  notice  thereof  to  those  places, 
following  and  disturbing  their  rear  as  much  as  he  might.  If  the 
enemy  desisted  [from]  their  design  and  when  they  returned  to 
Oxford,  he  was  to  give  me  immediate  intelligence  thereof,  tiiat  I 
might  meet  them  with  a  party  of  foot ;  he  was  not  to  engage 
himself  till  he  came  to  join  with  other  forces  unless  with  apparent 
safety.  All  this  I  did  upon  notice  of  the  enemy's  march,  and 
expected  a  happy  issue.  But  Major  [Underwood],  beyond  order, 
quartered  the.  first  night  at  Newbury,  where,  for  want  of  good 
intelligence,  he  lay  till  the  enemy,  though  with  some  loss,  got  into 
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Basing,  notwithstanding  all  our  works  and  men  there.  At  length 
Major  Underwood  came  leisurely  with  his  own  party  and  an 
addition  from  Newbury  and  Reading,  timely  enough  to  have  kept 
them  in  had  Col.  Norton  and  he  joined  together.  Now  why  they 
retreated  and  ho  w  they  suffered  the  enemy  to  march  away  having 
such  advantages  against  them,  is  as  great  a  riddle  as  a  trouble  to 
my  thoughts,  and  1  doubt  no  good  account  can  be  given  of  it.  In 
the  meantime  I  conceive  you  will  believe  that  more  could  not  be 
done  by  me,  nor  sooner  than  was  acted,  it  being  also  at  a  time 
when  I  received  intelligence  from  Col.  Massie  of  Prince  Rupert's 
drawing  down  this  way  with  3,000  or  4,000  mostly  horse,  as  I  have 
already  informed  you  in  several  letters.  I  left  no  horse  at  all  in 
[this]  town,  but  some  few  belonging  to  officers,  who,  together  with 
mine  own  [horse],  have  since  kept  guard.  With  them  and  a  party 
of  foot  we  marched  the  same  night  towards  Oxford,  brought  off 
some  horses  and  other  cattle  from  within  musket  shot  of  their 
works,  those  left  in  Oxford  never  drawing  forth  nor  once 
shooting  at  us.  And  I  conceive  that,  had  we  had  a  sufficient 
party  and  provision  for  scaling,  we  might  with  little  difficulty  have 
taken  the  town,  otherwise  I  fear  impregnable.  Of  the  enemy's 
retreat  neither  had  I  any  notice  from  Major  Underwood,  yet 
understanding  of  their  being  at  Wallingford  yesterday  I  made 
ready  a  party  of  foot  to  meet  them,  but  discovered  their  march 
to  be  through  Chiselton  [Chisledon],  too  far  for  foot  without  horse 
to  follow  an  enemy  all  of  horse,  who  might  choose  their  route  and 
are  not  necessitated  to  come  within  two  miles,  nor  even  ten,  of 
this  town  [Abingdon]  as  you  are  informed.  I  confess  myself  much 
ashamed  at  the  carriage  of  this  business,  which  indeed  promised 
so  good  effect,  and  to  accommodate  which  nothing  on  my  part  was 
wanting.  But,  however,  it  failed  unhappily  in  what  was  intended 
and  hoped  for,  by  that  means  both  Reading  and  Newbury  have 
been  secured,  which  otherwise  had  not  been.  I  am  glad  to  hear 
of  the  Earl  of  Manchester's  coming  towards  this  place.  I  hope 
that  thereby  somewhat  may  be  done  against  Oxford  if  the  time  of 
year  be  not  too  far  spent.  Our  straits  are  very  much  for  match, 
■whereof  we  spend  much,  being  constantly  upon  our  watch,  together 
■with  money,  we  being  seven  weeks  behind  in  pay,  and  thereby 
in  a  sad  condition.  I  submit  all  to  your  judgment.  [Ibid., 
pp.  238—240.

Our  foot 
left  without  horse,  and  wanting  victual,  were  forced  upon  capitu- 
lation to  deliver  up  their  arms  and  train  of  artillery  ;  they  were 
pillaged  on  their  way  by  a  perfidious  enemj',  but  [are]  now  arrived 
at  Southampton  with  spirits  ready  for  a  revenge,  and  we  have 
taken  care  for  [provision  of]  clothes  and  arms  to  enable  them  to  do 
it.  The  seaports  and  those  parts  are  all  secured.  We  are  drawing 
all  our  forces  together  into  those  parts,  aud  hope  that  the  enemy 
will  not  make  such  advantage  of  our  loss  as  they  have  promised 
themselves.

Colonel  Edward  Massie  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  By 
yours  of  the  10th  inst.  I  understand  your  care  in  commanding  the 
advance  of  all  such  forces  in  the  kingdom  as  could  be  spared  towards 
the  West.  I  shall  faithfully  observe  your  commands  still  being  in 
that  posture  enjoined  me,  only  the  Wilts,  forces  not  called  in,  which 
upon  your  commands  shall  be  speedily  executed  also.  Since  my 
last  of  the  9  th,  being  that  day  upon  the  march,  you  may  be  pleased 
to  receive  this  account,  that  at  that  time  those  many  troops  of 
horse  under  the  command  of  Sir  Marraaduke  Langdale,  following 
the  anny  of  Prince  Rupert,  being  come  into  Herefordshire,  and 
quartering  in  that  part  adjoining  Worcester;  a  portion  of  them 
joined  with  Col.  Lyngham's  [Lingen's]  six  troops  of  horse,  and 
advanced  within  four  or  five  miles  of  this  city  [Gloucester],  there 
plundering  and  driving  away  the  country  people,  their  cattle  and 
goods.  T  drew  thereupon  from  Bristol  side  to  prevent  that  ruin  as 
well  as  to  hinder  their  other  designs,  either  of  raising  the  siege  of 
Banbury  or  of  joining  with  Prince  Rupert.  Beating  them  from 
that  side  Severn  and  out  of  all  these  their  quarters,  they  passed 
through  Worcester  with  the  addition  of  Col.  Sands  [Sandys']  horse, 
Sir  Wm.  Russell's  horse  and  foot,  and  what  additions  of  foot 
Dudley  Castle  and  those  parts  could  afford  them.    Thus  having  aa 
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they  supposed  left  me  on  the  other  side  Severn,  and  too  far  in  the 
rear  to    overtake   them   in  their  march,  they  thought    to    have 
passed  clear  to  Banbury.     But  vipon  receiving  news  of  their  passing 
Worcester  I  immediately  boated  my  men  over  by  Tewkesbury,  and 
got  to  the  hills  as  far  as  Stanway  hill,  where  I  sent  to  the  Earl  of 
Denbigh's  major  of  horse  to  join  me.     That  evening,  Thursday  last, 
we  rendezvoused  there  horse  and  foot,  and  understanding  that  the 
enemy  had  marched  towards  Stratford,  and  was  passed  us,  I  com- 
manded the  foot  back,  resolving  to  march  with  our  horse  to  join 
with  Col.   Fiennes  at  Banbury  before  the  enemy  could  fall  upon 
them,  but  while  thus  debating  we  sent  out  our  scouts  for  discovery. 
They  found  the  enemy,  being  500  or   600   horse,   come  over   at 
Evesham  and  some  foot  left  on  this  side  the  bridge  to  make  good 
their  repass,  one  half  of  their  force  lying  about  Evesham,  and  the 
other  at  or  near  Pershore.     But  the  enemy  receiving  intelligence 
of  our  being  before  them  upon  the  hill  took  alarm  and  so  retreated 
back  towards  Worcester  airain,  and  now  the  greater  part  of  them 
lie  beyond  Worcester.     Their  number   is   computed  to  be  about 
2,500  horse,  ill  armed.     There  are  diverse  brigades  of  horse  and 
near  50  colours  when  they  .are  together.     I  have  now  marched  a 
good  part  of  my  horse  and  foot  again  over  the  Severn,  to  save  the 
country  from  the  enemy's  incursions  and  spoil,  and  intend  to  watch 
their  march,  for  this  I  conceive  to  be  the  intention  of  your  Com- 
mittee, although  in  this  I  have  as  much  discouragement  as  any 
man  who  serves  the  Parliament  ever  had.     I  am  cast  into  misery 
not  only  for  lack  of  some  support  for  oiBcers  of  both  horse  and  foot, 
but   ovring   to  the   necessities  of  our   troops,  who   have  received 
nothing  considerable  to  encourage  them  to  stay  with  me,  so  that 
they  run  away  daily ;  my  own  troop  which  five  weeks  ago  was  80 
strong  is  now  not  above  55,  and  other  troops  reduced  almost  to 
nothing.     I  have  received  only  101.  since  my  return  to  Gloucester, 
and  this  not  for  my  own  particular  use,  but  to  supply  the  wants  of 
others.     I  have  made,  known  to  the  Committee  here  my  necessity, 
but  receive  only  fair  words,  so  that  to  go  forward  in  my  business 
I  am  obliged  to  pledge  my  own  credit.     Although  I  receive  no 
allowance  for  my  service  yet  others  must,  or  else  no  service  but 
difference  will  be  done.     Without  money  neither  scout,  spy,  nor 
intelUgencer  will  stir  out,  nor  any  brave  action  be  done  by  any 
soldier.     Unless  care  be  speedily  taken  for  us  the  soldiers  cannot 
be  kept  together,  nor  be  under  any  command,  and  I  myself  know 
not  how  to  subsist.     I  therefore  beg  you  to  move  the  Houses  of 
Parliament  that  some  speedy  course  may  be  taken  to  supply  us 
with  money,  so  that  my  endeavours  in  augmenting  our  forces  be 
not  all  lost  through  our  necessities.     I  know  that  service  which 
most  restrains  the  action  of  the  enemy  is  the  most  useful  to  the 
public,  and  therefore  again  submit  to  your  coflsideration  the  advi- 
sability of  establishing  a  sufficient  strength  in  these  parts  to  check 
the  enemy  in  his  marches  and  recruiting.     The  necessity  we  are  in 
for  supplies  forces  our  horse  to  leave  us  and  seek  some  better  enter- 
tainment elsewhere.     Our  wants  are  so  many  that  I  fear  I  shall 
not  be  able  to  march  this  week  by  half  so  strong  as  the  last.    The

reason  of  some  part  of  the  neglect  of  these  forces  I  perceh'e  pro- 
ceeds from  the  Committee's  resolution  not  to  support  a  strength 
above  the  constant  number  required  by  these  garrisons.  Owing  to 
their  resolve  to  proportion  their  forces  to  the  entertainment  our 
horse  are  likely  to  be  altogether  unprovided  for,  if  care  be  not 
taken  by  the  Parliament.  I  am  now  upon  my  march  in  pursuit  of 
the  enemy,  who  rendezvoused  this  day  42  troops  of  horse  within 
three  miles  of  Hereford.  They  promise  to  take  their  passage  over 
[the  Severn]  at  Aust  [in  Gloucestershire],  not  daring  to  pass  the 
.  other  way  since  we  forced  their  retreat  that  way  from  I-Cvesham. 
It  is  reported  that  Prince  Rupert  and  the  Marquis  of  Hertford 
have  crossed  over  at  Aust  passage  into  [Dean]  forest,  with  500  or 
600  horse  and  foot,  the  better  to  secure  that  passage  which  they 
have  commenced  fortifying  at  Beachley,  a  place  of  excee'ding 
difficult  approach.  I  hope  we  shall  beat  them  off  from  that  passage 
and  further  dissipate  their  forces.  The  Wilts,  horse  I  understand 
to  be  at  or  near  to  Salisbury,  [so]  that  I  am  uncertain  of  their 
coming.  With  what  force  I  have  or  can  get  to  march  with  me  I 
shall  use  my  best  diligence  to  prevent  the  enemy's  return  or 
passage  towards  Bristol.  I  hope  your  Honours'  letter  to  the  Com- 
mittee [at  Gloucester]  will  stop  their  intended  proceedings  and 
keep  them  in  their  circuit,  myself  being  willing  to  pass  by  a 
multitude  of  absurdities,  and  ready  in  anything  wherein  there  is 
safety  and  reason  to  comply  with  them.  For  the  future  I  trust  to 
give  as  good  an  account  to  the  State  of  my  service  as  I  have  done 
in  time  past.  I  am  bold  once  more  to  remind  your  Honours  of 
our  necessities,  and  to  beseech  your  care  for  a  supply  that  we  be 
not  ruined  for  want  of  money,  llnterregnum  16  K,  pp.  242-247.

Sept.  17.  The  Committee  of  both  kingdoms  to  Major-Genl.  Whichcott  and 
Dexhj  House,  his  officers.  We  are  very  sensible  of  your  wants  and  losses  through 
the  base  dealing  of  a  perfidious  enemy,  which  we  are  confident, 
from  experience  of  your  former  good  service,  you  will  be  ready  to 
revenge  upon  all  occasions  for  the  better  encouragement  of  your 
soldiers.

This  day  I  received  a  second  direction  for  payment  of 
1,000?.  to  Mr.  Bond  to  buy  provisions  for  Plymouth,  although  I 
came  from  thence  lately  and  know  that  men  and  money  are  what 
they  want  most,  and  victuals  least,  besides  the  bleeding  necessities 
both  of  oflScers  and  soldiers  here.  I  have  paid  48()Z.  to  the  Plymouth 
foot  for  their  despatch  thither,  and  what  other  forces  are  sent  thither 
must  be  out  of  the  charge  of  this  army,  yet  knowing  it  is  my  part  to 
acquaint  you  with  the  inconveniences,  which  is  my  discharge,  as  soon 
as  Mr,  Bond  comes  I  shall  deliver  him  the  money.  [Interregnum

[John  Lord  Robartes]  to  the  same.     Although  the  condition  of 
this  place  [Plymouth]  and  the  consequence  of  it  be  not  unknown  to 
you,  yet  I  could  not  but  represent  what  has  happened  since  the  last 
relation.     Yesterday  the  King,  Prince  Maurice,  [Lord]  Hopton,  and 
[Sir  Richard]  Grenville  came  before  the  town,  and  about  10  a.m.

John  Lord  Robartes  to  the  same.  Since  my  last,  which  I  hope 
has  been  received,  the  King  removed  some  miles  from  this  town,  and 
continues  yet  at  Tavistock,  Sir  Richarii  Grenville  and  his  forces 
quarter  at  Plympton.     The   King  uses  all  industry  to  compel  all 
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men  able  to  bear  arms  in  Corn-wall  and  Devon  to  come  to  him. 
This  place,  as  I  represented  in  my  last,  wants  very  much  men, 
money,  arms,  and  ammunition  of  all  sorts,  of  which  speed  is  as 
necessary  as  the  matter  to  a  supply.  I  have  not  heard  one  syllable 
from  the  East  since  the  siege  till  this  day,  and  now  only  that  some 
men  are  coming.  If,  when  you  take  the  condition  of  this  place 
into  consideration,  you  provide  for  the  victualing  of  the  ships 
belonging  to  the  State  which  are  here,  it  will  much  uphold  the 
spirits,  and,  I  think,  the  walls  of  the  town,  which  has  been,  in  great 
measure,  defended  by  them.

Sir  Wm.  Waller  and  Sir  Arthur  Haselrigg  to  the  same.  At  our 
first  coming  into  these  parts,  finding  what  wants  the  sea  towns  were 
in  and  how  httle  the  Committee  had  done,  we  resolved  to  our  poor 
power  their  relief.  We  lately  received  your  letters  commanding  the 
same.  Col.  Birch  with  his  regiment  is  gone  with  a  fair  wind  for 
Plymouth.  Yet  we  hear  it  with  confidence  reported  that  on 
Saturday  the  King  drew  ofi'  his  ordnance  and  army  to  Roborough 
Down,  which  is  four  miles  from  Plymouth,  and  there  held  a  council 
of  war,  and  that  he  himself  is  at  Exeter.  Birch  has  orders  that  if 
the  siege  be  raised  he  land  not  his  men  but  return  to  Weymouth. 
We  have  sent  about  300  men  to  Lyme  [Regis].  The  stay  of  that 
Governor  [Col.  Weare]  so  long  at  London  will  be  the  hazard  of  the 
town.

Ferdinand©  Lord  Fairfax  to  the  same.  The  party  of  the  enemy's 
horse  which  came  last  week  out  of  Lancashire  to  Pontefract  fell 
unexpectedly  upon  some  troops  of  mine  which  were  laid  to  keep  in 
that  garrison  and  put  them  to  retreat  with  some  loss  ;  though  the 
commander-in-chief  Sir  John  Maney  [Mayny]  receiving  a  wou.  d, 
hardly  escaped  on  foot  to  a  village  3  miles  off,  pretending 
himself  to  be  of  our  party  and  only  a  volunteer.  To  prevent  the 
prevailing  of  so  strong  a  party  as  this  was  noised  to  be,  being 
reported  2,000  though  it  proved  to  be  not  half  so  many,  I  was 
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forced  to  draw  together  most  of  the  troops  that  remained  in  this 
county,  by  which  means  the  enemy  have  taken  liberty  from  their 
several  garrisons,  which  my  troops  formerly  restrained,  to  make 
great  spoil  in  several  places.  The  party  which  I  sent  under  the 
command  of  Sir  Wm.  Constable,  coming  within  view  of  the  castle, 
the  enemy  drew  secretly  forth  on  the  other  side  the  same  evening 
in  haste,  and  marched  to  Doncaster  and  from  thence  to  Newark, 
leaving  my  troops  to  conflict  with  sorer  enemies,  their  wants  and 
necessities,  which  I  am  no  ways  able  to  supply.  Their  stock  of 
patience  being  at  length  worn  out,  our  troops  are  ready  to  disband, 
as  some  of  them  have  done  already.  The  means  for  their  support 
in  this  country  being  drawn  another  way  it  will  be  impossible  for 
me  to  keep  together  any  considerable  forces  of  horse  and  foot.  In 
a  very  few  days  they  will  moulder  to  nothing,  and  for  the  re- 
mainder I  know  not  to  whom  to  address  myself  except  your  Lord- 
ships, who  I  know  wiU  not  expect  impossibilities  from  me,  nor 
shall  any  discouragements  lessen  my  endeavours  to  serve  those  who 
have  entrusted  me  Fwith  this  service].

Derby  House.  "We  received  yours  of  the  18th  about  4  o'clock  this  afternoon.  As 
to  the  design,  with  which  yoa  are  acquainted,  to  keep  the  King's 
forces  as  much  westward  as  may  be  and  to  provide  a  body  of  horse 
and  foot  able  to  effect  it,  we  have  often  written  to  your  Lordship, 
Major  Skippon  and  the  Earl  of  Manchester.  We  have  also  written 
to  Sir  Wm.  Balfour,  Commissary  Behre,  Col.  Cromwell,  Sir  W. 
Waller,  and  Col.  Middleton  to  keep  up  good  intelligence  betwixt  the 
commanders  of  all  our  forces  for  carrying  on  the  public  service.  We 
have  from  time  to  time  given  orders  to  draw  our  forces  westward. 
For  the  present  the  Earl  of  Manchester  is  going  to  his  forces ;  who 
by  the  22nd  inst.  will  have  about  Beading  2,000  horse  and  dragoons 
and  4,000  foot,  besides  1,500  horse  and  dragoons  remaining  near 
Oxford  for  the  security  of  his  Association,  and  to  watch  the 
march  of  Prince  Bupert,  who,  we  hear,  has  about  2,000  horse  at 
Evesholme  [Evesham]  ;  we  also  have  this  day  intelligence  that  Sir 
Marmaduke  Langdale  is  come  near  Boston  with  1,000  horse.  We 
conceive  that  Sir  W.  Waller  with  700  horse  is  about  Lyme  [Regis], 
he  had  besides  2,100  foot,  of  which  700  we  hope  are  gone  to  Plymouth 
and  most  of  the  others  are  in  garrison  at  Lyme,  Weymouth,  Pool, 
and  Warehara,  which  will  be  ready  at  any  time  to  be  drawn  out. 
We  suppose  his  forces,  about  1,500  horse  and  800  dragoons,  with 
Col.  Middleton  are  not  far  from  him.  Sir  Philip  Stapleton  whilst 
he  was  here  was  present  at  aJl  our  debates  and  resolutions,  and  we 
believe  he  has  given  you  a  full  account  of  them.  We  hope  the  arms 
and  clothes  will  come  speedily  to  you,  and  we  most  earnestly  desire 
that  a  good  intelligence  may  be  [maintained]  betwixt  your  horse 
and  Sir  W.  Waller's,  and  tliat  all  means  may  be  used  to  keep  the 
Kiug's  forces  as  far  to  westward  as  may  be.

Sir  Wm.  Waller  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms.  Either 
my  letters  are  subject  to  miscarry  or  the  messengers  are  much 
wanting  in  speed,  for  in  reply  to  yours  of  the  18th  present  I 
returned  an  account  of  the  same  commands  from  Weymouth, 
relative  to  the  putting  of  supplies  into  Plymouth  and  Lyme  [Kegis], 
I  have  done  what  I  can  to  secure  Lyme,  Weymouth,  and  Poole, 
and  I  have  sent  700  men  to  Plymouth.  Into  Wareham  I  have  put 
between  400  and  500  men,  and  the  same  men  block  up  Corfe 
Castle.  But  it  is  impossible  to  finish  the  works  about  Wareham 
in  time  if  the  enemy  advance  that  way.  I  had  given  order  that 
the  people  from  the  adjacent  country  should  be  called  in  to  work 
there,  and  I  went  thither  yesterday  to  see  in  what  condition  the 
place  was,  but  I  found  nothing  done.  By  the  enclosed  you  will  see 
that  the  Chichester  foot  cannot  yet  find  their  way  to  me.  I  entreat 
your  help.  I  have  sent  orders  to  the  Malmesbury  men  to  march, 
and  I  should  desire  that  those  from  the  Isle  of  Wight,  about  300  as 
I  understand,  may  be  despatched  to  me.  The  two  Farnham  com- 
panies, which  would  willingly  march  to  join  their  fellows  with  me, 
are  detained  by  Col.  Norton,  who  says,  as  I  am  informed,  that  he 
will  stand  between  them  and  danger.  I  hear  the  King  has  advanced 
to  CuUompton,  ten  miles  on  this  side  Exeter ;  if  it  be  so  I  expect 
to  hear  from  his  Majesty  shortly.

Lordships  the  distressed  estate  of  Sir  Wm.

The  same  to  the  same.  Since  my  last  letters  sent  by  Sir  Wm. 
Brereton  I  have  learned  that  Lord  Byron,  having  300  horse,  did 
retire  towards  Shrewsbury,  with  some  scattered  foot  which  escaped 
the  rout  at  Montgomery  Castle.  I  do  not  hold  those  supplies^  of 
much  consequence  for  the  defence  of  that  place,  but  only  as  keeping 
up  the  resolutions  of  the  malignant  party  there  and  discouraging 
the  well-affected.  My  chief  fears  are  the  sudden  rising  of  the 
rivers  and  the  disorders  amongst  the  soldiers,  who  do  nothing  but 
rob  and  spoil  the  country,  which  cannot  be  prevented  so  long  as 
they  have  nothing  else  to  maintain  themselves.  I  shall  hardly  he 
able  to  keep  the  Yorkshire  horse  here  any  longer,  their  chief 
commanders  Sir  Wm.  Fairfax  and  Major  Fitz-Simons  dying  within 
three  hours  after  the  date  of  my  last  letter.  I  will  not  be  jealous, 
in  the  nature  of  this  war,  to  fall  under  the  strict  censure  of  that 
Koman  Consul  who  gave  order  to  strike  off  his  son's  head  for 
fighting  without  command  though  he  was  victorious,  but  I  will  go 
on  in  the  prosecution  of  that  victory  which  the  Lord  was  pleased 
to  favour  so  much  by  his  countenance  and  protection.  There  are 
some  further  overtures  proposed  to  me  concerning  Bridgnorth, 
which,  in  regard  of  the  diificulties  of  carrying  Shrewsbury  by 
assault  or  surprise,  appear  to  me  to  be  very  considerable,  yet  I  am 
unwilling  to  embark  myself  therein  without-  your  approbation, 
whilst  Liverpool  will  stand  out  so  long  as  they  have  victuals, 
which  can  only  continue  for  a  very  short  time.  I  shall  expect 
your  further  order  herein,  which  I  shall  readily  obey.

Colonel  Edward  Massie  to  the  same.  My  last  to  your  Committee 
was  from  Gloucester,  being  then  upon  ray  march  towards  this  place 
in  pursuit  of  the  remnant  of  Prince  Rupert's  army.  Having  since 
presented  an  account  of  our  services  to  the  Houses  of  Parliament  I 
shall  be  the  briefer  not  to  intrude  on  your  more  serious  and  weighty 
affairs.  Your  letters  to  Major  Duett  for  his  assisting  me  with  three 
troops  out  of  Wilts,  occasioned  an  excuse  to  me  and  a  journey  by 
him  to  London  to  interview  you,  as  also  some  discontent  to  Col. 
Ludlow  by  reason  that  the  order  was  sent  to  his  major.  If  his 
[Duett's]  excuse  shall  please  you  I  am  satisfied,  but  deferring 
commands  may  prove  of  dangerous  consequence.  We  have  had 
good  success  in  taking  the  passage  and  destroying  the  enemy 
engaged  in  fortifying  the  pass  at  Beachley  [in  Gloucestershire],  and 
as  yet  in  hindering  the  march  of  the  rest  of  Prince  Rupert's  forces, 
so  that  they  advance  not  to  him  so  soon  [as  expected].  For  further 
particulars  therein  I  refer  you  to  my  letter  directed  to  the  Speaker 
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of  the  House  of  Commons.  In  my  former  letters  I  begged  your 
solicitation  for  a  speedy  supply  of  our  necessities,  which  cry  daily 
louder,  and  are  less  likely  to  be  cured  by  our  Committee  here. 
Whilst  I  so  much  conform  to  their  rules  I  find  some  ill  effects  to  be 
produced  amongst  us  by  a  party  or  faction  in  our  Committee.  I 
conceive  tliis  is  to  set  up  some  who  are  abetted  by  them  to  contest 
my  authority.  I  formerly  advertised  you  of  an  abuse  offered  to 
myself,  and  the  place  of  government  I  now  stand  in,  by  Col.  Stevens 
backed  by  one  or  more  deputy-lieutenants  of  this  county,  [he  now 
presumes]  to  command  in  and  assess  the  county  at  his  own  pleasure 
for  horse,  or  in  default  71.  in  money  for  every  such  horse  assessed  but 
not  brought  in  to  him,  without  any  relation  to  my  command,  and 
by  virtue  of  his  own  warrants,  [so  that]  the  complaints  of  the 
country  [are]  in  no  way  to  be  redressed  by  me  as  formerly.  In  my 
last  letter  to  him  I  desired  some  account  of  his  commission  and 
authority,  and  wrote  him,  that  I  took  it  not  well  from  him,  that 
when  I  commanded  his  regiment  of  horse  to  march,  he  only  sent 
me  two  troops,  leaving  three  or  four  troops  in  their  quarters  with  his 
major  of  horse,  whom  I  never  yet  have  seen  upon  service ;  of  his 
regiment  I  have  only  Capt.  Kyrle  and  his  own  lieutenant  of  horse 
with  me ;  [besides  I  have  to  complain]  that  I  never  could  have  any 
of  his  oflicers  near  me  to  receive  orders  as  was  fitting.  [In  reply  I] 
found  this  enclosed  answer,  which  I  humbly  beg  your  Committee 
will  order  to  be  explained  by  him.  The  ground  of  what  he  sent  me 
[in  justification]  for  his  presumption  and  [as  the]  warrant  of  his 
[unauthorised]  assessments,  was  an  ordinance  of  Parliament  passed 
15th  August  1642,  concerning  the  power  given  to  the  deputy-lieu- 
tenants of  the  county  at  that  time,  few  of  whom  are  now  found  to 
be  in  favour  of  the  Parliament,  and  of  which  number  he  never  was 
one.  This  was  also  before  the  county  came  under  the  government 
of  the  soldiery.  I  questioned  this  before,  and  Mr.  Pury  then  seemed 
to  take  it  upon  him,  though  since  your  last  letter  to  the  Committee 
[here]  revokes  it.  So  now  I  shall  desire  to  know  who  are  the 
deputy-lieutenants  who  afford  protection  to  Col.  Stevens,  and 
whether  I  have  not  power  'to  command  each  oflacer  in  his  regiment, 
which  is  now  disputed  by  him,  besides  other  personal  allusions  in 
his  answer.  My  end  is  only  to  have  things  so  cleared  up  that  I 
may  know  what  I  may  command,  and  how  far  I  may  expect 
observance  to  those  commands.

Sept.  21.  The  same  to  Sir  Wm.  Waller.  We  have  received  yours  of  the 
Derby  House.  18th  from  Weymouth,  from  which  we  understand  that  Col.  Birch 
is  sent  to  Plymouth  with  his  regiment,  yet  with  orders  to  return 
and  not  land  his  men  in  case  the  siege  [of  that  town]  be  raised. 
We,  considering  the  great  service  these  men  might  be  in  those 
parts,  either  by  causing  a  diversion  of  so  much  of  the  King's 
strength,  or  failing  that  by  being  master  in  the  field,  desire  that, 
if  they  be  yet  iu  the  Sound  and  not  returned,  you  will  give  them 
order  to  land  though  the  siege  be  raised.  We  will  again  move  in 
the  Commons  that  the  5,000L  may  be  sent  to  you.  '  The  Governor 
of  Lyme  Regis  some  days  since  left  town  to  go  to  his  charge.  By 
the  enclosed  you  will  see  the  pleasure  of  both  Houses  for  the 
junction  of  your  foi'ces  with  those  of  the  Earl  of  Manchester,  which 
accordingly  we  desire  you  by  a  mutual  intelligence  and  intercourse 
to  put  in  execution ;  and  whereas  it  is  referred  to  this  Committee 
to  give  order  in  point  of  command,  we  shall  not  need  to  say  much 
therein,  hoping  that  on  both  parts  there  is  so  much  nobleness  and 
worth  that  it  is  not  possible  there  can  be  any  contention,  but  only 
who  shall  by  most  self-denying  serve  the  public  most  and  most 
honour  themselves.  For  our  parts  we  shall  not  be  wanting, 
according  to  tlie  trust  reposed  in  us  by  the  ordinance,  to  give  [you] 
from  time  to  time  such  advice  and  directions  as  we  shall  conceive 
to  be  best  for  the  public  service.

Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  Committee  of  both  kingdoms. 
I  have  received  yours  of  the  21st  inst.,  together  with  the  votes  of 
both  Houses  of  Parliament,  which  I  shall  readily  obey.  I  am  now 
upon  my  march  to  Reading  according  to  your  former  orders.  I 
have  already  written  to  Sir  Wm,  Waller  to  give  him  an  account 
where  I  intend  to  be  according  to  your  orders,  and  I  shall  from 
time  to  time  keep  as  exact  intelligence  with  him  as  I  can.  You 
need  not  fear  any  disagreement  on  my  part  in  point  of  command. 
The  only  thing  I  look  upon  [with  anxiety],  and  which  I  hope  you 
will  take  into  your  consideration,  is  that  when  we  do  join  we  may 
have  such  a  considerable  strength  as  may  keep  up  the  reputation  of 
an  army.

Major-Genl.  R.  Browne  to  the  same.  Yesterday  I  received  a  letter 
from  you,  directed  to  the  Committee  at  Reading  and  myself,  re- 
quiring an  account  of  the  state  of  this  garrison.  I  have  been  bold 
heretofore  to  acquaint  you  therewith,  but  without  any  redress  of 
our  wants.     Our  case  now  stands  thus.    We  are  in  absolute  present 
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necessity  of  all  requisites  for  a  garrison,  having  not  much  gun- 
powder and  so  little  match  that  it  will  hardly  last  till  a  supply  can 
be  sent.  We  want  ordnance  for  the  bulwark,  not  having  enough 
for  the  avenues  in  the  town.  We  are  not  provided  with  victuals 
for  one  day.  The  want  whereof  and  of  money,  as  it  has  occasioned 
many  mutinies,  so  this  past  week  has  caused  a  very  dangerous  one. 
The  soldiers  of  one  regiment,  with  joint  consent,  resolving  to  forage 
abroad  wherever  they  might  find  provision,  cocking  their  match 
[locks]  against  such  officers  as  should  oppose  them.  And,  had  it 
not  been  as  timely  quelled,  for  ought  I  know,  jthe  garrison  might 
then  have  been  quitted.  Some  of  the  chief  of  the  mutineers  were 
immediately  questioned  at  a  Council  of  War,  and  four  of  them  were 
condemned  to  be  hanged,  whereof  one  suffered.  Since  that  time, 
also,  Capt.  Greenvile's  troop  refused  to  watch  at  the  guards  [after] 
being  warned,  nor  indeed  did  they  come  at  all,  urging  as  reasons 
the  want  of  money  to  shoe  their  horses  and  of  victuals.  My  Lords, 
it  troubles  me  much  to  complain,  and  did  I  not  see  so  many  pressing 
necessities  in  the  soldiers,  as  well  those  of  the  country  as  all  the 
others  from  London,  whose  bare  feet  and  hollow  cheeks  plead  aloud, 
I  should  for  ever  be  silent.  The  consciousness  of  my  duty  bids 
me  also  assure  you  that  if  a  timely,  a  very  timely,  course  be  not 
taken  for  our  supply,  we  shall  be  forced  to  such  inconveniences  as 
I  am  loath  to  speak  of  We  have  depended  too  long  on  the  Com- 
mittee for  our  supply,  and  in  vain,  nay  our  sufferings  are  much  the 
greater  for  them,  [being]  partly  occasioned  by  those  at  Aylesbury, 
as  I  have  formerly  acquainted  you,  but  chiefly  by  those  at  Reading, 
who  now  send  their  commands  into  the  hundreds  hereabouts,  for- 
bidding all  officers  whatsoever  to  presume  to  demand  any  victuals 
or  the  country  [people]  to  deliver  it  without  warrant  under  their 
hands.  To  this  the  country  [people]  pay  instant  willing  obedience 
whilst  we  are  even  ready  to  starve.  I  have  sent  one  of  their 
warrants  enclosed.  The  fortifications  are  now  almost  at  a  stand, 
likewise,  through  their  means,  which  might  have  been  in  good 
forwardness  ere  this  time.  The  soldiers  have  done  most  of  the 
work,  but  now  refuse  to  do  more  without  pay.  These  [works]  may 
yet  be  prosecuted  to  good  purpose  while  the  season  of  the  year 
serves,  if  a  course  were  taken  or  allowed  by  the  Committee,  but 
they  more  mind  the  places  where  their  own  estates  are  situated 
than  the  public.  They  also  pay  the  soldiers  who  attend  them  at 
Reading  constantly,  and  this  occasions  ours  here  to  mutiny,  which 
I  conceive  they  ought  not  to  do  with'out  my  direction.  But  since 
you  command  me  to  go  on  with  the  works  I  desire  that  we  may 
have  a  supply  of  spades,  shovels,  and  pickaxes,  those  we  have  being 
almost  all  broken.  T  find  so  many  obstructions  in  all  our  pro- 
ceedings, so  great  impossibility  of  either  gaining  or  preserving  a 
reputation  as  things  are  carried  by  the  Committee,  that  I  humbly 
desire  rather  to  be  called  home  than  to  suffer  under  so  many 
mischiefs  without  being  in  any  capacity  to  serve  the  State  as  I 
principally  desire.  Yet  I  am  resolved  to  stay  [here]  though  with 
100  men  if  you  command  me,  and  the  ruin  of  what  is  precious  be 
thereby  threatened.     I  shall  accordingly  humbly  offer  it  as  most 
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requisite  that  for  the  future  a  Committee  may  be  appointed  to  sit 
here,  and  another  at  Newbury,  together  with  those  at  Beading,  by 
which  means  the  work  would  go  on  more  effectually,  but  some 
other  means  must  be  taken  for  present  supply  of  money  as  you 
may  think  fit  to  appoint.  As  for  our  number  of  men,  we  have 
here  about  2,000  men,  whereof  200  are  sick,  and,  trusting  that 
Manchester's  horse  will  come  somewhat  nearer  to  us,  I  intend  to 
send  to-morrow  morning  300  more  to  Newbury  as  an  additional 
force,  making  about  700  there  ;  we  have  also  about  350  horse,  two 
troops  Aviiereof  are  without  arms  or  saddles.  I  shall  present  you 
with  a  more  perfect  account  at  the  next  muster.  There  are  come 
only  60  men  out  of  Herts.  I  conceive  this  place  cannot  be  kept 
with  less  than  4,000  men  if  an  enemy  lie  before  it.  I  understand 
the  Earl  of  Manchester  is  appointed  to  quarter  at  Reading.  I 
conceive  it  might  be  very  convenient  if  he  would  quarter  a  regi- 
ment in  or  near  Wallingford,  which  may  be  done  without  danger, 
and  other  of  his  forces  at  or  about  Woodstock,  so  as  to  block  up  in 
some  measure  both  those  garrisons,  Reading  being  in  the  meantime 
in  no  danger  at  all,  nor,  as  I  conceive,  can  they  do  any  service  to 
these  counties  by  lying  there.  I  shall  trouble  you  no  further, 
begging  you  will  believe,  what  is  almost  incredible,  our  sad  con- 
dition, and  afford  us  a  timely  relief,  for  from  the  Committee  [at 
Reading]  I  cannot  expect  it.  I  must  remind  you  again  of  our 
extreme  want  of  match,  without  a  supply  of  which  there  is  no 
possibility  of  our  subsistence.  I  submit  all  to  your  consideration, 
praying  for  a  blessing  on  your  counsels.  P.S. — We  have  begun  to 
turf  already,  which  is  a  work  that  cannot  be  done  by  every  one, 
nor  will  any  undertake  it  without  daily  pay.  [Ibid.,  pp.  264-266.

Sept.  22.  Thos.  Stephens,  High  Sheriff,  and  others  of  the  Committee  at 
Gloucester.  Gloucester  to  the  same.  Since  the  Governor  [Col.  Massie's]  return 
from  his  late  march,  whereof  not  long  since  we  gave  you  some 
account,  we  prevailed  so  much  with  him  as  to  march  to  Beachley,  a 
place  of  great  concernment,  which  through  too  much  delay  [in 
occupying  it]  heretofore  [on  our  part]-was  like  to  have  proved  a 
great,  and  in  respect  of  Wales  an  incomparable,  advantage  to  the 
enemy ;  who,  observing  the  consequence  thereof,  as  being  the  key 
of  those  countries,  were  fortifying  themselves  there.  But  yesterday 
they,  being  above  100,  were  taken  and  the  place  rescued  without 
any  considerable  loss  to  our  party.  That  whereof  we  are  now  to 
inform  you,  is  the  slighting  of  the  enemy's  works  by  our  Governor, 
but  upon  what  grounds  [he  has  done  this]  we  know  not ;  for  if 
upon  our  retreat  the  enemy  should  refortify  it,  we  could  not  again 
advance  to  take  it  by  reason  of  the  approaching  winter.  We  shall 
suspend  our  judgments,  leaving  it  wholly  to  you,  when  you  have 
perused  the  enclosed,  to  signify  to  the  Governor  your  decision 
therein.  He  is  now,  as  we  hear,  upon  his  march  towards  Monmouth, 
which  we  yet  hope  may  prove  very  successful ;  in  regard  we  this 
day  received  a  second  invitation  from  the  chief  gentry  of  that 
county,  offering  their  best  aid  and  assistance  to  reduce  'it  to  the 
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obedience  of  the  Parliament,  wherewith  we  have  acquainted  the 
Governor,  expecting  the  success  from  God.

York.  Upon  the  receipt  of  your  letter  requiring  me  to  send  such  horse  as 
I  could  spare  to  join  with  Col.  [Edw.]  Rossiter  for  clearing  of 
Lincolnshire  and  securing  the  Associated  counties  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  Earl  of  Manchestei",  I  sent  to  the  ofEcer  of  my  son's 
[Sir  Thos.  Fairfax's]  regiment  of  horse  to  make  ready  to  march  for 
Lincolnshire,  withal  writing  to  the  Committee  at  Lincoln  to  know 
from  them  what  time  and  place  would  be  fittest  for  their  meeting. 
I  have  now  upon  the  coming  of  Col.  Thornaugh  altered  this  course 
and  given  order  that  the  said  regiment  should  march  to  TickhiU  or 
Welbeck,  where  the  Notts,  and  Derby  horse  are  met  upon  my 
former  orders,  and  from  thence  march  to  join  with  Col.  Rossiter 
at  Paynam  ford.  I  cannot  now  spare  any  mflie  [troops],  having 
diverse  garrisons  of  the  enemy  to  look  to,  who  make  many  inroads 
upon  the  country  and  do  great  spoil.  I  sent  with  Sir  John  Meldrum 
to  Liverpool  about  1 ,000  horse,  which  I  hear,  for  want  of  neces'^aries, 
are  grown  fewer ;  and  after  Sir  Wm.  Fairfax's  coming  from  London 
I  sent  him  to  the  said  horse  to  command  them  and  such  other  forces 
of  horse  as  were  within  the  counties  under  my  coniinand.  I  have 
even  now  received  intelligence  and  letters  from  Sir  John  Meldrum 
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of  some  loss  there,  especially  of  the  mortal  wounds  of  my  dear 
nephew  Sir  Wm.  Fairfax  and  Major  Fitz-Simons,  a  gallant 
gentleman,  but,  blessed  be  God,  the  victory  obtained  over  our 
enemies  doth  abate  my  sorrow  for  any  particular  friends.  I  have 
sent  you  a  copy  of  Sir  John  Meldrum's  letter,  which  will  better 
make  known  to  you  the  particulars.

Major-Genl.  Browne  to  the  same.  The  three  gentlemen  who  were 
brought  prisoners  before  me  this  morning  I  send  with  the  letters 
found  on  them.  I  presumed  to  open  the  letters  thinking  they 
might  contain  information  for  our  present  guidance.  I  find  some 
of  very  dangerous  consequence,  others  wiU  serve  to  identify  such  as 
may  be  thought  fit  to  be  sequestered.  All  which  I  refer  to  your 
honours.

The  Lord  General  Essex  to  the  same.  Before  I  received  yours  of 
the  20th  I  sent  for  Quartermaster-General  Dalbier,  and  ordered  him 
to  be  ready  upon  all  occasions  to  join  with  any  of  the  Parliament's 
forces  for  opposing  the  enemy's  advance,  though  many  of  our  best 
men  are  on  foot  [having  lost  their  horses]  through  the  extremity  of 
their  duty  and  long  inarches.  Many  of  them  had  their  horses  kUled 
under  them,  so  I  hope  you  will  consider  how  they  may  be  re- 
cruited, other  armies  having  the  Associated  counties  to  help  them. 
I  hear  nothing  as  yet  of  the  coming  of  arms  and  clothes,  for  want 
of  which  I  fear  many  of  our  men  will  abscond.  I  have  likewise 
instructed  Dalbier  to  use  his  best  endeavours  to  keep  the  Par- 
liament's forces  [together]  when  they  meet,  [and  so]  to  have  a  good 
correspondence  one  with  another.  Lieut. -Col.  [Arthur]  Rouse  is 
lately  come  from  Plymouth,  who  saith  that  [Sir  Richard]  Green vile's 
two  regiments  of  horse  and  foot  are  left  at  Plympton,  and  the  rest 
all  drawn  away.  I  cannot  learn  by  my  scouts  that  the  foot  are 
drawn  away  further  than  Crediton.  Prince  Maurice  faced  Taunton 
Castle  with  horse,  and  then  marched  to  Bridgewater.  As  for  [the] 
report  that]  his  Majesty  had  divided  his  army  into  three  parts  and 
was  marching  himself  eastward,  I  cannot  believe  that  his  army  is 
so  great  that  he  dare  venture  on  it.  As  to  the  design  that  it  has 
been  long  [intended]  to  keep  the  King's  forces  as  much  westward  as 
may  be,  I  doubt  not  of  your  care  of  it,  and  hope  hereafter  those 
who  have  disobeyed  your  commands  shall  be  questioned ;  for  if  they 
had  been  put  in  execution  the  war  had  been  ended  now,  and  I  not 
put  to  so  shameful  a  retreat,  it  being  never  before  this  time  in  the 
enemy's  power  to  have  the  least  advantage  over  my  army.  When 
these  forces  are  made  fit  to  march  I  shall  be  ready  to  give  a  stop 
to  the  insulting  enemy.  I  could  never  understand  Sir  Wm.  Waller 
was  nearer  Lyme  [Regis]  than  Weymouth.  His  foot,  under  2,000, 
are  billeted  upon  the  sea-coasts,  and  Col.  Middleton  is  quartered 
between  Sherborne  and  Blandford.  If  I  hear  nothing  of  the 
enemy's  advance,  I  must  be  necessitated,  when  my  horse  are 
mustered,  to  draw  then  a  little  backward  into  fresh  quarters,  [lUd., 
pp.  271,  272.

We 
hear  that  the  King  dined  yesterday  at  Honiton,  and  will  be  this 
night  at  Chard,  and  by  one  who  saw  the  army  drawn  up  thei'e  it 
is  not  above  1 0,000  horse  and  foot ;  doubtless  they  will  now  advance 
with  speed.  We  have  long  expected  the  forces  mentioned  in  your 
letters ;  but  what  forces  or  where  they  are,  or  the  reasons  of  their 
delay,  we  understand  not  a  word  from  his  Excellency  [Essex].

I  have  now 
sent  purposely  my  lieut.-col.  of  horse  to  acquaint  you  with  our 
present  estate  and  the  state  of  these  parts.  If  you  be  not  pleased 
to  take  some  speedy  course,  I  fear  we  shall  consume  to  nothing. 
What  service  we  have  done  with  a  small  handful  of  men  is  not 
unknown  to  you.  We  began  first  to  break  the  Prince's  [Rupert's] 
forces  in  these  parts  by  taking  400  horse  at  Welshpool,  then  we 
raised  the  seige  of  Oswestry,  afterwards  we  took  Sir  Thos.  Gardiner 
with  all  his  troop,  since  that  we  took  36  barrels  of  gunpowder  and 
12  of  brimstone  with  match  and  ammunition,  possessed  ourselves  of 
Montgomery  Castle,  and  maintained,  it  for  12  days'  space  against 
5,000  men  ;  what  number  of  men  I  had  to  do  these  things  I  dare 
not  commit  to  paper,  but  refer  [you]  to  the  bearer's  relation.  I 
beseech  you  to  have  us  in  your  thoughts,  you  know  there  can  be  no 
expectation  of  money  here  in  these  parts  before  such  time  as  the 
country  be  brought  into  subjection.  I  have  hitherto  done  what  I 
could  to  keep  my  men  together,  but  I  fail  to  do  it  as  I  would  for 
the  reasons  the  bearer  will  relate  to  you.  Our  good  success  in 
raising  the  siege  is  I  assure  myself  made  known  to  you.  It  was  as 
great  a  victory  as  hatb  been  gained  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom,  we 
having  taken  and  slain  above  2,000  men  in  the  late  battle  ;  and 
hurt  so  many  in  the  siege  before  the  battle,  as  in  14  carts  were 
sent  out  of  the  enemy's  leaguer  to  Shrewsbury  the  Sabbath  day 
before.  Sir  John  Meldrum,  with  those  who  came  to  relieve  us, 
endured  much  hardship,  and  we  were  altogether  destitute  of  means 
to  requite  them,  in  regard  we  wanted  money  to  pay  our  own 
soldiers,  much  less  to  gratify  them.  My  most  humble  and  earnest 
suit  therefore  now  is,  that  you  will  hasten  Col.  Barton's  and  Sir  Wm. 
Middleton's  com.ing  down  with  their  horse  and  with  money  to  pay 
them  and  us ;  also  to  procure  this  bearer  [Col.  Till]  my  lieut.- 
col.,  if  it  may  be,  a  troop  of  horse  to  come  with  him  speedily  down.

Edward  Earl  of  Manchester  to  the  same.  I  have  received  your 
letter,  together  with  the  vote  of  the  House  of  Commons.  It  is 
very  probable  that  that  House  and  your  Lordships  may  be  informed 
of  my  being  at  Uxbiidge,  as  the  bridge  at  Maidenhead  is  broken, 
and  I  am  constrained  to  wait  till  it  be  so  mended  that  I  may  pass 
my  forces  over,  this  also  being  the  Fast  day  I  thought  it  a  .duty  to 
seek  God.

I  am  now  at  Reading,  and  have  heard  from  Waller,  who  advertises 
me  of  his  being  at  Shaftesbury  with  a  reasonably  good  body  of 
horse  and  dragoons,  but  the  foot  he  has  been  forced  to  distribute 
between  Plymouth  and  the  port-towns  of  those  counties,  so  that 
he  has  but  few  with  him.  I  therefore  believe  you  will  not  think 
it  advisable  that  I  should  march  further  [westward]  with  so 
inconsiderable  a  strength  as  I  have.  Since  I  came  hither  I  have 
inquired  into  the  strength  of  Abingdon,  which  I  hear  is  in  such  a 
condition  as  I  much  fear  it  wiU  not  be  a  place  for  you  to  rely  upon. 
This  town  [Reading]  is  of  very  great  consequence,  and  it  is  a  great 
prejudice  that  the  fortifications  have  been  so  neglected.

But,  to  deal  ingenuously  with  your 
Lordships,  the  slackness  of  the  Committee  of  that  county  in  pro- 
viding of  victuals,  and  the  want  of  Col.  Mitton,  who  had  more 
action  and  virtue  than  all  the  chief  commanders  there  or  there- 
abouts, the  grudgings  and  discontentments  among  the  soldiers,  both 
horse  and  foot,  for  want  of  pay,  or  any  acknowledgment  of  their 
service  done,  the  carelessness  of  Sir  Thos.  Middleton  and  the  Com- 
mittee at  Wem^,  whom  it  concerned  more  especially  to  provide 
6001.  to  satisfy  the  Yorkshire  horse,  after  he  had  gotten  what  he 
aimed  at ;  the  improbability,  as  by  the  scanty  intelligence  we  had, 
[of  our  success  if  we  should  attempt]  to  assault  the  strongest  works 
in  England,  as  I  am  credibly  informed,  the  number  of  our  foot 
soldiers  not  exceeding  the  number  of  prisoners  by  100,  which  of 
necessity  we  must  needs  have  abandoned,  if  we  had  assaulted  the 
works ;  the  discontentments  amongst  the  horse  and  foot,  who  being 
ungratefully  used  did  grow  weaker  every  day ;  the  beginnings  of 
mutinies  amongst  our  own  soldiers  and  the  prisoners  for  want  of 
bread ;  [these]  were  the  inducements  which  moved  me  rather  to 
look  backward  to  Liverpool,  than  to  proceed  any  further  upon  so 
slender  and  improbable  grounds.  At  mj  return  to  Nantwich,  I 
had  advertisements  from  my  quarter  before  Liverpool  that  the 
Lancashire  foot  with  some  mariners  had  crossed  the  river  [Mersey] 
by  boats,  and  had  taken  in  a  new  retrenchment  made  at  Socum 
[Seaeombe].  The  next  day  after  my  coming  to  Nantwich  I  went 
to  see  Tarvin,  where  I  found  Col.  George  Booth,  a  young  gentleman 
of  great  expectation,  holding  the  place,  which  was  not  defensible 
and  imperfectly  victualed.  He  desired  to  be  relieved  in  regard 
the  Chester  horse  were  plundering  all  Wirrell,  so  that  the  garrison 
at  Tarvin  would  be  deprived  of  relief.  This  being  so,  and  finding 
that  there  were  more  of  the  scattered  horse  which  had  escaped 
from  Montgomery  come  over  to  Wirrell  by  fording  the  Dee,  I 
desired  Sir  Wm.  Brereton  to  send  his  horse  that  night  to  Wirrell, 
so  that  they,  joining  with  the  Yorkshire  horse,  might  fall  upon  the 
Chester  horse  the  next  day.  Contrary  to  my  expectation  his  horse 
never  came  to  Wirrell,  but  he  went  that  night  to  Eceston  [Eccles- 
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hall?]  Castle,  in  StafEordshire,  without  giving  me  notice,  though 
I  had  commanded  all  this  journey  in  chief.  Whereupon  I  resolved 
to  withdraw  to  Liverpool,  leaving  Cheshire  side  to  Sir  Wm. 
Brereton,  which  he  had  formerly  undertaken.  .1  enclose  a  copy  of 
the  letter  I  left  for  Sir  William.  I  have  given  order  to  all  the 
colonels  within  Lancashire  to  withdraw  both  the  horse  and  foot 
that  have  abandoned  their  colours,  and  to  return  to  their  quarters. 
I  have  sent  for  Cols.  Shuttleworth  and  Dodding  to  come  from  the 
north  parts  of  Lancashire  to. the  quarter  before  Liverpool  with  their 
forces  of  horse  and  foot,  there  being  no  considerable  enemy  in  those 
parts.  The  enemy  is  stronger  within  the  town  of  Liverpool  than 
we  are  without,  besides  the  advantage  of  very  strong  works.  It  is 
rumoured  that  the  Irish  here  desire  to  return  and  serve  in  Ireland 
if  they  may  have  quarter.  These  propositions  have  been  made  by 
the  Irish  to  Lieut.- Col.  Coote,  son  of  Sir  Chas.  Coote.  I  shall 
forbear  to  meddle  upon  so  ticklish  a  point  without  your  approval, 
which  I  entreat  may  be  done  with  all  expedition,  in  regard  I  am 
resolved  to  make  trial  so  soon  as  the  forces  are  ready.  [Ibid,, 
pp.  9-12.

When  a  further  strength  is 
collected  in  these  parts  I  shall  be  very  ready  to  do  the  best  service 
I  can.     You  very  well  know  my  obligation  to  those  counties  which 
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have  entrusted  me  with  this  service;  I  daily  receive  letters  from 
them  expressing  their  great  trouble  that  their  forces  are  drawn  so 
far  away,  and  your  Lordships  well  know  that  by  ordinance  of 
Parliament  these  forces  are  not  to  be  commanded  any  whither  but 
with  the  consent  of  the  Committees  of  the  Association.

As  far  back  as  the  year  1800,  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  recom- 
mended that  Indexes  and  Calendars  should  be  made  to  the  Public  Eecords,  and 
thirty-six  years  afterwards  another  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  reite- 
rated that  recommendation  in  more  forcible  words ;  but  it  was  not  until  the 
incorporation  of  the  State  Paper  Office  with  the  Public  Record  Office  that  the 
Master  of  the  EoUs  found  himself  in  a  position  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for 
carrying  out  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

On  7  December  1855,  Tie  stated  to  tlie  Lords  of  the  Treasury  that  although 
"  the  Records,  State  Papers,  and  Documents  in  his  charge  constitute  the  most 
"  complete  and  perfect  series  of  their  kind  in  the  civilized  world,"  and  although 
"  they  are  of  the  greatest  value  in  a  historical  and  constitutional  point  of  view, 
"  yet  they  are  comparatively  useless  to  the  public,  from  the  want  of  proper 
"  Calendars  and  Indexes."  Acting  upon  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  House  of  Commons  above  referred  to,  he  suggested  to  the  Lords 
of  the  Treasury  that  to  effect  the  object  he  had  in  view  it  would  be  necessary  for 
him  to  employ  a  few  Persons  fully  qualified  to  perform  the  work  which  he  con- 
templated. 

Their  Lordships  assented  to  the  necessity  of  having  Calendars  prepared  and 
printed,  and  empowered  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  to  take  such  steps  as  might  be 
necessary  for  this  purpose.

On  25  July  1822,  the  House  of  Commons  presented  an  address  to  the  Crown, 
stating  that  the  editions  of  the  works  of  our  ancient  historians  were  inconvenient 
and  defective  ;  that  many  of  their  writings  still  remained  in  mEnmscript,  and,  in 
some  cases,  m  a  single  copy  only.  They  added,  "  that  an  uniform  and  con- 
^^  venient  edition  of  the  whole,  published  under  His  Majesty's  royal  sanction, 
^'  would  be  an  undertaking  honourable  to  His  Majesty's  reign,  and  conducive  to 
'^  the  advancement  of  historical  and  constitutional  knowledge  ;  that  the  House 
\\  ^'isrefore  humbly  besought  His  Majesty,  that  He  wonld  be  graciously  pleased 
'^'  to  give  such  directions  as  His  Majesty,  in  His  wisdom,  might  think  fit,  for 
''  the_  publication  of  a  complete  edition  of  the  ancient  historians  of  this  realm. 
^'  and  assured  His  Majesty  that  whatever  expense  might  be  necessary  for  thiti 

purpose  would  be  made  good." 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls,  being  very  desirous  that  eifect  should  be  given  to  the 
resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons,  submitted  to  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  in 
1857  a  plan  for  the  publication  of  the  ancient  chronicles  and  memorials  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  it  was  adopted  accordingly.  In  selecting  these  works,  it 
was  considered  right,  in  the  first  instance,  to  give  preference  to  those  of  which 
the  manuscripts  were  unique,  or  the  materials  of  which  would  help  to  fill  up 
blanks  in  English  history  for  which  no  satisfactory  and  authentic  information 
hitherto  existed  in  any  accessible  form.  One  great  object  the  Master  of  the  Bolls 
had  in  view  was  to  form  a  corpus  historicum  within  reasonable  limits,  and  which 
should  be  as  complete  as  possible.  In  a  subject  of  so  vast  a  range,  it  was  im- 
portant that_  the  historical  student  should  be  able  to  select  such  volumes  as 
conformedwith  his  own  peculiar  tastes  and  studies,  and  not  be  put  to  the  expense 
of  purchasing  the  whole  collection  ;  an  inconvenience  inseparable  from  any  other 
plan  than  that  which  has  been  in  this  instance  adopted.

His  Chronicle  extends  from  the  creation  of  the  world  to 
the  year  1417.  As  a  record  of  the  language  spoken  in  Norfolk  (being  written  in  English),  it  is  of 
considerable  value.

This  Chronicle  traces  the  history  of  the  ^reat  Benedictine  monastery  of  Abingdon  in  Berkshire, 
from  its  foundation  by  King  Ina  of  "Wessex,  to  the  reien  of  Richard  I.,  shortly  after  which  period 
the  present  narrative  was  drawn  up  by  an  inmate  of  the  establishment.  The  author  had  access 
to  the  title-deeds  of  the  house;  and  incorporates  into  his  history  various  charters  of  the  Saxon 
kings,  of  great  importance  as  illustrating  not  only  the  history  of  the  locality  but  that  of  the  king- 
dom.   The  work  is  printed  for  the  first  time.

Lttard,  M.A.,  Fellow  and  Assistant  Tutor  of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge. 
1858. 

The  first  is  a  poem  in  Norman  French,  containing  4,686  lines,  addressed  to  Alianor,  Queen  of 
Henry  III.,  probably  written  in  124B,  on  the  restoration  of  the  church  of  Westminster.  Nothing 
is  kno\vn  of  the  author.  The  second  is  an  anonymous  poem,  containing  536  lines,  written  between 
1440  and  1450,  by  command  of  Henry  VI.,  to  whom  it  is  dedicated.  It  does  not  throw  any  new 
light  on  tbe  reign  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  but  is  valuable  as  a  specimen  of  the  Latin  poetry  of 
the  time.  The  third,  also  by  an  anonymous  author,  was  apparently  written  lor  Queen  Edith, 
between  1066  and  1074,  during  the  pressure  of  the  sufEering  brought  on  the  Saxons  by  the  Norman 
conquest.  It  notices  many  acts  not  found  in  other  writers,  and  some  which  differ  considerably 
from  the  \v\^T^  accounts.

The  first  volume  contains  original  materials  for  the  history  of  the  settlement  of  the  order  of 
Saint  Francis  in  England,  the  letters  of  Adam  de  Marisco,  and  other  papers  connected  with  the 
foundation  anji  diffusion  of  this  Kreat  body.  It  was  the  aim  of  the  editor  to  collect  whatever  historical 
information  could  be  found  in  this  country,  towards  illustrating  a  period  of  the  national  history  for 
which  only  scanty  materials  exist.  None  of  these  have  been  before  printed.  The  second  volume 
contains  materials  found,  since  the  first  volume  was  published,  among  the  MSS.  of  Sir  Charles 
Isham,  and  in  various  libraries. 

5.  FAscictTLi  ZizANioEUM  Magistki  Johannis  "Wyclie  cum  Tkitico.    Ascribed  to 

Thomas  Nettee,  of  Waeden,  Provincial  of  the  Carmelite  Order  in  England, 

and  Confessor  to  King  Henry  the  Fifth.  Edited  hy  the  Rev.  "W.  W.  Shielet, 

M.A.,  Tutor  and  late  Fellow  of  Wadham  College,  Oxford.    1868. 

This  work  derives  its  principal  value  from  being  the  only  contempoi'aneous  account  of  the  rise 
of  the  Lollards.  When  written,  the  disputes  of  the  schoolmen  had  been  extended  to  .the  fi.eld  of 
theology,  and  they  appear  both  in  the  writings  of  Wycliff  andin  those  of  his  adversaries.  Wycliff's 
little  bundles  of  tares  are  not  less  metaphysical  than  theological,  and  the  conflict  between  Nomina- 
lists and  Realists  ragiis  side  by  side  with  the  conflict  between  the  different  interpreters  of  Scripture. 
The  work  gives  a  gociii  dea  of  the  controversies  at  the  end  of  the  14th  and  the  beginning  of  the  15th 
centuries. 

6.  The  Buik.  or  the   Ceoniclis  oe  Scotlanii  ;  or,  A  Metrical  Version  of  the

This  i?5t  n^etrical  translation  of  a  Latin  Prose  Chronicle,  written  in  the  first  half  of  the  16th 
century.  The  narrative  begins  with  the  earliest  legends  and  ends  with  the  death  of  James  I.  of 
ScotlaniJ,  and  the  "  evil  endinu  of  the  traitors  that  slew  him."  Strict  accuracy  of  statement  is  not 
to  be  Idoked'for !  but  the  stories  of  the  colonization  of  Spaia,  Ireland,  and  Scotland  are  interesting 
if  not  true  j  a,nd  the  chronicle  reflects  the  manners,  sentiments,  and  character  of  the  age  in  which 
it  was  composed.  The  peculiarities  of  the  Scottish  dialect  are  well  illustrated  in^this  version, 
and  the  student  of  language  will  find  ample  materials  for  comparison  with  the  Bnglish  dialects  of 
the  same  period,  and  with  modern  lowland  Scotch. 

7.  JoHANNis  Oaegeave  Libee  DE  Illtjsteibtts  Heneicis.     Edited  hy  the  Eev.  F.  C. 

HiifGESTON,  M.A.,  of  Exeter  College,  Oxford.    1858. 

This  work  is  dedicated  to  Henry  VI.  of  England,  who  appears  to  have  been,  in  the  author's, 
estimation,  the  greatest  of  all  the  Henries.  It  is  divided  into  three  parts,  each  having  a  separate 
dedication.  The  first  part  relates  only  to  the  history  of  the  Empire,  from  the  election  of  Henry  I. 
the  Fowler,  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Henry  VI.  The  second  part  is  devoted  to 
Englislji  histjory,  from  the  accession  of  Henry  I.  in  1100,  to  144S,  which  was  the  twenty-fourth  year 
of  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  The  third  part  contains  the  lives  of  illustrioiis  men  who  hilve  borne  the 
name  of  Henry  in  variousparts  of  the  world.  Capgrave  was  born  in  1893,  in  the  reign  of  Richard 
II.,  and  lived  during  the  Wars  of  the  Roses,  for  which  period  his  work  is  of  some  value, 

8.  HiSTOEIA    MONASTEEII    S.    AUGTTSTINI    CaNTUAEIENSIS,   by   ThOMAS    OE    ElMHAM, 

formerly  Monk  and  Treasurer  of  that  Foundation,  ildited  hy  Charles  Hard- 
wick,  M.A.,  Fellow  of  St.  Catharine's  Hall,  and  Christian  Advocajt^in  the 
TJniversity  of  Cambridge.    1858. 

This  history  extends  from  the  arrival  of  St.  Augustine,  in  Kent  until  1191.  PD^flxed  is  a 
chronology  as  far  as  1418,  which  shows  in  outline  what  was  to  have  been  the  character  of  the  work 
when  completed.  The  only  copy  known  is  in  the  possession  of  Trinity  Hall,  Cambridge.  The 
author  was  connected  with  Norfolk,  and  most  probably  with  Elmham,  whence  he  derived  his  name.

This  is  a  Latin  Chronicle  extending  from  the  Creation  to  the  latter  part  of  the -reign  of 
Edward  III.,  add  writtto  by  a  monk  of  the  Abbey,  of  Malioesbury,  in  Wiltshire,  abgiit  the  year 
1867.  A  continliation,  carrying  the  history  of  England  dovitn  to  the  year  1418,  was  added  "in  the 
former  half  of  the  fifteenth  century  by  an  author  whose  name  is  not  known.  ,  The  original 
Chronicle  is  divided  into  five  books,  and  contains  a  history  of  the  world  generally"  but  more 
especially  of  England  to  the  year  1366.  The  continuation  extends  the  history  down  to  th&  corona, 
tion  of  Henry  V.  The  Eulogium  itself  is  chiefly  valuable  as  containing  a  history,  by  a  con- 
temporary, oi;  the  period  between  1866  and  1366.  The  notices  of  iJverits  appear  to  have  been  written 
very  soon  after  their  occurrence.  Among  other  interesting  matter,  the  Chronicle  .contains  a  diary 
of  the  Poitiers  campaign,  evidently  furnished  by  sojne  person  who  accompanied  the,  army  of  the 
Black  Prince.  The  continuation  of  the  Chronicle  is  also  the  work  of  a  contemporary^  and  gives  a 
very  interesting  account  of  the  reigns  of  'Richard  II.  and  Heniy  IV.  It  is  believed  to  be  the 
earliest  authority  for  the  statement  that  the  latter  monarch  died  in  the  Jerusalem  Chamber  at 
■Westminster.

The  contents  ofthis  volume  are— (1)  a  life  o{  Henry  VII.,  by  his  poet  laureate  and  historio- 
Krapher,  Berna.rd  Andr6,  of  Toulouse,  with  some  compositions  in  verse,  of  which  he  is  supposed  to 
have  been  the  author;  (2)  the  journals  of  EoRer  Machado  during  certain  embassies  on  which 
he  was  sent  by  Henry  VII.  to  Spain  and  Brittany,  the  first  of  which  had  reference  to  the  marriage 
of  the  King's  son,  Arthur,  with  Catharine  of  Arragon ;  (3)  two  curious  reports  by  envoys  sent 
to  Spain  in  1505  touching  the  succession  to  the  Crown  of  Castile,  and  a  project  of  marriage  between 
Henry  VII.  and  the  Queen  of  Naples ;  and  (4)  an  account  of  Philip  of  Castile's  reception  in 
England  in  1506.    Other  documents  of  interest  are  given  in  an  appendix.

This  volume  contains  three  treatises  which  more  or  less  illustrate  the  liistory  of  the  reign  ol 
Henry  V.,  viz. :  A  life  by  Robert  Hedman  ;  a  Metrical  Chronicle  by  Thomas  Elmham,  prior  of 
Lenton,  a  contemporary  author ;  Versus  Rhythmici,  written  apparently  by  a  monk  of  Westminster 
Abbey,  who  was  also  a  contemporary  of  Henry  V.    These  works  are  printed  for  the  first  time. 

12.  MuNlMBNTA  GriLDHALL^  LoNDONiENSis ;  Liber  Albus,  Liber  Custumaram,  et

The  manuscript  of  the  Liber  Albus,  compiled  by  John  Carpenter,  Common  Clerk  of  the  City 
of  London  in  the  year  1419,  a  large  folio  volume,  is  preserved  in  the  Record  Room  of  the  City  of 
London.  It  gives  an  account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  that  City  in  the  12th, 
latla,  14th,  and  early  part  of  the  15th  centuries.  The  Liber  Custumarum  was  compiled  probably 
by  various  hands  in  the  early  part  of  the  14th  century  during  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  The 
manuscript,  a  folio  volume,  is  also  preserved  in  the  Record  Room  of  the  City  of  London,  though 
some  portion  in  its  original  state,  borrowed  from  the  City  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and 
never  returned,  forms  part  of  the  Cottonian  MS.  Claudius  D.  II.  in  the  British  Museum.  It  also 
gives  an  account  of  the  laws,  regulations,  and  institutions  of  the  City  of  London  in  the  12th,  13th, 
and  early  part  of  the  14th  centuries. 

13.  Chronica  JohaNnis'  de  Oxenedes.    Edited  ly  Sir  Henry  Ellis,  K.H.    1869. 

Although  this  Chronicle  tells  of  the  arrival  of  Hengist  and  Horsa  in  England  in  449,  yet  it 
substantially  begins  with  the  reign  of  King  Alfred,  and  comes  down  to  1292,  where  it  ends 
abruptly.  The  history  is  particularly  valuable  for  notices  of  events  in  the  eastern  portions  of  the 
Kingdom,  not  to  be  elsewhere  obtained.  Some  curious  facts  are  mentioned  relative  to  the  floods 
in  that  part  of  England,  which  are  confirmed  in  the  Eriesland  Chronicle  of  Anthony  Heinrich, 
pastor  of  the  Island  of  Mohr. 

14.  A  OOLLBGTION  OP  POLITICAL   POEMS  AND  SoNGS  RELATING   TO   ENGLISH   HlSTORY, 

PROM  THE  Accession  op  Edward  III.  to  the  Eeign  op  Henry  VIII.    Vols.  I.

These  Poems  are  perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  all  the  historical  writings  of  the  period, 
thouKh  thev  cannot  be  relied  on  for  accuracy  of  statement.  They  are  various  m  character ;  some 
are  upon  religious  subjects,  some  may  be  called  satires,  and  some  give  no  more  than  a  court 
scandal-  but  as  a  whole  they  present  a  very  fair  picture  of  society,  and  of  the  relations  of  the 
dijEterent  classes  to  one  another.  The  period  cpmprised  is  in  itself  mteresimg  and  brings  us 
throileh  the  decline  of  the  feudal  system,  to  the  beginning  of  our  modern  history.  The  songs 
ih'old  English  are  of  considerable  valae  to  the  philologist.

This  is  the  celebrated  treatise-never  before  printed-so  frequently  referred  to  by  the  great 
nhilosopherinhis  works.  It  contains  the  fullest  details  we  possess  of  the  Me  and  labours  of 
^ger  Bacon :  also  a  fragment  by  the  same  author,  supposed  to  be  unique,  the  Compendtnm 
St-udii  TheologitB."

The  author,  a  monk  of  Norwich,  has  here  given  us  a  Chronicle  of  England  from  the  arrival  of 
the  SaxoM  in  «9  to  the  year  1298,  in  or  about  which  year  it  appears  that  he  died.  The  latter 
to^tioHfthis  history  (the  whole  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  more  especially)  is  of  grea,t  value,  as 
thfwriter  wis  contSporary  with  the  events  which  he  records.  An  Appendix  contains  several 
mustrative  dooumeuts  connected  with  the  previous  narrative. 

17  Brut  y  Tywysogion  ;  or,  The  Chronicle  of  the  Princes  of  Wales.    Edited  by

Tiiiawnrk  also  known  as  "The  Chronicle  of  the  Princes  of  Wales,"  has  been  attributed  to 
r,  j!l^jT^i,r,/n™n  who  flourished  about  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  century.  It  is  written  in 
^t'^To^r^VyrS^iiluafemini^mi  the  abdication  and  death  of  Caedwala  at  Rome,  inthe 
y\^^EndI^nttues?hr&tory  down  to  the  subjugation  of  Wales  by  Edward  I.,  about  the 

year  1282. 
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18.  A  Collection  op  Royal  and  Histoeicai  Lettees  dubing  the  Eeisn    oi

This  volume,  like  all  tlie  others  in  the  series  containing  a  miscellaneous  selection^  of  letters,  is 
valuable  on  account  of  the  light  it  throws  upon  biographical  history,  and  the  familiar  view  it 
presents  of  characters,  manneis,  and  events.  The  period  requires  much  elucidation  ;  to  which  it 
will  materially  contribute. 

19.  The  Repressok  op  oveb,  much  Blaming-  op  the  Olerg-y.  By  EEaiNALD 
Pecock,  sometime  Bishop  of  Chichester.  Yols.  L  and  II.  Edited  hy 
OmmcHiLL  Babington,  B.D.,  Fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge. 
1860. 

The  "  Repressor "  may  be  considered  the  earliest  piece  of  good  theological  disquisition  of 
which  our  English  prose  literature  can  Ijoast.  The  author  was  horn  about  the  end  of  the  four- 
teenth century,  consecrated  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph  in  the  year  1444,  and  translated  to  the  see  of 
Chichester  in  1450.  "While  Bishop  of  St.  Asaph,  he  zealously  defended  his  brother  prelates  from 
the  attacks  of  those  who  censured  the  bishops  for  their  neglect  of  duty.  He  maintained  that  it 
was  no  part  of  a  bishop's  functions  to  appear  in  the  pulpit,  and  that  his  time  might  be  more  profi- 
tably spent,  and  his  dignity  better  maintained,  in  the  performance  of  works  of  a  higher  character. 
Among  those  who  thought  differently  were  the  Lollards,  and  against  their  general  doctrines  the 
"  Repressor  "  is  directed.  Pecoct  took  up  a  position  midway  between  that  of  the  Roman  Church 
and  that  of  the  modern  Anglican  Church;  but  his  work  is  interesting  chiefly  because  it  gives  a 
lull  account  of  the  views  of  the  Lollards  and  of  the  arguments  by  which  they  were  supported,  and 
because  it  assists  us  to  ascertain,  the  state  of  feeling  which  ultimately  led  to  the  Reformation. 
Apart  from  religious  matters,  the  light  thrown  upon  contemporaneous  history  is  very  small,  but 
the  "  Repressor  "  has  frreat  value  for  the  philologist,  as  it  tells  us  what  were  the  characteristics  of 
the  language  in  use  among  the  cultivated  Englishmen  of  the  fifteenth  century.  Pecock,  though  an 
opponent  of  the  Lollards,  showed  a  certain  spirit  of  toleration,  for  which  he  received,  towards  the 
end  of  his  life,  the  usual  medi^Eval  reward^persecution. 

20.  Annales  Oambei^.     Editedhy  the  Bey.  John  Williams  ab  Ithel,  M.A.  1860. 

These  annals,  which  are  in  Latin,  commence  in  ■^47,  and  come  down  to  1288.  The  earlier  portion 
appears  to  be  taken  from  an  Irish  Chronicle  used  by  Tigernach,  and  by  the  compiler  of  the  Annals 
of  Ulster.  During  its  first  century  it  contains  scarcely  anything  relating  to  Britain,  the  earliest 
direct  concurrence  with  English  history  is  relative  to  the  mission  of  Augustine.  Its  notices 
throughout,  though  brief,  are  valuable.  The  annals  were  probably  written  at  St.  Davids,  by 
Blegewryd,  Archdeacon  of  Llandaff,  the  most  learned  man  in  his  day  in  all  Cymru. 

21.  The  Works  of  G-iraldus  Cambbensis.  Yols.  I.,  II.,  III.,  and  lY.  Edited 
hy  J.  S.  Bbewee,  M.A.,  Professor  of  English  Literature,  King's  College, 
London.  Yols.  Y.,  YI.,  and  YII.  Edited  hy  tlie  Rev.  James  ¥.  Dimock, 
M.A.,  Rector  of  Barnburgh,  Yorkshire.    1861-1877. 

These  volumes  contain  the  historical  works  of  Gerald  du  Barry,  who  hved  in  the  reigns  of 
Henry  IL,  Richard  L,  and  John,  and  attempted  to  re-establish  the  independence  of  Wales  by 
restoring  the  see  of  St.  Davids  to  its  ancient  primacy.  His  works  are  of  a  very  miscellaneous 
nature,  both  In  prose  and  verse,  and  are  remarkable  cbiefly  for  the  racy  and  original  anecdotes 
which  they  contain  relating  to  contemporaries.  He  is  the  only  Welsh  writer  of  any  importance 
■who  has  contributed  so  much  to  the  mediaeval  literature  of  this  country,  or  assumed,  m  conse- 
quence of  his  nationality,  so  free  and  independent  a  tone.  His  frequent  travels  in  Italy,  in  France, 
in  Ireland,  and  in  Wales,  gave  him  opportunities  for  observation  which  did  not  generally  fall  to 
the  lot  of  mediaeval  writers  in  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  centuries,  and  of  these  observations 
Giraldus  lias  made  due  use.  Only  extracts  from  these  treatises  have  been  printed  before  and 
almost  all  of  them  are  taken  from  unique  manuscripts. 

The  Topographia  Hibemica  {in  Vol.  V.)  is  the  result  of  Giraldus' two  visits  to  Ireland.  The 
first  in  1183,  the  second  in  1185-6,  when  he  accompanied  Prince  John  into  that  country.  Curious 
as  this  treatise  is,  Mr.  Dimock  is  of  opinion  that  it  ought  not  to  be  accepted  as  sober  truthful 
history,  for  Giraldus  himself  states  that  truth  was  not  his  main  object,  and  that  he  compiled  the 
workfot  the  purpose  of  sounding  the  praises  of  Henry  the  Second.  Elsewhere,  however,  he 
declares  that  he  had  stated  nothing  in  the  Topographia  of  the  truth  of  which  he  was  not  weU 
assured,  either  by  his  own  eyesight  or  by  the  testimony,  with  all  diligence  elicited,  of  the  most 
trustworthy  and  authentic  men  in  the  country ;  that  though  he  did  not  put  just  the  same  full 
faith  in  their  reports  as  in  what  he  had  himself  seen,  yet,  as  they  only  related  what  they  had  them- 
selves seen,  he  could  not  but  believe  such  credible  witnesses.  Avery  interesting  portion  of  this 
treatise  is  devoted  to  the  animals  of  Ireland.  It  shows  that  he  was  a  very  accurate  and  acute 
observer,  and  his  descriptions  are  given  in  a  way  that  a  scientific  naturalist  of  the  present  day 
could  hardly  improve  upon.  The  Expugriatio  Hibemica  was  written  about  1188  and  may  be 
regarded  rather  as  a  great  epic  than  a  sober  relation  of  acts  occurring  in  his  own  days.  No  one 
can  peruse  it  ■p'ithout  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  rather  a  poetical  fiction  than  a  prosaic 
truthful  history.  Tol.  VI.  contains  the  Itinerarium  Kambrise  et  Descriptio  Kambriue  :  and  Vol. 
VII.,  the  lives  of  S.  Re  migius  and  S.  Hugh.

They  range  in  date  from  about  1210  to 
1253,  and  relate  to  various  matters  connected  not  only  with  the  political  history  of  England  during 
the  reign  of  Henr^  til.  but  with  its  ecclesiastical  condition.  They  refer  especially  to  the  diocese 
of  Lincoln,  of  which  Grosseteste  was  bishop.

The  object  of  this  work  is  to  publish  notices  of  nil  known  sources  of  British  history,  both 
printed  and  unprinted,  in  one  continued  sequence.  The  materials,  when  historical  (as  distin- 
guished from  biographical),  are  arranged  under  the  year  in  which  the  latest  event  is  recorded  in 
the  chronicle  or  history,  and  not  under  the  period  in  which  its  author,  real  or  supposed,  flourished. 
Biographies  are  enumerated  under  the  year  in  which  the  person  commemorated  died,  and  not 
under  the  year  in  which  the  life  was  writtign.  This  arrangement  has  two  advantages ;  the  materials 
for  any  given  period  may  be  seen  at  a  glance ;  and  if  the  reader  knows  the  time  when  an  author 
wrote,  and  the  number  of  years  that  had  elapsed  between  the  date  of  the  events  and  the  time  the 
writer  flourished,  he  will  generally  be  enabled  to  form  a  fair  estimate  of  the  comparative  value  of 
the  nari*ative  itself.  A  brief  analysis  of  eacli  work  has  been  added  when  deserving  it,  in  which 
original  portions  are  distinguished  from  more  compilations.  If  possible,  the  sources  are  indicated 
from  which  compilations  have  been  derived.  A  biographical  sketch  of  the  author  of  each  piece  has 
been  added,  and  a  brief  notice  of  such  British  authors  as  have  written  on  historical  subjects.

Hishistory,  in  four  books,  extends  from  447  to 
1066.  He  announces  his  inteniion  of  continuing  it,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that  he  completed  any 
more.  This  chronicle'  gives  many  charters  in  favour  of  Westminster  Abbey,  and  a  very  full  account 
of  the  lives  and  miracles  of  the  saints,  especially  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  whose'  reign  occupies 
the  foflrth  book.

Neokam  was  a  man  who  devoted  hiinself  to  science,  such  as  it  was  in  the  twelfth  century 
In  the  De  Naturis  Rerum  "  are  to  be  found  what  may  be  called  the  rudiments  of  many  sciences 
mixed  up  with  much  error  and  ignorance.  Neokam  was  not  thought  infallible  even  by  his 
contemporaries,  for  Eager  Bacon  remarks  of  him,  "  This  Alexander  in  many  things  wrote  what  was 
'true  and  useful;  but  he  neither  can  nor  ought  by  just  title  to  be  reckoned  among;  authorities." 
Neokam,  however,  had  sufScient  independence  of  thought  to  differ  from  some  of  the  schoolmen 
who  In  his  time  considered  themselves  the  only  judges  of  literature.  He  had  his  own  views  in 
morals,  and,  in  giving  us  a  glimpse  of  them,  as  well  as  of  his  other  opinions,  he  throws  much 
light  upon  the  manners,  customs,  and  general  tone  of  thought  prevalent  in  the  twelfth  century. 
The  poem  entitled  "  De  Laudibus  Divinse  Sapientise "  appears  to  be  a  metrical  paraphrase  or 
abridgment  of  the  "  De  Naturis  Eerum."  It  is  written  in  tho  elegiac  metre,  and  though  there  are 
many  lines  which  violate  classical  rules,  it  is,  as  a  whole,  above  the  ordinary  standard  of  mediscval 
Latin.

In 
uddition  to  the  information  bearing  directly  upon  the  medical  skill  and  medical  faith  of  the  times, 
there  are  many  passages  which  incidentally^throw  light  upon  the  general  mode  of  life  and 
ordinary  diet.  The  volumes  are  interesting  not  only  in  their  scientific,  but  also  in  their  social 
aspect.  The  manuscripts  from  which  they  have  been  printed  are  valuable  to  the  Anglo-Saxon 
scholar  for  the  illustrations  they  afford  of  Anglo-Saxon  orthography.

This  work  contains  a  number  of  very  curious  and  interesting  incidents,  and  being  the  work 
of  a  contemporary,  is  very  valuable,  not  only  as  a  truthful  biography  of  a  celebrated  ecclesiastic, 
but  as  the  work  of  a  man,  who,  from  personal  knowledge,  gives  notices  of  passing  events,  as  well 
as  of  individuals  who  were  then  taking  active  part  in  public  affairs.  The  author,  in  all  pro- 
bability was  Adam  Abbot  of  Evesham.  He  was.  domestic  chaplain  and  private  confessor  of 
Bishop  HuKh,  and  in  these  capacities  was  admitted  to  the  closest  mtimaoy.  Bishop  Hugh  was 
Prior  of  "#itham  for  11  years  before  he  became  Bishop  of  Lincoln.  His  consecration  took  place 
Oh  the  Jlst  September  1186;  he  died  on  the  16th  of  November  1200;  and  was  canonized  in 
1220.

The  nai^ative  extends 
from  1187  to  1199  ;  but  its  chief  interest  cohsists  in  the  minute  and  authentw  narrative  which  it 
furnishes  of  the  e^iploits  of  Eiohard  I.,  from  his  departure  from  England  in  DeoeiBber  1189  to  his 
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death  in  1199.  The  author  states  in  his  prologue  that  he  was  an  eye-witness  of  muoti  that  he 
records ;  and  various  incidental  circumstances  which  occur  in  the  course  of  the  narrative  confirm 
this  assertion. 

The  letters  in  Vol.  II.,  written  between  1187  and  1199,  are  of  value  as  furnishing  authentic 
materials  for  the  history  of  the  ecclesiastical  condition  of  England  during  the  reign  of  Eichard  I. 
They  had  their  origin  in  a  dispute  which  arose  from  the  attempts  of  Baldwin  and  Hubert,  arch- 
bishops of  Canterbury,  to  found  a  college  of  secular  canons,  a  project  which  gave  fjreat  unibrage 
to  the  monks  of  Canterbury,  who  saw  in  it  a  desir^-i  to  supplant  them  in  their  function  of 
metropolitan  chapter.  These  letters  are  printed,  for  ilie  first  time,  from  a  MS.  belonging  to  the 
archiepisoopal  library  at  Lambeth.

TJiis  curious  chronicle  extends  from  the  fabulous  period  of  history  down  to  the  return  of 
JEdward  IV.  to  England  in  the  year  1471  after  the  second  deposition  of  Henry  VI.  The  manuscript 
from  which  the  text  of  the  work  is  taken  is  preserved  in  the  Imperial  Library  at  Paris,  and  is  believed 
to  be  the  only  complete  and  nearly  contemporary  copy  in  existence.  The  work,  as  originally  bound, 
was  comprised  in  six  volumes,  since  rebound  in  morocco  in  12  volumes,  folio  maiimo,  vellum,  and 
is  illustrated  with  exquisite  miniatures,  vignettes,  and  initial  letters.  It  was  written  towards  the 
end  of  the  fifteenth  century,  having  been  expressly  executed  for  Louis  de  Bruges,  Seigneur  de  la 
Gruthuyse  and  Earl  of  "Winchester,  from  whose  cabmet  it  passed  into  the  library  of  Louis  XII.  at 
Blois.

This  is  one  of  the  many  mediaeval  chronicles  which  assume  the  character  of  a  history  of  the 
world.  It  begins  with  the  creation,  and  is  brought  down  to  the  author's  own  time,  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.  Prefixed  to  the  historical  portion,  is  a  chapter  devoted  to  geography,  in  which  is 
onven  a  description  of  every  known  land.  To  say  that  the  Polychronicon  was  written  in  the  four- 
teenth century  is  to  «!ay  that  it  is  not  free  from  inaccuracies.  It  has,  however,  a  value  apart  from  its 
intrinsic  merits.  It  enables  us  to  form  a  very  fair  estimate  of  the  knowledge  of  history  and 
geography  which  well-informed  readers  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries  possessed,  for  it 
was  then  the  standard  work  on  general  history. 

The  two  English  translations,  whicli  are  printed  with  the  original  Latin,  afford  interesting 
illustrations  of  the  gradual  change  of  our  language,  for  one  was  made  in  the  fourteenth  century,  the 
other  in  the  fifteenth.  The  differences  betwe^'n  Trevisn.'s  version  and  that  of  the  unknown  writer 
are  often  considerable.

Some  various  readings  are  given  which  are  interesting  to  the  philologist  as  instances  of  semi- 
Saxomzed  Erenoh.    It  is  supposed  that  Peter  of,  Ickham  was  the  supposed  author.

The  Abbey  of  Meaux  was  a  Cistercian  house,  and  the  work  of  its  abbot  is  both  curious  aEd 
valuable.  It  is  a  faithful  and  often  minute  record  of  the  establishment  of  areligious  community,  of 
its  progress  in  forming  an  ample  revenue,  of  its  struggles  to  maintain  its  acquisitions,  and  of  its 
relations  to  the  governing  histitutions  of  the  country.  In  addition  to  the  private  ajlairs  of  the 
monastery,  some  light  is  thrown  upon  the  public  events  of  the  time,  which  are  however  kept  distinct, 
and  appear  at  the  end  of  the  history  of  each  abbot's  administration.  The  text  has  been  printed 
from  what  is  said  to  be  the  autograph  of  the  original  compiler,  Thomas  de  Burton,  the  nineteenth

The  exact  date  at  which  this  w  ork  was  written  is,  according  to  the  chronicler,  1260.  The  history 
is  of  considerable  value  as  an  illustration  of  the  period  during  which  the  author  lived,  and  contains 
a  good  summary  of  the  events  which  followed  the  Conquest.  This  minor  chronicle  is,  however 
based  on  another  work  (also  written  by  Matthew  Paris)  giving  fuller  details,  which  has  been  called 
the  "  Historia  Major."  The  chronicle  hero  published,  nevertheless,  gives  some  information  not  to 
be  found  in  the  greater  history.

The  "Book  of  Hyde"  Is  a  compilation  from  much  earlier  sources  which  are  usually  indicated 
with  considerable  care  and  precision.  In  many  oases,  however,  the  Hyde  Chronicler  appears  to 
correct,  to  qualify,  or  to  amphfy-T-either  from  tradition  or  from  sources  of  information  not  now 
discpverable-the  statements,  which,  in  substance,  he  adopts.  He  also  mentions,  and  freaueutlv 
quotes  from  writers  whose  works  are  either  entirely  lost  or  at  present  known  only  by  lra«merits 

There  IS  to  be  found,  m  the  ■  Book  of  Hyde,"  much  information  relating  to  the  reien  of  Kine 
Alfred  which  IS  not  known  to  exist  elsewhere.  The  volume  contains  some  curious  specimens  of 
Anglo-Saxon  and  Mediseval  English.  *^

There  is,  in  this  volume,  a  IcRendary  account  of  the  peopling  of  Ireland  and  of  the  adventures 
which  befell  the  various  heroes  who  are  said  to  have  been  connected  with  Irish  history.  The  details 
are,  however,  very  meagre  both  for  this  period  and  for  the  time  when  history  becomes  more  authentic. 
The  plan  adopted  in  the  chronicle  gives  the  appearance  of  an  accuracy  to  which  the  earlier  por- 
tions of  the  work  cannot  have  any  claim.  The  succession  of  events  is  marked  year  by  year,  from 
A.M.  1599  to  A.D.  HBO.  The  principal  events  narrated  in  the  later  portion  of  the  work  are,  the 
invasions  of  foreigners,  and  the  wars  of  the  Irish  among  themselves.  The  text  has  been  printed 
from  a  MS.  preserved  in  the  library  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  written  partly  in  Latin,  parily  in 
Irish.

It  is  probable  that  Pierre  de  Langtof  t  was  a  canon  of  Bridlington,  in  Yorkshire,  and  lived  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.,  and  during  a  portion  of  the  reign  of  Edward  II.  This  clironicle  is  divided  into 
three  parts;  in  the  first,  is  an  abridgment  of  Geoflrey  of  Monmouth's  "  Historia  Britonum ;"  in  the 
second,  a  history  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  Norman  kings,  to  the  death  of  Henry  III.  j  in  the  third,  a 
history  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  The  principal  object  of  the  work  was  apparently  to  show  the 
justice  of  Edward's  Scottish  wars.  The  language  is  singularly  corrupt,  and  a  curious  specimen  of 
the  French  of  Yorkshhe.

The  work  in  its  present  form,  in  the  editor's  opinion,  is  a  comparatively  modern  version  of  an 
undoubtedly  ancient  original.  That  it  was  compiled  from  contemporary  materials  has  been  proved 
by  curious  incidental  evidence.  It  is  stated  in  the  account  given  of  the  battle  of  Clontarf  that  tlie 
fuU  tide  in  Dublin  Bay  on  the  day  of  the  battle  (23  April  1014)  coincided  with  sunrise ;  and  that  the 
returning  tide  in  the  evening  aided  considerably  in  the  defeat  of  the  Danes.  The  fact  has  been 
verified  by  astronomical  calculations,  and  the  inference  is  that  the  author  of  the  chronicle,  if  not  an 
eye-witness,  must  have  derived  his  information  from  eye-witnesses.  The  contents  of  the  work  are 
sufBciently  described  in  its  title.  The  story  is  told  after  the  manner  of  the  Scandinavian  Sagas,  with 
poems  and  fragments  of  poems  introduced  into  the  prose  narrative.

but  it?s  not  a  copy,  being  sometimes  an  abridsment,  at  others  a  paraphrase  ;  occasionally  the  two 
works  entirely  alfee;  shSwing  that  both  writers  had  access  to  the  sanie  materials,  but  dealt  with 
Tern  diflereSly  From  1192  to  1201  maybe  said  to  be  wholly  Hoveden's  work ;  it  is  extremely 
valuable,  and  an  authority  of  the  first  importance.

A  collection  of  original  documents,  elucidating  mainly  the  history  and  condition  of  the  .muni- 
cipal, middle,  and  trading  classes  under  or  in  relation  with  the  rule  of  England  in  Ireland,— a 
subject  hitherto  in  almost  total  obscurity.  Extending  over  the  first  hundred  and  fifty  years  of  the 
Anglo-Norman  settlement,  the  series  includes  charters,  municipal  laws  and  regulations,  rolls  of 
names  of  citizens  and  members  ot  merchant-guilds,  lists  of  commodities  with  their  rates,  correspon- 
dence, illustrations  o£  relations  between  ecclesiastics  and  laity ;  together  with  many  documents 
exhibiting  the  state  of  Ireland  during  the  presence  there  of  the  Soots  under  Robert  and  Edward 
Bruce.

It  adds  much  to  the  materials  for  the  civil  and  ecclesiastical  history  of  Ireland ;  and  contains  many 
curious  references  to  English  and  foreign  affairs,  not  noticed  in  any  other  chronicle.

Pryime  ascribes  to  the  Black  Book  the  same  authority  in  the  Admiralty  as 
the  Black  and  Eed  Eocks  have  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  and  most  English  writers  on  maritime 
law  recognize  its  importance.

This  important  and  unique  survey  of  the  greater  portion  of  England*  is  the 
oldest  and  most  valuahle  record  in  the  national  archives.  It  was  commenced 
about  the  year  1084  and  finished  in  1086.  Its  compilation  was  determined 
upon  at  Gloucester  by  William  the  Conqueror,  in  council,  in  order  that  he  might 
know  what  was  due  to  him,  in  the  way  of  tax,  from  his  subjects,  and  that  each 
at  the  same  time  might  know  what  he  had  to  pay.  It  was  compiled  as  much 
for  their  protection  as  for  the  benefit  of  the  sovereign.  The  nobility  and  people 
had  been  grievously  distressed  at  the  time  by  the  king  bringing  over  large  num- 
bers of  French  and  Bretons,  and  quartering  them  on  his  subjects,  "  each 
"  according  to  the  measure  of  his  land,"  for  t}ie  purpose  of  resisting  the  invasion  of 
Cnut,  King  of  Denmark,  which  was  apprehended. '  The  Commissioners  appointed 
to  make  the  survey  were  to  inquire  the  name  of  each  place  ;  who  held  it  in  the 
time  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor;  the  present  possessor ;  how  many  hides 
were  in  the  manor ;  how  many  ploaghs  were  in  the  demesne;  how  many  homagers ; 
how  many  villeins  ;  how  many  cottars ;  how  many  serving  men ;  how  many  free 
tenants ;  how  many  tenants  in  soccage ;  how  much  wood,  meadow,  and  pasture ; 
the  number  of  mills  and  fish  ponds  ;  what  had  been  added  or  taken  away  from 
the  place  ;  what  was  the  gross  value  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Confessor ;  the 
present  value  ;  and  how  much  each  free  man  or  soc-man  had,  and  whether  any 
advance  could  be  made  in  the  value.  Thus  could  be  ascertained  who  held  the 
estate  in  the  time  of  King  Edward ;  who  then  held  it ;  its  value  in  the  time  of 
the  late  King  ;  and  its  value  as  it  stood  at  the  formation  of  the  survey.  So 
minute  was  the  survey,  that  the  writer  of  the  contemporary  portion  of  the  Saxon 
Chronicle  records,  with  some  asperity- — "  So  very  narrowly  he  caused  it  to  be 
"  traced  out,  that  there  was  not  a  single  hide,  nor  one  virgate  of  land,  nor  even, 
"  it  is  shame  to  tell,  though  it  seemed  to  him  no  shame  to  do,  an  ox,  nor  a  cow, 
"  nor  a  swine  was  left,  that  was  not  set  down." 

Domesday  Survey  is  in  two  parts  or  volumes.  The  first,  in  folio,  contains  the 
counties  of  Bedford,  Berks,  Bucks,  Cambridge,  Chester,  and  Lancaster,  Corn- 
wall, Derby,  Devon,  Dorset,  Gloucester,  Hants,  Hereford,  Herts,  Huntingdon, 
Kent,  Leicester  and  Eutland,  Lincoln,  Middlesex,  Northampton,  Nottingham, 
Oxford,  Salop,  Somerset,  Stafford,  Surrey,  Sussex,  Warwick,  Wilts,  Worcester, 
and  York.  The  second  volume,  in  quarto,  contains  the  counties  of  Essex, 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk. 

Domesday  Book  was  printed  verbatim  et  literatim  during  the  last  century,  in 
consequence  of  an  address  of  the  House  of  Lords  to  King  George  III.  in  1767. 
It  was  not,  however,  commenced  until  1773,  and  was  completed  early  in  1783. 
In  1860,  Her  Majesty's  Government,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls,  determined  to  apply  the  art  of  photozincography  to  the  production  of  a 
fao-simile  of  Domesday  Book,  under  the  superintendence  of  Colonel  Sir  Henry 
James,  K.E.,  Director-General  of  the  Ordnance  Survey,  Southampton.  The 
fao-simile  was  completed  in  1863.
